A dam DUNCAN, rrcatca, lift 
Oclobti 1797, Loni Viicount Dun¬ 
oon ol’ Caiuptidown, ;\ml IVarc.H Dur.can 
fi1 J.MiKtiu, ill tlie Sliirc of Perth, wae 
born the ift of July 1731, at Dundee, in 
Scotland. lie was a younger fon of the 
ancient and reipe^htble faultily of the 
Duncans, of Lundie, in the county of 
Peith, who polVedVd au cltatc* ot about 
i;ool. pel aiiniuu, which caiv.e to our 
gallant CoiumaridcT about Hrteen inunth^ 
iuice, by the death his elder bufiber 
Colonel Duncan. Lord Duncan manieU 
a paternal riller ot the pAleut Lord Ad¬ 
vocate of Scotland, and nitre of Mr. Sc- 
cretai} Dundas, by whom, he has feverai 
cJiildren. 

lie early was clcLOteci to the lervlce of 
his couniiy in the Navy, and on the a5th 
of February 1761, was matk a Captain 
in the Ihip the Valiant; on the 24th of 
September 1787, he was advanced to the 
pod of Rear-Admiral j became Vice- 
Admiral in 1793, and Admiral ot the 
Blue in 1795. He was foon iiotia\l by 
the lair Lord Keppcl, and was with him 
at the talcing ol Havanna j ami when that 
Nobleman w’as made an Admiral, he 
chole his friend Duncan for his Captain, 
and he was afterwards one of the Mem¬ 
bers on his Court Martial. 

Before tlic late engagement, which 
has covered him with lauieU, Admiral 
Duncan had not an op])ortunity of at- 
chieving any very brilliant objecl. It 
has been the courfe of diis lervice rather 
to be ufeful than confpicuous. He lias 
not been an adventurer or a ouack. lie 
was not employed upon exploits calcu¬ 
lated eitlier to laiie his fame, or to iill 
his purfc. But his oierlct liave been 


truly appreciated by the judget of the 
fcrvice, and no man has enjoyed through 
life ;i fnore flable reputation in j^ublic, or 
a mure amiable cliara£^er in private life. 

The promptitude and alacrity witK 
which he carried his fleet to Tea, the fkill 
with which he ieited the proper nionieat 
of attack, the bravery and managemont 
ot the nation, though fplendid, arc the 
lead titles to our piaife. The patience 
and conflancy with which iie>maurtained 
his diflicult and painful dation during (b 
many hollterous months, and iUll more 
the gallantry with which, during the 
cririeal period of the mutiny, he kept 
his pod in thk blockade of the enemy 
with only three fhips, wljcn he was 
abandoned by all the red of his fqua- 
dron, are proofs of heroifra, teal, and 
viitue, vtrhichwill be Jong remembered 
vrith gratitude by his country. 

We cannot on the preient occafion 
omit to preknt our readers with the foU 
loving fpecch, which was made by Lord 
Duncan his crew on the 3d of June 
17971 smd which bears every mark of 
authenticity in its unafTcfled piety, ite 
ardent patriotilbi, its indignant grief, its 
fimple yet impredlve eloquence, ib ad¬ 
mirably adapted to the hearts and un- 
derdandings of its auditors 3 ^ 

My lads1 once more call you 
together with a forrowful heart, from 
wliat 1 have lately feen $ the difade^ion 
of the fleets ; 1 call it for 

To be 
delerted by my fleet, in the face of ap 
enemy, is a difgrace which 1 believe 
never before happened to a Britiih Ad¬ 
miral; nor could 1 have fuppofed it 
poflible. My greattft oomfbrt under

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God ft, that I have been fuppoited by 
the officers, feamen, and marines, of tbt$ 
fhip ; for which, with a heart overflowing 
with gratitude, I requeft you to accept 
my flncere thanks. I flatter myfelt much 
good may refult from your example, by 
bringing*thole deluded people to a fenle 
of the duty which they owe not only to 
their King and Country, but <0 them- 
/felves. 

The Britifli Navy has ever been the 
fupport Qf that liberty which has been 
handed down to us by our anceflors, and 
which 1 4ruft we fliall maintain to the 
late^ pofterity ; and that can only be 
done by unanimity ant^obedience. '^I'his 
fhip’s company, and others who have 
diliinguiihed themfelves by their loyalty 
and good order, deferveto be, and doubt- 
Icfs *will bs the favoiiiites of a grateful 
country ; they >IM11 alfo have from their 
inward feelings a comfort which will be 
Jailing, and not like the fleeting and 
falfe confidence of thole who have fwerved 
from their duty. 

It has often been my pride with you 
to look into the Texel, and fee a foe 
which dreaded coming o^it to meet us 5— 
my pride is noiv humbled indeed !—my 
feelings arc not eafily to be exprelTed !— 
our cup has overflowed, and made us 
wanton. The all-wife Providence has 
iven us this check as a warning, and I 
opc wc ihajl improve by it. On him 


then let us truft, where ow only fecurity 
can be found. I find there are manj^ 
good men among us ; for my own part 
1 have had full confidence of all in thia 
Ihip; and once more beg to exprefit my 
^approbation of your condutl. h, 

May God who has thus far con- 
dueled you, continue to do fo ; and may 
the Britifli Navy, the glory and fupport 
of our country, be reftoitd to its wonted 
fplcndour, ar.d be not only the bulwark 
of Britain, but the TliRkOR- the 
World. 

“ But this can only be effected by a 
ftiiA adherence to our duty and obe¬ 
dience; and let us pray that the Al¬ 
mighty God may keep us in the right 
way ol thinking. 

“ God bid's you all.’* 

This fpeech Is laid to have fo affefled 
the crew, that fcarce a dry eye was to, 
be feen on their retiring.

SIR, 

ERE T not pcrfeftly coiffident of 
the patriotic fpirit with which 
you afeended the Chair of the Board of 
Agt'iculture, of your ardent zeal to carry 
the public views of that Inftitut/on into 
- effed, and of the liberal candour with 
which you receive and even invite the 
opinions of others on the various and 
extended branches of your enquiries, 1 
fbouid hold it vain to addrefs you on the 
Jubje£i, and to offer fentiments fo widely 
cufferlnz from the firft principles of your 
undertaking ; but under thefe impreffions 
of my mimi, it would be but empty 
afle^ation in me to make any apology to 
you for the following ohfervations, which 
I therefore beg leave thus publicly, with¬ 
out farther preface, to lay before you. 

The objc« of your laft year’s Com¬ 
mittee, which I hear you mean to revwe, 
was tha^ pf inplofiog Wafles and Com¬ 


mons : I touch not on the different 
modes propofed, hecaufe I obje6l to the 
abfolute inclofuiv of them in any mode. 
My reafons are as follow ; and perhaps 
they will apply to all iDclofurcs on^ the 
prefent fyftem, as well as to thole of 
Waftes and Commons } for I think them 
concliifive againft both, as they are now, 
or are propofed hereafter to be con- 
dufled. 

The great principle of improving land

DATED AUGVST 6, 1765, FROM GENEVA. 


T Travelthrough very difficult and 
**■ dangerous rond%*froin Grenoble to the 
Grand Chartreufr^ the chief monafltry of 
the rigid order of the Charfreux. 'I’he 
general chapter of thofe monks is held 
there once in every year. It lies about 
right leagues north of Gienoble, and is 
built near the fummir of a very high, ro- 
iTiaptic, and (Icep mountain, among deep, 
gloomy woods of pine trees, and rugged, 
lavage rocks. Nature nts here indeed in 
great majedty, on a fuhlime, craggy 
throne, but the fituation, I think, infpires 
honor rathtr than penfivcuelk.

On the I’oiUri 
the chelniit groves of S^voy, 'mthe noith 
the vineyaids and high ctilrivated fields 
of thel’jisde Vaud, r’eteilecled in its 
limpid wateis. A greater coiitraft can 
fearcely i>*j imagined than between the 
natives on each fide this great lake. All 
the inhabitants of the Pais de Vaud, 
which is in the canton of Berne, are hap- ■ 
py, free, neat. Well-cloathcd, and at their 
ealc, while llioic in the Dutchy of Savoy 
arc pool, wititchtd pealants, ciueliy op-^ 
prefled, ragged, and ulmclf naked, lb 
Jiriking is the difference iindeV the fame 
climate, at fo fmall a dillancc, between 
the flaves of a deipoiic prince, and the 
free lubjedsof a mild republic.

In Plutarch’s Lives we find, to cite 
the vvords of Heinfius, cotH/^enuium e)M~ 
diiionis^ prwhmia thejaitrum\ an epi¬ 
tome of learning, and a treaJury ct pru¬ 
dence. Plutarch certainly pollefl'ed a nice 
diicrlminution of charaaer, and was a 
very fit :n biter of things. His volumes 
are adapted to every ftation of life, and 
every diverfity of age. They deliver 
1 uley for conduct, and precepts tor ai\ion j 
they are not lets adapted to inftru^l the 
Legillator, than 10 intorm the School¬ 
boy. Plutaich is not dazzled by the 
giaj-e of luHion, but contemplates his 
charaiUrs in iblitiide and retirement. 
He gives us a faiilihil pidure of liimnn 
nature, ar,d as Koufl'eau has oblci \ ed

Suetonius h’s pm’uced a work of 
Bioginphy, wliich is not.witlu-ut great 
information. He does not abound wi'h 
the deep' icmaiks or the fagacious icalbn- 
ingtd Tacitus, btit the accuracy with 
which his h.ifs arc rccoided eiuMcs us 
to ehnbljih our refle6Iions upon the Ivjfij 
c. Uu h. His lives, I'.owever, aie piin- 
cipally a lecltal ol Juft and debaiicbcjy ; 
a picliue of Icenes that difgiace a. d \ II- 
lify naiuic \ a def'eription ot adions that 
the ibul of man recculs at. 

Our own countrymen have given us 
feveral biographical works, which will 
affr-rd an inexhaultible fburcc of plcaiuie 
and intlriK'tion. 

It belongs to the Biographer to enliven 
his uarrulive with welldelciltd anecdote, 
and to fooih the fiuicy with the images of 
domtitic life. Johnfon, in his life of 
Milton, not only defciibes the public 
actions, but watches the modes of Itudy, 
th^piogrefs of the compolitioiis of that 
fublime Poet, and views him dn his 
habits of domcllic privacy. 

“Being drivenfiom all public (tations 
(fays the Biographer), Milton is yet loo 
great not to be traced by curiofity to h’s 
retirement, where he has been found by

It has been oblei^ed that every man’s 
life is of iinpoitance to himlelf, and it 
m*ght be added, that if he has talents 
he .nay make the defeription of it both 
pkalingand initructive to others.

N a tormcr letter I Tent you (bmc Re¬ 
mark* on the Simoniacal Method of 
obtaining Ecclefialtical Preferments, 
whicJi is now ib commonly prailifed ; 1 
have at preient a lew oblervation* to 
otter on the conduill of thofe Patrons who 
JkU that, which was entrufted to them to 
be freely given, ter the encouragement 
cf piety and learning 

The foundation of what I fliall advance 
on this fubjeil is, that a Patron who ieUs 
th*-Prefentation to a Ber^vfice, fells that 
to which he himfclf hath no right. 1 
do net mean to aftert that be h.ath not a 
p»%’er to ielU bucaufc, as I hirited in my 


laft letter, the Ccuits of Law will defend 
him in fo doing j but that (howevti pa¬ 
radoxical it may found) he hath no kind 
of right, either reafonable, equitable, or 
I think legal, to the thing or property fo 
fold. For what does the ciniupt pur- 
chafer buy f Is it the duty of reading 
prayers, and preaching in a particular 
Chinch, together with that of vifiting 
ar.d relitving the Tick, ami all the other 
laborious f^liices that attend a cunicien- 
tious difthaige of the clctical tun^Uon * 
—Certainly not : the tithes and other 
emoluments are undoubtedly the only 
objc^ls which regulate the price in the 
Cvnuinplativn ui belli buyer and iellcr.

The right of the Clergy therefore to 
tithes—I mean the right they can claim 
by human laws, is, 1 prei’ume, prior to 
the right which any man at this day hath 
to his eltate. The propeity of every 
cliutc, in all probability, hath been often 
changed fince the firft, or indeed the lad, 
of thefe periods. Now every man that 
purchafeth an elfate rubje«l-l to titiies, as 
every man mult that liath purchalcd land 
(net exempt') fince the year 786, takes 
it fubjert to that ir.cumbiance, and j''»ys 
fo much the lei's for it on that account; 
AS, on the other hard, he that piiichaicih 
land which more modtra laws (with what 
rcaron I iliall not now enquire) have 
exempted from tithes, pays lb much the 
more for it, for a liniihir leafbii. Sv> 
likewife, every farmer who rents land 
fubje6l to tithes, pays fo much the Id’s 
rent for it on that account ^ and if he 
rent land which is tithe-free, he pays tlie 
laiidloi'd as mncli additional rent for it as 
Uic tithe is woi th. Thelo pi inciplcs ad- 


lillicd by the municipal laws of Uia 
kiii^doiTi for mf re than a theiifiind yevs, 
Ti't jiis be the Lafc, no layman catUhesr 
the iaintelt Ihadov/ of right to tithc^, 
thefe inlVancf s peih.ips cxc\.pLed, In whidi 
tlie 11 nguided z^al of Retoimation placed 
them ill lay hands, ^t the diffolutiuji of 
the Abbeys in the lime ol King Heniy 
the Eighth ; and, of conlequencc, the 
Patron who fells a Prefentation to a Be- 
reike, which is tbe right only of tlic 
Clergy, lellh that which, •both by hiw 
ard uafon, belongs not to him. The 
right to tithes belongs to the Clergy ia 
geneiabj the right of patronage is only 
to dcteiinine wliat paiTiciilar Clerk lhall. 
enjoy iuch a particular portion of them* 

“ It the Patron fhould take pofleffionof 
the chuicli, cluirclvyard, glebe, or tithe, 
he iiurvu'es on another man’s propeityj 
for to thei’e the Parlbn hath an txclulivc 
light.” Blit where this practice of 
felling prel'eniations prevails, the Patron 
evidently takis the emolument, of the 
tithes to hunltlf; the Cleric is only hU 
tenant or leiVee, juft as if he iiad purchalcd 
a life on forauch tcmp'jyjl elfate. 

That this praclice is c uT.rary to rca- 
fon is, I I'uppolc, li'iiic.ently evident;— 
how far it is confonant to th^ ptindpUi 
of law, the following pavticuhrs may 
afliif us to determine; Simony is not 
piiniflvable in a criminal way at the com¬ 
mon lawj it being tlu-uv'.Iit furiicicnt to 
le. ve the Clerk to tcdt d ijuat c^nl'iircs. 
Liitfis thclc* ibd not siiefi ilit Siinoniacal 
Patron, m r v-mc ciPcrch'us enough to 
repel theliotoiu us p: 'aelieo of the thing, 
divers A^'ts of Parliament have l>ecn 
made to iclii ain it by nvil forfeitures, 
w'hich the m ^ern prevailing ul’age with 
regard to i’piritiial prefciments, as Black-

By tile ik.tute 31, Kiiz. ch. 6. it is, 
fiT avoiding ol' Simony, cna^ed, “ That 
if any Pati an, for money, or any other 
corrupt coniidcration cr proniife, dire 5 tly 
or indiieelly given, liiall prefent any 
perfen to an coclcnailical Benciice, both 
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the giver and taker fhall forfeit two 
years value of fuch Benefice, one moiety 
to the King, and the other to any one 
that will Tite for the fame ; and fuch 
prcfentatlon fhall be void, and the Pie- 
lentee be rendered incapable for ever « f 
enjoying the fame Benefice, and t!ie 
^ Cb*^u fliall pi'elcnt to it pro hac wice.'' 
And by a fubfequent ttatufe, 12. Ann. 
ft. 2. ch. 12. If any perfon, for money 
or profit, fiiall procure in his own name, 
or iliename of any other, the next pre- 
lentdtion to any living ecclelialHcal, and 
fiiail be prefented thereupon, it is de¬ 
clared to be a Simoniacal contrail, and 
the party is fiibjefVed to all the eccle- 
fiafiical penalties oPSimony ; is difabled 
irom holding the Benefice ; and the pre¬ 
fen tat ion devolves to the Crown.” 

So that by the ji^Eliz. both the cor¬ 
rupt Giver and the corrupt Taker forfeit 
each two years value of the Benefice j 
the Giver's Prefentee is for ever excluded 
from enjoying that Benefice, and the 
Taker lofes his prefentaiion lor that 
turn. And by 12. Anne, if a Cier/i 
purchafe a next prefentation (in whole 
name the purchale is made it fignifies 
not), and be thereupon prefented at any 
tuture time, it is Simony by the letter 
of the law, as well as by the fj^nt of it j 
and though he may perhaps contrive to 
avoid the ecclefiaitical penaiiies of Si¬ 
mony, I doubt he mult Itill cany about 
Jiim the guilt of wilful and corrupt per¬ 
jury. 

Thcfe Jaws then feem fufHciently clear 
and exprefs j but a fiibterfugc hath been 
invented V) evade the force of the luiter 
of them. A Clerk purchales an advow- 
Ibn, and fells it again, relerving the next 
preientation ; or perhaps waits fur a va¬ 
cancy, and is infiituted befoie he lells 
the advowibn. 1 call this by the dif- 
gracefiil name of fiibtcifugc, b^caufc 
every man wl^ does it mull he confcioiis 
tJiat the next prefentation was the ex- 
prefs objefl of his purchafe \ and with 
that coni'eiournefs, whoever can abfolve 
himfelffrom dire^ ami palpable peijuiy, 
1 hold to be not meanly qualified for the 
office of Commcntatoi on a new Edition 
#f the Jefuit’s Morals. 


But I am inadvertently recurring to 
the fubje6l of my former letter 5 let me 
vet urn to the Simoniacal Patron. To 
make pecuniary advantage of that which 
is the exclufive right of another, is fuch 
manifeft injulUce that one may well 
wonder that men of liberal fentiments in 
other points Oioiild not be afliamed of it. 
But fay they, we take no oaths agaiiift 
Simony, let the Parfons look to that, 
whilft wc pocket the money. To this I 
have one reply to make : valeat quantum^ 
^jalrrv debet. The Patron is u prin¬ 
cipal in the fuppofed tranfa^lion ; a 
Iranfaftion which could not poifibly have 
exifred without his being a party in it j 
a tranfa^lion which he is hilly awaic 
muft inevitably caufe another |>erlbn to 
incur the guilt of perjury ! How far a 
Patron, under ihefe circumftances, is ?. 
partaker of his clerical afibciare's guilt, 
is a qutllion tliat Ibicly mtriis loins 
confideraiion, and I IcavOTt for the con¬ 
ic ience of every fei’ious perlbn to refolvc 
it forhimfelf. 

A remedy adequate to the evil htie 
complained of is a thing much to he 
(lelirtd j and until a better is fuggerted, 
I iubmit the following to the judgment 
of youi readers:—By the penaltivs laid 
on the coirupt Patron, as 'veil a.'' on the 
Simoniacal Clerk, in the fiatutes above- 
mentioned, I think it clcaily apj'cars to 
be the intention of tive law, that Be¬ 
nefices fliould not be bought or fold upon 
an\f occa/ion whatever. If I am wrong 
in this interpietation, feme of your 
Correfpondents wdll doubtlcl’s have the 
goodnefs to let me right. On the fiip- 
pofition (hat my interpretation of thefc 
itatiites is right, and fiiiding by expe¬ 
rience that the penalties are inluflicient 
for the puipolc intended, 1 humbly pro- 
pole that the Legillalure lliould amend 
the law, and enacl, I'nat as an oath 
againft having ^given any Simoniacal 
coniideration pticedes the Clerk’s infti- 
tution, fo one againft having received 
any, fliall follow the Patron's prefenta- 
tion.

JOHN BICKNELL, E8<^ 

The Author of the beautiful poem of 

* The Dying Negro,’ was at the Bar, 
and prafVifed chiefly in the Court of 
Chance^ and at the Rolls, in each of 
which Courts he had received compli¬ 
ments from thofe who prefided there for 
fome fagacity which he had Ihcwn in 
fome of the caufes in which he had been 
engaged. He likewifc went the Home 
Circuit, and by his knowledge in a par¬ 
ticular point of criminal law faved the 
life of a culprit, as the Judge affured 
him 

Diffatisfled with the fiiccefs of a cele¬ 
brated dramatic writer of our times, he 
fumed fome of the lines from a tragedy 
of his into Latin verle, and pretended 
that the Author had borrowed his lines 
from them. The Author erroneoufiy 
accu.fed a Gentleman of great critical 
acumen of the trick, and became ex¬ 
tremely angry. 

In that exquifite piece of humour, 

* TJie Hiftory of Joel Collier,’ he had 
fome hand. He conicflcd to a friend of 
his, that the MS. was fent to him out 
of the country, the compofition oi more 
perfons than one, and that he reviled the 
flieets, and occafionally added fomething 
to it. 

He very often wrote on poliiical fub- 
jefls and otlieis, in the Public Advertifer, 
under different fignatures. He took a 
very aflive part in the defence of the late 
Sir John Fielding’s charafcler, when he 
was attacked for having very humanely 
and very wifely endeavouretl to prevent 
the reprefentation of that dangerous 
perfoimance ‘ The Beggars Opera.’ Sir 
John Fielding fent for Mr. Bicknell, 
thanked him very much for the kindnefs 
he had done him, and in the ftrongeft 
manner affured him of the conftant in¬ 
tegrity of his charafler as a Magiflrate, 
and of the purity of his intentions, and 
the cleannefs of his hands, requefting 
him to examine the books of his office

Mr. Bicknell was an elegant writer in 
prole and verl'e. His * Familiar Let¬ 
ters,’ by their eafe and Iprightlinels, were 
models of epidiolary writing. 

SIR GliORGE STAUNTON, BART. 

This benevolent, and acute Baronet 
had the honour and happinefs to prevent 
the effufion of human blood in the Ead 
Indies, in the year 1782. The Peace 
had been figned between England and 
France at Paris in that year, of which 
the French Commander in the Indies 
either was or affe6ted to be ignorant. 
Sir George, however, wdlh that power 
of addrefs, coolnefs of temper, and per- 
luafive eloquence which he lb eminently 
polTefles, prevailed upon the French 
Commander, M. de Suffreln, to forego 
thofe advantages which his peculiar lltu- 
aticn had aftbided him againll the Eng- 
llfli, and to portpone till another oppor¬ 
tunity the miferies of war, but too often 
recurring between tCe two Nations. 
The bcncdiffionbeftowetl upon the peace¬ 
makers, Sir George molt eminently de- 
lerves ; and would to Heaven, that in 
thefe times his magic tongue were again 
found, and again employed to effe^Iuate 
the molt lalutary of rdl purpolcs, pre¬ 
vention of the havoc and the dciiiutTiiun 
ot the human race ! 


DR. JOHNSON. 

Did the merit and talents of this great 
man Itund in need ot any encomium, what 
greater encomium could be given them 
than this tranlcript from fome MS.

©BSERVATIONS AND EXPERIMENTS ON THE NATUR^nAND 
FORMATION OF VEGETABLE EARTH, OR SOIL. 


BY MR. SMITH.^ 


B y Vegetable Soil wc mean that which 
forms a covering to moll parts of 
the Globe, and in which all vegetables 
grow, multiply, and are nourillicd : it is 
irlclf totally formed of decayed animal 
and vegetable I'ubfiances j it is of dif¬ 
ferent colours in difierent places, ac¬ 
cording to the different fubfiances which 
have grown and decayed upon it. Wlien 
it is pure it is capable of being burnt, 
and In Scotland it is the fuel moll gene¬ 
rally ul'cd, and goes under the name of 
Peat. It is of dilferent depths in dif- 
feient places, from one inch to between 
twenty and thirty feet. When examined 
minutely, we find it compofed of iiuall 


pieces of depyed vegetables ; and even 
Pitcoal itfelf appears to be formed by 
vegetable matter, dccompoied under par¬ 
ticular circuniilances. On exaufining^ 
foine pieces of Coal, we edten' perceive 
the appearance of ligneous particles } 
but the true procei's through which the 
wood mu it have gone before it aflumed 
this fofill Oiape, Ve cannot determine. 
We find Oak, which has long been 
buried under ground, alfume the hardnefs 
of Coal s this is often dug out of the 
inofles In Scotland, where it goes by the 
name of Black Oak. 1 have feen Ibme 
of thofe OaJe-Uakes which were found 
in laying the foundation of a bridge

over 
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over the Tbames, and which are fald to 
have been drove in there by Julius 
Csfar, to have alTumed the brittieneis 
and hardnel's of Coal. The quick i^- 
creafe of vegetable earth is furprifing in 
juany places $ particularly near Dumiries 
there is a place called Lochermofs, which 
evidently appears to have been an arm 
of the lea, from boats and anchors having 
been dug up there by the common 
people. Coins haVe likewlfe been found 
in it, twenty or thirty feet below the 
furface of the vegetable foil} fome of 
which denote the days of Agricola. The 
bottom of this Mo^ is totally compofed 
of fea land : I have Icen large Oak and 
Pine trees dug out of it in a high date 
of prefervation, and had the appearance 
of wood nev 4 y cut; but the Pine Teemed 
to contain more rofin than the Pine which 
grows in our climate, and fplinters of it 
are ufed by the common people as 
torches : nuts are likewile found*in thefe 
Modes in a high date of prefervation. 
It is a curious faft that in whatever 
part of thefe moorifh grounds, provided 
that the furface be* dry, we lay down 
limedone or other calcareous earth, the 
common protluAion, which is heath, will 
be dedroyed, and white clwer fpring up 
in its place, although there was not a 
grain of white clover within many miles 
of the fpot. The knowledge of this 
might be a valuable acquirement to 
phnofoph<Sl^, who maintain ths theory 
of the fpontaneous generation of vege¬ 
tables and anlmalculae. The fa£l is fo 
well known in this couniry, that the 
fanner has only to lime his land, and it 
produces abunoance of this plant, which 
w an excellent padure for his cattle. I 
will now attem^ to prove by Experi- 
mentf that both vegetables and animals 
add to thefoi], indead of diminithing it'; 
or that the vegetable mould aifords little 
more than a vehicle to the pabulum or 
feed of plants ; as 1 fliall endeavour to 
prove that Nature, by a certain regular 
procefs, is capable of turning both Air 
and Water into Earth, and thereby mud 
increafe the magnitude of our Globe. 


EXPERIMENT THE FIRST. 

J expofed a quantity of Earth or Soil 
in a furnace, where 1 kept it in a red 
beat for nearly twelve hours. I took it 
out and weighed It, 1 found it to be 
fouiteen pounds gnd a half. I 'put it 
into a large garden pot, and having fuf- 
bcientiy watered it for vegetation, I 
planted in it three tree Mallows t . the 
Mallows in ail, when planted, weighed, 


twenty.two grains. T kept them there 
for four months in the fuinmer feafon, 
during which time they grew and flou- 
riihed; at the end of which period I took 
them up and dried them carefully. On 
weighing them I found them to he above 
one pound and a half. I took the Earth 
which was in the pot, and kept it twelve 
hours in a furnace as before, and on 
weighing it I found it had only loft one 
quarter oj an ouncr^ which might be loft 
in making the Experiment. By this we 
lee that the Earth muft have gained 
confiderably in its weight during this 
Ihort period. From this we fee that 
Plants are able to convert Water into 
Vegetable Earth. Since I made this 
Experiment I find that it was made by 
llalei on a Willow, which increafed in 
five years fo much as to weigh fifty 
pounds, without the diminution of the 
Earth in which it grew. We arc led to 
conjecture, from the Experiment, that 
moil of the Vegetable Earth of this 
Globe is, by the powers of vegetation, 
formed from Air, Water, and Light, 
and we find the increafe to be very great. 
The next queftion that occurred to me 
was, whether Vegetables had the power 
of converting Water into Earth, or 
whether or not the Water only afted as 
ftimulus to the Plants, fo as to caufe 
an increafe of their parts, without being 
of itfelf much diminilhed In proportion 
to the increaie of the Plant, in the fame 
manner as an acid ftimulales the mouth 
to iecrete I'aliva, without any part of the 
acid entering into the compofition of the 
faliva : but that Water is dirniiiiftic-d by 
the growth of Plants, appears probable ; 
for when a Plant has ablbrbed water, it 
attraCls the hydrogene from it, which 
forms their inflammable principle, and 
throv'S oft the oxigene, and in this mode 
they purify the air. As the animal and 
what is called the vegetable life is the 
fame in their manner of increaie and 
growth, 1 was led to make the following 
Experiment to inveftigate the iVibjeCl. 


EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. . 

I took tvi’Q pieces of mufcular flefti of 
equal weight and nearly of the fame 
ihape, that when evaporation took place 
they might have equal furfaces expoled 
to the air. I then fixed them to a piece 
of wood, which I tookcaie to balance 
juftly. On one piece of the mufcular 
fieih I .put a numoer of the eggs of the 
common fle(h-ily. During the fpace of 
three days the meaf kept an equilibrium f 
but OB the fourth, the one on which! 

put 
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put the eggs preponderated very con- 
ii^lerably j on the fifth more, and more, 
during the increafe of the maggots, and 
till all the fielh was deitroycd, which was 
in about eight or nine days. This fliews 
that animals poflTefs a power of attracting 
fomething from the air, and that they 
increafe, or give more to the earth, than 
they take away from it j that is, they 
convert fome fpecies of air, perhaps 
azptic, into a folid earthy fubrtance. 
On colle^l ing and weighing the maggots, 
their weight amounted to as much as the 
ficlh meat on which they lived, while on 
the other hand, the piece of meat on 
which no eggs were placed had lolt one 
uai tcr of its weight by evaporation, or 
ecompolition by incipient putrefaition 
taking place. By thefe Experiments 
it evidently appears that animals as well 
as plants draw fomething from the air, 
which by 1 ‘omc unknown power they 
convert into a folid mafs $ and that not 
above one half of the water which they 
abfoib is converted into a vei’jctable or 
animal lubfiance ; but tlut the water 
operates as a iHiuulus, exciting their or- 
ganiv-cd particle's into ail ion. I'liis was 
evidently the calc in the lull Experimei.t, 
for the maggots vvtic three days in hutch¬ 
ing, during which time a confiderable 
evaporation took place from the lurtace 
of the meat; yet notwilhftanding this, 
they weic found equal in weight to tlie 
original fubliaiicc on which they hud been 


fed. It therefore appears, that water 
and heat are the principal agents in na¬ 
ture in growth, generation, and multi« 
plication, both of ijic animal and vegt* 
table kingdoms. A curious infiance of 
^lis occurs in a boy who was fweated 
down for a hurle-race 1 the night before 
the race he was weighed, after whic*];^ 
they gave him a bifeuit and a fmall glafs 
of wine ; but to their great allonilhment, 
when he was weighed in the morning, 
they found he had gained half a ftone in 
weight; Did not this wine and-biTcuit 
a^f as a ftimulus in exciting that parti¬ 
cular artion, vvhich was the caufe of the 
abforption of fomething from the air? 
People aie known to grow fat upon 
nothing but firong beer : the coal- 
heavers about London arc a good vxamplo 
of this, they are gjjnerally robult, and 
few of them are great eatsrs, generally 
living upon ]'ortei* > Is not this to be 
afligiied to the cfiecl of its ftimuiating 
qiialiiy^ as in I’ae former cafe ? From 
the above it appeals iliat animals aiKl 
veirctiuiiei. liave a power of creating and 
incVe'ulnge .rth, and that they add every 
year a I’lata of cai;th to our globe, both 
cnlcjieout., argiliaceons, and vegetable. 
And it i:* a Uiobiible ccnjeeiurc, that the 
fan^e powLi* which at preient increafes it, 
is the jinwci by which it was firlt formed^ 
that is, the oj Life!

•T'HE w^orksofMen of Genius alone, 
where great faults are pnited with 
great beauties, afford proper matter for 
criticilin. Genius is always eccentric, 
bold, and daring ; which, at the fame 
time that it commands attention, is lure 
to provoke crlticifm. It is the regular, 
cold, and timid compofer who efcapeS 
cenliire, and dclVrves no praile. 

The elevated fituation on which Ru¬ 
bens Rands in the efieera of the world, 
is alone a fufficiemt reafon for fome exa¬ 
mination of his prctenfions. 

His fame is extended over a great part 
of the Continent, without a rival ; and 
it may be jufily faid, that he has eil- 
richedf his Country, not in a figurative 
fenfe only, by the gjreat examples of Art

which he left, but by what fome»\vouId 
think* a more folid advantjg?, the wealth 
arifing frcErt the ccncourle of Itrangers 
whom his works continually invite to 
Antwerp, which would otherwife have 
little to reward the vifit of a Con- 
noilfeur.

This part of the Art, though it docs 
not hold a rank with the powers of in¬ 
vention, of giving chara^ler and ex¬ 
predion, has yet in it what may be called 
genius. It is certainly i'oinethitig that 
cannot be taught by words, though it 
may be learned by a frequent examination 
of thofe pictures whicli poffel’s this cx- 
celiencc.—It is fell by very few Painters, 
and it is as rare :ft this time among the 
living Painters, as any of the higher ex¬ 
cellencies of the Art. 

This power, which Rubens poffeded 
in the highelt degree, enabled him to 
leprei’ent whatever he umleitook better 
than any other Painter. — Ilis animals, 
particularly lions and Jiorfes, are lb ad¬ 
mirable, that it may be laid they were 
never properly reurefciited but by him. 
His Portraits lank with the belt woiks 
of the Painters who have made that 
branch of the Ait the lole bufmeft of 
their lives ; and of thole he has left a 
gieat vaiirfy of fpeciinens. The lame 
may be laid of his landi'capes j and 
though Claude Lorrain finilhed more 
inimircly, as becomes a Piofelfor in any 
particular branch, yet there is lucii an 
airiji<;,Is and fUcility in the hmdfeapcs of 
Rub ens, that a Painter would as loon 
wilh to be the author of tlKiii, as thole 
of Claude, or any other Aitill whatever. 

The .Piilures of Rubens have this 
efteft on the lpe6\ator, that he feels him- 
felf ill no wile diipoled to pick out and 
dwell on his deftvils. The ciiticiliiis 
which are made on him are, indeed, often 
iiinealbnable. His Ifylc ought no more 
to be blamed for not having the iub- 
liinity of Michael Angelo, than Ovid 
Ihuuld be cenlured becuufe he is not like 
Vugil. 

However, it mull be acknowledged 
that he wanted many excellencies, which 
would liavc ))trfe6f ly united with his llyie. 
Among thole we may reckon beauty in 
his female charaflers : Ibmetimes indeed 
they make ap))roaches to it; they are 
healthy and comely women, but leUl'im, 
if ever, polfefs any dcgice ui Cicgancc: 


the fame may be faid of hil young men 
and children: his old men have th^t fort 
of dignity which a bulhy beard will con¬ 
fer; but he never pollcfled a poetical 
conception of characler. In his i*epre- 
Rntations of the higheft chara^lers in 
the Chriitian cr the fabulous world, in- 
ftead of fomething above humanity, whiUi 
might hli the idea which is conceived of 
Inch beings, the fpcilator finds little 
more than mere mortals, fucli as he itSeets 
with every day. « 

I'he incoireilnefs of Rubens, in re¬ 
gard to his outline, oitener proceed# 
fnan hafte and carclefliiefs, than from 
inability ; ♦heie arc. in his great works^ 
to which he leems to have paid moie 
particular attention, naked figures, as 
eminent for their drawing as for their 
Cwlouring. He api^ars to have enter¬ 
tained a great abhorrence*of the meagre 
dry manner of his predecelTors, the old 
Cjcmvan and Flemim Painters 5 to avoid 
whiclii he kept his outline large and 
flowing ; this, carried to an extreme, 
produced that heavinefs which is fo fic- 
quentiy found in his figuies. Another 
clefetf of this Palntci is, his inat¬ 
tention to the loldings of his drapery, 
efpecinlly that of hi^ women: it is 
1‘carctly ever call with any choice or 
Ikiil. 

Carlo Maratli and Rubens are, in this 
relped, in oppulite extremes ; one dif- 
covtis too much art in the difpolitions 
of dj^ipery, and the other too little, 
Rubens’s diapery, befidcs, is not pro¬ 
perly hillorical; the quality of the ItulF 
of which it is compofed, is too accu¬ 
rately dillinguifhed ; lefembling the 
manner of Paul Veronefe. This drapery 
is lets otfcniivc in Rubens than it would 
be in many other Painters, as it partly 
contiibutes to that richnefs wlrkh is the 
peAiliar characler of his ttyle, which we 
do not gretend to let forth as of the moll 
limple and liiblime kind. 

The difference of the manner of Rua 
bens frem that of any other Painter 
before him, is in nothing more dillin- 
guifhablc than in his colouring, which is 
totally different from that of Titian, 
Coiregio, or any of the great colourifh. 
'I'hc tfte6l of his Piilurcs may be not 
improperly compared to cluflers of 
flowers} all his colmirs appear as clear 
and as beautiful: at the lame time he 
has avoided that tawdiy effecl which cne 
v«^f»uld cxpe6l 1‘uch gay colours to pro¬ 
duce , in this rclpe<it refcmbiing Barucci 
moi e t ban any other Painter. What was 
£ 2 laid 
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faid of anandent Painter may be applied 
to thofe two At tilts—that their fip tires 
look as if they fed upon roles. 

Ir. would be a curious and a prof.table 
Ihidy for a Fainter, to exam me the dif¬ 
ference, and the caufe of that difference 
of effed in the works of C'orregio and 
Rubens, both excellent in diftcrent ways. 
The pieterence probably would be given 
accoidn g to the different habits of the 
ConnoiiTcur ; tliofe who had received 
thcir-firlt imprefltens from the woiks of 
Rubens, would cenlure Corregio as heavy; 
and the admiiers of Cerregio would fay 
Rubens wanteii foiidity of elfcd. There 
is lightnefs, ainnel's,< and facility in Ru¬ 
bens, his advocates will ingc, and com¬ 
paratively a laborious hoavintfs in Cor- 
regio ; whofe admirers will complain of 
Rubens's manner beh.g carelcfs and un- 
^nifhed, whillt the works of Corregio 


are wrought to the difgbeft degree of 
delicacy j and what may be advanced itl 
favour of Coriegio's breadth of light, 
will, by his cenlurers, be called aft'e^fced 
and pedantic. It mufl be obierved, that 
we are I'peaking folely of the manner, 
the cffeil of the picture; and we may 
conclude, according to the cuftem m 
Paftoral Poetry, by bellowing on each of 
thcledlluftrious Painters a garland, with¬ 
out attributing fuperiority to either. 

To concliiife, I will venture to repeat 
in favour of Rubens, what I have before 
laid in regaid to the Dutch School—that 
thofe who cHiinut fee the extraordinaiy 
meiitof this great Painter, either have 
a narrow conception of the variety of 
Art, or are led aw'ay by the afieitation 
of approving nothing but what cdniea 
from the Italian School.

Ii the delicacy of tlieii conffi- 
tuiion, and othei phvfical caufes, allow 
the female lex a fmaller Ihare of tome 
mental powers, they pofiefs others in a 
fuperior degree, which are no lei's rc- 
fptA 5 lable in their own nature, and of as 
great importance to lociety. Inltead of 
dclcaniing at Inrge on their powers of 
mind, and fupporiing my alieriions by 
the infiances of a Hypatia, a Schurman, 
a Zenobia, an Klizaherh, &c. 1 may re¬ 
peat the account given of the fex by a 
perfon of uncommon experience, who 
faw them without dilguife, or any motive 
that could lead them to play a feigned 
parr—Mr. Lcdyard, who traverfed the 
grcatclt part of the world, for the mere 
indulgence of his talte tor oblcrvation of 
human nature ; generally in want, and 
often in ext^-eme rniicry. 

‘ I have (lays he) always remarked 
that women, in all countries, are civil, 
obliging, tender, and humane : that they 
ajt* ever inclined to be gay and chearful, 
timorous and inodelt; and that they do 
not helitate, like men, to perform a kind 
or generous action.—Not haughty, not 
arrogant, not lupercilious, they arc full 
ol f.oiiriefy, and fond of Ibciety—more 
liable in general to err than man, but fti 
general, allb, more virtuous, and per¬ 
forming more good achons than he.

friendly tome, and uniformly fo; and to 
add to this virtue (fo worthy of the ap-

I cannot think that we 
this. They are not only to j^rate the 
whole of cultivated Ibclety, but it is in 
their faithful and alicclionate peribnal 
at tachment that we are to find the Iweetcff 
plcafuies that life can give.

The travellers were now able to defer- 
mlne, from their own feelings, that it 
was not alone the dimenlions of thole 
nuaUsy however conliderable, that made 
the imprelTion of wtnider upon the perl'ons 
who had hithetto lech thelv intended bur* 
tiers again ft the Tartars. 

Aftonilhment is I’eldom excited by the 
mere efteft of the continuance or multi- 
plication of labour that may be formal by 
common nieans : It was the extreme dif¬ 
ficulty of conceiving how the materials 
could be conveyed, and Inch ttriiilures 
railed in fttuations ajtpurcnily inaccfffibtcy 
which principally occalioned liirprile and 
admiration. One of the inoft ele*vat^{i 
ridges over which the great ivalt is car¬ 
ried has been alcertained to mealiii e ft ve 
thoufand inuo bundled and twenty Jive 
feet. 

SirG. S. employs l'*"> p'lgcs in the 
hiftory anil ules Hutlonai in dif¬ 
ferent periods ami countries j the Roman 
vv#?//defending Brita/n irom iht urnta/i- 
lized PiJfs ; the in Egypty Synaj 

and Mcidni one to the eattward of the 
Caftitan Sea^ and another in the counti*y 
«f Tamcriaue^ All of theie united, lays 
our Author, whether they be conlidered 
as ta the extent of the country over which 
they were cyried, and which th^y were 
meant to protect, or as to t^e qtiantity 
of materials employed in their conftruc- 
tion, or the labour requilite to overcome 
4 he difficulties of fituation, were not 
equal to the Cbinefe Wall alone. It has 
iikewile far exceeded them fn duration, as 
4 .well as in Iblidity. Some parts of it 
indeed are mouldering to decay, and 
>others have undergone repair ; but tbe 
mmn work has been built with a iWgree 
,of care and architcflural fkili, which, 
\ without any iubieqiicnt attention, have 
^ preferyed^ it entire for two thoufand years. 

This is the date^ which, upon very 
«fufficient evidence, Sir G« Staunton af- 
. iigua to tbn wonderful fabric. Mr. 
- telly in bis iruVify extends its antii|uiiy 


only to about^;e centuries. He Is In ge» 
neral a very authentic writer, in thole 
fuhje£fs which he had himfelf an oppor¬ 
tunity of inveftigating; but in this mat¬ 
ter his conjeftiuf is undoubtedly very* 
fhort of the truth. He may have doubted 
its age upon as (light grounds as feme 
others have done, who, Irom the fdence 
of Marco Polo on the fubje£l, in his ac¬ 
count of his travels over land to the ca¬ 
pital of China, have concluded that the 
wall was not in exiftence in the thirteenth 
century. But it appears now, from the 
detail of Polo's route to China, in the 
Doge's library at Venice, that this tra- 
vciltT did not pals thiough Tartary to 
China. Having followed the iifual track 
of the caravans to Sarmacand and 
Caftigar, he bent his courfe acrols the 
Ganges to Bengal ; and from thence, 
keeping to the I'outhward of the Thibet 
mountains, reached the capital of China 
by the province of Shenfee. 

Captain Parilh has liibjoincd very ac- 
cuiate mcafurtments of that part of tbe 
wail through which the Embafly pene¬ 
trated j and if to this we add the plans 
and engravings relative to it, which eni- 
bellilli the quarto edition^ we may lately 
priniounco llie prel'ent delcription of this 
extraordinary fabric to be much tbe tnoft 
complete that has yet found its way to 
Europe. 

In tl»e Fiift Chapter of the Thirrl Vo¬ 
lume of tbe o^lav^o, we have the continu¬ 
ation of the journey of the Embaft’y to the 
Enifurors fumme} rejidenre in lar^nry^ 
with an account of his reception there. It 
is fingular, that in lome villages they 
palled through, in the deeper aiKl darker 
vallies of Tart ary, they met with many 
of the inhabitants laboming under a dii- 
order which is called, inftmilar fitiiations 
in the Alps, the goitre^ orfivclled nerk. 
Nearly onefixtb of the natives had tliia 
deformity; which, however, like tlicir 
brethren in Switzerland, they did not 
efteem fuch. Both iexcsarefubje^l to thefe 
fwellings j but the females more than 
the males \ the latter removing ol'teiicr 
from the fpots where the caules of tbe 
malady exift. The minds of many of 
the pel Tons lb afflifled were much weak¬ 
ened; Itmie were reduced to an ablbiute 
ftate of idiocy. Thcle laft arc conlidered, 
lays our Author, in fome degrees as fa- 
cred; and are maintained by rheir fami¬ 
lies with peculiar care. We have 
noted theie particulars as fliewin^^ a 
Jinking correfpondence with the affections 
and rcafonings of the feajUnts of the 
Glaciers# 


Soon 
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Soon after the arrival of the Emhafly 
at Zhe>hol, the ceremonial of its prelen- 
tation to the Kmperor being adjuHied in 
the manner already related, the four¬ 
teenth day of September, three days be¬ 
fore that of the Emperor’s birth, was 
fixed for that purpofc- We fhall feleft, 
from a very exa6t and detailed narrative, 
the moA fti iking circumltances. 

On that morning the Ambaflador and 
his fuite went before day-light, as was 
announced to be proper, to the garden 
of the palace of Zhe-hol. Soon after 
day-light, the found of leveral infhu- 
ments, and the confufed voices of men 
at a diftance, announced the Emperor’s 
approach. He foon appeared from be¬ 
hind a high and perpendicular mountain 
Ikirted with trees, as if from a I'acred 
grove, preceded by a number ffer/onsy 
bulled in proclauning aloud hii •virtues 
and his power^ He was feated in a Ibrt 
of open chair, or triumphal car, borne 
by liKtecn men, and was accompanied 
and followed by guards, high flag and 
umbrclLi beai'ers, and mufic. He was 
clad in plain dark filk, with a 'Vel^vet 
bonnet^ in form not much unlike the 
bonnet of Scotch Highlanders ; on the 
front of which was placed a large fea)ly 
the only jewel or ornament that appeared. 

On his entrance into the tent, he im¬ 
mediately mounted the throne by the 
front Iteps, His prime minifiery and'tlw 
two principal perfons of his houflioJd, 
went dole to him, and /poke to him on 
thf ir knees. The Prefident of the Tri¬ 
bunal of Rites condudled the Amball'a- 
dor, attended by his page and Chincle 
interpreter, and accompanied t!je Pleni¬ 
potentiary near to the loot of the throne, 
on the left band Jidey according to the 
ulage of China, the pla:e of honour. 
The other Gentlemen of the EmbalTy 
ftcod at the great opening of the tent. 

His Excellency was richly habited in 
an embroidered fuit of velvet, adorned 
with a diamond badge and liar of the 
Order of the Bath ; and over the fuit a 
long mintle of the lame order. This 
drefs was in conformity to the Chinefe 
ideas and nianner«-upon the fame prin¬ 
ciples. The Minilter Plenipotentiary, 
as an Honorary Doflor of Laws of the 
Univerlity of Oxford, yvorc the Icarlet 
gown of that degree. This was alib 
fuitable in a government whcie degrees 
in learning lead to every kind of political 
fituatioii. The Ambull'ador, iiiltruefed 
by tho'Prefident of the Tribur.al of Kites, 
^held the magnificent Iquare box of gold, 
adurnixi with jewels, in wh.ch was in- 


clofed his Majefty\ letter to the Em¬ 
peror, between both hands, lifted above 
his head ; and thjus, afeending the few 
fieps that led to the throne, and blending 
on one knee, prefented the box, with a 
fhort add refs, to his Impel ial MajeAy; 
^^lo, graciouAy receiving the fame with 
his own hands, placed it bv his iidc, and 
exprcAcd the fatisfa6tion he felt at this 
tcAimony of his Britannic MajeAy*s 
eAeem and gocd-will. This mode of 
reception was coniidered, by the Chinele 
Court, as particularly honoui*able ^nd 
diAinguiflied. < 

His Imperial MajeAy, after a little 
more converl'ation, gave, as a fir A pre- 
fent to his MajeAy of England, a gem, 
or precious Aone, upwards of a foot 
long, intended to refetnble a feeptre, and 
coniidered as emblematic of prolperity 
ami peace. • 

Hu ring the ceremonies, the Emperor 
appeared perfeHIy unreferved, cheerful, 
and unaffeded. His eyes were full and 
cLnr, and his countenance open. Being 
iiifoniiul that the Amhaflador’s page 
(MaAer Sraiiuton), who was then in his 
thirteenth year, had alone made fome 
jH'otuiency in the* Chinefe language, he 
dclifcrd to have th^ youth brought up to 
tlir throne, and to ipeak Chinefe. What 
he laid, or his manner, was fo pieafmg 
to his Imperial MajeAy, that he took 
from his girdle a purie for holding areca 
nut, and piefented it to him: 'I’nis was 
deemed a high mark of perfonal favour. 
It w%s of plain yellow filk, with the 
figure of the five clawed dragon, and 
fomc Tartar charaders worlged into it. 

On the ctTeinonles ufed upon this occa- 
fion, Sir. G. Staunton makes fomc judici¬ 
ous remarks. He obferves, that there iS a 
pbyjuni as well as a moral inequality t/t 
th 5 homage paid to EaAern princes. 
They will be cunfcioiis of beingdiable to 
private treachery \ and Ipfpicion has fug- 
geAed pj;ccautions agalnA dangerous de- 
iigns. 'I'he projiruiiofisy the kneeitngs^ 
tlie hands uplifted above the head, rendir 
aitaiks Icjs praHicable, 

During the ilay, the Emperor fent his 
Europran gueUs, at the repaA in the 
tent, leveral dillies from his own table j 
and prelcntcil them with his own hands, 
a goblet ot warm Chinefe vi^e, not un¬ 
like Madeira of an inferior qtiality. Be¬ 
ing informed of the age of our king, lie 
wiAicd he might equal himfelf in years, 
which had already amounted to eighty-- 
threey and with as perfeft health. The 
Emperor was indeed yet lb hale and vi¬ 
gorous, that be Scarcely appeared to 
E 2 have 
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hiivc exified as many' years (fifty feven) 
as be had governed the Empire. When 
the feltival was over, he deicended from 
his throne, and marched firm and ere£V, 
and without the leajl lymptom of infir- 
jnity, to the open chair that was waiting 
for nini. * 

The feventeenth of September was, as 
has already been obl'erved, the Emperor's 
Anniverlary. To this ceremony, as to 
the tormer, the Ambafl'ador and his liiite 
wtic called before the rifiiig of the Sun. 
They were introduced into an inner 
building, bearing the femblaiice of a 
temple. It was turniHied with great in- 
ilruments of nuific, amcxig wiiich were 
fets of cylindrical ^ells, lui'pended in a 
line from ornamented frames of wood, 
and gradually diminilhing in fize tioni 
one extremity to the other ; and allb tri¬ 
angular pieces of arrnnged in the 

Jfimt order as the bciis. 'I'o the Ibur.d 
of thefe inftruments s. flow and folemn 
hymn was lung by the eunuchs, who had 
fuch a command over their voices', as to 
relcmble the effeft of the mui'cal glartls 
at a ciiltance. The pc*rfomitTS were di- 
rc6fcd, in gliding from one tone to an¬ 
other, by the itiiking'of a fnrill and Ib- 
noious cyml^olj and the whole had a 
very muhcal and grand cfTtd. At a 
particular iignal, nine limes repeated, all 
the pei'ibns prelent proftiatcd themielves 
nine times, except the Ambafl'ador and 
his iultr, who made a profound obei- 
/ance. But the Emperor, whom it was 
meant to honour, continued, in im^ation 
of the Deity, invifible the whole time. 

For a days afterwards, a variety 
of entertainments were exhibited in the 
prelencc of the Emperor. Some of the 
contrivances in the hre-works were new to 
the Englifh fpectators. Out of a large box, 
lifted up to a confiderable height, and the 
bottom&IIingout as if it were by accident, 
csimc down a multitude of pai>er lanthrrns^ 
fMedfiaty as Aey iflued fromethe box, 
kui unjaiding tbem/Hves by degrtes. As 
each lanthern aHumed a regular form, a 
Jight was fuddenly perceived of a beau¬ 
tifully eoloured flame. This devolution 
and developement was feveral times le* 
peated, with a difference of figure cvejy 
time, as well as ot th^ colours, with 
isfhich the C^hincle feemed to have the art 
of cloathinz fire at plcafiue. On each 
£de of the Targe box was a coirefpond- 
ence of rmailer boxes, which opened in 
like manner, and let down a kind of net 
work of Are, which flione like buriufhed 
copper, and flalhed like lightning, with 
every impulfe of the wind. The whule 


ended with a volcano, or eruption of ar-^ 
tificlal Are, in the grandeit ftyle. 

At none of tbeje. atnufements did any 
females appear. Only at the exhibition 
of a pantomime, to which the EmbafTy 
were invited, there were latticed galle¬ 
ries for the ladies, who, without being 
fecn, could difeern all that was pafTiug 
on three open theatres, or flages, one 
above another. They had not probably 
any view into the boxes 5 for the Empe¬ 
ror, in order to Indulge their defire of 
lecing Icmie perfon of the Einbally, di- 
refted one ot tlic eunuchs to condu^ the 
youth already mentioned (Sir G. Staun¬ 
ton’s Son) out of the AmbatVador’s box 
upon a platform within the ladies’ view. 

Inflead of human tiguics upon the 
ftage, the aflors afl'iimcd the tonus of 
other animate and inanimate productions 
of the land and lea. They filled the 
three feveral ftages, foiniing a kind of 
cpiteme ot the woild. 

Among other talents, the Emperor 
cf Cifina has thofe of a jx-ct. He pre* 
fent<da tew t* inzas to <he Amballador 
trr Ids Tviajeilv, tog. fher wiih fi'iue cu¬ 
rious gems, wiiich he pin ticulaily valued 
tor having been ciglit ctntinies in his 
family, iir;Ll which he gave as an carnett 
cl perpetual iiluidlbip. 

Chapter ihc Srcond treats of the letiirn 
to Pekin, and of oblcrvutions and octur- 
rerices there. A curious nijianct is incn- 
tioned of the ingenuity and dexterity of 
the Chir.el'e woikmen. 'I'wo of them 
took down the two magnificent giafs 
lujhesy fent as prefects to the Empeim*, 
in order to place them in ii mere a Ivan- 
tageous polition. They feparated them 
piece by piece, and put them again to¬ 
gether in a fliort time wiilu.nt dilhcuity 
01 miflake, the whole confiiling cf many 
thoiii'and minute pieces, though they had 
never Iteu any thing of the kind before. 
Another Chinele cut a narrow flip from 
the edge of a curved plate of glafs, in 
order to fupply the place of oi)e belong¬ 
ing to the dome of the Pltnitariumf 
which had been broken in the carriage. 
The Englijh mechanics belonging to the 
Einbafl'y had in vain attempted lo cut the 
glafs according to this curved line, with 
the affilbnee «'f a diamond, ^be Cbinefe 
did not flicw his method \ but it waa 
faid that he fuccieded by fir It drawing 
the point of a heated sron acrofs the fur- 
face to be divided. The flcill of this 
aitift was the more admirable, as there 
is no manufa^lui-e of glafs in (he Empire, 
except at Canton, where, inflead of ufing 
flint and barlllai and converting them by 

; 
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tbe proper procefs Into glaGf, the manu- 
fai^hiier only melts the broken pieces of 
that material, and forms it into new 
fliapes. 

Notwithftanding onr Author’s former 
affertmiy tliat the Chincfc are mt fond of 
teadtng^ he again icllsus that the multi^ 
plication ot the claNic ^ivrnks of the Cbi- 
nefe by printing is pioriiuI'-itSy and allb 
that the lighter utcuiture or t!»e country 
gives no nnorfi-n}able 01 cui'ation ti the 
prr/s, 'The (Jyf hni: of Chinas which has 
appeared in n.M Knglifli drtis, is no un- 
tavouiable fpccr.nen of Cb’n.f tuigul) j 
and the P/tn/^v > of winch an 

KnglUh tranll.ni ni was piiMUhttl JcveraJ 
years ago, is u,uvjh*nct ot O^.n-fe n:tnjeU 
writing that i.> iiitcrelring aad liinple. 

CfU (lit*^ ait liti^iiently puhllihtd in 
Pekin, uikUt the autlioiity ot Govern* 
nient. 'Thtvanous affi'oiutmt nt^ through¬ 
out the Empire, X\\^ fivow i granteu by 
the Emptrorj hi, rtnui/ton ot tuxes to 
diJlrUJs jiejf'tnnv by tirarih, his itcont- 
penf oi extuu.id'Hury Jrrvices^ the em- 
baffles lent, and the iiibute paid to Iiim, 
form a confiderable par^ of the public 
news. The domeftic details of bis hculc- 
hold, or of his private life, are teldom, 
it ever, mentioned. Singular events^ 
injiantes of lon^tvity^ fometimes the 
pumjbment of offences^ committed by 
Mandarines y are there recorded. 

But though the daily prints are «o/, as 
in England, the vehicles of political 
knowledge^ and fometimes of fditinn^ 
yet more fecyet means of mifckiefvxt laid 
to exift in China. A feb}fit is reported, 
has for agts fidfijird in the country, 
whole chief principles are foumled upon 
an antipathy to monau by ; avd who 
noiirilh hopes of at lalt fubveiting it. 
Their meetings are held in the utinoft 
fecrecy, anti no man avows any know- 
Ittlgc of them; but a fort of incjuifition 
is laid to be eltabliflied, in order to fiiid 
them out. They, who are fuI peeled of 
fuch lentiments, are cut off, or hunted 
out of fociety. 

The qualification to be officers of tbe 
buufcboU, and other attendants in the 
Imperial palaces, confiits in that opera¬ 
tion, \vhich, in a few parts of Europe, 
is perlbi'ined for meliorating tbe voiCfy 
and d'tjqualijm for being a parent. But 
to be intruJUd witb^ the care of tbe ladies 
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of the court, or to be allowed an approach 
to their apartments, it is neceffary to be 
what, without reference to colour, the 
Turks are (aid to have termed a black 
ettniieb j which means, that all traces of 
fe3i fhould completely be crafed. The 
operations for this purpofe, however de# 
licate in themfclves, are performed even 
upon Chinefe of an adult age, with litthi 
peril in refpefl to life. 

The Narrative of JEneas Anderfon^ 
though written by a peiTon in a fubaltiuHl 
capacity, and who could not therefore, aa 
lie modeflly acknowledges, be iuppofed 
to be in \)^t ftcrety as to the progrtis of 
the negotiation belwcc)^ tbe Emhaf[yosi\ 
the Court of Cb:nay contains however * 
many Hirewd giieffes on the hoitile dif* 
polition of the Prime Minifter towards 
the Engliih. In s^oie^ubfequmt publica^ 
tio,i of Sir G« Staunton, the bufiners‘'is 
nioie plainly and dillindlly ffated, as 
might be txpc» 5 led, by a Member of tbe 
Cuhtnd. The ColuOy for that is the 
name given to the firft officer of date* 
feeined determined I'lom the firft that tbe 
European vil]to:s Ihc uld not winter ia 
China; and, without loling fight for a 
moment of that cool polutiufy which 
however floiaijbing a talent it may be 
deemed in ComtSy feems to be pre-emi¬ 
nently Vigo ous at Pikiny informed his 
Lordffiip, indirectly indeed, but in % 
manner it was impolfible to evade, that 
his departure muft no longer be delayed. 

L(nd Macartney lubmitted, with as 
good a grac'^ as he could, to fo pereinp. 
tory, though civil a dilmiffa], which, 
alter all, perhaps, was rather to be at* 
tribnted to general principles of policy, 
than to any particular ground of dillikef 
thsugh the Colao's refund of the Aniw 
ballatlor's prelcnts might afford reafon 
for fuch a fulpicion. It was fome ^oq* 
fclatioR fur this dilappolnlment, that die 
interccurle with the Kmperdr, of which 
the fuppofe^ termination was tlie chief 
ground of the Ambaffador’s regret, was 
in fad maintained afterwards more inti<- 
matcly, and through a more favourable 
channel than while the Enibaffy remained 
at Pekin. This was owing to the ef* 
pedal kindnefs and fovour of the Man* 
dailn who had the care of re-condufliiig 
the Embaffy to Chufan. *

T here are few Authors, particu¬ 
larly of the clafs of novel writers, 
whole works have been more juftly or 
move univerfally admired than thofe of 
1.B Sage. The vivacity of his cha¬ 
ndlers, the interefiing nature of his in- 
cklcnts, the epigiummatic turn of his 
diak^ea, the humour of his feenes, and 
the llyeiiptlcal vein of fatire by which 
lie iiiciiJcates his moral, and endeavours 
to reform the follies of various orders in 
Ibcicty, have fcarcely ever been equalled, 
and certainly have never been I'urpallcd. 
Th/tGilE ^tisy in particular, has railed a 
moBumeut of deathl^lb fame to hi:* me¬ 
mory, and the merits of it, which aic in 
every reader's knowledge, will molt likely 
be handed down from age to ag(‘, to i he 
mnoteft periods of rceonling time. I'hc 
work at prefejit betbre us is laid to be 
the genuine offspring of this ingenious 
and enteitaining w.iterj the lalt effort 
of bis expiring genius : and of the truth 
of thefe obf'ervations the work itfelf 
bears intrinlic evidence. It poilefris all 
tliechara6leriltic qualities of Le S\gl's 
mind i and, as it was the laft he wrote, 
feems to have been intended as the plat- 
£snn of a £l>tf d* which, when 
fimihcd, might faiily contend^for I'lipc- 
riority with the Hero ol' Sari/iJ/ane, 
This is the time that tJiis too long 
negle^led novel has wholly appeared in 
an Englifii^refs, and it is tiidy obferved 
by the Traiiflator in the Preface, tliat 
** it docs not confiil, like inoft of the 
novels of the prelent day, of a ierits of 
idio and unmeaning fi£lions, which ferve 
only to midead thejud^nent, ancfcorrupt 
the heart ; but contains exa6l portraits 
of a variety of real charaAers, moral, 
political, and literary j a Icries of lively 
and plcafstnt adventures ; ard many keen 
but juft cenfures upon the vices and 
follies of mankind.” We might imiced, 
Ihmi the pleafure we have received in the 
peniial of it, have added many more 
coame^atory inftances of its merit; but 
we fliall let the woik fpesk for itlelf, by 
an&rting the foliowingv extract, calcu¬ 
lated to expofe thole abules of medicine, 
and that careleifnefs and mifeondu^ of 
its empirical profelTors, which, as it ap¬ 
pears in every part of the works of Mo- 
Jiere, was ibdangcroufly prevalent at this 


period in France. Vanillo, the fprlghtly 
Kero of the prefent piece, being diimilfed 
from the fcrvice of the Viceroy of Sicily, 
is taken under the patronage of Dr.Po- 
tolchi, a celebrated noftrum monger, who, 
among other curious difeoveries in phar¬ 
macy, invents a pomacca for all the ills 
attendant on old age and uglinefs, by 
means of which he rejuvenates, among 
others, the Baroncls de Conca, the female 
favourite of the Viceroy, and thereby 
enables her to maintain the empire which 
her fa6\itious chaims had gained over his 
heart. To this wonder-working Cheinift 
and Pharmacopoiilt, Vanillo as a 

conjidcntial alliltant, and is by degrees 
inftru^led in all the lecrets of his art. 
“ I had already,” lays Vanillo, been 
intrufted to compound a variety of medi¬ 
cines, when two prel'criptions were lent 
to the ihop by Dr. Aril'cador, a Na- 
varreis Phylician, who at that time pafled 
for a Itcond Hippocrates in Palermo. 
There was not a Baron, a Count, or a 
Marquis, that would die contentedly by 
any othtr hand. Thefe preferiptions 
were calculated to product very oppofite 
efi'c6ts ; for the one of them was intended 
for a Connfellor, who had acquired a 
deftuxion of the lungs by elaborate plead¬ 
ing 5 and the other for a Divine, who 
had contra^lcd a violent pleurify by run¬ 
ning too precipitately alter church pre¬ 
ferment. Having carefully mixed the 
drugs and other ai tides, ot which theie 
refpedive medicines were ordered to be 
comp(Ted, I carried them to the houfes 
of the two patients 9 but by a molt me¬ 
lancholy millake, like a Ihipid fellow as 
1 was, I accideritally delivered the potion 
which was intended for TME ADVOCATE 
to THE Divine ; and that which was 
intended for the Divine to the Ad¬ 
vocate 5 and, ftill more unfortunately, 
I did not recollect that 1 had made this 
egregious blunder until the patients had 
dj ained their refpebtive phials to the laft 
drop, 

“ Dexterous as I may be at concealing 
truth under a varnifh of falfthood, 1 could 
not ex^ule this grofs and dangerous aft 
of careleifnefs even to mylelf \ and being 
certain that both thefe unfortunate men 
mu ft foon unavoidably be, if they were 
not already, numbered among the dead, 
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I returned home In the mod painful agi¬ 
tation, bittcily lamenting the inistortune 
of their prdcnptions having fallen into 
my hands. An old and hackneyed prac. 
titioncr would have continued calmly in 
the fliop, without being the kali em- 
bairafied by the millakc he had made j 
but I had not yet had fufiicient exj)e- 
rience in Plsarmacy to indurate my hcrirr. 

** I was lo pertuibed by this dreadful 
event, that Potofehi, oblerving my cha¬ 
grin, afked me with gieat concern what 
was the niatler 5 and, urged by the coin- 
pun£fion I felt, 1 candiiily confcflid the 
crime into which my negligence li.id be¬ 
trayed me. ludead however of evni ef¬ 
fing Ibrrow 6 r ccinmilciaticn for this 
fatal dilaftcr, he inllantly buift into a 
fit of laughter, and told me that it was 
eafy to be ften by the excels of my af- 
ilidion, that I was yet a mere novice in 
the profclTion. * It is lidiculons, my 
dear child,’ continued he, ‘ to feel lo leu- 
fihly the common accidents of trade.

Believe me truly,' ad¬ 
ded he, ‘ I have made many worfe mil- 
takes in the coiirfe of my life j but I 
never thought it worth while to go lo 
Rome to confefs them.’

I, ‘ you who know all the properties of 
the drugs, tell me wliethcr you think 
the two Gentlemen I have caufed to take 
them bc> in your opinion, alive or 
dead r 

* I know nothing about that,’ replied 
Potofehi, ‘ I am not fo well acquainted 
with the properties of drugs as to be 
certain of the elTefI§ they may produce. 
Biitj at all events, do not permit your 
tears to betray your guilt; v/e can boldly 
allert that we precilely followed the di¬ 
rect ion of the Phyfician in making up 
the preferiptions, and then, by concealing 
the change that lias been made, if thele 
patients ihould die, which I confds is 
extremely probable, Dr. Arlfcador will 
beat* the whole blame ; which indeed i$ 
but common juiiice ; for if they (Uould 
miraculoully live, he will of courfe have 
all the honour.’

Both 
the Lawyer and the Divinebnd no fboner 
taken iliGr medicine-? than they were al- 
niort inifaiuly rtiicve^. 'rhey lUpt pro¬ 
foundly the whole night, and found 
them'.elves, when they awoke this moni- 
ing, ptrf'e£ily recovered. Oh unheard 
ot prodigy ! The tame of thefe mar-- 
velloua cures already I’prcaas like wild- 
fn.' tlucugliuut the city. What honours 
fiiall I not gain in having fo lapldly fub- 
dned tw'o Inch mortal dileales ? Kijr 
dear friends,’ continued he, ‘ you ought 
allb to rejoice in this new viilory j for 
you have contributed towards it by the 
lidelity with which you prepared tho 
medicines, and a portion of that glory 
which miut Ihinc with fo much luitre 
u]>cn me will be relieved In fome degree 
upon yourlclvcs !’ 

“ Doctor was fo overjoyed at the 
idea of his extraordinary fuccels, that 
he could not dii'continue his foif-congra* 
tulations upon the occafion ; while we» 
who were in the fecret, with difficulty 
refrained from laughing in his face; but 
the profound veneration which Apothe- 
caries owe to the more exalted charaflers 
of ^hylicians, laved us at the ffiomcnt 
from the guilt of fuch iri^verence.” 

This ftroke of fatirical humour !•»

T his Book is intended (as the Title 
expredes) to illuftrate a large £n- 
paving, which the Inventor calls a 
PJgnilpherical Planetarium, or Kepre- 
Icntation, /> of that interefting 

part of the Solar Sydem which includes 
the Orbit of our Earth. The delign is 
certainly a ufeful one, to fliew the man¬ 
ner ki which the 'moon revolves round 
the earth as its particular center, and 
both together round the llin as their 
joint center, prodi^ing the variation of 
ieaibn j alfo the mode of the earth's ro¬ 
tation on its axis, by which is caulcd the 
fujcccHion of day and night. 

The Author (who, by the fignature 
affixed to a Dedication to Mr, Adam 
Walker, the Lecturer in Philolophy, we 
find to be a Mr. F. B. Watlbn) leems to 
have been impreiled „with an idea, cer¬ 
tainly rational enough, that praclical 
lefTons from viiible obje^ls take fader 
bold on the young mind, and are more 
«iFe6lual in demondrating ' faf^s, than 
i^ritten or oral reprefentation; and to 
have been thence led to give a delineated 
view of the relative pofitions of our 
planet, as being more intelligible to the 
tyro than the ufual mode of beginning 
to inftru£l by the globe. To facilitate 


the talk to thofe who come quite unpre¬ 
pared to the ftudy of Aftronomy and 
Geography, is the objeft of the Ele¬ 
mentary Introduction, which occupies 
72 pages of the Book, and is written in 
a dyle as fimple, perhaps, as the nature 
of the fubjeft would admit. It atfords 
much ufeful information refpefling both 
the-before-mentioned fciences, and ex¬ 
plains with regard to the Engiavcd 
rianetarium, that as a fubftitute tor real 
motion in defcrihlng- the revolution of 
the earth, twelve of its pofitions are re- 
prelented, being thofe on the particular 
days of its entrance into the rel'peflivc 
figns of the zodiac. 

From our recollection of Mr. Walker’s 
Eiduuranion, and the obligations which 
in his Dedicatory Epidle the Author 
profedes to owe to that Gentleman, the 
prefent work appears to us to have been 
defigned to ferve at once as a preparation 
for the ftudy of tlie globes, and as a 
graphical reprefentation and explanation 
of that ingenious tranfparent piece of 
mechanifm invented by Mr. Walker. 

We think both the Treatifc and the 
Engraving likely to he uleful adiltants 
to the inceptive sft'orts of a young 
ftudent. J.

Several private Bills were prelcntcd by 
dilferent Gentlemen. Thele, Together 
with two public Bills from the Houfe of 
Commons, were read a firll time.

WAYS AND MEANS. 

The Order of the Day was read for the 
Houfe to nfolve itfelf into a Committee 
of Ways and Mean3% to wliich were or¬ 
dered to be referred the different accounts 
prclented in the courle of lalt week. 

The Ilou/e having relblvcd itfelf into 
the faid Committed 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
on a former day he ftated fo fully the 
general outline and principle on which 
he intended to provide for the fupplies, 
that he fliould now confine hinifelf to a 
narrow compafs. The Committee were 
aware that he proceeded on the fuppo- 
fition that it was leit and admitted, that 
the prefeiil moment called for vigorous 
exertions and uncominon facrifices to 
counteract the machinations of an ob- 
(tinate, ambitious, and inveterate enemy ; 
an enemy, whofe avowed objeCt was the 
ddtruCtion of our Keligion, cur Laws, 
and our Government. It was therefore 
our d^jty, if we had the courage of free¬ 
dom, and the fpirit of Eiiglilhmen, to 
combat, not for indemnity, but exigence. 
Fortuiiattly for us, there never was a 
nation whoic prolperity furniAied her 
with fuch extenfive rdburccs for perie- 
vering, with effeCV, in a conteft which 
implicated in its ilVuc all that was dear 
to us as men and as KngliHhnen* 

would be iccolleCW, that his plan 
embraced two objeCfs, to prevent a great 
accumufation of debt in the market, by 
extending to an inordinate degree the 
funding fyiicm, and to guard againlt 
entailing the burthen upon pofterity, by 
a fpeedy redemption. It would atlb be 
recolleded, that he had ftated that an

It then 
lemaiiied to find a criteiion of his pro¬ 
perty by his expenditure, and this would 
be found more beneficial to the State, and 
more jult to the Individual. The Al- 
felfed Taxes, lie propofed, fliould be the 
medium of carrying this into e&£t.

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They were paid, he faid, by about 
Soo^oo mafters of families, under whole 
roof would be found a population of four 
millions. The number of poor who 
would be excluded amounted to three 
millions. aThis diftin6lion he intended 
tp follow up with a variety of modihca- 
tions and abatements, with a view to 
prevent the prelTure from falling too 
heavily on the lower order. Tliele taxes 
he had taken at a,7oo,oool. but as part 
of •them (6oo,oool.) had been impofed 
lafl feflion, no precife eftimatu could be 
formed of their total amount. 

The abatements which he had to pro- 
pofe, afiofled thofe c;hieily who paid only 
the prefent taxes on houfes and windows. 
In cafes where the perfon paid alfo for 
borfes, carriages, and male fervants, it 
was his intention the duty lliould be 
trebled. In the former cafe he Ihould 
pi’opofe a modification of the new duty. 
With the houfe and window tax he ihould 
llkewife couple the watch and dog taxes. 
The duty he conceived ought not to be 
triple on the man who kept one watch 
and one dog in a houfe of inferior rent.— 
Where many watches*and feveral dogs 
were kept,' it would in general be found 
that the owner was liable to the horle, 
carriage, or fervants tax, and fubjefled 
to thp triple duty. It was therefore his 
intention to propofe, that thofe who 
contributed only to the houfe, window, 
the dog, and watch taxes, fhould not pay 
the triple airelTmdnt in any cafe where 
his contribution did not exceed' three 
pounds. On thofe whole payments were 
under that Turn, he propoled the duty 
ihould attach as follows: thofe whofe 


AlTefTed Taxes were under three flii)lings, 
were not to be fubje6ied to any addition. 
If they paid above three fliifling^i, and 
under .one pound, to pay half a rate; 
namely, half the lum which they paid at 
prefent—for iniiance, where the party 
410 W paid 108. he ihould pay 15s. From 
il. to xl. to pay a (ingle rate, where 
a man now paid 30s. he was to pay 3!. 
When al. and under 3!. he was to pay 
double i for example, the perfon who 
paid. 5QS. was to contribute 7I. los. 

the party paid 3!. and upwards to 
goTT lie was to contribute accoiding to 
the ti^ble tate: thus, the individual who 
p^. 3I. 38. ihould be called upon to 
contribute nine guineas in addition. It 
would, he remarked, be fcarcely poflible 
ta form an eftimate of the numbers who 
would be ci^empted by theie arrange, 
mcuts frdh the preiTuie. Taking the 


number of contributors, however, at 
800,000, the proportion would ftand

There were then no more than 300,000 
mafters of families in the country who 
could be affefled by the opeiation of the 
Tax in a ferious degree. On looking, 
however, to the common obje6l which 
this meafiire was calculated to effeff, it 
was ncceflary that the Tax fliouid be 
ftriftly enforced. Where the maiks of 
opulence appeared in the keeping of car¬ 
riages, horfes, and male feivauts, thofe 
perlbns who may well be fuppofed to 
alTord it, their expences flioiild bear a 
triple rate on all the other duties. This 
was not all: Where a man could afford 
to p:iy 30I. and upwards for AlTcfled 
Taxes, his expences may he calculated 
as falling little fliort of loool. per ann. 
lie fliould therefore propofe, that thofe 
who paid from 30I. to 50I. fliould now 
pay three and a half over their former 
alledinent, and thofe who paid above 50I. 
quadruple.

The Right Hon. Gentleman now pro¬ 
ceeded to deferibe the cafes that were fit 
for modification and abatement. Among 
others he mentioned inn-keepers, who 
already contributed a large proportion. 
Perfons in particular ftreets in the me¬ 
tropolis, who paid high for their fitu- 
ation, 8 cc. And flated, that in any cafe 
where the Houfe Duty fhould exceed a 
certain proportion of the occupier's in- 
come, he fliould be relieved in a given 
proportion to that income.

In order to prevent evafions and frau¬ 
dulent ftatt'inents, it would be required 
of the party applying for relict to give 
in his declaration upon oath, and alfo 
that his ftatemei'it Ihoiild be open for 
infpe£lion, the better to detect f'allc re¬ 
turns.

In cun- 
fequcnceof the inciLafe of fcminitlion for 
managing and collciling, there would be 
a defalcation in the amount, which in his

The chaises for colie£lio 4 i 
how amounted to little lefe than ioo,oooh 
on 2,700,000!. Fre»m the returns that 
had been made, which cempriled ^bout 
four fifths of the whole Idnfgdom, he was 
lech to believe that the charges ^or man¬ 
aging the treble rate w6ii& not exceed 
900,600!. or one million on 8,200,000!. 
which, allowing for all dediiftions and 
mexlifications, would leave a net fum of 
eight millions, one million over tlic fum 
at which he lall took the ettimate of the 
total produce. 

Alluding to the numerous evafions and 
falfe returns that had been made in the 
late call on the country' for horfes for tlic 
provllional cavalry, he fuggefted the pro¬ 
priety of extending fome indulgence le- 
trofpeiHvcIy to the perfons who had 
prartifeil thofe evnlions, as an inducement 
to ninke a bonn fiJe return .on the prelent 
occiUion. The indulgence he propefed 
was a remUrion of the penalties already 
1 nc ii I i fd, '1' h is he was perfuaded would 

counterpoife the deficiencies that were to 
be a[>prchendcd frem increafmg the rates. 
Among the modifications he had onutted 
to liigjrffi the propitety of making fome 
diftindion in favour of thofe whole taxes 
may b*' iiicicafed in an undue proportion. 
PcilorKwitli large families, bethought 
were fair objects of modification or 
t\cmprion. The Committee might think 
it nmfi dtrirabiL to fix the Icale according 
to the niMiiber of children. Thofe Who 
had no family lie thought ihould be rated 
higher ui proportion to their income. 

Having gone through his detailed 
ftatement, ot which the above is a faith¬ 
ful abifia6l, Mr. Pitt recurred to the 
principle on which his fcheme waa 
founded, and repeated in fupport of it, 
the argumerts which he urged on the 
former occafion. It was not, heallc^wed, 
free f»om objections on the firft view j 
but he challenged any Genflcrnan to pi*o- 
duce a feliAiie for raifing fb gicat a futn 
in a mode lo univerfally comprehonfivc, 
equal and more fulceptibleof modification 
and abatement. He abb wiilied Gentle¬ 
men to rccollc« 5 l that the burthen, how¬ 
ever heavy, would not be permanent, 
and that though it would be too nme^ 
for ordinary cccaiicns, yet tlvat th/^e- 
fent wr.s one wliiHi imperiouily demancied 
it. 

t'onfidfring, therefore, that the impo- 
fition was to be temponuy 5 that it was 
propofed, net in a period of ufiial war, 
but in the crifis of defence againit all the 
evils which wedrcartid, and ail the bief- 
fings we enjoyed, it mu f be found light 

in 
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in the balance. If the Committee tvaa 
^tisHed on thofe topics, there would be 
BO occaHon to recur to preliminarv points. 
Gentlemen would view it with tne defire 
of following up the principle of miti¬ 
gation ) jind, amove ail, he hoped they 
would adopt the plan he had the honour 
to fubmit $ for lure he was, that it was 
the mod: praflicable in the execution, and 
calculacea to meet the extremity of 
danger, at which we were at the prefent 
moment. He concluded by moving a 
long firing ot Kefolutious founded on the 
above ftatement. 

Sir William Pulteney approved of the 
principle, but did nut think, its operation 
was iufiiciently extenfive. The whole 
Applies for the year, he thought ought 
to have been railed in this manner. 

Earl Temple fpgke to the fame effect, 
and lecommcnded a greater lacrihce for 
the proi'ccutiorr of the war. 

Mr. Nicholls deprecated the fyfiem as 
oppreilive and unjufi, and accufed Mi- 
ailters of infincerity in their late at¬ 
tempts to Negotiation. He complained 
of the undue influence tlie other Houfe 
bad acquired in the JLregiflature, and was 
proceeding to quote paiTages from Mr. 
Burke's publications, when he was called 
to order by Earl Temple. 

Mr. Tierney contended that the Hon. 
Gentleman's obfervations were confii- 
tutional. 

Mr. Nicholls complained that he was 
not fuflered to deliver his fentiments in 
that Houle, and declared his intention of 
conveying them to his coniiituents 
through the medium of the prefs. 

Sir X. Mackworth fupported the plan 
in an eccentric i'peech. 

The Secretary at War fpoke in favour 
of tlie fcliemc, and vindicated the Minif- 
ter's condudt during the negotiation.

He could 
afTure the Hon. Gentleman, that m;uiy 
cf thofe who were otherwife dii'pofed to 
think well of his meafiires, dreaded the 
paliing of this Bill, from a convi^ion 
of their inability to comply with it.

I HAVE the pleafure to inform you, 
for the information of my Lords Com- 
iniflioners of the Admiralty, that on 
Saturday the 23d inftanr, atone P. M« 
being then off the Coaft of Holland, the 
Viic lAand bearing South, durance eight 
leagues, we difcovered a fchooner about 
four nr hvc miles a-head of us, which 
we gave chace to. The wind being at 
S. £. prevented her from gaining the 
Vlic Paflage. Finding wc were coming 
fall up with her, and judging wc were 
unacquainted with the coaft, (he ran 
dole in, and let go her anchor in eight 
feet water. Mr. Stephenfon, my Maf. 
ter, knowing the coaft very well, wc 
followed until we came into iefs than 
three fathoms, let go our anchor, and 
immediately commenced a heavy Are on 
her : they however engaged us forty 
minutes, then cut her cable and ran her 
on ihore : thirteen of her crew took 
this opportunity of leaving her before 
our boats could take pofleftion. No 
time was to be loft \ the lignal for an 
enemy on their coaft iiad been made 
from our firft bring on the fchooner, 
and We could plainly perceive they were 
bringing down two field pieces againll 
us; bur, by our conftant fire of round 
and grape ihoc, we in a great meaCiire 
ftopped their progrefs. The tide of 
flood having hiade, ihe was foon got 
oflF, without any other dambge than 
having received a Ihot between wind 
and water, and which we foon got 
ftopped.

MY LORD, 

1 HAVE the honour to acquaint 
you, that I captured, on the 28th of 
Od^ober, a French fliip named L’Aim- 
nble Sophie, in ballad, and fenr her to 
Liibon. On the 29th I took, off Cape 
Qrtegal, three Spanifli coafters, which, 
from^their condition, J did not think 
proper to riik my people on board ; J 
therefore funk one, made a cartel of 
another, and fent the third condiiionaliy 
to Corunna. 

On the 16th I captured two Spanifli 
brigs, loaded with hemp, arms, and 
iron (names unknown) $ their crews 
bad left them before my boats had got 
on board. On the iStn, one of them 
was ^ unlit to equal the weather, that 
I took my people out and funk her ; at 
thla time, loft fight of the other, which 
J bad ordered to make for Liibon in 
cafo of ftparation. 

After a chaee. of nine hours, I cap¬ 
tured jrafterday, about fix leagues from

Paris. Dec. 8. The ratification of 
tbe treaty of Campo-Formio, of the r7th 
•f Oflober, was celebrated at Paris with 
great pomp. The Members of the Di- 
vedbDryv in their grand cqfiume, the Fo- 
tt^n AinbaHadors and Envoys, the hSl- 
iSti&y, &c. being aflbnbled in the great 
Court of the Luxemburgh, General Buo- 
isaparte, Joubert. and Berthicr, made 
their appearance, under repeated (bouts 
of numerous fpeftators, << Long live the 
Krpublic ! Long live Buonaparte ! Long 
live the French Nation V* General BOo- 
Bapai te being presented to the DIrtaory 
by the Minilteir for Foreign Adairs, tiie 
latter delivered aTpeech of condderable 
kngtli> wherein, after having pafled an 
ingenious eulogium on his talents, vir¬ 
tues, and c^ploits^ he obCervcd that a 
sew enemy was calling upon him. 

This enemy (he faid) is celebrated for 
bis hatred againd the French, and for the 
ilifolent tyranny he excrcifes over all the 
nations upon earth. Let the genius of 
Buonaparte make hiiti foon expiate his 
hatred and tyranny, and tliclate to the 
tyrants of the &a a^eace worthy of the 
glory of the Frenclv Republic/* 

At the end of this fpeech, General 
Buonaparte delivered to the Prefident 
the Emperor's ratification of tlie treaty 
of CampO'Formio, and addrclTed the 
Dire^ors in the following terms : 

‘‘Citieens Directors, 

•• The French people, In order to be 
free, had Kings to combat. To obtain 
a Confiitution founded on rcafon, they 
had to overcome the prejudices of eighteen 
centuries. Religion, royalifiu, and the 
ieudal fyfiem, governed Europe for 
twenty centuries pad j but with the peace 
Swhich you have concluded begins the 
'serf of Reprefentative Goverijmcnts. 
You have Aicceeded in organizing the 
great Nation, wbofe Vaft tersitory is cir- 
ciunfcribed by thole limits only which 
natui e herfelf nas traced. Yoii have done 
more. The two fined countries of £u- 
' topCf once celebrated for the arts, fciences, 
Mnd great men they produced, fee the 
Xlenius of Libefty rife from the tombs 
<f 4heir ancedors. They ttc two pe- 
sieftMpon which fate is going to plate 
two powerful nations. I have the ho- 
.Hour to deliver to you the Treaty figned 
Campo-Fomno, and ratified By his 
JMiajeity tie Emperor. This Peace fe- 
^res the liberty, the profperity, and the 
glory the. Reptiblic. When the hap- 
fiaefe of the French people (hall be firmly 


fettled on the bafis of the bed and wifed 
laws, all Europe will be free**' 

This fpeech was received with the moil 
cnthufiadic (houtS of applaufe, and an- 
fwered by the Prefidentof the Dlrefiory, 
who concluded his harangue in the foU 
lowii^ manner: 

Citizen General! erown (b gloriout 
a career by a conqueft which the great 
nation owes to its'outraged dignity. Go, 
and by the punilhinent you inflict on the 
Cabinet of JUindon dr ike terror into ail 
the governmenia which (hall dare to doubt 
the power of a nation of freemen, Pom- 
pey did not dililain to crufh a ned of pi¬ 
rates. Greater than the Rottian General^ 
go and chain down the gigantic pirate 
who lords h over the Teas : go andpuniih 
in London crimes which have remained 
unpunidwd but too long. Numerous vo¬ 
taries of liberty wait your arrival: you 
Will find no enemy bnt vice and wicked- 
nefs. They alone fupport that perfidious 
Government j drike it down, and let its 
downfall inform the woild, that if the 
Fiench- people are the benefa 61 ort of Eu¬ 
rope, they are al'fo the avengers of the 
lights o( nations." 

At the end of this fpcecli, the Piefident 
and all the Member*of the Direftory gave 
him the traternal embrace $ and, after the 
ceremony was over,theDireftors,Geiiei als 
Buonaparte and Berthiec, the Miniders^ 
Foreign Ambadadors, &c. fat down to a 
fnperb dinner, during which, among ot her 
toads, the following wa-s drank : Thu 
liberty of the feas^ and may the Repub¬ 
lican armies (bon refeut them from the 
okc of that oppreflive government which 
as ib long tyrannized the globe.*' 

To deprive us of the means ofdrength, 
the French Government has had recourie 
to a violent and decifive meafure. All the 
Engliih goods in France were upon one 
day feized and confilcated throughout the 
republic, on a law whieh had not been ob- 
ferved.

dragoons had been killed. In the mean 
time, leveral perfons had tdken the tri- 
coloured cockade $ and the French Envey 
propoied to have theie ajTCfted, if their 
names ihould not be found on his lift.

Ingram, another coachman^ fubmlttii

tants in the neighbourhoc^ of Greenwich 
having petitioned her Royal Highnefs in 
his behalf* his apology and lubmiflion 
were accepted. No fuch apology having

During the of the loth and mom- 
lag of tht iitn, the wind blew from the 
ibii^hwai^ with great violence, attended 
fay a very heavy^ica^ and for the mod part 
bani rain. This ftate of the weathei con¬ 
tinued until about half paft one o'clock, 
P. M. when the wind abated confidera- 
bW, and veerpd a little to the weftward 
of the fouth. AH the morning, till that 
iilitiie, the Reynard was in great danger of 
driving on thie rocks in Fireftone Bay $ 


a black fervant belonging to Captain Pul¬ 
ling, together with a Imat's crew of (i» 
failors, left Cawfand Bay in the Cerbe¬ 
rus's b|irge, and fteered for HamoaiCy 
Captain Drew having letters from Admi¬ 
ral Kingfmill, al Cork, for the port ad- 
mfral heic. They made their pa/Tage 
very fafely, though the fea ran very hol¬ 
low, until they came abreaft of Redding 
Point, and at the opening of Hamoaze $ 
but about two o'clock P.^ M. as they 
were pafling the bi idge, a very narrow 
channel, fituate between Mount Edge¬ 
combe and St Nicholas's IHand, they 
found, notwichdanding the wind had 
much abated, that the fwtll 0/ the fea 
there was very heavy, occafioncd by the 
then ftrong ebbtide from the harboui run** 
ning counter to the iuutherly wind and 
fea, the giound beneath being very 
rocky, and thewatei (lioal. Although we 
may faixly piclume that the utinolt care 
wjh taken by Captain Diew to guaid a- 
gainlt accidents, he could not pi event the 
melancholy fate which awaited him and 
his companions : whe n they got abreaft 
nearly of St. Nicholas's Ifland, a heavy 
fea broke into the boat, which icndeied 
her fituation very dangerous. Captain 
Drew now became alarmed, and inftantly 
pulled off his coat to be prepared for the 
worft, at the famp time adviiingall hands 
in the boat to confidtr of the beft means 
of faving their lives, In cafe any Hill moie 
imminent danger ftiould ai ife. His fears 
weie foon realized, for the fea which firft 
ftiuck the boat was inftantly followed by 
two otheis, by which Ihe foundered, and 
dreadful to 1 date, every perlon onboard 
hei, except two of the failors, penHied ! 
Not being able to fwim, each of fhen^i 
iecured an oar, and on thefe they were 
diiven to the rocks at Mount Edgecombe, 
by which means theii lives were provi¬ 
dentially pre/cived. Captain Drew was 
ublerved by thefe men for fome time com¬ 
bating the waves, and endeavouring to 
reach the ftiore, but hli ftrength being 
exhaiifted, he funk in their ftght: his coat 
has been Hnce picked up, and the letters 
for the port admiral found in the pocket 
of it. Captain Pulling had been lately 
promoted to the rank of Poft Captain,

Captain Drew was un¬ 
married, but has many very near relations 
at Saltaib, about four miles from the i'pot

Captain Drew and Captain Pulling 
were both oiKcers of* exemplary charac¬ 
ters in their profeflion, much beloved by 
their officers and men, and have rendered 
their country eminent fervices during the 
time they have been cruizing on the Iriffi 
ifarion. In (hort, at a period like the 
prefcnt, when great exertions are necell'ary 
to defeat thedefigns of a dangerous ene¬ 
my, the lols of fuch men is to be deplor¬ 
ed by the country in general. Several of 
the dead bodies have been taken up, but 
we cannot find that either of the officers is 
among the number.

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THE NATURE OF THE DOG,

VV Will it be a departure Irom 
the relpeft I owe my readers, to prcierve 
the memory of a Dog, who poured out 
his life with his grid upon the aflics of 
the man whofe hand had nourifhed him ? 
A few days before the 9th *Thermidor 
a Revolutionary Tribunal in one of the 
departments of the North of France con¬ 
demned to death M. des R****, an an¬ 
cient Magiitrate, Snd a moft eftimable 
man, guilty^ at fifty leagues from Paris, 
of a confpiracy, which had not exifted 
* at St. Lazarc. M. des R. had a Water 
Spaniel, ol ten or twelve vears old, of 
the fmall breed, which had been brought 
up by him, and had never quitted him, 
Des K*-*** in prifon faw his family dif- 
perfed by a fyftcm of terror fome had 
taken flight} others, themfelves ariefted, 
were carried into diflant gaols ; his do- 
inelfics were difmiJlcd j his houfi; was 
buried in the folitude of the Sjals j his 
friends either abandoned him, or con¬ 
cealed themldves } every thing in the 
world was lilcnt to liim, except his Dog. 

I his faithful animal had been retuled 
admittance into the prifon. He had re¬ 
turned to his mailer's hohie, and found 
it fliut* He took refuge with a neigh¬ 
bour, who received him} but that pof- 
tericy may judge foundly of the times in 
which we have exified, it mult be added, 
that this man received him trembling, in 
iecret, and dreading Icit his humanity 
for an animal Ihould cundu<!:l him to the 
fcaflbld. Every day, at the fame hour, 
the Dog left the houle, and went to the 
. dtwr'ot the prifen. He was reiufed ad¬ 
mittance, bu\ he conltaiuly pafll*d an 
hour betcre it, and then returned. His 
fldelity ai length won upon the porter, 
*nd he was one day allowed to enter. 
The Dog faw his mailer. It was difli- 
cult to lepamte them ; but the gaoler 
carried him away, ami.the Dog letufiied 
his retreat. He came back the next 
'mpming, and evei y <L*y ; and once each 
he Y^as admitted. He licked the 
of his friend, looked at him, licked 
again, and went away of him- 

When the day of fcntence arrived, 
noewithttanding the crowd, notwith- 
taoding the guard, he penetrated into 


the hall, and crouched himfelf between 
the legs of the unhappy man, whom he 
was about to lofe for ever. The Judges 
condemned the man ; and, may my tears 
be pardoned for the expreflion, which 
elcapes from them, they condemned him 
in the prefence of his Dog, They re- 
condu 61 ed him to the prifon, and the 
Dog, for that time, did not quit the door. 
The fatal hour arrives ; the prifen opens} 
the unfortunate man paffes out} it is the 
Dog that receives him at the threflinld. 
He clings upon his hand. Alas ! that 
hand will never more be fpread upon thy 
carefling head! He follows him. The 
axe falls, the mailer dies, but the ten- 
dernefs of the Dog cannot ccafe. The 
body is carried away, he walks at its 
iide i the earth receives it, he lays him- 
felf upon the grave. 

“ T'here he pafled the firft night, the 
next day, the fecond night. The ncigh- 
buur, in the mean time, unhappy at iii.t 
feeing him, rilks hinileif, ftarching for 
the Dog, giicifes for the extent ot his 
fitlclity the afylum he has choren, finds 
him, carefies him, brings him back, and 
makes him eat. An hour afterwards, 
the Dog efcaped, and regained his fa- 
vcuritc place. Three months paffed 
away, each morning of which he came 
to leek his food* and then returned to the 
allies of his mailer j but each day he was 
more fad, more meagre, more languilhing, 
and it was plain that he was gradually 
reaching his end. They endeavouied, by 
chaining him up to wean him } but you 
cannot triumph over Nature ! Hehroke^ 
or bit through his bcr.ds ; elcaped ; re¬ 
turned to the grave, and never quitted it 
more. It was in vain that they en¬ 
deavoured to bring him back. They 
carried him food, but he ate no longer^ 
For four and twenty hours lie was Icon 
employing his weakened limbs in digging 
up the earth that feparated him from the 
I'emains of the man he had lo much loved. 
Pafllon gave him flrength, and he gi:u 
dually approached the body } his labours 
of affection then vehemently increafed } 
his efforts became conv 11 Ifive j heflirieked 
in his llruggles } his faithful heart gave 
way, and he breathed out his lall gnfp, 
as if he Knew that he hud found his 
mailer I*'

Lord Talbot chal¬ 
lenged the fuppolld authoi to a bloodkfs 
duel and lor No. 40, he was called to 
account more futceisfully afterwards by 
Mr. Martin f. Mr. Peregrine Cull had 
recourfe to the Court of King's Bench J, 
and feme irritable Scots refented the im¬ 
putations on their country in a manner 
that could not be detended §. The im¬ 
punity with which the paper bad been 
luflercd to proceed ^ at length rouled the 
attention oi the Government; and on the 
publication of No. 45, a Iweeping illegal 
general warrant ^was ilVucd againit the 
authors, printers, and pubiiihers, which, 
though intended to crufli the author, 
operated fo much in his favour as to 
induce the public to efpoule his caule as 
their own, and laid the toundation of that 
popularity, by which he afterwards ex¬ 
tricated himfelf from all his difhculties, 
dnd long attached 'Ihe populace to him 
as a lufferer in the caule of liberty. 

The circumftances which attended his 
being taken into cullody have been mi¬ 
nutely, and we believe accurately, re¬ 
lated by himfelf: they do credit to him 
as a Briton ||. He was committed to 
the Tower the 30th of April; but a 
habeas corpus being ifTued,, he was 
brought up to the Court of Common 
Pleas the jd of May, and remanded back 
until the 6th, when he was dil'cliarged. 
Oq both tliele occafions he made infiain- 
matory fpeeches againlf the Government. 

Previous to this event bis Majelly, on 
the 4th cf May, dilpluced Mr. Wilkes 
iroan being Colonel ot the Buckingham- 
ihlre militia, a htuation which he had 
£lied very much to hia ciedit ; and icon 
after, Lord Temple, who had expi-cfied 
hjs concern at the lofs of an ofheer (to 
ufehis own words), “who by his de¬ 
portment in command was endeared to 
the whole corps," was deprived of his 
poft of Lord Lieutenant of the county. 


During the rccefs of Parliament, Mr. 
Wilkes fet up a printing prel's in his 
houfe in Great George-ltrect, contrary 
to the advice of many of his friends. 
The principal work executed there was 
The North Briton, in three volumes j 
for the publication of which he was af¬ 
terwards convi^ledfl^. He this fummer 
made a vifit to France, to i'ee his daugh¬ 
ter. 

On the meeting of the Parliament on 
the 15th of November, both the con¬ 
tending parties prepared for afilion. A 
melTage in the name of his Majcfty was 
lent to the Houfe ot Commons, inform¬ 
ing them of the libel No. 45, and of the 
fteps taken by the Minilti^ in confe- 
qiieiicc of it. Mr. Wilkes alfo laid his 
complaint of a breach of privilege before 
the Houfe; the hearing of which was 
poltpcned until a iuture day. In the 
Houie of Lords, a complaint of breach 
of privilege was made by Bifliop War- 
buiton, that his name had been put to a 
moft blafphemous work, entitled “ An 
EUliy on Woman fix copies of which 
had been printed hy Mr. Wilkes, with¬ 
out any defign of publication. This 
charge was entirely unlocked for, and 
occaiioned great odium to fall on the 
offending patriot, whofe profligacy was 
exclaimed agalnft with the utmolt free¬ 
dom. liifonnations were filed againlf 
him, both for this concealed woik, and 
for The North Briton, and the utmolt 
leverity of the law was ihrenttntd to be 
enfoiced againit him. On the other 
hand, aftlons weie c^-p-niuictd by him 
againft the ': - tai K's ot h’ate, .md all 
the pel Tons concxii cd in ifUiing and exe- 
cii:.i.g the illegal g,*neiai warrants tor 
ieizing his pci ion and papers. 

At this juncture the aci iiiiony of party 
could not be cxceided by any thing 
which later times have witnedcd. In 
ihe courie of the debate in tlie Houfe of 
Commons on the 1 sth of November, 
Mr. Martin, one of the Sccietaries of the

to, was wiitteli by yourfclf, 1 nuid take 
the liberty to repeat, that you are a ma¬ 
lignant and infamous fcoundrel j and that 
I dellre to give you an opportunity of 
(hewing me, whether the epithet of cow¬ 
ardly was rightly applied or not. 

“ I defire that you may meet me in 
Hyde Park immediately, with a brace of 
piftols each, to determine our difFeronce. 

** I (hall go to tbfc Ring in Hyde Paik 
with my piltois fo concealed that nobody 
may fee them; and 1 will wait in ex- 
penation of you one hoin. As I (hall 
call in my way at your houfe, to deliver 
this letter, I propofe fo go fn m thence 
direflly to the Ring in Hy\ie Park, from

The circumftances attending this dueL 
are faid to have been as follow When 
the Gentlemen met in Hyde Pai 4 c, they* 
walked together for a little while, to 
avoid Ibmt company which (eemed coming 
up to them. They brought each a pair 
of piftols. When they were alone, the 
firft fire was from Mr. Martin's piftoL 
Mr. Martin's piftol milled Mr. Wilkes, 
and the piftol in Mr. Wilkes's hand 
flalhed in ^hc pan. The Gentlemen then 
each took one of \lr. Wilkes's pair of 
piftols : Mr. Wilkes miffed, and the ball 
of Mr. Martin's piftol lodged in Mr. 
Wilkes's belly. Mr, Wilkes bled im¬ 
mediately very much. Mr. Martin then 
came up, and dellred t<f give liim ail the 
alfiftance in his power. Mr. Wilkes le- 
plied, that Mr. Martin had behaved like 
a man of honour, and tliat he was killed, 
and infilled on Mr. Mai tin's making his 
immediate efcape, and no creature fhoiiid 
know from Mr. Wilkes how the affair 
happened. Upon this tliey parted, but 
Mr, Martin came u|i again in two or 
three minutes to Mr. Wilkes, offeiing 
him a fecond time his aftillance ; but 
Mr. Wilkes again ir.fifted on his going 
off. Mr, Mai tin e%pitfftd his concern 
for Mr. Wilkes, faid the thing was too 
well known by feveral people who came 
up almoll dire^ly, and then went away. 
Ml. Wj^kes was carried hoii'.e, but. 
w()uld not tell any circiimllaiiLe of the 
caie till h#* found it lb much known- 
He only faid to the Surgeon, that it 
was an affair cf honour. 

The day fallowing, Mr. Wilkes ima¬ 
gining himfelf in the greateft danger^ re¬ 
turned Mr. Martin his letter, that no 
evidence might appear againlt him j and 
iiififted upon it with his relations, that iu 
calc of his death no trouble fhould be 
given Mr. Martin, for he hid behaved 
as a man of honour. 

Mr. Martin immediately fled to Paris, 
and Mr. Wilkes was unable to attend 
his duty inPatliament; but his fituatioa 
did not feem to foften or latisl'y the ven¬ 
geance of his opponents. .On the 3d of 
December 'I'he North Briton, by order 
of both Houles, was burnt by the com-

devoted Member at proper intervals, to 
obferve the progrel's of his curej and 
that they, together with Dr. Brochlelby 
and Mr. Graves, his own phyAcian and 
iurgeon, inould report their opinion V>n 
die 19th of January • enfuing 5 but in 
die interval, Mr. Wilkes^ confidcring 
kimfelf not fecure in England, on the 
»5th of December, without any notice, 
quietly left London for Paris, where on 
the 30th he had a friendly meeting with 


his antagontft Mr* Martin, in which 
both parties feemed to bury dieir ani« 
’‘mofuy in oblivion, and behaved to each 
other with great politenefs. 

On the 6 th of December the aflioa 
brought by Mr. Wilkes againit Mr. 
Wood, as Under-Secreiary of State, for 
feizing his papers, was tried before Lord 
Chief Judice Pratt, when a verdl6l was 
given for loooL damages $ and the caufe 
againA Lord Halifax proceeded until 
Mr. Wilkes was outlawed, by which it 
became necelTarily fufpended.

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tORD CHANCELLOR HARDWICKE. 

F or the following account of this 
great Magiilrate the Compiler it 
obl^ed to a learned friend : 

The Earl of Hardwitke was ccrialnly 
one of the greatell enuments of the 
£ngti(h Nation. He was born in very 
humble life, commenced his legal caiccr 
in the loweft walk oi the profeflion j but, 
nhiting uncommon abilities with un¬ 
common induliry, advanced himfelf to 
the higheft office of the Eiiglifh^Judica¬ 
ture, and to the dignity of a Peer of 
Great Britain. He acquired an itnmenie 
fortune, and obtained foi his Tons foine 
of the iirk offices in Church and State. 
If is obiervable, that his Lord(liip, and 
his great contemporary the Earl of Mam'- 
hel^ difiered extremely in their mode of 
fruaifyin^ tl^eir mone^r; the former in- 
vefting it immediRtelv in the purchaie of 
land, the latter placing it out upon 
B^rtgage. In the event,, the mode 
adopted by Lord Hardwicke proved moft 
pMu£ftv^ the incrcafe of the value of 
and the advance of rents, greatly 
countcihalancing the advantage of five 
per cent, intereft. In the years 1740, 
2748, and 1752, his Lordfliip was ap¬ 
pointed one of the Lords Juilices for the 
odminiftration of the Goveiimient during 
icing ^be Second's abfence on 

htsjo ucnies in thofe years to his Geiman 


dominions. In 174-9, he was unani-* 
moii/ly chofen High Steward of the Uni- 
veriity of Cambiidge. In 1736-7, he 
was appointed Lord High Chancellor of 
England; and held that oliice till 1756, 
when he rciigned the i'cals, to tlie great 
concern of the Bar, and, as it was {’aid 
at the time, to the great mortification 
of the King. The period during which 
he prefided in Chancery is an aera in the 
judicature of that Court. The Bar was 
never more refpet^lahle ; but the luperior 
powers of his Lordfliip were iiniverrally 
felt and acknowledged; and, except fome 
petulant expreifions which Icll from Lord 
Chief Jufiice Wilks, when he was called 
to his ailKiance in the cafe of Omychund 
again ft Barker, his Lordfliip was treated 
in his Court with a degree of refpeff that 
bordered neaily on veneration. He was 
molt patient in hearing a caufe, almoR 
always pronounced immediate judgment 
upon it, and very feldora poftponed bia. 
decifions from one term to another. In 
his arguments from the Bench his lan¬ 
guage was ea^ and dignified ; he dif- 
played a profuiion of legal learning j his 
mode of applying it was luminous, and 
h i s conclufjons carried convict ion. Only 
three appeals were made from his decrees, 
and in tWfe his decifions were confirmed.

The Jews have in general been Cup- 
pol'ed to have proceeded in their traditions 
from hither to Ion without any of thol'e 
public Councils which obtained ib often 
in the Cliriltian Church. Samuel Bret 
gives an account of a Jewlfli Council, at 
which he was prefent, on the plain of 
Ageda, in Hu^aiy, on the nth of Oc- 
tober, 1650. The account of the mat¬ 
ters agitated in it is very curious, and 
it ended re infe^iuy as mod Chridian 
Councils did. It is publidied in the 
fourth volume of^‘*Thc Pheenix,**’ in 
7707, and at the end of Dr. Clayton, 
Bilhop of Cloghcr’s Did'ertation on 
Prophecy/’ 8vo. 1749 ; and has lately 
been reprinted, and in a learned and ele¬ 
gant little work, entitled ** Hor/e 
lictey' written by an eminent Advocate, 
who to the mod founded and extcnlive 
knowledge of his profeilion adds a variety 
of erudition and litemture hardly ever to 
be met with in the mod profound fcholar. 
To the detriment of the country and of 
literature in general, the niodedy of this 
elfgant writer has permitted only a few 
cemies of the work to be printed for the 
life of his friends. It is, however, mod 
devoutly to be wifhed, that the great 
merit of the work will prevail epon Jiiin 
to extend the rnoie general (tidufioa of 
its valuable contents ; and that he will 
give up hia particular feelings to the 
wiftes and inftru^ion of the public. 

JOHN WILKES, ESfK 

This extraordinary peribn died, as he 
lived, witlu great philofophic coolnel's. 
Not long before he died, he repeated ibme 
paflag^s from the poem of the Puifiiits 
of Literature/’ ot which he fpokc highly. 
He behaved with the greated kindneis 
and civility to the iervants who waited 
upon him, and thanked them for their 
care and attention; and in the lad draught 
which he took, he drank the health of 
bis beloved and excellent daughter who 
attended him witji great foUcitude. He 
laughed imich at politics and at poli¬ 
ticians ; he had, indeed, there played a 
great p:*rt htinlclf; and ulrd to liiy of 
nimiirU, ** that he was a* volcano burnt 


out.” He did not, indeed, laugh at thi 
ufeful fcience of politics, but at that art, 
which, according to Oxenftiern, is that 
of deceiving, not of governing mankind 
an art which lie had pra^lifcd with great 
fuccels himfclf upon the weak and the 
incautious, whom he was ever himfclf 
the fii ft to ridicule, whilft he profited by 
their follits, as his prcdeceftbrs had ever 
done before him +. His fucceflbrs will 
not, perhaps, be able to enjoy that ad¬ 
vantage, as the niiferies they have en¬ 
tailed upon the Country may in the end 
reach themfelves no lei's than the perfuns 
whom they have duped, and

OBSERVATIONS ON THE FORMATION OF SULPHUR AND ITS 

ACID. 

BY MR. SMITH. 

S VLVaVR is well known to every difcharglng at th,e fame lime a mofl fuf- 
body, Imd is found in moft parts of focating vapour, which is known by the 
fB^ Globe. It fublimes with an ex- name of volatile fuiphuric acid. It ini-

The ori¬ 
ginal format icn cf Ailphnr has long^bcen 
unknown : Chaptal thinks it is tormed 
by the decompofition of animal and 
vegetable fubftancesj M, Dewyn has 
tried to prove that it cxifts ready formed 
in many plants; but a quart ion arifes, 
whether it is formed in thele plants or 
animals before a decompofition takes 
place, or after it has taken place, formed 
during that decompofition ? or are we to 
imagine that plants and animals pofl'cfs 
the power of producing fulphur in the 
fame manner that the latter have of pro¬ 
ducing calcareous and argillaceous earths ? 
Some are inclined to think that it is 
formed during the decompofition of ani¬ 
mal and vegetable fubftances ; and even 
water when it putrefies; or rather the 
fnbltances v;hich aic in the water. The 
food when taken into the Itomach, and 
after it has dctcended into the leBuin, 
when any air Is emitted, it olleii has a 
lulphiireous linell: the fame fmell ifiues 
from a putrefied or rotten egg: and’if a 
chan filver fpoon be put into an egg, it 
will be found, after a day or two, to 
grow black, which is a proof of the 
exirtence of hepatic air in it. Bilge 
water, and vegetables undei a certain 
flaie of putrefiirtion, have the lame fmell. 
The way in which I would account for 
the tormaiion of the hepatic gas, is, 
tiiat the volatile alkali which is contained 
in tlicle plants, uniting with the lulphur, 
forms ‘^oepar fiilpburis^ which afterwards, 
in another ftate of piitrefaction, being by 
Ibnie means decompofed, cither by the 
air or an acid, the hepatic gas is evolved.^ 
Hepatic gas is known to be compofed of 
:i certain portion of fulphur, held in fo- 
Jution by h}diugene : fo we need not 
have rtcourfc, for the formation of the 
hepatic gas, to the uniting fulphiii with 
ail alkali ; but to the hydrogene which 
;s foinud during the putrefa^Hon, taking 
up a Certain portion of the lulphur, and 
holding it in folution. The lame thing 
may be laid of the phofphoric gas. 
'I'here is in the paiifh of Kiikpatric 
Fleciiiing, in the county of piimtricftiire, 
a large plain compoled of black vegetable 
foil ; which, according to the common 
yeport of the country people, was ori- 
inally a deep lough, or fheet of water, 
ut wlilch has been fince filled up through 
time and the common procefs of nature, 
f n the centze of this plain, which is two 
miles over, theix* is a fpring of itrong 
fulphufeous water, fully as ftiong as that 


of Moffat in Scotland, or Harrowgatc 
in England. As this well is m the 
centre of a large plain containing de¬ 
cayed vegetables, and as it is the only 
fpring in the place, it would appear that 
the water, impregnated with/he hepatic 
from the decaying vegetables, is 
carried to it by filtration, and there forma 
a ifream of hepatic water. The well at 
Moifat, which yields hepatic water, i$ 
fituated at the bottom of a mountain 
which is covered with decayed vege¬ 
tables, or is rather a mofs or moor. 
And I believe if other wells which pro¬ 
duce this water were carefully examined* 
they would be found to take their origin 
from fome bed of decayed vegetables or 
putrid water. F^at, which is a dried 
vegetable earth, when burnt, if the alhea 
be rtirred while hot on a dark room, we 
may perceive a Sulphureous flame among 
them. Did the fire, while burning, caiile 
a nt-LeHary decompofition of the peatj 
or d*rl ti'.^Vulphur exift in the peat ready 
foj mvi! : 

'Mieic ohfvnations tend to prove that 
fulphur is r.r^dc vifibic by the decom- 
poiition of tuv :inhnal or vegetable fub- 
ttar.ee ; but noi to Ihew the manner in 
which tile lulphur is formed. I am led 
to conceive, that during vegetation there 
is a catain pr<;celi> in the plant, by which 
it is enabled to create lulphuiic acid, 
which immediately joins itjcif to part of 
the plant, or to the vegetable fixed alkali 
fVriiiii3*]j i/iino/’c fa>tar, in the faro 
mannef as we lee a certain procefs going 
on in animal liic, foiming different acids* 
as tartareous, laccarine, phofphoric, S:c- 
But during combullion, the oxigene of 
the acid uniting itfelf with the caibone 
or infiammable gas, forms carbonic acid* 
or water, leaving the fulphur, which* 
being expofed to the air and heat, *takn 
fire and burns. Tlic fame thing will 
take place during decompofition in the 
cafe of putrefaction ; but then the fuU 
phiir w'lll unite itfelf with the volatile 
alkali; and being decompofed will foim 
lulphuiic gas, uniting with the fuper- 
ahundant hydrogene.’ As there is a 
greater dccompotitipn going forward in 
hot climates than in cold ones, confe- 
quemly there will be morelulphw found 
in the former than the latter: volcanos 
mult therefore form much fulphur by a 
<{uick decompofition of vc^tables, 
for wherever they arc, prodigious quan¬ 
tities of fulphur are to be found.

Jn fe* 
veral dilcouries which he had with Sir 
Robert about this time, his Giacc added 
another tellimony to Solomon's opinion 
of the •vanity of all human ibinv < ; and 
though this is a truth fo generally known, 
that it feems almofi ftale to fugged it, 
its ufe cannft be too often ent>^rccd in 
redraining the madnefs of ambition, and 
the too eager purfuits of the world. The 
Duke of Ormond, defetnded from one of 
the hrd families in Europe, pofleifing 
with a fplendid fortune two dukedoms, 
happy in a wife and the high eliabliih- 
ments of a numerous offspring, hand fome 
in his perfon, a man of talents, &c. &c. 
«*-yet this man, from the full experience 
of life (though enjoyed in its liighefi 
and mod flattering Icale), often declaimed 

againd the emptinels of all worldly 
things—of honour, riches, favour, nay 
evfD of family and polierity itfeUV* 

Diicourfing one day on the charafler cf 
Charles tbe Second^ Sir Robert South¬ 


well afked the Duke of Ormend, bow 
early he thovight it was that the King 
appeared to be a Roman CaiIj* lie, on 
which he replied, “ Tliat his fiiil: fnl- 
picions weic whllil luj Mri]c;ly was m 
Flanders j for though he nevei law tlint 
7 .eal and tenderiufs as to divine things 
which lie often wilhed, yet from what he 
could lee, Ins iiiclir.alious looked a little 
that way j liowcver, lb little (adiled ins 
Grace), that I th nght upon letiiiniiig 
to his kingdom, it would quite wear 
ufF.” 

His Grace hiicd a le.it in DciTetfiiirc, 
called Kingdon-ilall, where he hojied, 
by the beiicdit of that Chainpain country 
and good air, both to recicatc hiinfeir 
and to confiim his health. At his de¬ 
parture from Badmington to go to tliis 
place, fo much wlIv his fumer fcivices 
forgotten at Court, that he exclaimed, 
“ He had not one fiiend left at White¬ 
hall, to write him the very common oc» 
currences tliat palled.” 

It was dining this winter that he be¬ 
gan to feel the darting of Ibine lharp 
pains from his neck towards his head. 
He had alfo fome fwellin^ ordifoider in 
his throat, which olten interiupted liis 
fwallowiiig ; but at the end ol Maich he 
was taken with fo violent a fever, that 
he was twice let blood ; and it was by 
bliiieiiiig, cupping, and ilic ufe of llie 
balk, that he was rtfeued fiom the 
giavc*. 

“ 1 was with him,” continues Sir 
Robert Soiithw'ell, for about thiee 
weeks in April (168?), in which time 
his Grace was fice to dilcoiirfe over tliQ 
many memorable accidents of his life ; 
and in fpeaking of things at ^jrefent, Ijc 
lamented his Majtity (James the SeCorul) 
fhould be advilld to put inch qucltions 
as then palled to men of undoubted loy¬ 
alty j that for his own part, he had ever 
been, not only zealous to lerve the crown, 
but even to plealc his prince; iliat lie 
did in tiutli think l!ic Popifli Lords had 
hardfiiip and injullice, when deprivcil ot 
lilting in the Houiei us it was tluli right 

and 
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And inheritance *. But no,VFithftanding 
that, the danger of dH’pcnling with iheJe 
laws was now become lb vilii>le, that he 
did not lee liow any man could, in j^ood 
conlcicnce, be ablent from rhe fioule 
whenever that came to be a.c|ucrtlon.’' 

On Friday the aid of June his Graces 
was feizcd with a cold Ihivcring fit of an 
ague, which though it was loon removed, 
he Ihll lort ground i however he continued 
at times to take the air in a coach. 

On Wednel’day the i8th of July he 
was for'hall'a dozen miles abroad with 
the Lady Ollbry 5 and although he re¬ 
turned back ill, yet he was for the next 
two days Ibniewhat better, and walked a 
little aboiu the houle^ but on the Friday 
evening he vi*as taken with a painhil 
Ititch in his fide, which, however, was 
that night by Ibme application well mi¬ 
tigated. 

On Saturday the 21 ft of July, when 
his fteward Mr. Cleik came to him in 
tlie morning, “ James,’’ laid he, “ This 
day four years was a melancholy day to 
me, by the lois of my wile.” 

ile afterwards Ipoke of indifferent 
things, and a Iked his fteward, “When 
it was that Sir Robert Southwell had, in 
Ids laft letter, promifed to be there P" 
Though lie took delight to lee the little 
Lord 'riuirlcs (his great grandfon) play 
before him, yet he Irequently inquired 
about the hour of the day, and diie^tcd 
his cliapiaiii to prepare the i’acranient lor 
him next morning by ten o’clock,and named 
thofe who fliculd receive it with him. 

About ten o’ch'ck he defired to rife, 
againft the family came into prayers, as 
they were wont j and at getting up, he 
took notice with feme content, that his 
legs were limber, and bended witli moie 
cafe, than fir.ee he firft was lick; which, 
however, was nothing elfc than the 
mriinting up of the humour towards the 
vital parts : and although, whilft he was 
At prayers, he anfwered iltftin6Uy, and as 
loud as he was wont, yet it appeared by 
the motions of his countenance, that he 
had fits of pain which he was willing 
to fupprefs. He kept up alfo till evening 
prayers, which were at three o'clock, 
and aiifwered diftin^ly as before. He 
afterwards dticourfed about Indxffet'bnt 
things, yet was by fits tinealy, ib as to 
lay to his Iteward, “ Jarnes^ be fure you 


give thofe papers there in the window t« 
Sir Robert Southwell, for be will not 
come time enovigh to find me alive.’’ 

He then defired to return to his bed 
for loine refirediment» and Mr. Clerk, 
perceiving Uim to decline ii^ch faftcr 
tlt:in he hittifelf apprehende^fTatked him 
about tour o'clock, if bis Grace, inliead 
of receiving the facrament to*morrows (as 
he had appointed), would take it then} 
to which he ani'wered chearfuliy, ** 
vvith ail my heail.” So being allilted 
by the Karl of Offory and hiS lady» he 
lock it with moll exeinplarv marks of 
piety and devotion. After this be dif- 
com led freely as before, and told the 
Doflor who fat by, that although he 
found a great decay within him, yet he 
was not then much fenfible of pain. In 
a little while after he called for his fervant 
to turn him on hi? fide, to try if he could 
get foine reft; but when the lervantcame 
he found Ifun dying, and within fix mi¬ 
nutes afterwards he expired. 

He appointed by his will to be in¬ 
terred with his lady and two Cons at 
Wtltminlicr Abbey ; to have it privately 
done, and not to exceed the ceremony 
that was ufetf for his wife. ' So clre 
being taken of his body, which was Jtow 
by long ficknei's much wafted and de¬ 
cayed, it was rolled in iea-cloths,> put 
into a thin coifin of lead, and the lead 
one alio put into a thick coftio of wood, 
wliich was filled up with pitch, aiklThele 
were wrapped up in velvet. It was 
tluw, on Wednelday the ift of Aiigpit 
(i 63 ^’), conveyed to the hearfe, and being 
atteiuied with fix mourning coaichea of 
his Grace's fiutiily on the road to Lon¬ 
don, his body was met neai* Weftminfter 
by his grandfon and many other friends, 
and with all decency there depolited on 
Sunday night the 4th of Auguft, the 
Dean reading the fervi^. * 

His Grace could remember fismathings 
that palled when he was but Hirur years 
old. He was only four years old^ when 
his great* great uncle Earl Thondis died 
in 1614, but he retained a perfdEi re¬ 
membrance of him. That Earl lived in 
the reimi of Henry the Eighth, King 
Edward the Sixth, QjieeD hwy, Qten 
Elizabeth, and King James 1 and his 
Giuce had leen King Isioes the Firft, 
King Charles tlie Firft» King Charles

Hit Grace had alfo (even generations 
inhtaoW!? family} three above, and three 
;beIow himi^f. He had fcveral great - 
^Mandchildren, of which the eldeft, Lord 
Dtrafige, Ton to the Countels of perbv, 
•was aTOve eight years old at his death. 

' And as he was on his death<bed, he had 
the contentment of leeing his third and 
fourth generation before bis eyes, viz. 
his grandibn the Earl of OlTory, and his 
greatgrandibn ThomasVifcount Thurles, 

' who was near two years old. 

He parted with thefe, and all the 
glories of the world, with a Heady and 
unfliaken mind. He fealed up his faith 
sn the Connmunion of the Church of 
England, and enjoyed what he had ever 
prayed for—that of not out-living his 
sntelleas. 

The charaAer of the Duke of Ormond 
- comes down to pofterity with that refpeft 
whtdi (hocild attach to fuch exalted cha- 
raders. In rank he was of one of tlie 
firft families in Europe ; as, befide a 
long face of ennobled anceftors, lie 
claimed the honour of an alliance with 
Edward the Firft and Queen Elizabeth. 
He bimfelf was thiice Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, a Duke in that kingdom as 
well as in England, a Knight of the inoH 
' noble Order di the Garter, and for many 
years Lord High Steward of his Majeiiy 
* {King Charles the Second's) houfehold. 

Thefe diftinguiflied honours he not 
only bore with dignity and propriety, 
but IheWcd bimidf the Nobleman under 
. e^*ery prelTure of adverfity, whetherarifing 
i from unfMcfeen and unavoidable events, 
br the malice of his enemies. During 
tlio troubJefbme reign of Charles the 
Firft, ffe fliewei!^ every fpecies of aflivity 
mi ^alty in favour of that unfortunate 
Monarch, which ferviccs he continued to 
hit Ibn. Cbarlet the Second, during his 
banifluncnt, as well in rhofe happier 
days after his igpftoration. How he was 
rewarded by that Monarch has been feen 
In the above Memoirs, and exhibits an- 
tstbsr trait of the thoughtlefs difpohtion 
cf Charles, who in a great degree facri- 
ficed hta father's and his own moft dif- 
' intecafled friend to the intrigues of 
prcdligate courtiers, and the malice of 

The WAclwas no fcholar, though it 
this was his own 
fstutt, being placed by King James the 
yit&f at the age of nine years dd. under 


the proteSfM of Archbifliop Abbot | 
but nis family eftate being under fequef* 
traiion at that time, and havii^ no al¬ 
lowance from the King, we he 

was but very indifferently entertained by 
his Grace, and had very little fchooiing 
bellowed upon him." The little Latin 
he picked up was under one Conyers, a 
Roman Catholic tutor, at Finchley, near 
Barnet} and this, with a competent 
knowledge of the French and Italian, 
were all his literary acquifltions. He 
was, however, a man of a itrong mind, 
quick parts, with much oblci vation ; 
and having leen a great deal of the world, 
he profited by his experience. 

Of his military exploits the civil wars 
of Ireland fpeak in very relpe^lable 
terms ; always diligent and active when 
any thing was hkcTy to be done for the 
intereft of the nation, yet never lofing 
fight of that coolnefs and precaution 
\tmich fliould belong to able Generals. 
In the play of The Rehearial, no doubt, 
there is a fliir attempted to be thrown on 
his chara^er, in the debate which Prince 
Volfcius is fuppoled to hold with him- 
fclf relative to love and honour, thereby 
alluding to the Duke's lofing Dublin to 
the rebels, whilH he was toying with a 
mifirel’s ; but this being only the dra¬ 
matic allertion of his moft profelTed and 
inveterate enemy, and a man of known 
profligacy, it ought not to be admitted 
to affe6l his chara^er. 

In his civil capacity he was a man of 
bufinefs and integrity, and fupported the 
high offices he went through with a dig¬ 
nity equal to his rank, and an hofpitality 
even fuperior to his great fortune 5 his 
political and intimate conne6lions indeed 
Deft i'peak his praile, as the two friends 
whom he moft alfociated with in the Court 
of Charles the Second, and who loved and 
fupported him with the moft cordial re¬ 
turns of friendfliip, weit; Clarendon and 
Southampton^ names that will be ever 
dear to Englifhmen for their virtue and 
their talents. 

In his familiar life he was gay, elegant, 
and chearhil 4 a great enc’ourager of die 
Tlieatres, and of Mrned men in all pro- 
feffions I Carte fays, in his life of the 
Duke of Ormond, That he frequently 
tiled to pafs a night with Dryden, and 
thofe with whom Dryden conforted 
—“who they were (lays Dr. Johnfon) 
Caite^ has not told 4 but certainly the 
table at which Ormond fat was not fur- 
rounded with a plebeian fociety.** 

To all the branches of his family he 
was tender and affcRionate, and he had 

the 
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the happlnefs of having that afFe£lion 
proportionably repaid nlm» which we 
have a fpiriteu and duteous inftance of ip 
that fine reply made by his (bn the Earl 
ot Ofibry, in oppofition to the charges 
brought agaihfi his father by Lord 
Shaftelbury ^ where, by artfully repeat¬ 
ing what the Duke did not do^ he brings 
in review all the profligate and uncon- 
(litutional actions of his adveriary. 

To fum up ail, the Duke of Ormond 
was a fincere and orthodox Chriflian; 
which charaffer he fupported invariably 
ill a Court, and under the influence of a 
Mailer, where Chritlianity was not only 
out of faihion, but attempted to be 
thrown into ridicule and difgrace. 


CONGREVK. 

It IS not always that the temper of an 
agiecabJe writer corrclponds with his 
liteiary chara< 5 ler, or that the familiar 
difpoiition of an eminent writer can be 
laithlully handed down to pofterity: we 
have dociiinents for both in the chara^Sler 
of Congicve, as moll of the wits and 
poets ot his time fpeak of him, indc- 
pendant of his talents, ** as a chearful, 
agreeable, friendly man.” Swift pays 
him this acknowledgement: “ I dropped 
in for an hour or two on Will Congreve j 
and, notwithftanding the complaint in 
his eyes, which at times pains him, he 
entertained me much by his lively and 
agreeable talents.'* And Gay, in one of 
his letters to Swift many years after¬ 
wards, thus fpeaks of him; Mr. 
Congreve 1 fee often \ he labours Hill 
under the fame afflictions as to his fight 
and gout} but in his intervals of health, 
he has not loll any thing of his agreeable 
chearful temper. ^ 1 jpafled all the lall 
fealbn with him at Eath, and I have 
great reafon to value mylelf upon his 
tricndlhip, for I am fure he fincercly 
wiflies me well.'*.

This lady is well known in the literary 
world as being tlie author of ** The 


Atalantis,** &c. ihc vrai likewtfe a co¬ 
adjutor with Swift in many political 
things which he wrote during hit refi- 
dence in England at the latter end of 
Queen Anne's reign ; parti^ikrly In 
Examiners, and in drdWing up a 
Narrative of Guifeord's Attempt upon 
the Life of Lord Oxford. He ufra to 
call her one of his befl underhaibers as 
an author} and thus fpeaks generally of 
her in a letter to a friendi dated in tbo 
year 17x2 : 

Poor Mrs. Manly the author Is very 
ill of a droply and fore leg the printer 
tells me he is afraid (he cannot live long* 
I am heartily forry for her} (he has very 
generous principles for one of bet Jbrt^ 
and a great deal of good fenfe* and in¬ 
vention .

After the death of his grandfatjier Sir 
James Smollett, the children his 
yoiingeft Ibn were in a vti y unfoitun.ite 
iituation; for although he had niain> 
tainedthem in a decent manner until that 
periixf, it was found at his death that he 
had made little or no provifion for them. 
Our author's apprenticendp being there¬ 
fore finifheil, he determined to leave 
Scotland, and try his fortune in London. 

He let out accordingly with a i'mall 
fum of money, and a very large a (Tort men t 
of letters of recommendation. Whether 
his relations intended to compcnlate tor 
the Icantincis of the one, by their pro- 
fufion in the other, is uncertain ; hut he 
has been often heard to declare, that 
their liberality in the hit article was 
prodigious. 

TJie only fituation, however, which 
all tlieie recommendations could procure 
him was that of iurgetn’s mate to a 
Jhip ct the line. In this office he a^ted 
;a the unfortunate expedition to Carlha- 
gena, in the year 1741. Of this he 
wrote an account, a Iketch of which was 
publilhed in the Adventures of Roderick 
Random, and afterwards more ciremn- 
llantially in a Compendium of Voyages, 
in feven volumes, izmo. 

Smollett was Ibon difgufted with his 
fituation, and although lie had a certainty 
of being promoted, he quitted the kivice 
in the AVeft Indies, and refided Tome 
time in the illand of Jamaica, where he 
firlt became acquainted wi:h a hdy of 
the name of Laicelles, whom he ai to ¬ 
wards married. 

He retunicd to London in the year 
1746, after the rebellion was entiivly 
QiiaOied by the battle of Cuiloden 5 and 
the reports of cxcefiive feveritics excrciled 
in the Highlands being much circulatedv 
occafioned him to write his beautiliil 
Ode, beginning 

Mourn, hapltfs Caledonia! mourn 

Thy banilh'd peace, thy laurels torn ! 

About autumn 1746, he began hie 
career aft an author by the publication of 
a liitire, entitled Advice,'’ iu wliieh 


he nor only attacks, with all the feverity 
of Juvenal, Tome of the moft odious 
vices of the times, but alfo names or 
points out in a manner not to be mifiraken 
Icveral individuals, diltingullhed by their 
rank, cfiices, or riches, who wtrs^satET- 
pc<^tcS of them. This poem, though 
polieiTed of conliderable poetical meritl, 
was far more calculated to inj\jre him 
from the relentment it kindled in the 
bieaiis of individuals, than to be uleful 
to him by ihedirplay of his talents. 

He was applied to by Mr. Rich, at 
lluit lime pittenlce cf Covent Gaiden, to ' 
write an opera, which he executed at- 
cordingly. It was entitled “Alcelte;” 
but a clilpute taking place between the 
autiior and the manager, the opera was 
never a<^\cd nor publiflicd. This quarrel 
obtained for Rich the diy;in£Vion of being 
mentioned in anotlur fatire, entitled ' 
“ Reproof," a fccond part of the for¬ 
mer, puhiifhed about the beginning of 
the year 1747. Rich was not of a tem¬ 
per to be dilhirh»r<i by this fpecits of 
vengeance. Every dramatic prodti£lion 
of Dr. Smollett w.is now precluded from 
Covent (’rardcn Thtawe. He loon after 
had a mimnderiianding with Mr. Gar- 
lick, and was puAied by the violence of 
his temper to inlcrt into the rcraance of 
Rotlerick Random, fome uncandid and 
uniiitt oblmations and criticifms on that 
gient actor's ccndu£>. Although Mr. 
Garrick wr.s as lenfible as Rich was 
call ius to attacks of this kind. Dr. 
Smolltt hnnielf was probably the greateft 
fulVerer by this intemperance, as he had 
nowreafon to believe, that every dramatic 
piece of his would be as ttl'eitually ex¬ 
cluded 1‘rom Drury Lane as from the 
orl»er Royal I lieutie. 

In the \e:ir i-aS he publiibed The 
Adventures of Roderick Random, .1 
woik replete with humour,#which de¬ 
lighted t’le public at the time, and is ftilj 
a iavouiite wiih many. In this novel 
he is luppofcd to h.ive jntroducevl many 
of liis own adveniuies, and by it he ac¬ 
quired much more reputation than mo¬ 
ney. He was advikd tl.crcft rs, in the 
following year (1740) to publ'dh the 
tragedy of The KegTchie. which he h.'d 
wr*:ti.‘!: at the age uf eighteen, by fub- 
feription; and in the preface he has 
iven Or circumttantial detail of all the 
ifficuifies and difap^vointtiients he had 
met with in attempting to get it upon 
the Itage, although he had already done 
the fauK' in the ftory of Melopoyn ift 
Rcdcrick Random.

his couniel * into an intended aflaflination, 
and a profecution in the King's Bench 
wsu commenced accordingly; but in 
fpite of ail the mifrepreleatation of ma¬ 
lice^ the good ienle of an £ngli(b Jury 
diftinguilhed betweei) an unpremeditated 
adaulr, and the fudden imptilfe of a 
Gentleman in repelling unprovoked rude- 
itcfs. Dr. Smollett was honoifrably ac¬ 
quitted. 

In 1755 Smollett pubiilhed a 
Tnwllation of Don Quixote, in % vols. 
4to. He has been acculixl of not having 
had a fulHcient knowledge of the Spanilh 
language, when he undertook that talk ; 
but it IS certain he took pains to make 
hiinlelf mader of the fubjefl. Imme¬ 
diately on its being linilhed, he went to 
his native country, to vilit his friends 
and relations, for whom he is laid to 
have maintained unihaken iteadinefs, and 
that alTedionate prejudice, for which the 
natives of Scotland are aceufed by their 
philofophical neighbours. 

Soon after his anival at London, Dr. 


Smillete was prevailed upon to undertake 
the condufiingof The Critical Review, 
which ccramenccd in January 17 56* 
However adequate his taile and judgment 
in literary woi ks may have been for fuch 
an undertaking, it certainly was not 
fuitablc to a man of lii$ temper and acute 
fenfihility, as itexpoled him to continual 
attacks from authors, whofe peifurni- 
ances weie ceofured, or in their opinion 
not futhcicntly praifed in The Review. 
This cccifioned frequent cont rover lies, 
the acrimony of which was ibmetimes 
greater than his patience, which was not 
his molt Ihining virtue, could bear. 

Previous to his undertaking The Ci i* 
tical Review, Dr. Smollett having given 
up all thoughts ot practice as a phyliciaii, 
had retired to Chellea, a fituation at a 
I'uiHcient diltance from London to pre¬ 
vent his literary occupations from being 
diihirbed, and lulticiently near to prefeive 
his hopes of feeing his friends as often 
as his lei lure would permit. 

In 1757 his farce of The Reprifal,«>r 
The Tars of Old England, was a£ted at 
Drury Lane, and the breach between the 
author and Mr. Garrick was entirely 
doled; and in May 1758, Dr. Smollett 
became embroiled in a difpute with Ad¬ 
miral Knowles, whofe chara6ler and 
conduct were treated with much dll'- 
refpe^l in Tlie Critical Review of that 
month. Dr. Smollett was dvfirous of 
accommodating the difference, but tiie 
Admiral was inexorable. The prole- 
cution therefore went on. When the 
caufe came to be heard in the Court of 
King's Bench, it was Ifated by the Ad¬ 
miral's couniel, that it was not with a 
view to punilh a wretched printer that 
his client had raifed the fuit, but to dif- 
cover who had written the offenfive ar¬ 
ticle ; that when he Ihould come to the 
knowledge of the author, if he proved to 
be a Gentleman, another kind of fat if- 
faction would be demanded of him. 

Dr. Smuiiett no fooner heard this than 
he declared himlelf the utIut of the ar¬ 
ticle in queftion, and gave the Admiral 
to underltaud that he was ready to give 
him the latisfaflion to which lus couniel 
alluded. This declaration, however, had

Though few cotiid jwinctratc wh h more 
acutenel's into chara^fer, yet none was 
more apt to overlook milcondu6t, when 
attended with misfortune. 

He lived in a hoipitable manner, but 
4«fpifed that hofpitality which is fx)undMl 
on oitentaljon, w*hich entertains ordy 
fhoic whole htuatlon in life flatters the 


vanity of the entertainer, or fuch as can 
make returns of the fame kind, that 
hofpitality which keeps a debtor and 
creditor account of dinners. Smollett 
invited to his plain but plentiful table 
the perlbns whole cKaraflers heefteemed, 
in whole converfation he delighted, and 
many for no other realbn than becaiile 
they Itood in need of his countenance and 
protection. 

As nothing was more abhorrent to hiS 
nature than pertnefs or intrufioti, few 
things could render him more indignant 
than a cold reception 3 to this, however, 
he imagined he had fometimes been ex- 
pofed, on his applications in favour of 
others 3 for hiinlelf he never made an 
application to any great man in his life. 

Free from vanity, Smollett had a 
conliderable lhare of pride, and great fen- 
llbility 3 his paflions were eafily moved, 
and too impetuous when rouled 3 he 
could not conceal his contempt of folly, 
his deteltation of fraud, nor refrain from 
proclaiming his indignation againit every 
inltance of oppreibon. 

“ Though binulUtt poflcfTul a verlatiliiy 
of dy le in writing, wdiich he could accom¬ 
modate to every chara6\er, he has no fup- 
plenefs in his condu^l;. His learning, 
diligence, and natural acutenels, would 
have rendered him eminent in the fcience 
of medicine, had he penevered in that 
profcHion 3 other parts of his churacltr 
weic ill fiiiled t<,r augmenting his prac- 
ticv*. He could neithei Itcop to iinpole 
on crrdiiiity, nor iunitan caprice. 

“ fie was, of ftn ii.ticpid, independent, 
impiiulent ilifpolition, equally incapable 
of deceit and adulation, and more dilpofcd 
to cultivate the acquaintance of thofe he 
c'juld ferve than of thofe who could ferve 
him. What wonder that a man of this 
ch:iia 61 er was not what is called fuccefs- 
ful in life.”

The Critical and Pronouncing Dic- 
tionaryj" for though the latter was fully 
competent to the objefit it pronofed, that 
of inftrufting us in the moir approved 
mode of Pronunciation, proper namei 
from the Grerk and Latin form lb con- 
fiderable a part of every cultivated living 
^language, that a Dictionary leems to be 
imperledt without them. Mr. Walker 
has therefore, with that indefatigable 

f ^erieverance and accurate refearch whicli 
Kivcdidinguifhtd him through life, pm- 
duced this cie/:dcratum, which will be 
found, not only convenient to 'he polite 
icholar as a remfmbranctfy but highly 
ufeful to all thole who have occafion to 
write orconverfe on a number of lubjects 
where the pronunciation of proper names 
ib conllantly interfere. 

In the proiecution of this work the 
author icenis to have aimed more at utili¬ 
ty than criticilm. He has given a fuller 
and more complete vocabulaiy of proper 
names, than is any where to be met with, 
and what dillingullhes his from every 
other, he has divided the names into fyl- 
lablcs as they ought to be pronounced, 
upon luch principles as are founded in 
the very nature of oui* language, and 
winch immetliatfly dtcideupon the t|iiau- 
tity of many I’ylbblcs, which wirhotit 
luch principles mult remain in a Ifate of 
uncertainty. In this he has purrued Uie 
lame track which he has marked out in 
his Cl itical Pronouncing Dj6tionary, by 
Viewing the prccilc boundaries of Greek 
and Latin accent and c^uantity in the pro¬ 
nunciation of Englifh. 

His Introdudion is a vindication of 
the Engliili pronunciation of the Latin, 
which IS fo much decried by foreigners, 
and thofe Englllhmen who do not enter 
rationally into the queition ; amt he 
clearly (hews, that though toieigners 
upon the whole may pronounce nearer 
to the ancient Romans than the Englidi, 
that they differ as widely from each other 
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e Critical and Pronouncing Diclionary. 

as they do In their own languages 5 and 
have no right to expert tlve Englilh (hould 
agree with them, till they agree among 
themfelves ; efpecially when it is con- 
fidered that the Knglllh in their pronun¬ 
ciation of the Latin do exa^ly what other 
nations do, that is, they pronounce it ac¬ 
cording to the analogy ot their native 
tongue. 

His obfervations of the Greek and 
Latin accent and quantity arc new and 
curious, he (hews the confuhon and un¬ 
certainty about them among the learnwl, 
and atttni])ts a ioUition of the diiHculties 
attending the fubjcct, by firlt alccruun- 
ing the naiure of finglirh accent and 
quantity, a.'»<l then endeavouring to lliew 
what the CJreek and Latin accent and 
quaniity mult be to be intelligible. His 
diltinCtion of the I'peaking voice into iu 
two hailing inflexions, which inime- 
diutrly give-* us a ciciicr idea of accent 
tliAu \vc have hithcito icen, leeins not 
unruccel'stuily applied to explain that of 
the Grecl? and Latin j thvHigh attcr all 
the illulliaaon Iw has given of this point 
by demonIh'ating that on every fyltem of 
accent the learned languages mult necef- 
farily have been veiy monotonous, we 
mult conlefs that t!?e lubjeCl feerns Itilito 
remain in great ohlcniUy. Perhaps the 
line he has chalked out may be ibme guWe 
to future difcovereis, for as hejultiyob- 
lerves, how can we expci^t to jii\efligafe 
the Greek and Latin accent and qiia- tity 
when vve do not underltand the nature of 
oui own ? 

On the whole we look upon this per¬ 
formance to I>e very iiieful to nioit clalTes 
ot people f particularly to the profellbrs 
of the tine arts, as well as the readers of 
lacred and prolane hiltory, poljtica, poe** 
try, &c.

T he Novel before us pofTefles a con- 
'fid'yable fliai-e of merit* The clja- 
rafters of Eliza Oliver, Lord Elderl&nd, 
the Dowager Countefs, and the Darnley 
Family, are properly difcrimlnated, and 
well i'uftained thoughout. Many excel¬ 
lent fentiments, affecting incidents, and 
charafleriftic deferiptions, are interlperf- 
ed ; and the mind is kept in a plcafing 
ftate ofcxpeflation naturally excited, and 
gradually heightened, to the end. 

The language, however, in different 
parts of the work is very unequal; fome- 
times elegant and even eloquent ^ at 
others (particularly in the eaily part of 
the hrfland middle of the third volumes), 
wearing the appearance of hafte and 
negligence. But, as the f^ory is intcrcH- 
ing, and tends invariably to promote the 
caule of viitue, it is an unpieaf4nt talk 
to point out final 1 detects which will ica- 
dily offer themfelves to the attention and 
correffion of the author. In Ibme in- 
flances, indeed, ws are willing to fuppole 
them errors of the prefs ; e, “ Q bend 
your eyes on me, and let me in them trace, 
nubfthcT if my prefuniptuous willies are 
favoured with your apprt-bation."—“ He 
formed at that moment an opinion of her 


principles, that ivbicb he ever after re¬ 
tained.”—“ And who, on his part be 
felt not the lead inclination for bis cou- 
fin.” 

Such as the following muft, however, 
be fuppoled to have elcaped the pen of 
the writer ; “ Tell him to Uarn [tea(:hj 
his wife to flay at home.”—** The ex¬ 
pence of tiavelling of it away.”—“ L 
fhuddered in*voluntur\\\'\ y.”—“ She rc- 
filtcd for years /othc entreaties of the fu- 
perior.”—“ As to the Earl, as [who] 
was himfelf worl'e, &c.” 

The Author (whom by the preface we 
find to be a female) deprecates in modclt 
terms the fcvciiiy of criticilin, and lays, 
that the work “ has been wiitten in the 
midd of perplexities, cares, and unce^ 
tainties, and has often been flown to in 
times ofanxiety, to cheat expectation and 
i'orrow of tlieii wc'4iy moments.” 

We hope that the hdy will not think, 
us infenlible to her forrows; but, the 
very lame fenIc of duty to our 
which has induced us to i'peak ot hu* 
work in the favouiaVilc teinis we have 
iifedat the beginning of this article, lus 
obliged us alio to hint at its inaccuracies.

'’I'he houles were in general of a iimpie 
conllriiftion, and in height one lloiy. 
The foundations were of freeftone or 
granite : the walls generally of bricks, 
of an earth ielefled with care. The tim¬ 
ber ufed in building is chiefly the Larch 
I'ir, which is planted on mountains too 
cold or fleep for other culture. The 
windows are linall, and of paper, inftead 
of g.lals. Very little iron is uled, 
fcarccly even a nail in any of their build¬ 
ings. The floors are of marble flags, 
oi- indurated earth. In elegant and pub- 
ik Ibiticfures, a range of columns, made 
of the entire trunk of the fame kind of 
fir, run parallel tp the outlide walls, be¬ 
tween which and the columns a gallery 
is thus foimed. I'he body of the roof 
ill that calc reits upon the walls, and its 
proje<^Ung part only upon the columns. 

All public buildings, and moli palaces, 
kave their chief doors and windows lo 
the i'outh. The piinclpal edifices are a 
fj-ill of audience, in which complaints 
aie heard, and jultice adminilteicd ; a 
college for Itudcnts, in which they arc 
ioleinnly examined for degrees j temples 
for public wmlliip of divers li-wls ; gia- 
iiaries, in older to be provided againll 
famine ; and a public library. The or¬ 
dinary houles advance to tl\e Ifrset with¬ 
out columns; inifead of which, Aich as 
fiave Ihops hang out two tall poles, 
painted and gilt, and crollbil witl boards, 
to inform the learned pallenger, in large 
golden charaffers, and the unlearned, by 
ligurativc allufions, of the articles with 
which he may be fupplied. Within fide 
the ornaments are few, and the furniture 
iimpie. fWery thing of wood is painted 
red, and varnifhed. 

One of the methods employed by the 
Chinelc to catch fifli is fomewhat fingu- 
Jar : To one fide of a boat a flat board 
painted white is fixed at an angle of 
:ibout forty-five degrees, the edge in¬ 
clining towards the water. On moon¬ 
light nights the boat is ib placed that 
Ae painted board is turned towaius the 


moon, from whence the rays of lights 
ftriking on the whitened furface, give to 
it the appearance of moving water, on 
which the flth leaping as in their element, 
the boatmen railing with a ITic 

board, turn the fifh into the boat.* Every 
method of caicning fifli is followed witn 
avidity, to make up for the fcarcity of 
the flefh of quadrupeds. Of the large 
fort the common people feldom tafte, 
unlefs fuch as die by accident pr difeafe. 
In Inch cafes the appetite of a Chinefe 
furmounts ail fcruple; whether it be an 
ox or camels a Jheep or q/?, it is equally 
acceptable. 

The following detail of a religious 
ceremony on flilpboard, to propitiate the 
Spiritot the Yellow' River, in a part wheie 
the navigation was dan|jj;rous, will re¬ 
mind our claflical readers of the rites dc- 
feribed by the gi cat Matter ol the Roman 
Epic : 

The Captain, furrounded by the crew 
of the yaclit, aflembled on the forecattJe, 
and holding as a vibiim in his hand a 
cock, wrung off his head, which com¬ 
mitting to the ltream,«]ie confccraied the 
veffeJ with the blood fpouting from the 
body, by fpiinkling it upon the deck, 
the inatts, tlie anchor, and the doors of 
the apaiiimnts; and thick upon them a 
few of the feathers of the biid. Several 
bowls of meat were then brought foi- 
ward, and ranged in .a line aciofs the 
deck. Before ihefe were placed a cup 
ot oil, one«lilled with tea, one with tome 
ardent fpirit, and a fourth with fait 5 
the I'aptain making at the time three 
rofound inclinations of the body, with 
andi uplifted, and mutteiing a few 
words, as if of folicitation, to the Deify. 
Tliu lofiy or bra/en drviin, w.'is beaten in 
the mean time toitibly ; lighted matclu^s 
were held tow'ards heaven ; pepers, co¬ 
vered with tin or filvei* leaf, were burnt ; 
and crackers fired ofl* in great abundance 
by the crew. The Captain afterwards 
made libations to the river, by emptying 
into it from the vcflel's prow the feveral 
cups of liquids, and concluded with 
throw'ing in alfo that which held the fair. 
All the ceremonies being over, and the 
bowls of meat removed, tlie people featted 
on It, and launched afterwards with con¬ 
fluence the yacht into the current. As 
loon as flie had reached the oppofiie Ihore, 
the Captain returned thanks to Heavtn 
with three Inclinations of the body."

Aurelia Rowland is introduced to the 
sutlienceln the capacity or companion to 
Latly Ferment, by whom flic is treated 
w’itli inlidt ard deceit j tliuiigii Ihe was 
tl;e real heirtls to an iminenle tor tune, of 
W'hich flie was deprived by the treachery 
cd Sir Jofeph Ferment and Mr- Carden, 
wlio weie left the executors of her i'athei's 
will. This, however, was a fecret of 
which (lie had no knowledge, but was 
lirll dilcovered, through the loquacity ot a 
niaid-lcrvant, to Hairy Monrol'e, who, 
under the allonied appearance of a foreign 
Count, is leiaincd in tlie family as tutor 
to Young Jonas, Lady I'erzncnt’s fon.

But aa 
he was not fecure cf pclleding any influ¬ 
ence In the alfeclions of Aurelia,he rectus 
to the good offices ofSufan, and contrives 
to hare her invited as a vifiior at the 
hoiile of Sir Jolirph, which Lady Ferment 
dares not retufe, when he explained that 
he w.is acquainted with an intrigue be¬ 
tween her and a young Highlander at a 
mai'querade. His filter Sul'an's naiund 
gocdnel's docs not futfer her to adid in her 
brother's dcfigns on Aurelia, and, over- 
hem ing foinc w'ords of aconfpiiacy againil 
hiT bei^vccn Mr. Carden and Sir Juieph, 
fhc indantly takes the alarm, communi¬ 
cates all <he knows, and accelerate her 
fiiy-iu. Site afterwards bears the brunt 
ot .ill her brother's fur\' and reieticment 
on finding bis bird was flown, and, on bis 
threatening to get lier into Ills pofleiiiot!.

TN the (itting of the 19th of January, 
^ the AlTembly rejected' the motion of 
Van Beyins,for celebrating, on the aift, 
the Anniversary of the Death x)f Louis 
XV'’!. by an oath of hatred to the Siadt« 
liolc^eratc and Defpotiiin. The Arifto- 
crane Party teftified mudh difplcafure 
again ft both the propofitioo and its 
author. The Aftembiy having pro¬ 
ceeded to the cle^ion of^a i\ew 
dent, Mtdderigh,.a#iicided RepiibUcaji^ 
wasvchofen by fifty -fi ve^ votfs. The 
ICcnegado Poippe Van jj^eerdervoort, 
who frai 1 lafl ytar, aai^ is thic 


year a Fedcralift, had only fifty-two 
votes. “ 1 his victory,** fays a letter 
written on the aift,, ** was necelTai^ to 
infurc the triumph of the Republic in 
the important and dccifive events wbicb 
are upon the eveof theit aetomplijbment'^ 
Pailcur made a report in the name of a 
CoiiMnittee, in which he ftateo, that it 
was urjcnc, for the fafety of the country, 
to crulE as Coon at poflible the federative 
fyftem, which had nearly brought the 
Repuldic to deftru^kion. He therefore 
propofed, that the AiRmbly ftould 
approve the pciocipict of the Conftituent 

Comcnitccv 
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Commtttecy by declaring, that they 
ihould ferve as the bafis of the new 
Conftitutiun ; and that t>vo Commutees 
ihould be appointed to carry this 
rndpoHcion into efTeA, by preparing the 
ConftitiiFion, and determining the mode 
in which it (houid be accepted. Afj^r 
a debate, in which the Anllijcratic Farcy 
made but a feeble refiftance, it waS 
refolved to convoke immediately the 
Members of the Conflituciunai Com¬ 
mittee. The Committee being arrived, 
after fome difeuflion, the AiTcmbly 
decreed, by the nominal appeal of the 
majority or voices, that the principles 
propofed by the Confticuenc Committee 
ihould be adopted in whole, and not 
article by article, as the Federalifts 
propofed, in order to delay the buiinefs : 
after which thc'Aflembly decreed, by a 
majority of eighty five to twenty-four, 
that the principles in quefiion ihould 
ferve as the balls of the Coiiftitution, 

In the night between the xiil and 
axd, the Batavian garrifon and the 
National^ard were ordered underarms 
by the rrefident Midderigh, whofe 
firmnefs and prcfehcc of mind cannot 
be fufficiencly praifed. The French 
troops remained in their quarters, and 
did not appear. Thus the enemies of 
this Rcrolution cannot fay that it was 
brought about by the arms of France. 

An extraordinary meeting of the 
Membersof the AlTembly wasfumrooned 
by the Prelident to talte place at the 
National Hotel. The Members of the 
Committee for Foreign Affairs, viz. 
Backer, Nahn, De Beven, C^ieifen, 
Gevers, and Jordans, with their Secre¬ 
tary, were put under arreft at their own 
houfes at an early hour. 

The Republican Members of the 
National AlTembiy, to the number of 
iixty, met in the Hotel De Haarlem, 
und proceeded to the National Hotel. 
A company of grenadiers of the National 
Guard commenced the proceflion. The 
Meflengers uf the AlTeitibly came next: 
then tbePreiident Midderigh, decorated 
with the three-coloured fcarf, followed 
^the Staff Officers of the Garrifon. 
The patriotic Minifters of the Alfembly 
fame next, two and t^ivo; and a company 
of Batavian grenadiers marched in the 
rear* When the proceffion arrived at 
the National Hotel, the people teftified 
their farisfaf^ion by cries of Li*ve the 
t The other'Members 6f the 
Anejnbly vyere likewtfe admitteiT into 
the Half, in the order in which'^'they 
prerefited themfeivei, with the excep- 
tiofli pf twelitjr-twO| viho'were put under 


a rreft in ^ feparate chamber* At eight 
o'clock, the Affembly refolved into a ; 
Secret Committee, the refult of which 
is now known. The Prelident opened 
the buiinefs by an energetic fpeech, the * 
printing of which was decreed. He 
informed the Committee, that in confe- 
quence of the danger to which the 
country was expofed, by counter-revo¬ 
lutionary attempts operating both at 
home and abroad, the faithful Depolito- 
ries of the Sovereignty of the People 
had, in its n<iracs, arrefted the Members 
of the Committee for Foreign Affairs, 
and fcveral other Members of the Na¬ 
tional Alfembly. This meafiire, after 
fome debate, was fan6tioncd by a great 
majority. The Prefident then invited 
all the Members to renew with him 
their political profelfion of faith, and to 
fvvear folemnly that they held in exe¬ 
cration the Stafitholdrratey Anftoaacyt 
Federalt/m^attcievery Tyranny, All the 
Members, except ten, to<»k the oath— 
The Prelident ordered them,in the name 
of the Batavian People, to leave the 
Alfembly. Two Members were ap¬ 
pointed to colleft the papers of the 
Committee for Foreign Affairs., and two 
others to take care of the papers of the 
Committee for Internal Corrcfpondcnce, 
in the poffeffion of Kliffens. At eleven 
o’ciOck the Sitting became public, and 
fome Members, who had not been in 
the Secret Committee, made the new 
declaration. The Prcfident propofed to 
annul the regulation eftablilJied by 
L. L. H. H. P. P. that execrable tef- 
tament of Federalifm, which for. two 
years had produced fo much dilfention ; 
coconftitute themlelvcs as the Lcgifta- 
tivc Body of the Republic, under the title 
of the Cofiftituent Alfembly, reprtfent- 
ing the Batavian People; to annul all 
the Provincial and Departmental S we- 
rcignties; and to rcfcir4d the right of 
augmenting the number of fhe Members 
of the Alfembly. Thefe morions were 
carried with acclamation. 

The Prelident then propofed to ap¬ 
point a ProTilion.il Executive con lifting 
of five Xlembers, and previoufty to ap¬ 
point a Committee to draw up an in- 
iiruAion by- which they were to adt.

Liberty. 

All the ConAituted Authorities fliall 
continue their preU-nt functions, until 
the moment arrives for making the ne- 
cclTary alterations in them in a regular 
manner, and conducive to the Public 
f^ood.

HE Chancell«u- of the Exchequer, 
artencled by fcvcrHl Members, pre- 
fentptl the AffeATed Tax Bill from the 
Houic of Commons, which, after the 
Depuration had withdrawn, was, on the 
motion of Luid Grenville, rCad a fiiR 
time. 

Lord Grenville then moved, that a 
fiifficient number of copies of the Bill, 
for the life of theii Lordlhips, be printed, 
vrhicli was ofdenrd accordingly. 

MONDAY, JANUARY 8. 

In the ablence of Lord Grenville, Lord 
WaJfingham moved, “ That the AlTefled 
Tax Bill be read a tecond time on TucL 
day, and that their LordfliipS be fum- 
inuncd on the otcafion.’’^Ordered. 

The various Bills before the Hoilfe 
weie then forwaidcd in their lefpeihve 
flages. 

TUESDAY, January 9. 

Lord Grenville moved the Order of the 
Day for the fccond reading of the AfftlTed 
Tax Bill, which being lead, his Lord- 
fhip rote and dateci, that lie Ihould preface 
a motion for committing the Bill with a 
vejy few words, conceiving that in the 
iirft indance it was iinnectll'dLy tu take 
tip their Lordihips' time. In this view, 
he would refer to their Addrefs of the 
a 5th of November laft to hie Majefty, 
in which was acknowledged the found¬ 
ation of the meafure now pending, in their 
Lord/hips' Houle. It had been deemed 
nccclTary, in order fuccefsftilly to coun- 
feraft tno ekertions of the enemy, to raife 
a certain portion of the Supplies within 
the yearthis neccifary clcterminatioa 
produced the prefent ntcafure. By the 
operations of the Bill, the poorer clafTcs 
df fociety were entirely exempted, the 
middle ranks were toiichcd upon as 
lightly as poilibJe ; the great weight of 
the burden fell, therefoiX', as in juitice 
and propriety it (hould, upon the higher 
and richer orders of Ibciety. In this 
view of the fuhjeft, he muft think that 
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no ferious or w»eighty objeflion could lie 
againd the Bill \ it v/as not therefore his 
inrenrion at that peiiod to take up their 
Lorddiips' time any rurthcr 5 but re- 
ferving hlmfrlf foi the refutation, at a 
future part of the debate, of what might 
be objefled to the mesfiire, he moved, 
“ That the Bill be committed.” 

Lord Carrington defended, in general 
terms, the principle and o}>erations of the 
Bill, deeming it, under the prefent cir« 
ciinidantes, the moll unexceptionable 
mode of Finance that could be reforted 
to. 

Lord Holland (hi^ fir ft fpceeb) rofe to 
oppofc the further progrefs of the Bill ; 
after flightly noticing the circiimftance 
of its being the hid time of his addrefiing 
their Lordihips, he proceeded, with a 
confiderable degree of animation and 
e.unednefs, to declaim a|alnd the mea- 
fare The oppredions of tnc prefent Bill, 
he faicl, yroald fall upon the people in a 
thoufand di tie rent dupes. He predicted, 
that its prbduce would fall confuitrably 
diort of the prepofed liim. Thofe pro- 
vilions of the Bill which went to qua¬ 
druple and quintuple the mtes upon large 
aireilincnts, he obferrrd, might be ealily 
evaded by the procefs of /wearing 
In concluding, he contended, tjiigt though 
the burthen was apparently attached to 
the richer and higher orders of fociefy, 
they would eventually find means to fhift 
it to the middling and lower clafTes, upon 
whom the whole weight of taxation, at 
propofed by the Bill in queftion, would 
ultimately fall. He concluded by giving 
his decided negative to the meafure. 

The Earl ot Liverpool obferved, that 
the only queftion before the Houle was, 
rclpe^ing the railing a part of the Sup^ 
plies witliin the year, to be employed 
for the profecutlon of the War. Tbit 
metfure, he contended, was, in tlie 
fent (ituation of affairs, wife and poUtic. 
That<l>e meafure was not new, would 
be feen by recurring to the hiftory of the, 
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country} tlie esrnedlent was adopted in 
the early llages, after the Revolution, 
and at periods when the country was by 
no means fu well able to bear the btuthen 
as at prelent. The fttualion of the 
coiSiitry at this mcnient \v,is fokly to be 
imputed Vo the effeds of French pr^- 
ciples. Notwithllaiiding thefe, he could 
aver, that Minilieis had the conficfei.ee 
©f the great body ot the people, who were 
far trom being averl'c to proleculing the 
War to a fafe and honourable conclufion. 
Imprefled with thelc lentiments, he niiift 
fupport the mcafure. 

Lord Auckland faid^ he approved of 
the general principle of the BiJl} and he 
trufM the Ipirit and seal of thofe who 
had it in their power would be fuch, 
that hiany would come forward and pay 
more than what ^this law- would oblige 
them to pay. He ti*uiied this mode 
would ihew the enemy that this country 
^ald do without having recoiirfe ro the 
funded fyftcm. It would fuperfede the 
fleceility of adding one mil lion and a half 
of annual taxes on curfelves and cur 
l^ol^ertty. 

The Duke of Bedfoid exprefieil his 
concern that he was not in tlie Houle 
when the motion was made for the fecond 
reading of the Bill, as he ihould have 
prHerred makine his obje< 5 lIou to the 
principle of the Bill in that ftage, ratlier 
than when the motion was made fur the 
ctnnmitiiient of it.

Mr. Sheridan faid, it was not his wldi 
to withhold the Supplies. Whoever was 
in Adminidration, and whethep the war 
was juft and necellary or not at the com¬ 
mencement, our fleets and armies mud 
he fupported. It had been alked, Can 
you devife any better mode ot raifing tlie 
’ Supplies?" Though it did not fail 
within his department to bring forward 
fchMMi^f Finance, he felt no hefiiatlon 
in declaring, that the only conftitiitionai 
mode was to perfevere in the old way, 
by Loan, with the payment of intereft, 
with a Sinking Fund kept inviolate and 
inalienable. 

He concluded by moving, that the 
third reading of the Bill Ihould be poft- 
poiied for one month. 

Mr. Dundas laid, he had no hefitation 
ill declaring, that if ever there was a 
meafure which of ail others defci ved mod 
approbation, and was likely to bring 
toe country out of its diftrefs, it was 
tlw pndent one. Our drength as a na¬ 
tion waa but little diminilhed. ^ The 
riches of the country wcie now in full 
vigour} and were the country forced to

Mr. Tierney, after ccnclenuilng fhe 
principle of the Bill generally, entered 
into fome of the defeats, which he aij^ued 
were equally oppieflive and inctfediia], 
and contended that the Bill was uni- 
verlaliy reprobated throughout the coun¬ 
try j and that carrying it into cfTcfl 
would produce the mod dreadful and 
ruinous conleqiienccs, for which he mud 
coniider Minilters to be relponfihle. 

Ml. Wilbcrforce ohfeived, that his 
fupport of the prelent Bill aruie Iclely 
from his convi 61 ion of the propriety and 
tlic neceflity of the meafure. 

Mr. Fox rofe, and, in a fpeech of con- 
flderable length, went into a general 
examination of the ftate of the country, 
with refpeft to the war and finance. He 
put a variety of calcs, to Ihew that an 
unequal prcifiire would arile from the 
operation of the tax, and that if the funds 
were i'o far exhaufted that \vc could not 
railc another loan, the dtuation of the 
country mud be delpciaie. If the tax 
C'^'uld not be equally and juftly levied, it 
ought not to be levied at all, and inftcad 
of a tax it would be a lobbcry. Mr. 
I'ox expatiated fully on the tendency of 
the Bill, and laid, that he had that night 
attended in confeqiience of the rcquell of 
his conftituents j but lie dill letained his 
opinion, that a gcnciul attendance upon 
that Houle would be of no fcj vice to (he 
country, and theicforc he Ihould decliuc 
attending in futuie. 

Mr. Pitt role, and having replied to 
Mr. Fox In an iug<.nioui Ipeeeh, ani¬ 
madverting on the fcceflionof the Leadeis 
of Oppolitiun, laid he was unablc; at 
that late hour, to go into a lung detail 
upon the Bill ; he fticiild lea\c it to the 
deciiion of the lloiuc, which, he laid, 
would, hewras fuie, be conBniied by the 
voice of the country

T BEG to acquaint you, for the in- 
formation or the Lords Commif- 
iioners of the Admiralty, that in the 
night of the i6ch ult. I loll company 
with the Phosbe, in a very heavy gale 
of wind at W. S. W. which came on 
the Sth, and continued blowing Urong 
without intermtliioii until the 24th9 
and though the violence of the gale then 
abated, liill it blew from the Wed, that 
with every poffible exertion we were 
unable to get farther to the wedward 
than 29 degrees of longitude before the 
31(1 ult. the day on which my bmiced 
time for cruizing on the ground pre* 
feribed by their Lordihips expired. 

On the xd inlUnt i edged away to 
the cadward, and on the 5th, at eleven 
o’clock in the night, Ulhant bearing N. 
45 deg. E. 94. leagues, croffed a Urge 
diip. (landing under cafy fail to the 
N. W. 1 indantly gave chace, and loon 
got clofe alongdde of her i for it being 
Cluck, hazy weather* Ihe was deceived 


in our drength, and flirunk not from 
the affion, but had the temerity to ex¬ 
change fcvcral broadhdes with us be¬ 
fore die called out for quarter; in 
which we had one man killed and four 
woundcS, and our mads and rigging 
confiderably damaged. Having fhifted

THERE will he placed under the 
commaril of Colonel Tate,* a body 
of troops, completely organiml, the 
number of 1050, all refolute, determined 
men, with w'hom he may umltit;:ke any 
thing : they are to be called, “ La be- 
conde Legion des Francs." 

The dc(tru6Vion of Briflol is of the 
very lalf importance, and every poflible 
effort fliculd be made to accomplifh it. 
For this purpol'e it will he proper to 
reconnoitre the rntmth of the Severn in

the principal towns, burning all vclTels 
and boats on the rivers and canals, de- 
Hruying magazines, fetting nre to docks 
and coal yards, rope walks, great manu- 
ia6\orie8, &c. It is to be obl'ervcd like- 
wii'e, that by thel'e means a crowd of .ar¬ 
tisans will be thrown out of employment, 
and of courfe ready to embark in any 
rnealiiie which holds out to them fub- 
filUiice and plunder, without labour or 
fatigue. 

The fuccefs of the expedition will 
likewife be materially forwarded by dif- 
arining the militia, by burning the ailc- 
nals in the fca ports, by Hopping the 
couiicrs of Government, by fcducing the 
enemy's troops to dcfeit, and by the 
teiror which rhe fuccefs of the legion, and 
the^i'ogrefs of the tnfurrei^'fion, will 
carry into the boioms of the unwarlike 
citizens. 

In Older to fpread the panic as general 
us poifible, the legion is to be divided 
into feverai columns, having fettled a 
common rendervous, where they aj*e to

aflemble every four, fix, or eight days* 
The inhabitants mull be obliged to ferve 
as guides, and any who refute are to be 
punifhed on the fpot; the magiHnite8> 
or feme of their families, arc always 
be employed in preference on this fervice 
that they may not accufe or punifli the 
otners. 

All denunciations againH thofe who 
join in the legion arc to be punithed 
with death. Wherever the legion, or 
any of its coltimns, is pofted, if the 
neighbouring p^rinies do not give infiant 
nonce of the approach of the enemy, 
wlicther by ringing of bells, or other* 
wile, they are to be given up to fire and 
fword. 

Colonel Tate will not omit to obferve, 
that there are in England numbers of 
French, who will be e^er to join him, 
fuch as prlfeners of war, feldicrs and 
Tailors, piivatcs in the Englifh Emigrant 
regiments, and a crowd ot others, whom 
want and the dclhe of vengeance will 
draw to his fiandard. He may admit 
fuch Frenchmen into the legion j but he 
will obferve to he on his guard, that the 
new comers may UQt rai/e cabals or 
fadlior.s, cl'peciailv if there fliould b# 
among them anv Nobles or Priefis, whofe 
ambition is only to be exceeded by their 
cowardice: Ihould any fuch attempt be 
made, he will take care to punidi it mofe 
leverely. 

Colonel Tate will encourage all dc- 
ferters and niifoneis to enter into the new 
compan'.et before mentioned ; ihould inch 
prli'oners refule, he will finave their heads 
and eye-hiTi'vs j and if they are takea 
again in arms, they arc to be (hot.

the gentry are to be your magazines. 

In cafe your pofition (hould be, at laft, 
no longer tenable, or that fuperior forces 
fliouid compel you to quit the country 


bordering on the Cliannel, you muft imC 
lofe hn inftant to join two French pavtiei 
lent into the counties of York,, Durham, 
and Northumberland. In that Cafe, you 
mufi lend me notice to Ireland, that I 
may be enabled to execute a diverfion in 
your favour. An Officer in difguife may 
reach me, either by feizing a filhing-boat 
on the coaft of Wales, or elfe by the route 
of Scotland.

fitti.ng in her parlour, they heard a r^pat 
the (toor, which was anfwered by the 
maid-fervant.

Elliott wiis at home ? and bei«g*anfwcrcd 
in the aflinnative, he laid he had a letter 
for her ; the maid took the letter, and, 
turning to convey it to the parlour, at 
that moment the man, with three others, 

rulhed 
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niHitd into tlie hoiife, and fliut tlie door 
behind them : they puflied th': maiil ir.to 
the parlour, which three of them entered 
with piftuls in tlitir hands. The Ladies^ 
natuially in jii eat alarin, alked them what 
they wanted ? Upon which they laid, 
“ Your money and watches.” Two of 
the Ladles delivered up their watches, 
and all of them their money. Tlje nif- 
fians then enqulied lor the Colonel (Co- 
lor.tl Waugh, who had died in Mrs. E.’s 
houfe about a fortnight before), nnt of 
the villains faying, that lie owed him a 
pudge for fomething tliat had happened 
in the Welt Indies, and would that night 
be revenged. On being told that the 
Colonel was dead, tin* llivage lullianex- 
prtfled no I’l.rpnle. They then proceeded 
to wGik. One of the tour, with a pidol 
in his hand, was left to guard the Ladies j 
one >.7as left in the pallage, to give the 
alarm in cilc ofa iy perion coming to the 
door j ami the two ethers then proceeded 
lip fttiis, whence tliey brou;;ht down 
into the }«airage no Ids than iix trunks ; 
b iir hedonging t(, the decea.'cd Oflicer, 
and two t«jNIrs. Elliott. Tills occupied 
them about an hour j after which the 
robbers told the Ladies thev mull walk 
down itaiis. At their re pi ell they in¬ 
dulged them v\itii a li^ht, uivl marched 
the three Ladies and their fervant down 
to the back kitchen. They complained 
of its being damp, and of iheir having no 
feats tluie ; upon which one of the men 
oblcrved, that the fiont kitchen was too 
near tiie thcct, but he would biing them 
chairs ; which he did accoidingly. One 
of the I'ufHaus guauled the Ladies in the 
back kitchen as belore, while the ethers 
proceeded to liHe Mrs. Elliott's drawus 
and l>urr.iu in the p.uK uis, iVu.ii which 
they took about twciveor fourteenpoumls 
in money, fome rings, and otlur ail ides 
pf value. TJiey next, very covdiy, cai- 
ried otf the trunks, which occupied them 
a conliderablc time, as it was near twelve 
o’clock before they iinally left the houie. 
This t.hey knew tjoni their ^uani leaving 
fhem, and the outer door being foonafur 
ihiit with a noife* Upon coming up 
Hairs, the floors of the rooms were co¬ 
vered with papers aiul clothes, which 
they had thrown about in ihcir Icaich for 
money. 

The whole of the four rufRans were 
difguiled, one with a crape over his face, 
and the other three with pieces of linen 
coveiiiig their faces, except their ryes aufi 
noie. Two ot them had a flrong Iri/h 
accetv, one of whom was for putting the 
Ladies to death*

On the fame night, the villnns, with 
their booty, lt(j)ped at a public>houlc 
near Black Friars Biidgc, and, knocki^g^ 
at the doer, demanded of the landlord if 
tbjjj' could be accommodated wSrh a room 
to put their luggage in, as they had jull 
come out of the country ?

Fhe 
man who was taken whj examined on 
S.'turday a^ GuihihalU ai.d Coininiucd for 
tiiai tit the enfuing Sclbons at the Old 
Bailey. 

Flb. 2. At tw^he o’clock this day, 
the do rs of the Knyul Exchange were 
opened, and in leia than hall an Hour the 
fcpirue was nearly filled by refj)cctable 
Merchants and Criz-jns of L'*ud >n, who 
came to lanttiori, by their appiobation, 
the patriotic meaiii.c foi wi'ich the meet¬ 
ing was cjnvc'ied. Abo it a o,uartei* be* 
foicone, the Loid Niavor, accompanied 
by a great number of Genticinea of the 
lirll rank and commercial conn tpience in 
the city, appeared on the icaflblding, 
which h.Al been cieclcd in the form of 
huliings, on the Kali full* of the fquare. 
At one, his Lordfhip xvas called to the 
chali, with loud plaudits. Mr.Bofan- 
qiiL't, in a neat fpecch, piopofcd the meet¬ 
ing immjdiatelv entciing into ind:viuu.;i 
lubfcnpticns, which was received with 
unar.inums applaiile. Little more \\*as 
fpoken,oi th.it c ulJ l>e neaid, except that 
Mr. Brooke VVatlbn bi Lriy faid, “ Gen¬ 
tlemen, Bcioic wedillblve, let us give a 
cheer for Old England.” This'flioit 
addiefs prixluced an initanianeous tfFe^« 
and “ OU England fore^jer"' was echoed 
for Ibme moments with enthuliallic rap^^ 
tuie. 

The following account of the dreadful 
catalirophe of the (hip Thomas, of Li\er* 
pool, is copied from a Barbadoes paper 
of the i4tb of O^lobcr : 

** On Tuelday afternoan lafl drifted on 
fliore on the north call part of this lllaud 
about with two men and a boy. 

« Of all human iiiflerings, few, if any, 
can exceed what ibefc inilciable, ill-fated 
inortals exj^cricnceif, nor can danger^ 
equal what they encountered, at the 
recital of which our blood freezes, and 
•y z our 
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our feelings cannot but be deeply 
diltrelTed at the ii!&ation of fuch a feene of 
liuman inliery. 

Thefe are part of a crew belonging 
to the fhip Thomas, M*Qiiay, of Liver¬ 
pool, on nia middle voyage from the coftft 
of Africa to this iAand. From that coaft 
being ihfcAed with French privateers, 
Captain M*Quay had taught his male 
Haves the ufe of arms, in order that they 
Hiould aid him to repel the attacks of the 
enemy, fhould any be made, as he had 
frequent ikirmiflies with them on his lad 
voyage. Butinflead ofbeceming auxili¬ 
aries in bis defence, they took advantage 
of his in(tru6lions, and leizing his ammu¬ 
nition cheft, on the zd of September, early 
in the morning, about two hundred and 
three of them'‘a]^eared on deck, acccii- 
tred, and fired on the crew, feme of whom 
fell, others in diiinay leaped ovei beard, 
who were alfo fired at, whiJft others cut 
away the boat laHied to her dern, and 
took refuge in her by efcaping through 
the cabin windows, leaving the Captain 
and the red of the crew endeavouring to 
quell the infurgentsp by difeharging inch 
arms as ai-eufually kept in cabins ; but 
upon the Captain's obferving that Tome 
were in the boat, and about to deferc the 
ihip, he remondrated fa warmly as to 
induce them to return ; but they, per¬ 
ceiving that they were overpower^, and 
feeing no podibility cl efcaping the dan¬ 
ger mat awaited them, again lecured the 
boat, and quitted the ihip of thele 
were twelve. 

** Having fled from the fury of favage 
ferocity, they now became a prev to the 
winds and waves, to hunger and third ; 
and after having fufTered the horrors of 
thefe for feme dnvs, they providentially 
tqok a imall turtle, whild floating afleep 
on the furface of the water, which they 
devoured ; and again being driven to 
clidrefs for want of food, they foaked their 
Iboes, and two hairy caps which were 
among them, in the water, which being 
rendered foft, each partook of them. But 
day after dav having paffed, and the 
cravings of hunger preding hard upon 
them, they fell upon the horrible, dread¬ 
ful expedient of eating each other i and 
to prevent any contention al>out who 
ihouid become the food for others, they 
cad iocs, when he on whom the lot fell 
with manly fortitude refigned bis life, 
' with the pcrfuafion of his body becoming 
the means of cxidence to hit companions 
in didrefs, but foliclted that he might be 
bled to dcatli (the furgeon being with 


them, and having bis cafe of indru* 
ments in his pocket when he left the 
ihip). 

<< No Iboner had the fatal indrument 
touched the vein, tjian the operator applied 
his parched lips, and drank of the blornl 
that flowed, whild the red anxioufly 
watched his departing bieatli, that they 
might fatisfy the hunger that gnawed 
them. Thofe that glutted ihcmfelves 
with human flcfli and human gore, and 
whofe domachs retained the unnatural 
food, foon perifhed with raging infanity, 
from putrefaction, as we conceive, fuper- 
feding digedion. Thus the dreary prof- 
peft Became the more fo to the lurvivors, 
from feting their fellow companions ex¬ 
pire before them, from the very cauii- that 
ravenous hunger impelled them to ima¬ 
gine would give them exidencc. Thele 
that remained attribute the prefervation 
of their lives to having rejeCkd following 
the example of their tellow fuffeiers. 
Indeed they affert having rcfiifed lilking 
their lives to the chance of a draw j but 
the majority having determined if, they 
could not refufe. 

“ On Tuelday morning, the loth ind. 
(beingthe thirty-eighth day), the lonely 
travelleri deferied thelhore j but, having 
no helm to guide their little boat, delpair 
took pofrefhon ot their aimed exhauded 
fpirits, and, being hopelefs, refigncd 
thcmfelves to death. That Providence, 
however, without whole knowledge a 
fparrow d<jth not fall to the ground, and 
whofe gracious interpofition in favour of 
the two has been apparent, became their 
helm and guide, and directed them to the 
fliore ; which, when having apuroached, 
worn-out nature could fcarctlv permit 
them to leave the boat and enibi ace tlie 
earth fo fervently wiflied for ; the boy 
having fallen into the turf, and unable to 
make an eftbit, was drowned. 

** The remnant of the woeful twelve, 
exerting their little Hrength, crawled on 
their bellies X6 the mouth ot Joe’s River, 
where they flacked their third, and being 
difeovered by a Mr. Mafcoll, then in the 
Baf Houle of Mr. Haynes, he hofpitably 

f avc them that aflidance which humanity 
iAates, and fuch extreme didrefs re¬ 
quired ; but, hearing of two coloured 
mtn having taken poireflion of the boat, 
he left them in charge of a Mr. Mayers, 
a neighbouring indigent flioemaker, 
from whom they aUb received that gene¬ 
rous hofpitaiity which his clrcumfcribed 
ability would admit of.'* 


A very 
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A very thngerons mutiny lately broke 
out on boai'd the Fleet at the Cape, but 
was quelled by the Spirited exertions of 
Heneial Dundas, the Admiral, and Lord 
Macai tney, iffiftcd by the miUtaiy. All 
the hatteru s weie manned, and upwaids 
ot a hundred pieces of cannon were Joa Jed 
and pointed at the Admii'al's Ihip : the 
furnaces were heated, and red hot balls 
were ready to pour into and fink the 
'I'lemcndons. which was at anchor be- 
foic the y\mllcrdani batteries, in calc the 
mutineers fliould refute to delivei up the 
delegates, with the ringleaders, and ic- 


tum to obedience. A Proclamation was 
iffiieil at feven A. M. and only two hour* 
allowed for the mutineers to conral^ 
whether they would return to their duty 
or not. When they found thlit it waa 
poAtively determined to ftok the ihip, in 
cafe (kf a reful'al, the (igual of fubmiflioa 
was hoifted ten minutes before nine by 
the Tremendous, as well as all the other 
fliips, and the delegates were given up. 
Stveial of them have lince made their 
exit at the }a:d aim, and everything 
was quiet.

The 
foitner was politely and reaiiily accepted, 
and fhe fpoke the Epilogue amidlt the 
unbounded applaule of a mod numerous 
and brilliant audierce. 

This ciicumilaMcc of courfe occafioncd 
an interview with the Manager, who 
took this opportunity to prefs her return 
to the Itage. Othei* incidents Ihengthentd 
this folicitation; the death of the late 
Mrs. Po{)e (who, as an aftrefs or a tuo* 
many muft be ever mentioned with re- 
I'peft), with the retirement of Mifs Wal¬ 
lis, &;c. created a chalm in the arrange¬ 
ments of the Theatre, which none but 
extraordinary talents could fill \ip: the^ 
Manager faw his remedy in Mrs. Abing- ' 
ton; and Mrs. Abington might have 
J'ecn from this and otlicr circumftances, 
tiiat fl'.e might accommodate herlelf more 
in the line of her bulinefs nov/ than here- 
lofoje. Whatever were her motives, 
after Ibmc hefitatlon, flic accepted the 
Manager's efler, and loon after the 
opening of tin* Theatre, fhe made hir 
appearance in Srairicfiy introduced by a 
prologue, written by Mr. Cohnan for 
that purpole, and fpoken by Murray. 

Hev reception Irom the public was 
fneh as did honour to both parties: fhe 
wus welcomed with fliouts of unbounded 
applaufe, w'hich Ibe evidently felt with 
refpefl and gratitude. Thole who had 
never fecn her before (for fuch is the 
fiuiSluating liate of human nature, that a 
few yeai'b make a confiderable change in 
tlie ronnatlou of aiulience) were fur* 
priiwi nt the appearance of an a^refs, 
whom the little j>Ais of malice had been 
previoufly endeavouring to fmk into age 
and necelfary retirement, In the full pof- 
felFion of peribn, health, atid talents | 
whiift thole of her former dramatic ail- 
mirers hailed her like the morn ** after a 
Winter’s return of light.”

THbUGHTS ON THE tROVINClAt COPPER COIN. 

BV JOSEPH MOSER, Esq. 


T he Copper Coin of our Provinces 
has, in The European Magazine 
and in fome other publications, been a 
fret]uent iubjefl of obfervation, and as 
generally the Aifajefl of praile j but 
having tbe misfortune to din'er in opinion 
from Ihofc writers, who have apparently 
taken much pains to confider, and iHll 
more to commend, the fubjefls, devices, 
and execution of that infinite variety of 
medals, which ieem to me to be in other 
reipe^s, befides their weight and number, 
a burthen to the country, 1 fhall in the 
Hrlf iiidance (lightly advert to the only 
two good rcafons which 1 have ever heard 
for allowing them to paff current even 
fin a imall dilh'idl j and lecondly, confjder 
Vvhether thofe realbns are as iolid as the 
diei in which thele hliloricnl and feien- 
tific lymbols are (truck ? and whether, 
if they are, the advantage which the en¬ 
lightened part of the nation derive froiu 
theie copper records of the names, per- 
(bns, and dwellings of miners, mechanics, 
and tradelmen, be not more than coun¬ 
terbalanced by the lols and inconve¬ 
nience which the lower orders of the 
people fuilain from this iinmenfe influx 
of bafe metal coin, while the emolument 
tliat accrues from it rentiers it an advan¬ 
tageous branch of traflic to thole con¬ 
cerned in its circulation? 

The firft reafon which I have heard 
urged in favour of thefe iymbols is, that 
they will be handed down to future ages 
SIS fpccimens of the ingenuity of the 
jwefent: that they will be collected by 
connoifleurs as yet \inbom; and, de- 
poflted in cafes of glai's and velvet, be 
ihewn to poiferity as elaborate vefllges 
which will ferve to mark by what gra¬ 
dations the Alts have arrived to that 
fubiime acme^ at which we behold them 
in this country. Their particular ad¬ 
vantage to pollerity has been alfo Hated, 
anafmuth as they will ferve as permanent 
records of important events y and I'emain 
long after our di«irnal prod unions, an¬ 
nua! regillcrs, and folios in which are 
antombed the tranfa^ions of centuries 
and of focieties, (hail, as well as the

If, while pondering upon (b grave a 
fubje^, I might be-permitted to mdiilge 
a ludicrous fuggeftion, I (hould oblerwB 
that the latter ot iheie oblervations brings 
ftrongly to my mind the idea of the 
dent who prelcnted to the Antf(|us|rian 
Society all the tickets of IJlington 
ptkfy with the laudable view of illuftreting 
that part of the Englifli hiHory *, 

But to recur to my fpeculation, and 
examine this fubjeil with the gravity 
which it delcrvcs. fymbols have 

by their ailmirci s been in fome Inflances 
compared to thofe of the Grecian Cities $ 
bur much more frequently, for what 
realbn lam at a Jofs even to guefs, to 
the copper and bral* Coin and Medals 
of the Romans. Their execution has 
been Hated as far i'uperic^ to tlie latter, 
even in the molt flotiiifliing ages of the 
Republic or Empire f j and they have, ' 
like tiiofe, been quoted as criterions of 
the genius ajjd talte of the nation, aivi 
as examples of the elevated ftale of the 
Arts. 

It is the property of general afTertions 
to (brink from a critical clifqulfition. In 
the long jj^ries of Roman copper Medals, 
which hath defcciided to us, is Cq be 
traced, it is true, the progrefs of defign 
and fculpture, emerging trom its rudeft 
eflbrts under the flrll Emperors, until 
conquelt opening a free communication 
with Greece, the artids were enabled, 
a cloie imitation of thofe fubliine ^|i- 
(ions of genius with which that couttiry. 
abounded, almoji to reach the perfe^lleil 
which thofe exhibited. This iaquiyy ' 
may be actiuately purfued in the lerj^ 
of Reman Silver and Copper t» end t^ie 
rife and decline of the Arts will be fboRlI 
to be cxaSly the antitype of the rUe 
and decline of the Empire: we may bb-* 
ferve them emerge, as it were,from Cna^, 
attain their zenith of perfe^ioii, 
icared by tbe turbulence of the 
relaplc again into their primitive rude* 
nets and barbarity.

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the Coin of many Nations, of ^hich 
^ole pieces are perhaps the only veftiges, 
may be coniidered not only as (cales of 
their tafte and genius, but as an nni- 
verlal hiftory, in which remarkable events 
are, in indelible characters, imprefled 
iftpon fubftances tlie moft permanent; and 
arranged in feries, which may be com¬ 
pared; the copper and brafs erpecially, to 
^Voiiimes, which are not liable to thofe 
accidents of time and chance that hare 
•iwept away thoulands of tombs whofe 
materials were more frail and more Tub- 
JeCt to decay, fuch as bark, wood, wax. 
Vellum, and other fubftances, upon which, 
as xve may learn from thole few that 
remain, the wifdom of phnolbphers, the 
virtues of legiilators, the exploits of he¬ 
roes, the fublime efFiifions of poetic ge¬ 
nius, and the hiftory of nations, were 
formerly inferibed. 

Coin and Medals having this fuperior 
property of durability, have become the 
guides of the learned. Their fynibols 
and inferrptions have been confislered as 
'ituts^ whicli have enabled laborious and 
fcienti^c men to thread the mazes of thofe 
labyrinths of tradkion and mythology, 
in which, in many initances, tiuth hath 
been iinprilbned. They may allb be 
coniidered as being in themiclves the 
’ regifters of fyAems, events, and tranfac- 
fions, of which the remembrance had been 
burled will) them, and was revived at 
their rerufcltation ; and the criterion by 
which, upon compaiing t.henj with the, 
fraginents of ancient rnaibJes, and cf 
'ancient writers, we arc able to form a 
more accurate judgment of the certainty 
^ cf aeras, and the concatenation of caufrs 
with efiefls; and from thofe permanent 
, records deduce and diferiminate the 
anions, the principles, the events, and 
' CVen the paiuons, of thofe pcrlbns and 
‘ periods, which' are by them commemo- 
‘ rated. 

Having thus generally ilated my opi- 
' nion of the ufe which bas been, and 
may be made of thefe hiftorical and chro- 
- aological fymbols, I muft remark that all 
f my'obfervations are foundetl upon a fyf- 
which is applicable to, and com* 
Vl^bends thofe which may be deemed 
i'ftiklicC.o\Si and Medals t by which 1 mean 
thofe pieces that upon any great occaljon 
.were liruck by their parent dates, or 


which were the current coin of tfre SS/k 
ferent nations of antiquity. 

Provincial and, perhaps, what may bar 
deemed domeftic Medals, were not un¬ 
known either to the Greeks or Romans. 
There were, few, if any, of the citica 
throughout the extenfive dominions df 
thofe once celebrated nations, but' what 
had their fymbol upon their money $ at 
the fame time it muft be obferved, that 
that coinage, and thofe fymbols, in- 
feriptions, &c. were fan6tioncd by Go* 
vernment * : nor does it appear tha^ any 
other private Medals have come down to 
ns than thofe termed Contorniatij Tome of 
which, although bearing the names and 
images of illuftrious Greeks and Romans 
on the obverfc, fuch as Homer, Pytha¬ 
goras, Socrates, Salluft, Horace, &c. are 
judged by Medalifts to be only tickets 
for ieats at the theatres, and other public 
exhibitions^ an opinion which isftrength- 
entJ by turning to their reverfea, whiclv 
pi'cfent athletae, a^lors, miifical trophies, 
or fomr infeription alluding to the amufe- 
meiit to which they were the intro- 
dii6lion. We do not find, among tho 
niiniber of thofe veftiges of art and an¬ 
tiquity of which we are the poflcflbrs, any 
th.'U ran witli propriety be confidsred 
hills^ or tradefman's tokens. 

The Greeks and Romans were nations 
that had too juft notions of the incon¬ 
venience that might arife to particular 
dalles of individuals, and to the publio 
in general, to fuller any of the mcinbcrV 
of the cities, provinces, and llates, with¬ 
in the fcope of their dominion, to afl'uiue 
a right, which, for the wifeft and beft of 
purpofes, had been always confidercd as 
inherent to the executive port of their 
Government. 

It may here be obje 61 ed, that this ftate- 
ment is not ftri£lly corred ; becaufe, iii 
the infancy of both thofe nations, it was 
their cuftom to ufe pieces of unftamped 
metal of various Axes, and confequently 
weight, in their traftic for commoditiesj 
which pieces were the only monies, till 
the convenience of this circulating me^ 
dium pointed out the necelTity of an ac¬ 
curate adjuftmentof its value, and taught 
thofe who were concerned in commerce^ 
by the means of fcales and weights, 
which they carried for that puvpofe,

The Royal Farthing tokens of james, 
which were i^Kied in May 1613, it does 
not appear were Mnerafly circulated } 
although from the harp upon the reverfe 
it has been thought that they weie in» 
tended to be diffufed, not only over this 
kingdom but Ireland, wheie, tliough 
there had been a Copper Coinage above 
zoo years antecedent to this period, an 
univeiial icaicity ot this kind ot money * 
prevailed. 

Thefc copper tokens were never con- 
fidered by the people as the current coin 
of the countiy, notwithiUnding they 
were the production ot the Royal mint. 
Thole that received them held them m 
the lame ellimation as they now do pro- 
•uinaaL balfpenct, as pledges for which 
Guvcinment, like modem companies and 
ti adeimen, had piotNifed to give tliem 
other com, if rtqut) ed. 

It IS luppoied that they continued in 
cuiiency until the year 1648, when that 
unfojtunate and dilgracetul event to this 
country, the murder ot its Monaichji 
flopped then ciiculation.

In the 
tranlccnder.t iublimity, which ^we are 
calk'd upon to adinife, we loTe light in- 
tireiy of tiie poet’s meaning; and the 
great deTign, whic.-‘i had in view, is 
altogether ovei looked ajid ^ unaccom- 
plifiied. 

Allowing therefore, if you pkafe, te 
this adiniied pafTage all that true Tub* 
lime, which Fitzoiborne thinks he di(^ 
covers in it; with this conceflion, even 
in its u1:molt latitude, 1 cannot bring 
inyTclf to approve a tranHation, which 
rctaii>s lb little of the original.

I N your Magazine for January 1798 
(YoI-XXXlII* p. 4.), is a letter to 
6ir J. Sinclair, rei'pe^ling the Incloi'urc 
of Waite Lands. As at this ptriod^ cp- 
polition to a meafiire which many con¬ 
ceive would be of public benefit, natu¬ 
rally incites a fpirit of patriotHin in its 
defence, 1 have rentured to contclt the 
opinions, which the wiiter of this letter 
lias advanced. 

The great principle (he fir ft tells us) 
of improving lands tor public advantage, 
is to leave a portion of it fo impioved 
publici juris to do which he recoin- 
mends “ the improvement of walles and 
commons liy bankiifg, draining, i^c. at 
the expence of eveiy individual who hatl 
a right thereon by parochial levy.” 
This right he wiihes to fee extended to 
every houfe-holder paying Icot and Jot, 
and his due proportion to fiich levy. 
tJp on this Vet Agiicola himfelf decide, 
Whether the improvers ought not firft to 
be fecure of long leaies, Iclt tljpy ftioukl 
be compelied to expend hundreds, for no 
ether piirpofe than to throw a ftrong 
temptation in the way of their landlords, 
.to appropriate to themfelves that beneftt, 
which the tenants conceived themlelves 
to have merited. 

Your Coriefpondent ol^fcrvcs, “ That 
.the increale of iiiclofures has turned 
country gentlemen and their overgrown 
teijants into arrogant and unfeeling nio- 
Slopolilis!” but the very convcric of the 
fpirit of monopoly is the natural coiUe- 
1|uco<re of the snclofnre and improvement 
waftc lands; for tlie more abundant 
gjeneral produce, the greater the com- 
.toiiion, coniequently nioie difTicult the 
^^pi^icabiliiy, and more doubtful the 
^Tplp^of monopolizing to advantage. 
*JfC9rcity is eflential to the fuccel's of fpe- 

,’JJ^;ricola next fays, ««That tlwrc is 
or combination of men, with 
rights or privileges, who con- 
/•ter' the public in any other light than 
Ml of plunder {This obje^lf 
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as it refpe^ls commons, has not occupied 
much ot the attention of great fainiers ; 
they treat the benelits of commons with 
contempt. 

I am equally an enemy with Agricola 
to the enlargement of iarms ; they throw 
an imincnle burden of population on the 
tiading and manutaciiuing towns, and 
contribute largely to the increafe of the 
])oor ratt-s. In a well-policed Itate, 
modes of lubfiftcncct fuificieiitly elevated 
above poveity to admit ot e^^rry fufJi- 
cicncy, and foine of tlie comforts of life, 
cannot be too numerous, 

“ 1 would not (continues Agricola) 
allow any man to acqulie a duplication 
ot his feparate propel ty by taking fioin 
otheis their ftiare in the right of pafture 
over all lands in relation;” and he ac- 
conlingiy wiihes, “ tliat one third or 
other leafonable portion of the waftc land 
ihould be left open every year to a general 
light of common,” I cinnot luppofc 
thriL the Legiftature would ian6ti1y a 
fyftem of incloiurc, which does nut return 
to every legal holder (as far us it be* 
poflible) an equivalent for the right he 
furrenders. 

Agricola laftly complains of the decay 
of Timbe r ; nothing but pure untainted 
patiiotilm can remedy this evil; the 
diltaiice of the rctuin will ever operate as 
an impediment to planting. 

X have ulfered thcle lew obfcrvatlons 
by way of particular leply to your Cor- 
rei'^Miiident, who appears to feel lincerejy 
for the caule of humanity; I allb profeis 
inyleJf a foldier lifted under the fame 
banner : we both drive at the fame point, 
though we may differ concerning the 
means of arriving at it. Confiftentwith 
thefe principles, I (hall adduce fome far* 
ther arguments in favour of the propofed 
Bill, A wide field here prefents itfelf;

their effc£ls on the rfal intercib of the 
whole tonimunity with no inattentive^ 
and I trpft with an im]^rtial eye. 

P^haps tlwre is iu> fubje^i more intri- 
cate in its nature than the one before us. 

In other enquiries we may trace fome 
leading principtes, which lerve as a ge¬ 
neral clue, to guide us through the 
labyrinths which prefent theinfelves at 
every ttep, on political quelUons. A 
general inclofing fydem comprehends 
iiich a multiplicity of dillin^l obje6ls, 
jand bears fo many relations to the civi¬ 
lized ftate of man, that numerous dilti- 
culties, and thofe of an oppofite com¬ 
plexion, occur at every ftep we take on 
this tender ground. 

There can be no doubt but that every 
gcnnal law nuift operate as a grievance, 
of more or lefs magnitude, on many in¬ 
dividuals. This is a partial evil which 
cannot be exiled the world ; it cleaves to 
the very nature of human inltitntions, 
and can never be avoided while patiions 
agitate the bulbm of man. Every con- 
fiiierable alterJtion in any branch ot policy 
cannot be of equal benetit to “<*//;*’ but 
it IS the duty*' of a wife and equitable 
Legidature, to apportion its ftatutes to 
the advantage ol the ** majority" ol the 
people ; and it will ever be acquitted ac 
the bar of right reafon, if the laws which 
it frames are highly beneficial to the 
many, though they may take away fome 
benefits from the few. This is the 
grand, and indeed only hinge, on which 
human laws ought to turn. 

The lands which 1 conceive arc pro- 
poled to come under the controul ol the 
inclofing aff, are of ieveral deicriptions, 
and therefore the benefit of the improve- 
inent niu(t vary in its fize. Large open 
pafiiires may produce as much herbage 
111 their prefent flare, as it can pofTibly 
do under any mode of l\ip|ioled improve¬ 
ment. Theie paflurcs are of vaiious 
defcrlptiona refpefling extent, fituation, 
and quality ; and without doubt local 
circtimftances may rationally juftily an 
attempt to amend them. Some of them 
may probably be doubled in their value 
by the proper application of drains, ma¬ 
nures, See. See. 

Yet I miifl confefs, that the plan of 
inclofing our large Commons, impro¬ 
perly ftyled Wades, is that pait ot the 
lyftem which pleafes me lead. 1 think 
they are the lead Aifceptibk of improve¬ 
ment, and the conunerciai objecUons, 
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which pointedljr pirejfiHItt 
the queftlon, more foreibhr apply ^ 

particular Branch of it. It is amo fMf 
from Commons of this kind that 
oot receive any eohfiderable dSgM 4 
cnefit. * 

'iChe Common-field 8, which in Ibitte 
didrifls form the mod confiderablc^ 
of the arable lands, wifi come next dnde^' 
confideration. The cuftom of leatS»|; 
every third year in theie fields 
undoubtedly fpi-ung from the incapmi^ 
lity of the lahd bearing more th^ 
crops without red; and in the fillovy ' 
year the gates were thrown open by tbp- 
farmers, and cattle without didlnftt^ 
were admitted, by which means the laftH 
received a recruit. This is evidently 
the origin of the fallow year in optb 
arable fields, when the uiflmproved (nttp' 
of agriculture did not admit of a regnlat 
iliccefllon of crops, and ere tlie mamirtP|^ 
ones of turnips, clover, and graflfeSj were 
underdood. This idea is ftron^ly edr- 
roborated by the praftice which yf/ff 
exids of throwing open the gates of oUr 
inclofed arables in any year in which it 
happens to be fallow. * 

'I'he proiperity of every country, wheW 
ther it arifes from its commercial ora^- 
cultural concerns, mud depend upon 3 fat^ 
proportion of liberty allowed to indi¬ 
viduals to think and for themfelv^ 
in their own affairs. ,The mod a^iys' 
ipirit droops under the wing of delbo- 
tilm. Tho fatal efFe6ls of this opprewhle 
influence are eminently confpku^s in 
rural improvement. Much hda^irhpett 
written on the iubjefl of jtythea*; they 
are laid to operate as an imp^iment fo • 
that ardor for experiment, which ^s the . 
parent of beneficial difeovery : on the 
fame account, reftraining leaks have been 
feverely rcprehendcii 5 but neither tyth^

commonage: this is an increafe

by requiring more labour in the harveil- 
ing and tbrafhing. 

1 am fatisfied no juft exception can 
be niade to this* part of the inclofmg 
fcfaeipet there is another part of it, 
which, though circumferibed in its ex. 
"tent, is from Its nature more forcibly and 
Snmi^tateW felt, as far as its influence 
extends \ I mean the cottage, with its 
elrcumjacent garden, erefled on, and 
fenced in from, the Wafte. When we 
tfcolleft that tliis borrowed jand is from 
its fituatlon extremely unprohtable, bcai.

Let it alfo be remarked, that land.. 
cultivated as a garden will pctxluce nearly 
double the quantity of food which tht 
fame land would yield under axy other 
mode of hufbandry. The good policy of 
increafing thefe produdlive fpots is ielf- 
evident* ; 

I am not ignorant that many ob- 
je 61 ions, particularly fome ef a com¬ 
mercial kind, may be urged to the fyftem 
of inciofure; bullet the inherent rights 
of humanity be ever held more facred 
than the arliHcia) claims of all-grafping 
fpcculation, and let us oppoie, as the 
mod dttftrii^live poilon of national felicity, 
any meafure which may lend to increafe 
the price of provifionsj i*athcr let us 
ardently liope that i'uch a iyiiem may be 
adopted, which may render them fo cheap 
as to be attainable by the lowed ranks of 
the people. 

It weic vi^afting words to prove the 
felf-evident propofition, “ that increafe 
of quantity muft deefeafe the price.” 
The vaft incrcale which muft arife from 
an inclofure of the Common-fitlds may 
be readily conceived : at prefent they 
throw every impediment in the way of a 
fpirited coiirfe of huibandry, the impoftu 
bility of raifing the manuring crops of 
clover and turnips (abfolutely necelTary 
in many dittrifls), the damages fre¬ 
quently I'uftained in the fowing, and in 
the haivefting } with many other incon- 
veniences too tedious to enumerate. 

If a due regard be paid to the rights 
of every individual, and if the land in- 
clofed be equitably apportioned, 1 truft 
1 am neither morally or politically 
wrong, when I avow the warnaeft feeling 
of my heart—when I cordially with, that 
a long feafon wiibnot clapfe, ere we be¬ 
hold every fpot oi barren land which the 
iiland aftbrds converted into fruitful 
fields and verdant paftures*. And I 
(hall then fee the man, who now con¬ 
templates with pleafure, and religns witii 
reludlance, a right which imagination has 
magnified into a benefit, rejoice when he 
finds an ample reconipcnce awarded to 
him i a recompence, which will reitiu* 
nerare him a hundred fold. Let us 
likewile indulge th# pltafing hope, that 
habits of induitry, fnigality, and grati¬ 
tude, will diftingulfh the chara 61 ers of 
the poor, that they may thereby expe^ 
with confidence the prote6iion and bene¬ 
ficence of the rich.

O N the 19th of January 1764, Mr. 

Wilkes was expelled the Houfe of 
Commons, as the Author of The North 
Briton, No. 45, which, by a Kefolution 
of the 15th of November picceding, had 
been voted a falfe, Icandalous, and le- 
dirious libel } containing expreilions oi 
the moft unexampled inlolcncc and con¬ 
tumely towards his Majelty, the grolfeft 
afpersons upon botli Houles of Parlia- 
nicnt, and the moll audacious defiance of 
the authority of the whole Legillature ,* 
and moft manifeftly tending to alier.are 
the afFetlions of the people from his 
Majefty, to withdraw tljcin from their 
obedience to the laws of the lealni, and 
'to excite them to tialtcrous infuiie^ions 
againft his Majelty’s Government.” On 
the lilt of February he was found guilty 
of repubiilhing The North liiiton, and 
a]lb of piinting the Elfay on Woman. 
He this year piintcd at Paris his cele¬ 
brated Letter to the worthy Electors of 
the Borough of i\ylcfbury, which is 
dated Ofil. the aad. 

His ablence fiom England did not 
prevent the proceedings againft him on 
the verdifts being carried on with great 
vigour. To enforce his appearance in 
the Court of King’s Bench, prccefs of 
outlawry was ilfued againft him on the 
td of November, which from that time 
fiiipendcd his a6lion againft Lord Halli- 
lax. In that month he went to Bou- 
loyne, to meet his friends Churchill and 
Munifrcy Cotes } a meeting which ter¬ 


minated with the death of Churchill 0® 
the 4th of November*. 

Being now an exile 'from his country^ 
he employed fome of his tjme in vijiting 
parts of France, Italy, and Switzerlwd| 
particularly in Auguft 1765, he paid hi$ 
compliments to Voltaire, as may be le^ 
in our Magazine for January laft, p. 6* 

It is probable he was fuppoited by fome 
of the Oppolition y and on the change or 
the Minilfry, in 1765. he made appli¬ 
cation to be rellored tQ his native 
try, which the new Adminiftra^tt did 
not Icem willing to peimit. He WM 
ofteied, however, by Mr. Fitzherbert,'1® 
the name of fome of the Miniftty> th® 
animal funi of loool. to be paid out or 
the income of their refpeaive places* 
But this propofal he rejefted as clan« 
delline, elceiuofynary, and precarious- 
« I demancf,” fays he, in a letter to 
Onflow, ** from the jufticc of my frisn^^ 
a full pardon under the great feal—tor 
having fuccefsfuHy ferved my cotmtw^ 
I will wait here till the firft day of the 
new year. If I fhould not then hnvq 
received it, I fhall then have the ftrong^ 
proof that the prefent Miiiiltiy are neiAtf 
the friends of Mr. Wilkes, nof of juU 
ticc j becaufe the letter of Mr. Fit^ 
hcibert tells me, < that there is perfoft 
harmony among them, and the perfew 
confidence and lupport of th^ir .

In November 1766 he returned to 
•England,t cxi>c6ling, from the interpo- 
^ fttion of his friends in the MinlAry, Inat 
his pardon would be obtained j but in 
thisne was difappbinted. The Duke of 
Grafton, to whom he applied by letter, 
behaved with great coidnefs on the oc- 
caiion, and referred him to Lord Chat¬ 
ham, with whom he appears not to have 
been on good terms. He was therefore 
obliged to return to Paris, where lie wrote 
printed his famous Letter to the 
Mkc of Grafton, which has fmee been 
fo much celebrated. Finding that no 
‘^^pendanco was to be placed on his for- 
mcr friends, aft^r a twelvemonth interval, 
be took the rciblution, appaiently a def- 
- perate one, of depend ij:g on his own 
exertions only for extricating himfclf 
from his difiicuhtes. Accordingly, in 
the beginning of the year 1768, he again, 
to the furprife of every one, made his 
appearance in London j and on the 4tli 
of March tranfinified a fubmiirive letter 
Co the King, requefting a pardon, of 
which application no notice was taken. 
Gn the 16 th of the fame month he offered 
, himfclf a candidate to reprefent the city 
ot London, and at the clofe of the poll 
on the z’^A was found to have polled 
IC4-7 votes. Not diCicattened at this 
,1§ulure, he immediately declared his in- 
r.^tion of becoming a candidate for the 
county of Middlefex, and on tlie aSTth 
wsis chofen by a vaft majority. On the 
xyth of April he was taken up on a ca^ 
* pi^$ uilaoaiumy and committed to the 
|Cing*s Bench, and on the iStb of June 
. Va* ientenced, on the t v/o v erd:£ts again ft: 
him, to be imprilbned twtnty-two 
months, Co pay two fines of 500I. each, 
and to give fecuriry for his good beha¬ 
viour for feven years, himfelf in jcool. 
and two fureties in 500I. each. 

.Oh the Sth of June the'Outlawry 
/i^bed amnft him was reverfed, which 
fgabled aim to rerumc the proceedings 
Ibnnerly begun againft Lord Hallifax.

gined he did not proceed In further, nor 
did the fpccimcn afford much promife. 

Undepreffed by imprifonment, or the 
rigoqr of the law, he (till biaved the 
vengeance of Government, and (till found 
hinnelf fupported by his friends. On the 
ayth of January 1769 he was chofen 
Alderman of thp Ward of Farringdon 
Without, on the death of Sir Francis 
GoUing \ and on ^e 3d of F'ehruary he 
was expelled the Houie of Commons, 
for pubiiftiing with an introduAion the^ 
tl'.anks of Lord Weymouth, Secretary of 
State, to the OfRccrs and Soldiers who 
were on duty in St. George’s Fields, at 
the riot on the loth of May 1768. On 
the 16th of February he was re pleated, 
and on the next day again expelled. On 
tlie 16th of March he was a third time 
ele£ted, and on the luccee<ling day a third 
tirue expelled. The Freeholders of Mid¬ 
dlefex rfili firmly lupported him, and on 
the 13th of April he was a fourth time 
returned j but on the 8th of May the 
Houfe of Commons declared his cm- 
ponent, Henry Lawes Lutterell, the fit¬ 
ting Member. His cau(e againft Lord 
Hallifax was at length (nth November) 
brought before a Jury, who awarded him 
40001. damages. In this year a focicty, 
calling itfelf Supporters of the Bill of 
Rights, inftitured itlelf for the purpole 
of lelieving him fiom his debts, which 
the members of it, after fome dithculty, 
accompliflied. 

He at length regained his liberty on 
the i8fh of April 1770, and look hia 
feat in the Court of Aldermen. It was 
foon difeovered that there was a difference 
of opinion in many points between him 
and feveral of his former friends. Early 
in 1771 a lupture between him and Mr. 
Horne (now Horne Tookc) produced 
hoftilities in the ncVIpapcis, and both 
paities exerted their abilities in abiding 
each ollur with much acrimony, to the 
great entertainment of the public, tlicugli 
little to their own credit. After Inine

fmell like brimftone ; a ball of fire came 
in likewife at the i^jndow, and palled 
through the church, tvhich lb aftiiglited 
tbe congregation that molt of them fell 
down in their

) moi^ iUihi^ral by coming from ' kne<|, others on their laces, and fome 
^ Wbofe negligence perhaps the one upon another, crying out of buining

and fcaldlngi and ail giving up them* 
Iclves for dead. This our Mr. George 
Lyde was in his pulpit, and although 
much attoniflied, yet, through divine 
mercy, had no harm, but was a fad 
f}>e( 5 Utor of’ the hurt and fufFerings of 
others, the lightning feizing on his wife, 
and burning her cloaths and many parts 
of her body, and another gentlewoman 
by her in the fame manner j but her maid 
and child fitting at the pew door had no 
hurt j another woman attempting to run 
out of the church, had her cloaths fet on 
fire, and was fo milerahly fcorched and 
burned, that (he died the fame night. 
One Mr. Mead had his head liiddenly 
firuck againlt the wall in the feat with 
fucli violence, that he alfb died the fame 
night, no other hurt being obferved, his 
fon letting by him had no harm. At the 
larnc initani, another man had his head 
cloven, his Ikiill wrent into three pieces, 
and his biains thrown upon the ground 
wh. Ic } hut the hair of his head, through 
the violence ot the blow, Ifuck fall to a 
pillar near him, where it remained a woc- 
tul I’peHacle a long while after. Some 
kats in the body of the church were 
turned upliJe duwn, yet thole who fate 
in them had little or no hurt. One man 
going out of the chancel door, his dog 
lan before him, w^ho was whirled about 
tt.wards the doer, and tell down dark 
dead, upon which the matter Hepped back 
and Wiis preferved. The church itielf 
v.’as much torn and defaced with the 
tl\undcr and lightning ; a beam whereof 
breaking in thcmldlt, fell down between 
the mindter and cleik. and hurt neithci : 
the liceple was much wrent j and it was 
obf.:i‘ved, vvliere the chuich was molt 
t '■in, there the Icall hurt was done among 
the people. Tliere weie none hurled 
with ilie limb.r or (tone, but one maid, 
who it Was judged was killed by the tail 
of a Hone; which might catily happen, 
lince Itones weie thrown down from the 
lu eple as fait a^ if it had been by an 
hundred men. A pinnattle of the tower 
b< ing lluown down, beat throijgh the 
church : the pillar againlt which the 
pulpit Hood being newly whited, was 
turned hl.ick and lulphury. There were 
in all tour perlbns killed, and fixty two 
hurt, diveis of them having their linen 
burnt, though their outwaid garments 
were not l‘o murli as finged. The light¬ 
ning being palled, and the people in a 
terrible 'maze, a gentleman in the town 
lie od up and laid, * Neighbours, in the 
name of Gcd Hull wc ventuie out of the 
thu.’th ?’

Mr. P. then proceeds to examine thtS' 
fpiings, trace the rivrt s, and deferibe the 
Jiarbours ot the diltriet. He takes a 
view of the exterr'il alpe^ of the coun*- * 
try, and is thence led to iu fubterranean 
geography, in the latter ofvvhich nvtHU 
g.uions much curious matiei occurs. In 
moll pans of the Ct..u’ity\vc find either a 
blackiih mould, a thin light (helfy foil^ 
or a leddslh or deep roI loam. Kavtng, 
gone through the mincnil, our author 
comes to deferibe the vegetable pro¬

~£b^ontum* little IS conjt£luitd, ai.d 
Rill’ kfs afeertaihed ; the nioltf probable 
derii^atisn of the inhabitants ii, no 
doubt*irbm the continent of Gaul. On 
the ibbje^ of their rcfpcclive feitltnienrs, 
divifions of land, and Government, we 
i^ye a more fatisfaclory account. 

Among the national peculiaiities of 
Bjfttain, the early religion of Danmonium 
shears fingularly llriklng. Its cha- 
ItiAer of fanflity and wiidom attract'd 
attention ot the moie learned and 
ioquifitive among the Gauls. This re- 
ligton was Diindiiin ; among the rites 
pt which it waij the human facrifite that 
chiefly aAoniflied the nations of Europe., 
l|^. Bryant is of opinion, that this myf-

E ven in fwamps and morafles the 
Chinefe difpluy wonderful examples 
of agricultural indultry and ingenuity. 
They foim laits or huidles of bamboo, 
which they float upon the water, or rcll 
upon the moiaiVes. On thele lafts they 
fpread a layer of foil, from whence they 
inl:e vnCums kinds of vegetables ; as 
fmr.ll vegetables are Ibmetimes produced 
on fliipboaixl, by laying feeds onmoittened 
earth, cr even on pieces ot flannel, fixed 
in frames, and wetted. By thefe means 
the radical leaves of mufiard fprout up 
quickly, and are particularly grateful to 
perfons long abfent trom land* 

From the 'Fallow Tree, the CtOlon 
Sab/ferum of Linnaeus, the Chinefe make 
a l.arge proport’ion of their candles. The 
fiuit, in its external appeaiancc, bears 
fomc rcfemblance to the berries of the 
ivy. As foon as li is ripe, the capfule 
opens and div’uUs into two, or more fre- 
iiently three divifions, and falling oflF, 
ilcovers as many kernels, covered with 
a llefhy fubftance of a fnowy whitenefs. 
This fiibftance is feparated from the 
kernels by cniihirg and boiling them in 
water. The candles made of this fat 
are firmer than tliofc of tallow, as well 
as free liom all oflcDiive odour* They 


arc not, however, equal to lUofe of wax » 
or fpermaceti. 

Wicks arc made of many differeot 
materials ; thole for lamps arc of the, 
amiauthtt^f which burps without being 
coul’umable in fire 5 But for candles jk 
//fo! injlanimahlt' wood is ufcd, in the 
lower extremity of which is fixed a fmill 
lube, to receive an iron pin which is fixed 
on the flat top of the tandleftick, jind 
thus fupports the candle without the 
iicccflity of a focket. The Chinefe con- 
lider this form of candleltick as anfwering 
the purpole of a which makes a 

dilTcrcnce of about a tenth in the 
funiption of that article.

In the route to Cbufan by water, it 
happens fometimes that the waters of a 
higher canal pals immediately into an¬ 
other of a lower level. This fpecies of 
navigation is not managed in China by 
locks or flood-gates •, but a dam is made 
acrofs the extremity of the tipper canal, 
by means of a veiy ftrong and well- 
compared wall ^ the top of which is 
level with tlie furfaceof the upper water. 
A beam of wood is laid on the upper 
edge of the wall, which is rounded olV 
towards the water. B-jyond the wall a 
(loping plane of done-work, extends to 
the lower canal, in the form of a glacis, 
with an inclination of about forty-five 
degrees, and dclcending near ten feet in 
perpendicular depth j at the bottom of 
which tlie canal is carried along as the 
level of the country will allow, ^when an¬ 
other wall and glacis for another canal 
Itill lower arc conltrufled as before. 

In palling firm an upper to a lower 
canal, the vefiel, lifted over the ciols 
beam, Hides down by its own gravity ; 
and to prevent the water from (luihing 
over the decks, or her plunging into the 
canal below, a railing is fixed at the head 
of the vell’el abc ut to be launched, before 
which is placed ftrong matting at the 
time of the defeent. To draw up a large 
veftel from the lower canal along the 
glacis into the upper canal, requires 
(ometimes the alfiftance ot near a hui died 
men, whofe. ftrength is applied by the 
means of bars fixed in one or more cap- 
ftans, placed on the abutments on each 
fide of the glacis. Round the capftans 
is a rope, of which the oppofiie extre¬ 
mity is pafled round t)ie vefters ftern, 
which is thus conveyed into the upper 
cai7al with lefi delay than can be done by 
loiks, but by the exertion of much moic 
human force ; a force indeed which in 
China is always teatlp', of little coft^ 
and conftantly preferred there to* any 
other. 

The following account of the Tartar 
cavalry is fiipplied by Captain Paiiftit 
They carry botvs^ which appears to be 
the weapon held hi^heft in eftimation. 
They aremade of elafttc wood.ftrengihcued 
by horns, which are conne^led in the 
centre by their roots, trom whence they 
fpriUj^in diftin^l arches towards ex¬ 
tremities. The firing is of ftlk threads, 
laid together and firmly wouldcd. The 
arrows are armed at the points with a 
4 fhank^ 
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fiiank and fpear of iteel. Both Chincfe 
and Tartars value thcmfelvcs on their 
fkill in the ufc of this weapon. They 
hold it femewhat obliquely in the left 
hand. The ilring is placed behind an 
agate ring upon the right thumb j the 
hrft joint of which is bent forward, and 
kept in that pofition by preihng the 
middle joint of the fore-finger upon it. 
Jn this fituation the filing is diawn till 
the left arm is extended^ and the right 
hand pailes the right ear. The foie- 
fingcr is then withdrawn from the tliumb, 
which infiantly forces the firing from 
the agate ring, and difeharges the arrow 
with conliderabie foice. 

Their armour conlillcd of an helmet of 
iron, in the tonn of an inverted funnel ; 
the creft, coneTponding to the pipe of tiie 
fuiiiicl, fiands fix or I’even inches above 
the head, and terminates In a fpear. It 
is lurioiinded by a red tafi’cl. The neck 
is fcciiied by a piece of cl-Mh, fiiitud, 
quilted, and fiudded with iron, which 
hangs forward round the face. On the 
body is an upper and an under diels of 
cK)th, allb quilted and fiudded with iron ; 
the latter reaches below the calves of the 
legs, the foimer only a little below tlie 
WMifi. riie officers had their helmets 
poldhed, and ornamented with gold, with 
a liiglur crelt than thofc of tiie men. 
Their bodies were covered wit!: purple 
or blue filk, wltli IUkU of gold 01 g.lt. 
Their hoots were of black latin. 

Some of the troops were arnud with 
fwords only, and tiic n^cr unf. 'Fhis 
drtfs is of yellow cloth, with dark brown 
Itripts fitted to the lhaj>e the caj>, which 
nearly covcis the face, is foiir.ivt to ic- 
^reient the head of a tiger. They c uiy 
a fhichl of bamboo, 01 rattan, polluted 
liideouily l«) leprtfent diagon's or tlgci's 
heads, witii open nioiit h^ and enoi uvnis 
teeth ; and much Itrcfs is laid iipmi tins 
tenific jppi'aianco. On ericli liink id’ 
the parade a tiophy of wotxl w»s tu-'-ied, 
painted, or covcicd with pieces of lilk ( r 
cotton of blight colours, in fefioons. 
Undei thcl’e were tlie military manda¬ 
rines. The mufic was in tents fitted 
for the purpole. The fiMinpet*, appa¬ 
rently the proper military inilrumeut, 
■were very laige. I'he u'.u d eemplliiicnt 
cnnlified of three difiinct l^nUs.

regularly cultivated, it rifes from tho 
feed fbwn in rows, at the difiance of 
about four feet from each other, in land 
kept free from weeds. Its perpendiculat 
growth is impeded, for the convenience 
of coileefing its leaves, it done 

firlf in fpring, and twi^^fterwards ie 
the courle of the funt^CTT Its long and 
tender branches fpring up almtofi from 
the root, without any intervening naked 
trunk. It is hufhy like a rofe-tree, and 
the expended petals of the flower bear 
fomg rcl'emblance to that of the rofe. 
T/?/’ largrji atiU oldejl which are 

the lead cficemcd, and defiined f,r the 
lower clafles of the people, are expofed to 
falc w'ith little previous iiuniputation. 
The Leaves undergo no incun* 

iiderVole preparation before they are dc-* 
livered to the purchafer. Every leaf 
pallcs thioiigh the fingers of a female, 
who rolls it up almoft to the form it h-rd 
afrum(.d at its firfi appearance. It is 
afterwards placed upon thin plates cf 
eaithin z'jarr or iron much thinner than 
can be executed by artifis out of China. 

It is confidently fali> tliat no plates of 
topper me ever employed for that pur- 
poi'e. Scarcely any utenfil in China is 
made of that metal, the chief application 
of which is for coin. The earthen plates 
aie placed over a charcoal fiie, which 
rendiis the leaves dry and cril'p. 

Tiic ioloui and ajinn^cnev of gteen 
if'a i;> th^sight to be derived from the 
prnoii at rvbitb the leaves arc 
pirukfciy and which, like unripe fruit, 
arc generally green and acrid. The tea 
is p.icked into large chefis lined with 
very thin plates of lead, and preifeddown 
Iv, the naked feet of Chinel'c labourers, 
ri.t upper lanks in China aic notwitb- 
li.Hiding .'s fond of tea as the people aref, 
and pmricuhirly folicitous in I’uir choice 
ct it.

No tra^ller can be anfwerable for 
more than n^^as afiually obferved h:m- 
ielf; and he uf^ly fo far culpable as he 
makes general infet^nces from particular 
cafes. Making the ufual allowances for 
the change that may have taken place in 
China in the price of commodities^ and in 
the temper of Governors in an interval of 
nearly a century^ and the accounts may 
both of them appear to have an equal 
claim to credit. 

We mturn to Sir G. S.’s account of 
the Chinefe method of preparing the 
previoujly to exportation: It is fomc- 
times made uj? into balls. A Itrong 
black exttafl alfo is frequently made from 
it. It is cultivated in feveral of the 
provinces of China, but feldom more 
northward than thirty degrees beyond the 
equator. It thrives belt between that 
parallel and the line that feparates the 
temperate from thjs torrid zone. Such 
immenfe quantities of it are confumed in 
the country, that a fiidden failure of a 
demand from Europe would not be likely 
to occafion any material diminution of 
its prices in the Chinefe markets. 

A plant very like the tea flouri/hes on 
the fidec, and the very tops of mountains. 
The Chinefe call this plant Cba-wbaiVf 
•r flower of tea; bccaule it^ petals, as 
well as the entire flowers of Arabian 
jeflamine, are fometimes mixrd anior^g 
tbe ieaU tn order to increaie their fra. 
grance. This plant is the amelha fe- 
Janguaoi thebotanifts, and yields a nut, 

. from whence is expreffed an afculent uiJ, 
equal to the belt which coines from 
Piorence. 

On the fubjefl of manure, the manage¬ 
ment and diligence of iLe Chlneie be.aii 
a firiking releinbUnce to that of the 
japanefe, as deferibed by Baron Thun- 
kerg. A prodigious number of old men 
/and women, as well as of children, in- 
' capable of much other labour, arc con- 
•Bantiy employed about the itrcets, pub. 
Jic toads, aiul banks of canals, with 
iltafkcts tied before them, and holding i:i 
hands fmall wooden rakes, to pick 
l^p tfie dung of animals, and oifals of 
nay kind, that may .iiifwer the purpofe 
, of mamire t but above all others, except 
the dung of fov/is, the (.'hir.eJc farmers, 
like the Romans, prefer f')il, or the mat¬ 
ter collected by niglumcn in London ; in 
the vicinity of whicli it is part applied 


to the fame ufes. This manure Is mixed 
fparingly with a portion of (tiff loamy 
earth, and formed into cakes, dried after¬ 
wards in the fun. In this ftate it is fold 
to faimers, who conftru6l large cifterns 
for containing, befides thofe cakes and 
dung of every kind, all forts of vegetable 
matter, leaves, roots, or ftems of plants, 
mud, offals of animals, even to the 
Aiavings col]e£led by the barbers. With 
all thefe they mix ns much animal or 
common water^s will dilute the whole; 
and in the aft of putrid fermentation 
apply it to the ploughed or broken earth. 
Near paths and roads laige earthen vefTcls 
are buried to the edge in the ground for 
the accommodation of the paflenger who 
may have occafion to ufc them. 

The mode of examination of fiudenis 
for degrees fccnis wull adapted to rv- 
courage liteuUm t. It it ahenys puhiu\ 
The body of auditors who attend, as 
well as the prefence of the Governor and 
Chief Magillrates of the dillrift who 
prefide, mull cute any diipolition to 
partiality in the judges. Some oral 
queliions are pur, and lome are given in 
writing, to the candidates, as in tlie 
Englim Colleges. The rewards of thofe 
wlio fiicceed are not confined to the 
honours of the Univerfity ; for thefe be¬ 
come the alcending Heps which lead to 
nil the offices and dignities of the ftate. 
Even thofe who fairin the main purfuit 
have, in the profecution of the contcll, 
made fuch acquirements as add to the 
general mals of knowledge in fcciety, 
and fit them for ui'eful occupations. 
Though the opulent youth have no doubt 
gieater facilitu'S and bettci opportunities 
of intlruftion than the children of the 
poor, yet genius may have occafionally 
the flreiigth to coimtci balance fuch dil- 
parity. Our Traveller might have ad¬ 
ded, that neceffify is the fiiongell of all 
incentives toexeition; and the feciirity 
of wealth will cherifii idiepefs. At any 
rate the puHibility of lueftfs is an en¬ 
joyment even to thofe who are nevci 
likely to obtain it. 

Ill the city of Qhan-cboo-foo, through 
which the Embafly palled In its way to 
Canton, a fingiilar cuftom prevailed, 
which had been remarked be ft rc on the 
T'ai-boo lake, where men were often ab- 
fent from their families. The boats, 
which ply from one part of the city to 
another, are chiefly managed by females, 
who arc generally young and neatly 
drefled, wTth an evident intent of at- 
tra£ling the attention of paffengers. At 
Cban-cboo'/oo, tlic commerce of two na¬ 
vigable 
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vlgg^ble rivcf* occafioncd a concourfe of 
male rtrangers. The frail females in the 
boats had nut embraced this double oc¬ 
cupation without the concuricnce and 
approbation of their parents, who feel 
little reluflance, when they cannot marry 
them advanragtoufly, to devote them to 
a lucrative th^rngh difhonourablt trade. 

The P'ilth Chapter treats ot the re/i- 
dence of the ErnbaiTy at Canton and at 
Macao. While they continued at the 
former of thefe pi ices, they were treated 
with great attention and civility by the 
Vice-Roy, who had accompanied them 
from Han-cb'jfj-fvv. Accident peihaps 
in part contributed towards inipinnghim 
with refpe^lful fentiments of the I'cience 
and acquirements of the ICuropeans. 
The ruitoin of inhaling the vapour of 
tobacco, as well as that oF taking it in 
powder, is very general in Cliina, and 
extends to the highed ranks. The Vice- 
Roy once wanimg to light his pipe in 
the ablence of tiis attendants, the Ein- 
banador took from his pocket a final 1 
phofphoric bottle, which opening, he 
loon kindled a match that aniwercd the 
purpoie wanted. 'I'iie fingulirity of a 
eriuir$ appiaring to carry hre about 
im, without damage, attnieUd the 
Vice-Roy’s attention. His Excellency 
explained the phenomenon to him in 
geiKial terms, and made him :\ pieient 
of the bottle, which was not a little va¬ 
luable in his eyes. It was lurhciently 
apparent from this, and other incidents, 
that the Chinefe, though Ikiltul and dex- 
teious in paiticular arts, were much 
behind the weftern nations in phi- 

lofcmhical and ufeful branches ot fcience. 

Though our author enumerates many 
caiiles which contribute to augment the 
population of China, yet dill it appears 
immenfet and ahnujl tnueiiibie. We al- 
ferts, upon unquellionable evidence, that 
every fquarc mile contains, upon an 
average, one third more inhabitants, 
being upwards of three hundred, than are 
iuund upon an equal quantity of land in 
the molt populous country in Europe. 
TIui whole, as appears in the firft table 
of the Appendix, is three hundred and 
tbirtV’thi ee milUons !

The day is divided in China into 
twWvc parts only, as fhe ancient 

Egyptians, confiding e<i^ of two Eu¬ 
ropean hours 5 the*firlt beginning at 
eleven at night. Thefe portions of time 
are meafured with tolerable acturacyby 
means of a lighted taper, made from the 
pith of a particular tree, of which the 
confumption by ignition is To regular, 
that divided into twelve equal parts, 
each continues burning during the twelfth 
part of twenty.tour hours. 

Our author's remarks on the language 
of China are new, and mydbe intereding 
to every lover of philological dtfqui- 
litions. We (hall conclude our account 
ot this work by a lele6lion of fome of the 
more curious obfervations. 

The Ibunds of feveral letters in moft 
alpliabets, fuch as B, D, R, and X, are 
ijlterly unknown in the Chinefe tongue. 
The organs of fpeech^in a native of China 
arc nor habituated to pronounce them. 
In endeavouring to utter one of the/e, 
anotliei to w'hich thv? fame organ has been 
accudomed is generally founded t indead 
of the letter R, the liquid L is ulually 
])ionoiinccii by a (Jlunele, who thus oc- 
cafionally falls into ridiculous midakes. 
A Chinefe dealer in rucf for example, is 
Ibmetiincs heard to offer for (ale what 
few per ions would be dilpofed tp 
chafe. 

A very few particles in this langua^ 
denote the paff the piefent% and/Sr/S- 
tu%'e } nor are thofe auxiliaries employed 
when the intended time may otherwife 
be inferred with certainty. A Chingi'c 
who means to declare his intention of 
departing to-morrow, never Ihys that he 
will depart to-monpw ^ becaule the ex- 
preffion of the morrow is fuffictefit to 
afeertain that his departure mult heAi* 
ture. The plural nuniAr is marked by 
the addition of a word, without which 
the fingular is always implied. The 
language is entirely monolyltabie. A 
(ingle Syllable always cxpi*elles a com- 
lete idea. Each fy liable may be fouUdod 
y an European confonant preceding a 
vowel, (bmetimes followed by a liquid. 
Such an order of words renders the lan¬ 
guage as foft and harmonious as tho 
Italian.

Mr. Dundas rolehe hatl to move for 
leave to bving in a Bill to repeal the laid 
^ft. The objeft of this Bill pai dy was 
allb to afeertain how far his Majclly can 
liave the power of calling out a ceitaiii 
^rtion ot the militia within days. 
That part of the Aft whicli liad ju(l hten 
read, which related to this circuinltance, 
liad been differently undeiltood by dif¬ 
ferent perlbns, and fome delay and diili- 
culty had arifen in conlcquence of it. 
In this Aft his Majelly was only em¬ 
powered to call out one-thir(] of the mi¬ 
litia i but that body having fincc been 
reduced by a draught of 10,000 men from 
it to the regular regiments, it was now

It would be remembered, that it w*as 
towards the clofe of the fittings before 
the recefs, a Bill was brought in for 
drafting that 10,000 men from the mi¬

A nfe- 
rence to dates would Ihew how taidy 
Miniflers weie in rewarding merit in one 
inflance, and with what alacrity they 
could do it in another. To eflablifh this 
point, he adverted to the Add 1 els of 
Thanks voted on the ad of March to 
Lord St. Vincent, for his unparalleled 
vidlory. On that occafion the queftion 
of form w'as interpofed to a propolition 
for Ibnie fignal mark ot approbation. 
Bat when the relative of a perfonJiigh ^in 
o/lice di/tir.guiflies himlelj, a peerage is 
fpontaneoufly gianted, and before thofe 
Jbees wtMe old in which he walked to the 
Houfeot Lon’s, a pecuniary leccmpenca 
is propoltd. 

Mr. Pitt laid, with refpcfl to the tar- 
dinefs complained of in the one inltance, 
and the alacrity in the other, he had only 
toreniaik, that Lcrd Duncan’s circiiiu- 
ftances were to be unequal to fup- 

porting the dignity ot the peerage with¬ 
out a pecuniary provifion at the time the 
title was beftowed, but dtclnied that he 
was not in polTcflion of the information 
rcfpci^ling Lord St. Vincent’s inabUity to 
fuppoil thedigniiy, more tha4i twenty- 
four houri betore the communication was 
prefented to^ihc Houle.

It is an Extract fiom the Fnil Part of an Inquiry into the Caufe* 
which produce Dileale amung the I'jojps at the Cape of Good Hope, with a 
View of (lifcovci’ing the molt eftVrtujl Mt-ins oi Prevention. By Mr. Stewart 
llcnderfon, Apothecary to his Majelty'o Forces at the Cape. *

AN OLD CORRESPONDENT. 


VELLKRS, who ha\e vifitcd 
JL this pait of Atiica for the puipole 
of invefHg.uii.g the natural liiltory of the 
coumry, iptak witli rapture of the la- 
Itibrity ofits airland natuial produilious. 
I tliink it will lie found, upon iiiquiiy, to 
merit rhe inult favourable opiifuin with 
relpe^f to iIkiti. The lace of the coun¬ 
try, for a coniideiable diltance (except 
tlic land which forms the Cape) is latlu r 
low', |)ut open and well cultivated, of a 
fandy and marly foil, which foon ablorbs 
the lain, thereby preventing tliofc noxious 
cxivilatioiis, which are fo prcdu^llve of 
fickneis in hot cliniafcs. The air, except 
.1 few months, may he called ttni|>ciate ; 
the atmofphere is 1‘eldoin loaded with 
moilluie, but polfclies a degree of elalti- 
city not often felt in any other country. 
And although Fareidieir’s thcnnometer, 
during the fiiinmer months, ranges from 
80 to yo, a id fiv(|ULiitiy a coniideiable 
variation is fuddenly experienced, yet 
from the dryncis of the atnioiplteiic air, 
and a bnfk circulation of it being kej>t 
up by the pievalling South-1alt winds, 
the conffitutioii fiifFer-* liirlc fiom relax.t- 
tion. Invalids fiom India, lauoiiiing 
under complaints of debility, theeffert of 
great heat, foon rec.wcr their lllength 
nere, by the tempeiatc and bracing air of 
the winter months. And as a furtliti 
proof of its falubrity, the fiorul anrl 
healthy looks we perceive in the Dutch 
inhabitants, efpecially thofc who live in 
the country, and arc not cnervatctl by 
luxury and indolence. Though it is re. 
marked that there are not many iultancts 
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of longevity among them, in a great mea- 
lu:e LAvii'.g to ihcir habits and manner of 
life, yet they are happily exempt from 
many of thofc endemic and epidemic 
dileaies wdiich rage in other parts of the 
world, and annuallv carries off great 
mimheis. 'I’lie Imafl-pox, meallts, re¬ 
mittent ami inceimittent fever, and that 
moll fatal of all difeafes the jail, hofpital, 
or Ihip-fever, which dcilroys fo many of 
the human Ipecies in every part of Ku- 
I'ope, arc never generated here ; and are 
unknown ^ut when introduced, which^ 
mdortunaiely for the natives, has Ibmc- 
limes happened. We Hkewife find that 
ncithci the inhabitants or olhccrs are at'- 
tacked with the difeafes which prevail 
among the foldlirs j and it is a fingiihu* 
ciicumltance, that not an officer of the 
army or navy has died of dileale con- 
iraL^ed here, liiice the Britilli foices ar¬ 
rived at the Cape ; which I think cleaily 
proves, that no noxious quality exifts in 
the air of this country, which has been 
by foinc imagined, and crroneoufly blairedt 
as the caule of the mulignity oi the 
diroiders, and the many deaths that have 
occurred in the Cieneral Hol'pital. We 
mull therefore Icok for other caufes than 
thole affigned, 

rhe nuiural produflions for theufe of 
min perhaps exceed in variety moft pans 
of ihe world. At that lealbn of the yen' 
wlu-T. great he,it prevails, nature Ins 
iTitide ample provillon to lelfcn its inftu- 
,ence on the human body, by the abund- 
anee of fweet at id fruits, which Initin^ 
and our realon delate thi vie ot. Upon 

D tl the 
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the wholcy confidering its iituation, cli. 
iqate'f aind natural produ6lions, lb far 
from being deemed unhealthy, it may 
more properly, in my opinion, be ftiled 
the Montpellier of the Southern Hemi- 
fphere. 

After enumerating the caufes of difeafe,. 
and pointing out the means of prevention, 
he concludes with obferving, that by at¬ 
tention to cleanlineff, ventilation, proper 


diet, cloathing, bedding, and preventing 
the ufc of ardent fpirits, the moll bene¬ 
ficial and falulary effetls would doubtlci's 
be produced in a country where the cli¬ 
mate is fo favourable to health ; and I 
think is proved to have little or no fliare 
in occafioning the difeafes which arc lb 
deltruCtive to the troops.

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ftffion# on the left bank of tho Rhine« at 
cbe expence of thole on the righti and 
' the (cculai'ization of the Electorates or 
'tiilhoprics, is impracticable. It con¬ 
cludes with entreating the French Mi- 
pifters to propofe more rcalbnable bales 
in the followlng'words ; 

The Deputation of the Empire hf,s 
been compelled formaMy to admit that the 
Republic would not dctjuiro a con/iderable 
mcc^on of power and greatiiei's by the 
aojuifition of the Trans-Rhinane pro- 
vinceSf either in refpeCt of their extent^ 
their lanraape, their cultoms, and their 
inodes of thinking. From this obfeiva- 
tiop it indifputably follows, that it is 
not from a deiire of aggrandizement that 
the French Republic ocfires the boundary 
<if the Rhine, and that its demand refts 
upon a bafts much more forcible, upon a 
motive common to the two powers, that 
of providing by invariable boundaries for 
tikrir future tranquiJlity. 

** Such is the objea at prefent to be 
lettledj and not that feries of queftions 
which the D»utation of the Empire en¬ 
deavours to fubftitute in the room of the 
true objedi of difcuHion. The under- 
ligned fhaJ) add only a ftngle refteClion, 
and it is, that the prompt acceflioii to 
the demand of the French Republic, the 
fubfe^uent examination of the accelVoiy 
queftions, and the conclufton of a folid 
peace will remove all pretext for mutual 
complaints. This is the true way to 
prove that we refpeftively wifli rcaliiy, 
and not in appearance, to put a period to 
the calamities of war.'*

RCVOLUJIOK IN ROME. 

The Direftory have fcni a meftage to 
the Councils, on the lubje^t of the late 
events in Rome. This meflage details 
the events which have charafterifed the 
prtfent Revolution. It expatiates upon 
the crimes of the Popes, Cardinals, and 
Priefts, who have for 1400 years formed 
the Theocratic Government of Rome, 
which in profperity and advciftty was 
uniformly perfidious. 

The Roman people declare, in their 
of Sovereignty, publiftied on the zyth 
Pluvl^Ulll^t it ii their wiih to preferve 


the religion which they venerate and 
praflife, and to leave untouched the 
dignity and ijpiritual authority of the 
Pope. They farther declare, that their 
Reprefentatives ftiall provide In a luitable 
manner for his maintenance, and the 
fafety of his peil'on ihall be feciiied by 
the National Guards. 

On the zd Ventole, at four in the 
morning, the Pope left Rome ; he was 
followed by a guaid, and tieaicd with 
the refpeft due to his age. A PiovHbry 
Government, confifting of feven C-unfuIs 
(fix of whom had been cholcn) was eftub- 
iiftied f the Municipaliiies, Civic Ciuard, 
See, hud been organized, and the oath ot 
fidelity to the new Republic Inid been 
taken. In honour of this Revolution, 
which was cffctlcd without hloodflied. 
Tie Drum was perfonued in all the 
churches of Rome, on the yith Pluviofe. 
Foul teen Cardinals joined in finging this 
hymn in the cliiiich of St. Peter. 

The Pope on leaving Rome went to 
Florence, am! from thence no one know.; 
where. It appears that the King oi 
Naples has refilled him an afylum. I'lie 
com ier who brought the news of the de¬ 
parture of the Pope, met Cardinal Mauiy 
flying from Piza. 

Relative to the entry of the French 
into Rome, the Redaileury and all tlie 
other papers, contain the following ai- 
ticle : 

ARMY OF ITALY. 

Rome is free. 'J'hc people have re¬ 
fumed their lights ot Sovereignty, by 
proclaiming their independence — by 
giving to thcinfelves the Goveinicnt ot 
ancient Rome, and by conftituting the 
Roman Republic. 

•• 'I'he following are feme of the de¬ 
tails refpe^Ung this memorable event: 

“ On the 15th of February, the people 
repaired in great crowds to the place 
Campo Varino. It was there that with 
fliouts they proclaimed their liberty, and 
that the Roman Republic was reful'cltaced 
by an a6I ftgncd by ieveral thoufands of 
the citizens. The Tree of Liberty was 
afterwards planted before the Capitol, 
and in feveral of the public places. 

At noon a Deputation from the 
people, bearing the colours of the Ro¬ 
man Republic, went to find the General 
in Chief, Berthier, in the French camp, 
under the walls of Rome, and prefeuted 
to him the wilhes of the Roman people, 
and allb their Picvilional Government. 
The Commander in Chief, after having 
received ihc Depiuacion, proceeded im¬ 
mediately 






tnedlately to the Capitol. He arrived 
there, pieceded by the mufic and by the 
grenadiers of his army, and follow^ by 
his Etat-Major, with xoo horiemen from 
every regiment of cavaliy. The pro- 
cefTion palTed through the city in the 
inidlt of an immenle crowd of people, 
who were electrified by the moft holy 
enthufiafin. 

‘‘In fine, the Revolution is cfFeCted 
at Rome. The altars of liberty have 
been railed in the Capitol. Five Con» 
liils are there invefied with the Executive 
Power. The other Members of the Pro- 
vifional Government are infialied in the 
place of the Papal Government. Perfons 
and property are every where refpeCled, 
and every where blels the prudent de- 
iiieanoiir of our troops. We here trail- 
icribe the difparch by which General 
Bcrthier infoims the DiieCtory of this 
new iuccefs: 

“ HfAd-Starters at the Capitol^ 

Feb. 15 . 

“ Citizen DireClors, 

“ The French army has been at the 
Capitol to render homage to the great 
men of the fairefi times of Rome. The 
Roman people have declared their rc- 
I'uniption of thofe rights which have been 
iiturped from them, and have di;manded 
bom me the protection of the French Re¬ 
public—and Rome is free. 

“ Health and refpeft, 

« Alux. Berthier.** 

Some of the laft French papers contain 
a fort of Prcclamation of a very extraor¬ 
dinary natuie, addreflTed to the Emi- 
giaiits. It begins with exhibiting to 
them the miieries of their prel'ent refi- 
deuce in foreign countries, and the iin- 
pofflbllity ot their return to Fiance ; it 
'then endeavours to excite in them an in¬ 
dignation againll England, and finally 
invites tlurm to aircmble In America, for 
the purpofe of invading Canaria, wrelting 
it from England by an union with their 
coiintiyiuen there, and of lubmittiug it 
to the protection of their mother coun¬ 
try, who, though it will not receive them 
at homf, may aiHlt them abroad. We 
fimuld fcarccly have thought this Paris 
fpeculatibn worthy of notice, if it bad 
not been drawn up with fomc ability, and 
inlerted in their utficial journals.

“ Mr. St. George Manfarfl^, haij' ' 
a confiderable eftate in Ireland^ which 
mofily lies in the Glyns of A-figlin^ came 
there fome time ago to aflift in quieting 
the country, his tenantry in particular* 
He was very active, and from bis^xac* 
tions, with the alliltance of the militaty 
aira yeomanry, much good was 
and in fome degree thought to be effected j. 
but his condutrl was in a great meaforh 
marked with fool-hardinefs, as app^ar$ 
by the latt imprudent a*I. He Wl a . 
confidential feijeant, who always attended 
him with a Iword, a blunderbuls; 
cafe of piftols. In general he would npt 
go from one houfe to another, v/ithout 
tills man ; he frequently went to thelh * 
Glyns, but always had this ferjeant, 
uliially ibme foldiers with him. ' One 
day he fet fire to, and l^uimt d' houl<»» 
where he was informed meetings of thufo 
people called United Men were held $ 
hut here he was alltfted by foineKif thie 
military. He declared publicly that he 
would burn and dcmolilh^eveiy houft 
the Glyns, and that he would firft beglh 
with his own tenantry* The day of the 
night lie was murdem, he went out to , 
thofe Glyns, about eleven o'clock in the 
morning, to view feme depredations that 
were committed on his wc^s } he took 
a Gentleman, a Magiftrate, who'lives in 
that town, his orderty ferjeant, and two 
foldiers with him, but would not fuffer 
them to take any arms with them. He 
met a nurAier of people in a field on his 
own ellatc, moftly his own tenantry ; 
and after declaring his intention of burn¬ 
ing, &:c. he told them he would fleep at 
Mr. Uniack's that night unprotetted, 
where he did not fear, to meet Captain 
Doe, a title alTunied by the leader of theie 
infatuated men; he accordingly came to 
Mr. Uqisibk's, made the M^ilirate rim 
turn home, and lent away Hkewifo the 
feijcant and foldiers. Mr. St. George 
dined and Ipeot the evening at MV* 
Uniack's} between ten and eleven o'clo:k 
Mr. Uniack went up fiaiiia to ihew Mr* 
St. George his bed>chamber ; foon after 
a number of armed men entered thehouje, 
palled through the parlour where Mrs. 
Uniack was with her Ton, a boy about 
thirteen years of age, rulhed dlre£Hy 
up liairs, where they met Mr. Uniack 
and Mr. St. George, whom the)' dragged 
down to the kitchen, where they mur¬ 
dered them in a mod barbarous manner, 
having Ara^lured their (kulls by repeated 
biows^ Mrs. Uniack endeavouring to 
prevail on them to Ipare her hulDMKt, 
was knocked vdown at the parlour door,

the party had left the 
Unfortunately it fo bappeiH'd, 
'%%t Air* Uniack’iJ hoiife was totally uii- 
Ipl^yideii with arms, which prevented the 
^ijibility of making any defence."

I N our M;i« 37 ii'c for September 175^3, 
on the [uihhcation of the Lectincs on 
Rhetoric anti JLlks Lettres, by Di. BJair, 
wc jiiLlcnreil «)iir ]ea<iei’S with an account 
ol hnn to that period. Little is now to 
be a<lt!e'l. 'The events ot the life of a 
taan ot letters atford but few incidents. 

By Mr. Bolwell * we aie informed, 
that at an early period of Dr. Blair’s 
iiie, while lie and his coulin, Mr. George 
B:mn:'tine, were Itudents in divinity, 
tli-.y \vi ote a poem, eiititicd “ The He-' 
fill ie<i:I ion,” copies of which were handed 
about in MS. No perfon appearing to 
claim the pciformance, a peii’on, more 
deilious ot taine than delicate in the 
niean-s of obtaiiur.j; it, pitbliilied in 1747 
1111 Cult! n of it \ti Liio, to which the 
name ot William Douglas, M. D. was 
a})pended as the auMioi. We believe the 
leal authors weie but little felicitous 
about tlicir propv.rty in the performance, 
tlioiigh we trull they did not permit fj 
grols :in impolition to pais on the public 
without expoi'iug the impollor. 

I'he tollovving anicdote is extrailed 
/i0111 the fameauthoi j , ‘‘ TheKev.Dr. 
Hugh Blair, who had long been admired 
as a preacher at F.diuburgh, thought now 
of ditVufing his excellent fermons more 
extenhvely, and encreaiing his reputation 
by publiihing a colleRioii of them. He 
tianiinittcd the mrinufcript to Mr. 
Stralun the printer, who, after keeping 
it for fome time, wrote a letter to him 
dilcouraging the publication. Such nt 
hrit was the iinpropitious date of one of 
the riioll luccefsful theological books

that has ever appeared. Mr. Strahan, 
however, had fer.t one uf the fermons to 
Dr. Johnfon for his opinion ; and after 
his unfavourable letter to Dr. Blair had 
been lent off, he received from Johnlbn, 
on Chriftmas eve, aP note in which was 
the following paragraph: 

“ 1 have ica 4 over Dr. Blair's firft 
fermv)n with more than approbation j to 
lay it is good is to fay too little.” 

“ I believe Mr. Strahan had very foon 
after this time a converfation with Dr. 
John ion concerning them ; and then he 
very candfdly wrote again to Dr. Blair, 
iiiclofing Johnfon's note, and agreeing 
tc^ purchale the voluniv^, for which he 
andMj,'. Cadell gave one hundred pounds. 
The Tale was fo rapid and extenl4ve, and 
the approbation ot the public fo high, 
that, to their honour he it recorded, the 
proprietors made Dr. Blair a prefeiit 
firit of one I'um, uiid afrerwards of :m- 
other, of hfty pounds, thus voluntarily 
doubling the ttipulated price : and when 
he prepared another volume, they gave 
him at once three hundred pounds, being 
ill all five hundred pouniis, by an agree- 
incnt to which I am a fubferibing wit- 
neis ; and now for a third oftavo volume 
he has received no lefs than fix hundred 
pound^.” 

Thus far Mr. Bofwell; and it appears 
fron> various parts of his work, that 
Dr. Johnfon’s tavonrablc opinion of Dr. 
Blair fuifered little if any dimlnuiioii 
during his life. In the year 177H he

'J he Diikc aftei- 
wards enlarged and beautified it, iit the 
eRper.ee of 52,000 .nask'i, at t’-at time 
an immenlc luni. Hove Joh.n, Kinc; of 
France, itTidcd, when a piiioiitr in Kng-

This edifice was burnt in riytlic 

JCentifii reb'cls, on accoiuit rt ii me pi pie 
they liad couc<ive<l a;;ainfi; John of 
Gaunt, Duke nl Lan:allc:r, who w^s 
then the propyir^or. Bur tli^- gjoinifl 
aflerwHi'ds devoK in^ to the crown, Knnr

B y the infi rniation which we have 
bce>i able tu crdle-^l fiom 'liKeient 
«|tiarters, ii appears that the w ndc of rlic 
iton^ the time when the [rden. 


gat ion of thearmiflice was agreed upon, 
to the 5th of March, on which day the 
Fieiith entered lierne, was one continued 
icricb ol intrigue Ar.d perfidy on the part 
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of the French, anrl of timidity, irrefoUi- 
ticn, and inconfdtency, on that of the 
Bcrnefe Govtrnrticnt. 

The French had, from the beginning, 
their partizans in the Councils ot Berne. 
Some, perhaps^ but thole probably few 
in numbov won over to them by aflual 
perton^ corniptibn $ others, enamoured 
of thetr piincipks, and defirous of inno¬ 
vating, At all luzarcUj upon the ancient 
conliicntlon of thetr country, for the lake 
of trying the experiment ol a confUiurion 
b>und<liFon Hberty and equality j othrrs, 
again (probably the largelt numher) de¬ 
luded by the hope, that if the prelciit 
war could by any mtans be brought to a 
temiinatton, they (lunild be able, by fair 
parley and ncgociation, to bring the 
French to a fenle of the injuftice ot their 
attack upon Switzerland, as well as of 
ti'.e intereft which France muft have in 
preferving the friendfliip and good-will 
of fo rafpe^able a neiglihoiir, rather than 
in incurring its evei'Ialthifj^ enmity, by a 
continued and unproftafjle aggreflion. 
Aftiiig upon one or other of thcle jirinci- 
j»les,a conffderable majority ot the Coun¬ 
cil oppofed the manly and decilive inea- 
lures which* the Avoyer Stcigucr (and 
thole Members of the Government who 
faw with juft apprehenfion the real, and, 
to fay the truth, the almoft undil'guifcd 
defigns of France againft the liberty, and 
the exiftence of Switzerland as an inde¬ 
pendent country) would have adopted ear¬ 
ly in the conteft j meafures which would 
probably have checked, in the firft onfer, 
the ardour of the French, and v^^ich their 
own people no^nly would diavc carried 
through with and chearfulnels, if cal¬ 

led upon to da.icb but did themleives call 
upon their Government to britig lurward, 
and ultitnalely overwhelmed with their 
vengeance, tbofe whom they iiU'pe^led of 
having prevented their adoption. 

Tlie majority were for treating, but 
they did not pretuitie to think tliemlelves 
in a lltuation even to treat with an invad¬ 
ing enemy, jfitntil they had endeavoured 
to pionitiate that enemy by a laci ilice of 
lb niucli of their ancient laws and privi¬ 
leges ay they thought might induce him 
to lifteli with patience to fome mojKft 
propofaU for the prelervation of the re¬ 
mainder; They reformed therefore, and 
they opened a negociation. The lelbrni 
deftroyed the energy of the Government 
at home. The ncgociation gave ample 
room to the French not only to irciv d'c 
theh* foi'cc by ficfti detachments tioni the 
Italian army, but aJlb to regulate their 
operaiiQus fiom without, in fyeh a man¬ 


ner as flioulcl beft tally with the ;;;rcpara- 
tions for their reception, which \yere bu- 
ffv carried on by their fi lends wlUiin the 
walls of Berne. 

It is unncceflary to repeat here what 
has been piiblilhcd in all the ncwfpapcrJ 
off Europe, the teims of peace which 
France propofed—-tl^e modincations ub- 
dcr which the daftardly rulers of Berne 
offered to accept them. It is fufficient to 
ohferve, that the price which Fiance ex- 
.nclt'd for forbearance was preciiely, or 
v.-itliin a trifle, the lame Sb the penalty 
wl.jch flic liasinflirted forreliftar.ee—the 
fubveifion of the ancient Goveinment, 
and the fubftitution ct me on the French 
mMlel —Heftages, proscriptions cf indi-^ 
viduals and ot families—and a lum of 
money. 

While the Council deliberated on thefe 
and Inch like demands, the pealantry of 
the country were crowding to the gatea 
of Berne with offers of fervice, and de¬ 
manding to be led againft tlie invaders* 
The fpirit of the troops role at times io 
high, that the Coiir.cjl had not the cou- 
lagc nor the ptnverto reprefs it; and. cn 
the 26th of February, General D'Eriach 
received full powers to attack the enemy 
if he ftiould fee it right, immediately up¬ 
on the expiration ot the armiltice on the 
7d of March. This conceffion was no 
fooner extorted frem the Council, than 
the French general Bnme was apprizwi 
of it by the French fuilioii. He ^took 
his meafures accordingly, determintffg to 
make the attack himlelf wdien the Swifs 
fliv/uld not be prepared for it. He pro- 
poftd .a new' conference for tlvj amicable 
.arrangementofexilfing differences. The 
French faftion lupported the propofal, as 
highly likely to produce an adx'antagcou^ 
and honourable peace—the mnjority ot 
the Council were induced to c.^me into 
it ; pail becaufe they were weary of op- 
poiing to no purpofc, and pint yuMel 10 
the old argument, that a re^uiai would 
irriiaie ihs and could give him 

an opportunity of proving to Europe, 
that they wei^c not hncerc m their dclir* 
for accomrnndMl^ ii. Fifty - fiVc Members 
had rile good fenfe to oppofc the mcaiurc^ 
but in vain. 

The conicqnrrce of determining upon 
thjs new coiiicrerce with an armed ene¬ 
my in the heart of their country, w as tlie 
Nvirhdi awing the authority given'to Ge¬ 
neral D’Kilach to attack on the 
tion of the armitlice, and thus leaving the 
Swifs aimy at the nirrcy oi 1'rc.nch 
faith. For a monicni, on the xft of 
March, the Council ictmed to have beta 

foniible 
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finfible of their tmpnideneei and a refolu- 
tion wa$ halUIy obtained, reftorin^; to 
General D'Erluch the liberty to attack^ 
the next day. But in, the couife of a 
leW hours, the French faflion regained 
its arcendai:cy, and General D'Erlach's 

J kOwtA^ were again withdrawn. The 
ultwaswhaT might cxpeitcd. While 
the deputies of Berne and Fribourg were 
conferring at the conferences of Payernc, 
and the Council of Berne was hugging 
iti'elf in the notion of not Irritating the 
enemy, and of having put it out ot his 
power to prove to Europe that they were 
not lincere in their defire for accominoda- 
tion—the French General Erune did pre- 
cifely what he had all along inttnded to 
do, and what the lupporters of llic pro»- 
jent fyltem In tli^ Ct nncil peife^tJy knew 
that he intended. He atlatked the Swils 
army on the night ot the ilt ; the battle 
was obllinate and bloody, but there was 
an Officer high in ccmiiiar.d in the Swil's 
army, who was unwilling to nutate the 
enemy. He abandoned his chaige—the 
battle was loft, and Fribourg was taken. 
The name of this wittch has not reached 
us. 

General Brune entered Fribourg on the 
fame night that the army under General 
Sjchauenbourg entered Soleure. Fribourg 
was given up to every fpecies of excels 
•and outrage. The Avoyei Veiror, a ma- 
giftrate of high chara 61 er, and who con- 
duffed himfelf with exemplary courage, 
was butchered. His body was mutilated 
in the molt Ihccking manner, and his 
head paraded round the city on a pike. 

From the moment of the lofs of this 
battle by the treachery of an officer, liif- 
picion and difunion. wire propagated 
through the Swiis army. The French 
khew now to improve tliefe dirpofitions ; 
their emiffaries fpreadthemfelves through 
the Canton, point ingout as objeffs ofdi- 
ftruft every man of real charafier, honefty, 
and couiage—fuggeftingto the peafantry 
the danger of tr;jltiiig themielves to the 
conduit of men who were hired to betray 
them \ and recommending them to enlure 
their lafety by ftanding by'()uieily, and 
letting things take their courle. In ma- 
Ay parts of the Northern Cantons a Louis 
dW was known to be the fixed price 
which any man might receive for merely 
declining to march to the affiftance uf 
Ikmc. 

The movements of the Swifs army were 
fvcb AS to give countenance to thele no- 
CioDS. amoAg the people, as from the id 
(neceflarily perhaps, and ine¬ 


vitably after having ml/Ttd the ffrft 
portunity of artntking) one continued re¬ 
treat. They fought, however, in re¬ 
treating. On the ad, 3d, and 4th, there 
were repeated and ddpeiatt engagements^ 
in every one of which the Swiis ioiditrtl 
fought, in the iiift inftance, with the 
greateit fury againft the French ^ and af¬ 
terwards, when they were obliged to fall 
baC;k, turned their arms againft their Of¬ 
ficers, whom they fufpefled of ffacknei's, 
or of treachery. 

The Council at Berne in the mean time 
continued faithful to the fyftem of cow¬ 
ardice and felf-betrayal with which they 
had fefeoiit. They itill continued reform • 
iiig and negoclating—a Provifional Go- 
vcinmcnt was erefttd j and there remain¬ 
ed but one article left to difpute with the 
enemy, which wus the immediate dil- 
banding of all their troops. 

Yet, however, the fpirit of patriotifm 
was not extinouiflicdnor rupprelTed among 
the people ot the country. That part of 
the troops which weie at Beinedemanded 
loudly to be led againft the French army 
under Schauenboiirg, which was now ra¬ 
pidly advancing from Solcure towards the 
city. The rrovifional Government, 
though it might have the will, wanted the 
power to refill the enthiifiarm of the 
troops. The venerable Avoyer Stei- 
guer put himfelf at their head, and this 
admirable man perifhed under the walls 
of Berne, true to a refoliition which he 
had long cheriftied, and often exprefled in 
the courfe of the difcuffions that preceded 
the fiirrender of Switzerland to French 
negociation, that if an honourable death 
were to be found, he not furvive 

the enllavemcnt of his country. 

At his iide perifhed in the fame battfe 
the ftower of the Patrician youth of Btrne, 
who, from the age of fouitcen, had formed 
themielves into corps, and fought till the 
lall individual among them was llarn.. 
Not a family of d‘iftln6lion in Berne but 
has to lecord the lervices and the facri- 
iices of a fon or a brother, on this memo¬ 
rable and calamitous day. 

After the lofs of this battle, all wa« 
terror and confufion. The Swifs troops, 
eoi:«ged at their defeat, and goaded and 
inflamed by tire agents of the Direclory, 
wieaked iheir dil'appointnient upon their 
leaders ^ and General D'Erlach, with hie 
whole Staff, and fuch Members of the old 
Government as were moft maii^md fur 
their hoftility to France, fella I'acrifice to 
their miftaken fury.

to bicaktaft on j nay, a man may dine 
upon it j hut, my good 1 1 lend, believe 

it makes a confounded bad fupper.’* 

DIfFerIng with •a friend upon feme 
point of politics, the other obfeived that 
he did not always tliink lb. “ Veiy 
piobably, Sir j but then it iiiull be when 
I was a li/'ilktte.'" 

Jefting one dsy very liberally with a 
well-known knight and aldctrtian, with 
whom he had r\in a great p;ut of his po¬ 
litical career, the othci good-humouredly 
laid, “ Aye, aye, Wilkes, go on ; you 
always make a butt of me.” ‘ By no 
mv.ins,' laid the other, ‘ I never (luck to 
ati empty butt in my life.' 

His prefence of mind feldoin or never 
foiloiik him ; and he had the felicity of 
laying things, and timing tlieiii in a 
manner, that none but a man fo intimately 
acquainted with the world could attempt. 
Being at a public dinner, where Sergeant 

B-n was preknt, Wilkes let offlbmc 

pleafantrics on tl;e profeflion ot the Long 
Robe, which the Sergeant imprudently 
applying to himlcll, he tell into fuch a 
jjaifion, that he began to be very per- 
ibnal i ii^cmuch, that there was no in¬ 
cident of Wilkes's life, whether true or 
falfe, that he did not retort upon him 
wl:h much acrimony. This changed the 
con\Cl fation, which bet.:rc had been very 
fprightly, into a vei y cmbarridhng fccnc ; 
a part of the company attempted to turn 
it off with a laugh, whillt otheis preili^td 
Ibmething more fcrioiis ; but Wilkes Ibcn 
put an end tt> all tlieir anxieties by teilTng 
the Seigeaiit with great jan^ frotii^ 
Wliat a wretched memory he inuft 
have, that in attempting to calumniate 
his cliara^ler'by a lillof imputed crimes, 
he had toigot'lb caiiital an inilance as 
the jhrv of the h'ounelltng Hol'pttaL^* 
'J'hls tinned the tables completely on the 
Sergeant, who was obliged to join in the 
laugh, and to beg pardon for entering 
the lilts with fuch an invulnerable cha- 
la^lcT. 

When he fiift went to Court, after all 
that had happened about ‘ Wilkes and 
Liberty,* foiuc of his friends i.illied him 
abt>ut the inconlillency ot his conduct-

Though the pioipci:! of Wilkes’s for¬ 
tune throughout his poiitical hfc was 
rather gI(>omy, it feemed to have coii< 

{ deUly VHuiihed on th^ late Mr. Hopkins 
>eing confirmed Chamberlain ot London. 
This was the place Wilkes let Ids heart 
upon j an oilice ot' emolument and dig¬ 
nity, uiiil which he had perhaps a light 
fo cxpefl tiom his fellow citizens for his 
long and perilous political wailaie : hut 
this place he loll, utter every Itiiiggle 
that could be made by the combined in- 
tcreft of all his friends and lolK-v.cis. 

He was at this period turned of fifty 
years of age, with a fhatuied conliitu- 
lion, a ruined foitune, without piojef- 
fion, or the Icaft piofpe^t of htiug pio- 
“tided for in any I'uitable depaitment in 
the difpofal of the city. Tins was lo 
tiuly a pi6hire of dcfp.iir, llmt his bed 
friends C( uld not offei him any Ci.nfo- 
Jation 5 he hail, however, “ his own good 
fpiiits to ieed and cliche him.” When 
they afked him, What he intended to do ? 
he anl'wercd, “ Nothing ; I mult dill 
hang upon the chapter of accidents, :nid 
wait to drive the firlt nail tliat offcis.” 
Moft foitunately lor him that nail did 
fooii piefent it'.elf, hy \\vcftt(iden death of 
Mr. H pkins j when leturning to the 
charge with unabated Ipijit,^ he an¬ 
nounced himfelf a candidate for the office 
of Chainheihiiii, which he ciuricd and 
enjoyed to the lift liour of his life. 

With all his wit and pleafaotry he 
was in many icfpe^ls a man of mtikoJ^ 
particularly in his political Inusy the 
niattagement of which he iindtiflood 
better than any man of his time, lie 
was the fiift who introduced the pra^^tice 
of a candidate's fending a card of thunks 
to his voter in an hour’s timeaftci giving 
liim that vote \ a ciiciimftance which in 
the proporti' n as' it flatters individual 
vanity, lets it at work to lepav tne flat¬ 
terer by frefh e:.eitioi.s in his cau/e. 

He likewife kept a book wlitiein he 
carefully and alphabetically aiiangcd the 
names of all thole \vh«) titlici voted fur 
him, or whuin he knew, or ihought, 
wifhed well to him, or who l ad wntten 
any thing in favour of his jnrtv. An 
inftanie of thi? occuired to a (Tenileman 
who had called upon him onp diy about 
particular bufmels, .and who imagined 
nimlHi totally unknown to him $ hut 
\^kcs foon Ut him know the contrary, 


by politely telling him he believed he 
had the honour of his acc^uaintancc ; and 
then turning to a port folio, he (hewed 
the Gentleman his name, the place of hi® 
abode, with the title of a pamphlet he 
had written fome years before on a po¬ 
litical ful)jc6l. 

It fetms to be the lot of moft political 
wa»a^yr/i''Kti, that they are not always 
ci'ncluiled on the moft sno^al p^imiplrs^ 
where the object is to he attained, the 
vifuits ftem to be made ufe of as they 
can be fciind, and thele Ibmetimes are 
futh as cannot be jullilied on the general 
])iiiiciples of integriry. Wilkes vas a 
politician on this lax principle: when 
))cilbn:il influence failed, he had not 
mojKy, like others, to Iccm il his per- 
furinon } he thciefore hud iccnuile to po- 
litnal niAnai^tment^ and in this he not 
only was equal to molt of thole who had 
gf*'nc before him, hut had th.e cicdil of 
being the iiivmtor of fome new iylfems ; 
filch as 1 ailing icpoils in the muinn^g 
w'hich he knew inuft be contradli^fod in 
the evening, and calculating on the value 
of their tempoiniy credit ; charging his 
Majefty’s Nliniftcrs with picce^dings, 
which, IVum tlieir oath of oflke as Pi ivy 
Coimielh'is, they could not tx.n^Jy date 
to the public in reiutation, See, Sec. 
iill thel'e lie confulered as the wai rantable 
weapons of alt-ick, which he was at no 
pains to ronctal when thcaifair was over^ 
but on the contrary often made them the 
lul)je<!:ls of his wit and plealantry. 

Phean his talents, education, natiiial 
good Ipiiits, and oppolition to Lord 
Bute's Adininillialiuii, Wilkes lived 
with the lirfl ptxfons for lankand abili¬ 
ties of his time. When he originally 
Went (»n his travels, he vvas deteimined 
to fill no iuboulinate fituatiun in the 
company he mixed with j anti as thel'e 
ftr the moft part confifted of the prime 
Nobility t)f ICnglar.d, his txpences ran 
Very high. We have hcaid tliem’cfti- 
mated, hy a near relation of Mr. Wilkes, 
at not lets than ten tboufuml pounch ; and 
this vas one of the fiill ohjefls of diffe¬ 
rence lietweeii him and his fdiher, when 
he had lan through his paternal pro¬ 
perty. Cttnnal IVarranlSy and his per- 
levering fpiilt of oppofition to the then 
cxifling politics, reiideied him tonfv- 
derable nmoiiglt the heads of his paity, 
and the Idol of the populace. The eter¬ 
nal tuples of coiivei falioii which his very 
name gave biith to in all afTociations 
aie well rememberul by many at this 
day: general illuminations havewitr.efled 
his I olitical vidorics i crowds h%vc traced 
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him with admiration in the ftreets; and 
Minilters and AmbaiVadors have bitii 
of ten forced to dil'play the words ‘ Wilkes 
and Liberty’ chalked upon their fliocs *. 

He lived to I'ec all thefe i‘a’zv({s pals 
away, with njoil of‘ the piinclpal allots 
in thole tumultuous times. “ f£e could 
not however but remember that liicli 
things w'crej" and he frequently anuiled 
his private circles with many :m entei - 
taining arucdotcy which lie geneially iii- 
frcdiiced by Tayiiig, “ Now I’ll tell y^u 
a lloiy which happened in the late John 
Wilkes's time.” 

He bore another teftimony to the high 
ch.iratter of the late Lord Chatham, 'R/hoiii 
b( always diltinguilhcd asniicot the molt 
ilhidrioiis patriots of his time for vigour 
of mind, and ui.flnkeii integrity. He 
once related an affair of gallantly, which 
this Nc;bleman had in Ids eatly day^ wlih 
A ccilain lady of high rank, crUbrated 
by Prior’s mule, with ibme circumitances 
of a very extraordinary nature, that can¬ 
not be lb well related. 

With a variety of mental (jualiflcaiions, 
Wilkti, was leckoned one of the politelt 
men of his lime j and, very much to his 
ertdit, this polilenelt), mixed with a liii- 
ceiv aflfe^lion, he fliewetl to liis daughter 
upon all ocralions. In all his tnals of 
iidverfity, in all the Inults of p( pulrr ap- 
plauie, he never Iwervtd from this duty} 
j!ie was the conlfant ubjeflot his attention 
and paternal regard. rholV who knew 
Jiim moil intimately have obleivcd, that 
the topics of convcrlalion which he in¬ 
troduced in her prelciice were of the Irji 
kind, ami that lie always Ipoke his brj} 
upon thole occal'ions. Let this piail'e- 
worthy coiuiuct Ivalancc many oi' his de- 
fe<^Is } and let it be followed as an 
txainpU- by all parents ' 

Wilkes mi<^lu literally be laid to 
ha vc livcii all till, days his lile j” not 
t’aat he was cither n "ourf/inu/ or a great 
(’•linker, but be enjoyed the pleiiluies of 
h’ciety (of which he foinud io c<»nlpi- 
cnous a part) to the lail. He din* d on 
the -^oth November (St. Andrew’s Day) 
The Crown and Anchor, with the 
1 /cntleincn of the Scotch biiclety ; and 
tlnuigh he died on the 26th Dicember 


following, he bore bis part in the plca- 
fantiics of that day with his iil'ual wit 
ami good hunumr. 

He w:r, not ccmfiiicd to his room above 
a foiii'.ighi biloie he died ; and though 
he was VLiy Iciilibie of his approaching 
di{|)luiion, he Iceiucd neither to cliead or 
wiiij lor the event; •phllolophic'ally con- 
lidk-iing death as one of the conditions of . 
luiman natine, which (according to Da¬ 
vid, found hem long experience to be 
the bell calculator on lives) man generally 
mult lubmit to at the age of wreefcore

power. In fliort, he wiihed to be the 
idol of the populace, and his enemies 
riciled the altar. 

As a political wntcr he Hands in a 
^ very relpe^table line ; he was firlk known 
in this capacity by a publication eu- 
fitJed “ Oblerv.itions on the Papcis re¬ 
lative to the Rupture with Spam, laid 
before both Houles of Parliairient, 1762,” 
which was well received j l)Ut he loon 
became the objc6l of moie general at¬ 
tention by being the principal writer in 
that well-known periodical paper called 
** The North Biiton,” which appealed 
5ih July 1762.* In ihefe, as w'cll as in 
the various other papers, letters, fpeeclies, 
&c. &c. which he has written, there is a 
neaineis, a prccilion, a degree of wit and 
pleafantry, that evidently exhibit the 
Icholar, the politician, and the pclilbed 
man of the world j but we cannot think 
,he podeiTed great and commanding ta¬ 
lents, nor was he* formed for gieat cc- 
calions i that is to lay, to ^uide on ^reat 


occajions: lively and entertaining parts, 
fagacity, a pciTeverlng Ipirit, and above 
all a mind made fertile in refourccs from 
his wants, lornied the predominant fea¬ 
tures of his chara^ler ; time and acci¬ 
dent diew thole talents out to full length i 
the public have feen what he attained j 
perhaps he could be no more. 

'When f?jutured iwto the chiirailcrs 
of MiJ^ijirait and Ctamhirlam of the 
Cny oj London^ r\ii \\\3 l\\ could have ful¬ 
filled tholir duties wdth more attention 
and integrity. His inforination, joined 
to an excellint undeiltanding, rendered 
him perlt^tly acquainted with the nature 
and drat its of thole ofliccs, and he ful¬ 
filled them in a veiy becoming manner* 
In fluat, though John Wilkes had many 
failings, and lome that his necfjjiues 
rwcllcd into/W/i, he will occupy no in- 
conl'dciable niche in our hidoiy as a/fl- 
pidu'' lr:adt‘r. In the Corpoiation of 
London he will be rcct'ided as an ;t£live, 
intelligent, and upiight Magilfiatc, 
whillt convivial ciicles will long bear 
tediiiiony to his wit, his plealantry, good 
huaiuiii, and cufmeis of manners. 


ACCOUNT 

or THE 

KITCHEN FITTED UP AT THE FOUNDLING HOSPITAL, 
Under the Direct, on of His Excellency Count Rum ford. 


T he fiye of the Kitchen is 21 feet 
2 inches by 17 feet. In the center 
of the wall, oppoiite the windows. Is the 
foartirtg machine, which is let into the 
wall, and is 5 left deep by 2 feet witle, 
tfnd 15 inches high. In this the dinner, 
on the roaft meat days, being 112 lb. of 
bee», for the officers and children, is now 
drert (tlie time required being four hours 
and a half) with a peck of coals and a 
peck of cinders mixed together 5 the 
cinders being faved fiom the confumption 
of the former day ; inftead of which the 
average confumption on the roalUng 
days, in the former and common mode of 
roafting, was above ten times the quan¬ 
tity of coals, being from two and a half 
to three bufhei. Communicating with 
the roaftcr there arc two pipes, by which 
the hot air may be forced fo as to make 
the meat more or lefs brown, at the dif- 
Cretion of the cook. For the convenience 
of taking out the meat, either to tiiin it 
in the courfe of the drclTmg, or to take it 
tip when dreft, there is a table on caftors. 


which iseafily moved to or from the front 
of the roiller, and wliich in height and 
ri7e coricipouds ex^dlly with the bottona 
of the roalter. 

On the riglit fide of the roafter is the 
fleam box, feet S inches by 2 feet, and 
the large oblong iron boiler, 5 feet by 3 
feet 4. inches, diviiled into two parts ; 
one containing 82 gallons for boiling the 
children's meat, the other 41 gallons for 
boiling greens. 'I'lie fire place that jiiji- 
plies this boiler and lUam box is funk

This double 
boiler and the fleam box, in which the 
potatoes of the Hufpital are drefled, and 
which is capable^ of boiling 200 lb. 
weight of potatoes at once, are fupplied

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beef, greens, and potatoes, is at prcfent 
exactly one peck of coals, aivi the Inmc 
cjnantity ot cinders. The lleani is con- 
dwdled bv a ihiall pipe into tlu- bottom of 
tFie fleaifi box, and by anotlitr pi^e at 
the top ot the fttam box into a cbiinin y 
flue in the wall.

and in bieweries ; it is wurth notice^ 
tliat fo fiinple an invention as the Ueain 
box, for pnpiling potatoes for cattlt« 
may be appii(.d by fanners with hanU^ 
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any cxpcnce or trouble, and with the 
.greatcft advantage: and in the cookery 
of all large ellablifhmcnts, where a num¬ 
ber of perlbns is to be fupplied from the 
fame kitchen, the benefit is of the'utmoft 
^importance. In ioKliers’ bniricks, pub¬ 
lic fchools, hofpitals, manufadciies, 
workhoules, and cook /hops, tl;c iavinej 
in fuel, and in the f mode of preparing 
food, and Llie confequent incic.ilV of the 
comfort and accomuiodriiiun ui the poor 
fo great, as to make tlit* eiicoui age- 
ment and promotion of the‘’e viuual^le 
Inventions of Count Rumferd a national 
•bjeft. 

As to the requifitc attention and care, 
it is eflentlal thjit the flues of the boijeis 
and roallers fhoiild not be too Inull, nor 
fo coiifiru 61 ed but that every part of 
them may be cleaned thoroughly cut 
once a month. The cxpence of this, 
which from caution has been hitheito 
done at the Foundling by tl»e lu lcklayer 
liimfelf, has been 2S. a time for the three 
fets of flues ; which would amount to 
a^s, a year. Care fliould alio be taken, 
in ufingthc pipes of the roahei for foicing 
the hot air, not to open them both too 
hafiily, as the efTciS:! be fo Itiong as 
to fet fife to the meat. It is in this, 
and it is prefumed in all kitcliL'.s, better 
for the toed, and a fa\ing b(>:h in food 
and fuel, and alio lels prejudidal to tlie 
flues, that the fire fht'uid not be made 
too fierce, but that the cooVtry ihoiild 
take rather mcie tlian kls Lime; and 
thcrefoic, though water, without forcing 
the fire, will boil in' the great boiler in a 
hour and a half, yet It has been found 
better to model ate the fire lb as to allow 
two hours and a half. When the boiler 
is juft opened, the heat of the confined 


fleam is fo great aS to fcald morerio 
lently than even hot water, if carclefsly 
approached ; the covers theiefore of the 
Foundling boilers are all opened by 
balanced piillies. To tbefe only one 
caution need be added, neceflary in all 
kitchens, but mod in thufe families where 
tile cook wears mujlin^ that flic fliould be 
careful in opening ihedooisot the grates 
to Icrvc the fire, that the draught, which 
is ,veiy flroug, dots not diaw in and fet 
fire to IicT cloaths. 

At the porter’s lodge of tlie 
Foundling, the file place had lu-eii very 
lubicii; t(> iinoko, oil account ol the iin- 
fiivoinable fituation, and want of lieiglit 
of the chimney flue. This has been 
altered on Count Rumford’s piinciple, 
at the expence of a few fliillings, and the 
deleft is thereby in a great mraruiv, if 
not entirely leniedied j and at the lame 
time neither the grate or room will now 
allow the confimiption of above halt the 
fuel that Was before ncccflaiy. 

In a cook’s flnjp, on the Foundling 
Eftate (in the Colonnade North nt Upper 
Gulirord-ftivi.1), ibeie has alio beei 
ted u]>, in n room only i 5 by 11 teet, a 
kitchen on Count Ruinford’s plan, which 
is capable- of dielfmg food tor %oo per¬ 
lbns : t!iU kitchen, the whole expence of 
fitting up which has baldly exceeded 50I. 
is intfiideil tor picviding g<K d and whole- 
fornc' toocl tortile poor, at averv moderate 
price in money, or upon tickets given 
them by their opulent and charitable 
iieigliboui s, who puichafc the tickets at 
Hillyei’s fliop, in the Colonnade, and by 
direfting their chaiity into that rliMiinei, 
pi event, in a confiderable degice, the 
ubule of it.

Chalybeate wine was a favourite medicine 
w}th him in many cafes, and he gave it 
in very large dofes To facilitate his 
pra£lice,he had copper-plate prelcrlpiions 
ibr general and ufual complaints printed, 
and on feeing the patients he added the 


dofes with his pen. The Angularity of 
his manners, and the apparent opennefs 
of his mind, endeared ms patients very 
much to him, however irregular he waa 
in his attendance upon them, and how¬ 
ever inattentive to the long ftories of 
their complaints. In early life he pub- 
liftied a Text, book of his Lectures, and 
foiiie very elegant foimulit of pic- 
feriptions. 

lie had been once long plagued with 
an hypochondriacal patient; at laft he 
laid to him, I ha[ve now only one thing 
more to propofe to you : become a foot- 
lolditras foon as you can} for in your 
prefcnt litnation as a Gentleman, you cat 
and diiiik too much, and woik too 
little.”

Soon after this ingenious and acute 
Prelate was made Chemical Profclfor in 
the Univerfity of Cambridge, he read 
Lcclmxs in Chemiftiy; a Icieiice of which 
he had been totally ignorant: and on his 
fi lends pjofcfting their wonder at it, he 
iawgliiiigly fiid, “ that the only way to 
learn any liience was to begin by teach¬ 
ing it.” Of the truth of this pofition,

They are 
detailed, in his ufualperfpiciious manner, 
in a fermon, thus entitled, ‘ The Wif- 
dum and Goodnefs of God in having 
made both Rich and Poor.’

OBSERVATIONS AND EXPERIMENTS ON THE FORMATION OF 

IRON. 

BY MR. SMITH. 


H aving Ihcwn in the foregoing 
papcis, that caicare.,iis and aigil- 
Jaccous earth, and vegetable finis Inl- 
phur and phofphofus, are all oht iin ibic 
trom air \ and that animal and vegetable 
life are the great powers b\ which nature 
forms theie iuhitances, I ftiall now ob 
ferve that decompvntion, oi the difFereiit 
modes of decon.polition, has a great ef- 
fefl in the formation of the immciilc va¬ 
rieties of matter i and it is. by the dif¬ 
ferent decompofition cf air ai d water, 
that animal and vegetable lite toiin all 
terreftiai lubflanccs whatever. 

Iron is too well known to need a 
delcription : it is the rneft common and 
the moft cafily decompofid ot all the 
metals i it exifts in almolt all fubliances, 
at leall it may be t-btaiued tiom them by 
‘certain chemical procciii > : hence, tnc 
firft ijupftion that prelent'* itlclf is, Wlu.- 
ther is this lion lo found the pn duel ion 
of life, like clay, or is ii formed dining 
the decompoljtion of tliefc fubflanccs? 
I am inclined adopt the latter, from 
the following Experiment, and namely, 
that the Irpi, which is found in thei'e 
chemical pi( CLftcs. is formed during the 
decompofition of animal and vegetable 
J'ubftances, in the lame manner as lul- 
phur. See. 

EXPERIMENT THE FIRST. 

Ojfic pound of while* clay, mixed with 
an equal gaiantity of iilicicus earth, and 
kneadejd with water, when heated red 
hot, reduced by the evaporation of 


the water to nearly ore half of Its former 
weight. <*nc qiM!tt.i of u poui^d of this 
eaifh being put into a Irnall vefl'ci, and 
I educed to :i proper degree of moillnrc, 1 
fowed in it fi\ dels kedo, fi\e ot wliieh 
came up: in about two months time 
they wtie giown fo large as to weigh, 
w-l'en nev ly gathucd, four ouncis and a 
halt : I then reduced thefe plants to 
allies, and they yielded feven grains of a 
white-cohnired afti; I diffolved them in 
rain watvr ; ami, when all the caithy 
jjJits of the afties v/eie fublided, I poured 
oif the clear lujiicr On ilipping two 
fmail Hips of paper ftnined with the juice 
rf the led r.idifti into il, they were 
changed to a gum c-Khu*: tweiuy*lour

added, a quant it v ot Pruflian blue was 
prodiKcd : I af:er\\.tills ad.ded forne 
caufilr alkali, and a laige pricijiitatioii 
of lime toi Ic place.

an. l had nut loll any thing <t its wciglil. 

This Fx|>erinient not being laiis- 

faifciy, ::s the }>lants miglit he liip- 
pofed poftihly to oxtra‘ff the iron from 
the earth in which they grew, I made 
the following Experiment, which would 

be, as i thougiil, free from this ob- 
jtilion : 

EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. 

I took one quarter of an ounce of horfe 
hair baked, fikcli ars is tiled in fluffing 

chaiisj* 
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chairs; and after having kept it in a 
heat ol 105 degieis tor twelve hours*, by 
means of :i fpirit lamp, I weighed out 
flxry grains of it. My realbn for clmlnjg 
this lubrtance was, that the root ot any 
plant which I planted into it miglit be 
dilengagcd, without the danger oi being 
biokcn, that would have aUended the uic 
of cotton, flannel, or linen lags. Having 
put this hair into a flat vcflcl, I coveied 
it with fjxty grains ot iniihard feed, and 
placed it in a h'ji^houf,': in eight days 
the plants had run up 10 a gitai heiglu, 
by rcalon ot the heat and want ot frelh 
air. I then took out the plants, with 
the hair adhtiirig to them j and alter 
having caielully diicngagtd the«i<<oij», 
one by one, tiom the iiair, I leplaced 
the hair in the aii, and apjili .d tiie 'a;nt 
degree ot luat, and upon wuig'n"g ir I 
iound it had iieilhtr loit nor gamed. On 
welgliing the plants 1 Iound that t'uy 
Vsighed two ounces and a i]uai'i.r; the 
quantity of lain v.alcrtha! tliey l;ad been 
Inpplied with was lour ounces aijti a 
halt ; I to'ok one oiuue ot the't plan’:*, 
and letiiiccd them to a.'hc,. as ii'.

Monolrt of tlio Author of a Vindication of the'Rights of Woman, By Williani 
God>vm, x2ino. Johnion. 3s. 6d. 179S* 


I T was oWcfved by Mr. Hume, al¬ 
most half a century ago, that theie 
was then ** lately fpning up amongd us 
a let of nien who endeavour to diftingiiilh 
themfelves by ridiculing every thing that 
has hitl>erto appeared i'acred and vene¬ 
rable in the eyes of mankind. Keafon, 
fociety, honour, Iriendfhip, marriage, are 
the perpetual iubjefls of their inlipid 
raillery/* If the complaint could have 
been then made with jullice, the times 
have hnee not improved: to the topicks 
enumerated by Mr. Hume may he now 
added the faertd duties of religion, the 
fan£^ions of a liiturc date, and the obli¬ 
gations which bind fociety t(i^ether. 

The Lady whofe memoirs are now 
before us appears to liave pofl'eircd good 
abilities, and originally a good diipo- 
lltion^ but, with an overweening con¬ 
ceit of herielf, much ohdinacy and leif- 
wil], and a difpolition to run counter to 
eftabllihed prat^hces and opinions. Her 
condu6l in the eaiJy part of her life was 
blamelefs, if not exemplary ; but the 
latier part of ir blemilhed with aflions, 
which mud confign her name to poderity 
(in fpite of all palliatives) as one whole 
example, if followed, would be attended 
with the mod tpcrnicious conTequeiiccs 
to fociety ; f female who could brave 
the opinion of the world in the mod 
delicate point j a philofophical wanton, 
breaking down the bars intended to re¬ 
train licentimifnefs 5 and a mother, dc- 
^rting a helplefs offspring, difgracefully 
brou^t into the world by herielf, by an 
{iitcnaed aA of fuicide. 

According to Mr. Godwin’s account, 
was born the 17th of Apiil 1759, 
nod wai treated in her infancy with great 


and unmerited harflinefs and feveiity by 
her paieiits, who appear to have br-en ill 
qualified for the bufinefs of educating 
their childicn. In one of her works, 
when Mis. Godwin fpeaks of the petty 
caics which obfciired the morning of her 
heroine's life ; continual reitraint in the 
mod tiiviul matter i unconditional Tub- 
million to orders which, as a mere child, 
die loon dil'covered to be unrtaionahle, 
bccaufe inconlident and contradi£lory ; 
and the being often obliged to fit in the 
prcfence of her parents ihiec or four hours 
togetliei, without daring to utter a word ; 
die is to he conlidered as copying the out¬ 
line oi the fird period of her exidcnce. 

Her father was pcipetually removing 
his place of rcfidence, and by degices 
cniharraded his ciicumdaiices. About 
the year 1776 he lefided at Hoxton, and 
his daughter became acquainted with a 
female friend, named Frances Blood, 
who then lived at Newington Butts. 
Partly by example, and partly through 
emulation, our authorefs was led to cul¬ 
tivate her falcnis. ** She had hitherto,’* 
fays Mr. Godwin, “ paid but a fuper- 
ficial attention to literature : ihe had 
read to gratify the ardour of an inex- 
linguidiable third of knowledge, but die 
hail not thought of writing as an art* 
Her ambition to excel was now awakened, 
and die applied herfclf with paffion and 
earnednefs.” Soon after this period die 
began to be didatisfied with her fituatton 
at home, and determined to quit it. She 
accordingly, in 1778, became the com¬ 
panion of a Mrs. Dawfon at Bath, with 
whom (he lived two years, and only left 
Jier from bcinff firmmoiied by the melan¬ 
choly ciicumftances of her mother’s ra- 
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pidly declining health. We CKtraft the 
following paflage with great fatisfaflion: 

« The illneft of Mrs. Wollftonccraft 
was lingering but hopelefs. ^ Mary (fuch 
is the manner in which (he is invariably 
mentioned in this work) was alliduous 
in her attendance upon her mother. At 
firrt every attention was received with 
acknowledgments and gratitude j but as 
the attentions grew habitual^ and the 
health of the mother more and more 
wretched, they were rather exa£led than 
received. Nothing could be taken by the 
unfortunate patient but from the hands 
of Mary 5 reft was denied night or day, 
and by the time nature was exliaufted in 
the parent, the daughter was qualiH^d to 
aniinie her place, and become in turn 
herlclf a patient. The lali words her 
mother ever uttered were, ‘ A little pa¬ 
tience, and all will be over!' and ihefe 
words are repeatedly refened by Mary 
in the courle of her writings.” 

She now bade a final adieu to her 
fathn's roof, and went to live with her 
fiieml Fannv, and aftcrwaids attended 
her iilter in a dangerous ftaie for feveral 
months. She then, allilted by her friend 
and two liiUis, opened a Ichooi at filing- 
ton, but .ilterwards removed it to Nevv- 
ingron Green. She lure became ac¬ 
quainted with Dr. Price, and “ ioinet lines 
attended his fermons, but not with a 
I'uperltitions adherence to his do6hines. 
The fadl is (adds our author), that as 
far down ss the year 1787 flie regularly 
frequented public worftiip, for the mod 
part accoidiijg tolhc forms of the Church 
of England. Alter that pei iod her at¬ 
tendance became leis conllant, and in no 
long time was wholly difcontinued. I 
believe it may be .admitted as a maxiin^ 
that no pet ion of a well furnilhed mind, 
that haslliaken off the implicit I'libje^Vion 
of youth, and is not the zealous paitizan 
of a leCt, can bring himfelf to conferin 
to the public and regular routine of Itr- 
nions and prayers.” We /hall only re¬ 
mark on this paflage, that at the time 
above afceitained, commenced thole ec¬ 
centricities in Mrs. Godwin’s conduif, 
which Ifained the latter part of her life 
with ignominy. A female, unreftraiued 
by the obligations of religion, is foon 
ripe for licentious indecorums. 

The plan of life adopted by our 
authoreis did not laft long. The health 
of her friei^ and paitner declined, and 
ihe was adviied to go to Lilbon in the 
hope of a recovery. As fhe grew woric, 
Mrs. Godwin’s regard and anxiety for 
her increaied: ihe was imprelVed with 


the Idea thatlier friend would die In thU 
dlftant country, ahd fliocked with tfio 
recolle^lion of her reparation from the 
circle of her friends, determined to pait 
over to Liibon to attend her. She had 
not money to defray ^he expences of the 
journey, but was lupplied by a friend, 
in a fhort time after her arrival at 
Lifbon, had the mtkincholy cpnfolation 
of attending to the grave, in ^>eccmber 
17^5, the companion of her youth,'wtio& 
memory ihe appeals to have cheriihed 
with unabated fondnefs. VVe aie ghd 
of an opportunity of beftowing unqua¬ 
lified piaife on this inltancc of her af¬ 
fectionate attention. ^ 

The ichooi in her abfence bad fuffer^ 
confiilciably, and (he foon judged it pro¬ 
per to rclinquifli it entirely. The father 
and mother of her deccaft.1 friend wiihcd 
to trail (port themleives to Ireland, and 
Mrs. Godwin undertook to fuppjy them 
with the means. She acccniingly wro«e 
her * Thoughts on the Education of 
Daughteis,’ which die fold for ten 
guineas.

Wc 
fear the pupil was too much influenced 
by deference to the example of the Gq- 
veinci’s. • 

The family of Lord Kingfliorougb, in 
the fummer of 1787, came to Brilfol, 
where Mrs. Godwin compofrd a little 
book, which bears the title of * Mary, a 
Fictiona (lory, of which aeonfiderable 
pait confifls, with certain modifications, 
of the incidents of her own frieiidfliip 
with Fanny. At Briltol, her conne^Uoa 
as Governefs in the KUngfborough fa- 
rpily ceaftd. 

She then devoted her attention entirely 
to iiteiary (uhje^s, and rcfided in George-

At this period (Mr. Godwin cb- 
i^rves) the Ficr.ch Kevcliuion, while it 
gave a iundamental fh< ck to the liniran 
intellefl through every region of the 
globe, did not.tail to pi educe a conlpi- 
cucus eft’eft on the prcgrels of Mai)’s 
reflt^licns. The piejiu 4 tts of her eaily 
years lufFered a vthcmeiit corcullicn. 
Her relpett lor eflablillmicnts was iin- 
deimined. At this ])ciiid occui.ed :i 
mifur.dcillandirg upon public gioiirds 
with one cf her cany Iriends, whole at¬ 
tachment to miifiy cifids aid exploded 
abliirdifits had been iucicalcd by the 
opci\;ti(.n of thole very circnniihit.ccs by 
which hti mind had been lapidtj ad\ai.cid 
in the race of independence.”

General 
converfation and feciety cculd not fatisfy 
her. She felt herfelf alone, as it were, 
in the great mafs of her fpecies, and /he 
repined when flie refleiUd, that the beft 
years of her Hie were Ipcnt in this com- 
fortlcls IcJitiide.” She therefore went 
to France, apparently wilhc»tit any fettled 
plan, and “ four months alter her arrival 
at Paris, in December <794, delibciately 
enteied (as Mr. Godwin expiefles it) 
into that Ipecies ofcoi neiHon, lor which 
her lp;ait Itcreiiy panted, and which had 
tile tficdl of dilhiln’g an immediate tran- 
cjiiiJlity art! cheaiiulrefs over hei man* 
ne-i.s.” The perfon with whom /lie 
Icimcd thia c.'mreflittn was Mr. Ciilbert 
In.lay, a native ot Noiih America, and 
Mr. Godwin is minute enough, though 
Icnictlur.g irccmpatihlc v/ith the former 
date, to m.'ik the time ol the corliim- 
m:’ii('n ol tl.is intiigue to be the middle 
of Apiil 1793.

Wliijieicr /I'.e undoitook /lie perhaps in 
all inltanccs acco-mplilhed, and to her 
lofiy fpiiit Icaiccly any thing /he defired 
appealed hard to perfoim.

IniJay was too much for 
her, and Ihe became iubjeft to fuch weak- 
ne/s, as the weakeit of her /ex would have 
avoided. 

“It was not long after her arrival in 
London, in the commtncement of Octo¬ 
ber, that /lieaiiained the certainty /lie 
fought.

Attcr fome 
time (he became inlenfible ; but (lie al¬ 
ways (poke of the pain (he underwent 
as luch, that, though (he could after¬ 
wards have detei mined upon alinolf any 
other ipecies of voluntary deatli, it would 
have been impoffible foi her to refolve 
upon encountering the fame fenfations 
again. 1 am doubtful, whether this is 
to be aferibed to the mere nature of fuf. 
focation, or was not father owing to the 
preternatural aHlon of a defpeiate fpirit.

The Work clofcs with a number of

The Duke of Athol faid, that if even

The Loid Chancellor laid, that before 
any dccilion wus come to on the Bill, it 
would be proper to hcai what the coun- 
fel had to lay.

'J'hat between the lime of illuing an 
KlccHon Writ, and the return being made 
to Parliament, no Elc tllor Is to uceive 
from any Candidati, oi perfons employ til 
by him, either Meat or Drink : and any 
carriages or otluT con\<yancts uied bv' 
the Elei^dors mult bt paid for, not by ilie 
Candidate or any ollur perlon connected 
■with the Election, but by the Voteis, 
who are to leceive no money loi lol.-, ot 
time ; and the lee to enable a pei Ion to 
acquire the right of voting mult, in ail 
calts, be paid by the peilon applying for 
it. That the v/i»tes of ptilons violaiing 
the above clavfe in any of its proviftons, 
(hall be null and void.'* 

The Maher of the Rolls here remai bed, 
that as he took it for granted the ciiuifcs 
were merely propofed to be jirinted, and 
recoil fid cred, he would iit{t then make 
any oblervutions upon them.

“ That an oath fliall be adminifiered 
to each voter at the time of polling, 
agiceablv to the firll claule." 

J-oid Belgravt brought up two claufes, 

pill prtiiing, 

“ 'J'hat during the time of an Eleflion, 
no Candidate 01 his agent fliould give to 
the Ele£Iojs ribbons or any other b.ulge 
ot dillintUon. 

“ That the e]e6llon of any IVkmbtr 
returned to Pailianunt is liable to be 
qucihmud on the gnjiiml of having un 
loijTur Elf^Hons infiinged tlie AM of 
William III, wbicli dirijiialdication is 
to ixtend alike to the imluccelsful Can¬ 
didate during the teiin of 6 years.” 

'I'he Houle being refiimed, the Report 
was oideifd to be taken into conlide- 
ration on Tiicid.iy the 27tli ot Maich;

it as they might with, and lull time 
would alfo be atfoidid them of exercifing 
their judgments, lli^ Hon. Colleague 
and himlelf had been able to collect ge¬ 
nerally the fcntlments of the Magiltiaies 
ot the United Kingdoms. Having maile 
thefe general obleivations, he hail no 
doubt but it was the intention of the 
Houfe to give fuppoit to the Magidrates, 
and would therefore limply move, “ 'I'liat 
leave be given to bring in a Bill to em- 
i>owcr certain Courts to oidei expcnces 
of adions of inildemeanouis to be paid 
out of the couniy-llock.” 

Mr. Mainwaring laid, it w’as with ex¬ 
treme relu6tance he rofe to oppole any 
motion made by the Hon. Gentiem.ui, 
vvho nevri j)iopoled any thing but what 
W'as evidently intended to beiiefif the 
community j but he believed the prelent 
morion wa^ not his own : it mult have 
been founded on the icpieli niatioiiS of 
iiifeielted individuals. Had the Hon. 
Gentleman conlideied the I’ubjcil of his 
motion, he would have known that a Bill 
oi the lame natuic was biought in lonie 
time ago, and had been amply difculled ; 
but the Houfe had not thought lit to 
adopt it. He tbeiefore expelled to Hiid 
the realbn# Hated why the Houle ought 
not to rejeft the prclcnt motion. The 
Gentleman who advifed the Hon. Mem¬ 
ber to bring this matter forward now, 
had lent letters to the different counties ; 
and Mr. Mainwaring himlelf, as a perfon 
olHcially inteielted, received one of thefe 
JcLters, the jnopofals in which, after 
being very fully confiderod at the Quar¬ 
ter Seflions, vvcic pronounced unnecelliiry 
and improper. This decllion was founded 

tlic notorious incapacity of the county

ikiifs, and carriages. He did not pro¬ 
pose to make any regulations in tnele, 
except with a view to avoid fra^ions. 
The increale that would occur from this 
conlblidation, added to the fuin of 
s86,oool. would produce a total of about 
ft05,oool. It would appear to the rioiiie. 
he laid) that very detailed refolutions 
muft be propofed in the Committee of 
Ways and Means. He lliould move thele 
rolbfutions to-day, and afterwards pro* 
pofe that the table of tlie old and new 
rates, which he held in his hand, lliould 
be printed, in order that it might be de¬ 
livered with tiie votes, before the con- 
fideration took place, wdiich would per¬ 
haps happen on Wednelday.

Mr. Hufley fubmitted the propriety of 
poUponing the motion. The refolutions, 
he rc'inarked, hud not been icad in the 
Committee, the report had been received 
without a tingle comment, and the forms 
of the Houle lb multiplied, that it was 
impuiVible to know in whnt Itage it was 
intended to dil'ciifs thole relblutions. 

Mr. Pitt laid he had no objeftion to 
delay, if any Member wilhed the relo- 
lutions to be poltponed. He llioiild, 
however, conlider himlelf obliged to any 
Centleinan who would have the goodr.els 
to exprels his doubts, as a very few 
w'oids might perhaps remove them. 

Mr. HulTey contended, that the Right 
Hon. Gentleman had not adhered to the 
principle he pro felled ; for on examining 
the fcale minutely, it would appear that 
it I'ometinics role and Ibmetlines fell. He 
tlieiefore wiHicd to lee tlie printed relb¬ 
lutions—170 windows amounted only to 
3I.6CI. whereas, after the Icale left off 
18a, an additional duty of 2S. 6d. was to 
be impoled upon evciy window ; lb that 
the addition of 80 windows to 180 would 
make the increale lol. Another reafon 
why he wiflied the refolutions to be polt¬ 
poned was, that .an increale of i2,oool. 
was dated upon inhabited houfes, which 
was not even alluded to in the printed 
table. 

Mr. Pitt laid, it was his c>bie6l to ef- 
tabliHi an uniiorm increale upon a Icale 
that would obviate the inconveniences 
and irrcgiilaiities of the old I'y Item. With 
reipeft to the inhabited houfes, the rate 
was 6d. upon hodles under 20I. a year 
rent, 9(1. tinder 40I. and is. upon all 
above 40!. but in addition to thole rates, 
theie was 2oi. per cent. In lieu of the 
old rates he propol'ed to lubltitute 8d. 
IS. aiul IS. 3d. and to ahuliHi the 2ol. 
per tent, addition. With rcfptel to the 
dog tax, it was inttnded, where 3s. yd. 
was now paid, 5d. Ihould be added, 
making the whole 4s. With rcfpe^\ to 
cariiages, horfes, and lervants, the al- 
teiations weie lathei in the nature of re¬ 
gulations, with a view to avoid lia^lions 
than an incieaic, making, however, in 
the whole, a conlidtruble addition to the 
old produce. 

The niotioD for the fccond reading of

the Report ordered to be further con- 
lldcrcd to-morrow.

W, N. W.), we came up alonghde and 
captured Revanche French lugger 
privateer, of 16 guns and 62 men, after 
a running fi£ht of two hours, clofe 
alongfidc. 

She attempted to board us twice, hut 
being rcpull'ed, and a well-dirc£tcd 
broadfide havng brought her main and 
inizen mads by the board, and Ihot her 
fore-yard away, they called for quarter. 

We had no fooner taken polTeirton 
of her than with the utmod difHculty, 
and all the exertion wc poifibly could 
make ufe of in getting the prifoners 
Ihiftcd, and our own people back, when 
ike funk, having received above forty 
ihot between wind and water. She 
had feven men killed and eight wounded. 
I am happy ro add, v/e had only two 
men flightly wounded j the 'damage wc 
fudained is modly in our mads, ipar*;, 
fails, and rigging. She was a rcnnrk- 
able fine fad-failing vclfcl, hid only 
cruized fix days* entirely new, tirred out 
for a month's cruize, and the larged 
lugger that failed out of Calais. 

I am particularly indented to Mr. 
Jeffery, maftcr, and Mr. Kolfe, mate, 
for their attention, afllduity, and prompt 
execution of my order:, as well as all 
the officers and crew, who dtTtrvc the 
highed commendation for their alacrity 
in knotting, fplicing, and Ihifting fail in 
variable weathe^', and through a variety 
of courfes, having been expofed to a 
iharp and well-dirc6ted fire from the 
dern-chafers and rnufquetry for near 
^wo hours before the adlion commenced.

** The lapid maich of the Army of 
Italy to Rome, to avenge the murder com¬ 
mitted upon the perfon of Gt ncral Du- 
phot, is an undoubted proof of the ea- 
gernefs with which every Frt-rrhnran is 
ready to iacriflee his life for the llbeity 
and happinefs of his country. .,-N-^'*vei 
thelefs, certain individuals, inverted with 
authority, go through all the richefl 
houfes in this city, and carry off the moff 
valuable tfteils without giving any re¬ 
ceipt. Such offences ought not to pals 
with impunity : they cry for vengeance ; 
they riiljpace the French name, which 
now in a jeciiliar manner is calcnlatcd 
to infpirc rel'pcil throughout the iml^ 
vcife. Yes; wc (wear by the Eternal, 
in whole temple (ihe Rotunda) we aio 
aflemblcd, that we dilhpprove of all the 
fpoliatlons coininitred in the city of Rome 
and otlur pijces of the Eccleliaflical 

States. 
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Sfates. We profefs contempt and hatred 
for the bafe individuals who have been 
vuilty of them. We (wear likewife, that 
henceforth \vc will ceafe to be the inftni- 
ments of thcle monfters who abufe our 
courage. The foldiers and the ofHcer 
futfer the fevereft dillrefs from the an cars 
of their pay being fo long iindifchaiged, 
and yet the means of payment are gieat. 
There are in the military chcll leveril 
millions, v.'hile three millions would be 
lufficient to difeharge the pay which is 
due to us. Wc infift upon it that the 
troops fhall be paid, and that within 
twenty-four hours. The accounts cf 
eacli corps aie already made up, confe- 
qiiently their ordinary pay can l^c ea- 
lily adjiifted ; and, with regaid to the 
arrears fince Praiiial laft, the accounts 
can be made up in forty-eight hours. 
Wc likewile infill, that the effe6ls car- 
ilcil off under various pretexts frem 
hcnifes and churches belonging to foreign 
juivveis with whom we are at peace fliall 
ue inffantly reftored, and that all theJe 
edifices he reinlhited in the iituation in 
which tlicy Itood bcfoic our entry into 
Koine, belides the difeharge of our pay, 
we inlift upon vengeance being infliefed 
upon the lobberies committed by our 
lupciior officcis, and by thole waftefiij 
iiiiil corrupt Adminiftiations which night 
and day indulge in the moll Icani'aluus 
luxury and debauchery. Citizen Gene¬ 
ral, you have complete autluuity in your 
hands j it is in your power to exeicife 
the utmolt feverity againit thole mif- 
Cieants by whom, we repeat, wc aredif- 
graced. Wc tell you plainly at the fame 
time, that if you do mu put a flop to the 
exceifes wliich prevail, and puni/li the 
authors of thole whicli have been com¬ 
mitted, w'c throw upon you the dilgrace 
by which we are threatened, lince you will 
then be conlidcrcd as I heir accomplice in 
the guilt. Wyftill wilh to Halter our- 
ftW es, howe'i-r, that you are innocent, 
an8 th!frYoiir future condii6l will prove 
it; but as the principles which we pro- 
fefs in this Addrefs may be mifreprelent- 
ed, we apprife you that we are to lend a 
copy of it to the Dircilory, and piocure 
its infcitionin the JouniaU of the Ficnch 
Republic. Wc likewife (liall have it 
printed, and polled at Rome in both lan¬ 
guages, to prove to the Roman People 
our innocence, with refpeil to the crimes 
committed againfl: them. If you think it 
of importance, Citizen General, to pof- 
lefs our efteem (that isj the eftc’^m of the 
army) you will not loll* a moment in giv¬ 
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ing us the mod prompt and complete juf* 
tice.

WFST INDIFS- 

By the Leeward Ifland Mail wc have 
received foine very ciicumftantial advices 
of what has pafted in the Weft Indies rc- 
fpe6ling Lord Cameliord, who was tried 
by a Court Martial on the 13th of Ja¬ 
nuary lall, at Fort Royal Bay, for the 
murder of Lieutenant Paterfon, and ac¬ 
quitted. 

Afitigva^ Jan. 23, 1793. 

On the 13th inll, died at Englilh Har¬ 
bour, Chailes Pe^erfon, Kfq. Firft Lieu*- 
tenant ol his Majefty's fhip Perdriif. 
This event was cccalioncd by a difpute 
between the deceaCtd and Lord Cainel- 
foi-d, upon the iight*of commanding at 
Fnglilh Hal bom. Lord Cainelford com¬ 
manded his Majtfty’s Hoop of war the 
Favorite, by virtue of an Older or war¬ 
rant from Admiral Harvey ; and Mr. Pc- 
teifon, though an older lieutenant than 
Lord Cainelford, had lately ferved on 
buaid tliat IJ^ip under his command \ but 
having been removed to the Perdrix, and 
Loid Cainelford not having a commiftion 
as inalter and c^'inmander, Mr. Peterfon 
being then ar Englilh harbour, fuppof- 
ing h.imfelf to be the commanding offi- 
cei, and, unde; that idea, iilued fome 
oideis to Loid Cainelford, which were 
anlwercd by oilier orders fiain Lord C, 
to hfr. Peterlon. Upon Mr. Peterfon’s* 
refulal to obey thefe orders, a Lieutenant, 
with a party cf marines, were fent to put 
him undei ariclt, and Mr. P. prepared for 
rcfillance, and ordered the crew of the 
Perdrix to arm in his dv^efice. But be¬ 
fore any conHI6l took p||ice. Lord Ca- 
inclford ai rived, went up to Mr. P. and 
demanded if he would obey his orders or 
not, and upon being anfwercd in the ne¬ 
gative, he immediately ftiot him dead up > 
on the fpot. 

An inqueft was taken by the coroner 
the next day j but the jury, not being 
willing to take upon themfelves the de¬ 
termination of the queftion upon whom 
the command at Englilh Hurbour h.addo- 
volvcd, found only that the deceafed had

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^iceii (hot by Lord Camel ford in confe- 
quence of a mutiny.

do!ibt you have litv.rd of the 
death of Lieutenant PeUrfon, ot his Ma- 
jefty'Sl Ship Pcrdrlx, who was ftiot by- 
Lord Cameltord. The x;ii'cumltancei are 
as follow: 

Lord Camelford has tlie rank of ma¬ 
iler and commander, and has the com¬ 
mand of his Majefty’s Hoop of war the 
Favorite. The Favorite and Pcrdi ix were 
lying in Engiiih Harbour on Saturday 
the 13th of Jamiaiy, at which lime 
Captain Fahie, ot the Pcrdi ix, was ab- 
Imt in St, Kitts. Mr. Pettrlon was Firft 
Lieutenant of 'uhe Perdrix. Lord Camel- 
fordji as being coninnanding officer at that 
time in En^iffi Haiboiii, oidcred Lieu, 
tenant Peterfon to row guaid in the 
Larbour for tjiat night. This cider 
Lieutenant Peterfon refufed to obey. 
Captain Fahie being Lord Camelford’s 
fenior officer, and his Lordihip having 
therefore, in his tjpinion, no right to 
give the order. Roth Ih.ips were h.iulfd 
siong.fide the dock-yard, repairing, and 
the companies ct each Hiip coileded 
round the party in the dock yard, where 
tlk? altercation began. Many words 
pafled between the Lieiitenani and his 
lordihip, but ftili Mr. Pcterlbn refultd 
to obey, ^bout twelve of the crew of 
the Perdrix came to the I pot armed in a 
few minutes aftcrwaj'ds, rnd l.oid C,a- 
melford brought fix of hi'* maiincs to 
the place, aimed alio. Mr. Peterfon 
BOW drew up his men in a line, and 
he ftood at their head w’ith a fwoid 
by his fide 5 Lord Camclfoui allodrc.v 
op Ins fix men in a line IroiUing the 
I’crdiix’s people, and ddiant rdiont four 
yards. Ilis Lordffiip then rpiittcd the 
place for about two minutes, and re¬ 
turned with a pirtol in his hand, wliich 
he had borrowed of an officer of the yaul. 
Mr. Peterfon ^'as {landing at the head of 
his itien, as before, with his fwoid drawn,* 
Ithe point of it rclling on the ground. In 
this pofition Lord Camelford went up to 
him with his plltol in his hand, and 
laid, “ Do you ftill perfifl: in refufing 
to obey my orders To which the 
Lieutenant anfwered, Yes, I do re- 
I'ufe.” On which Lord Camelford in- 



his back immediately, and never fpoke 
word more, or moved, as the ball went 


entirely through his body. His corpfe 
was tlftn carried into the capltan.houic, 
where Lord Camelford attended and exa¬ 
mined the body. The aimed put of the 
crews of I he two ffiips quietly went on 
buard their p fpeflive ffiips, and Lord 
CaiMcJtord gave himfclf up as a prilo- 
nei to Capiaiii Matfon, of the Beaver 
Hoop ot war, in which ffiip he was car¬ 
ried up to the Admiral in Fort Royal Bay, 
and there tried and acquitted. Hia 
LordHiip gave in a very admirably writ¬ 
ten delence, containing eighteen pages, 
very c^plely written. He is now le- 
tiirned to this place, and is again in 
command of his ffiip. Lieutenant Peter¬ 
fon wps a native ot Nevis, of a very re- 
fpe« 5 lable family there, and quite a 
youth,

Fiuihc-r rirrclts of members of the 
Correl'poiHflng Sicicly weic inacle the 
next day, both in town and country. In 
a houle in Cow Crofs, wheit feme of 
them w'ere taken, 500 pikes anti daggers 
were found. 

Among thole arrefted in Craven Houfe 
were Lemaitre,*who was implicated in 
the plot for attempting to kill the King by 
means of an air-gun; Galloway, Secretary 3 
and Hodglbn, tiie hatter, of Weltminller. 
They had long alfeinbled in the room.

The Pallas arrivtd in Plymouth Sound 
on Tuelday morning, Iroin a cruize off 
the«coait Fiance. Soon after Ihe an- 
chortd, a her.vy galo of wind came on 
from the S. liy W\ attended with amoft 
trtmendi’us leu, which continued, with 
inciruling violence until about Itven 
o’clock on WedneiUay morning, when 
flie parted, v/lrh c.ne ot her anchors, and 
drove iniicU nei'icr to the Ihore before 
her other anchois could bring her up. 
The yard^r and .topmafts were thenllruck, 
and die r.J.e with an apparent degree of 
fafety U’ltil half paft eight, when flie 
again began to drive. The crew now 
cut av/ny all hei mads, to present her 
holding lo much wind ; but, not wit h- 
ftandino- all ti.eir exertions, Ihe did not 
biing up, though with ihiee anchors a- 
head, until the alter part Itnick upon the 
rocks in the Bay, between Withy Hedge 
and Mount Batten Point.

I T has liecn well obferved of Bio¬ 
graphy, “ That every life of an il- 
lullrious perfoncontains lomethingwhich 
li valuable to that art, that fcience, or 
tiiol’e virtues, in which he excelled.'* 
Jt becomes, therefore, not only the life 
of the artilt, or the profelTional man, but 
a portion of that art, or that profeilion ; 
not only a tribute to individual virtue, 
but to virtue itielf. 

Few men, upon this principle, have 
deferved more a niche in the Temple of 
Worthies than the fubje6t of thefe Me- 
inoirs. Of the profeilion he was bred 
in, he was long a refpe^Iable member, 
in the trueil fenle of the word 5—refpeft- 
ahle in the knowledge of his art, and 
i'ei'pe6lable in the humane application of 
it ; he was, befule, a man of general and 
a^Hve virtue, accompanied with a natural 
mildnei's and fr cnels of manners, at once 
both pleafii)^ and exemplary. 

Dr. Richard BrockleHiy was the only 
fon of Richard Brocklefby, Flfq. of the 
city of Cork, who poiieifed a landed 
eliate in that county, on which he lived 
to confiderable old age with much hofpi- 
tality and relpe^h Being educated a 
quaker, he married a Mifs Mary Alio. 
way, of Minehead, bomeiietAiire, who 
was of the fame profeilion ^ and he ainl 
liis wife being on a vifit to her parents, 
oil the fill! year of their marriage, 
Richard, ihe fuhje^l of thefe Memoirs, 
was born there on the nth of Augiill 
1722, O. S. We notice thefe particulars 
with accuracy, becaufc it was generally 


underftood that Dr.'Brocklelby was an 
lrijbman\ and from his being partly 
educated in that cefUntry, his manners 
and early dialed mayhavt firengthened 
this ruppofition $ but the fa6l is (and we 
Aate it from family records, as well as 
his own frequent afinnation), that he 
was born at Minehead, and remained in 
that town till he was three years old. 

On his byping brought over to Ireland^ 
he was privately inftniRed, in his father's 
houfe at Cork> in the rudiments of the 
Envlifh tongue, writing, arithmetic. See. 
ancTfrom thence^ at a proper age, fent to 
Baliytorefehool, in the North of Ireland | 
the (ame fchool where Edmund Burke 
was educated, and which had the credit 
of giving to the learned profeflions in 
Ireland Ibme of the moft diftin^ifheS 
perfons of theprefent times. The Doftor 
being above /even years older than Mr»

huinciTroufly gave for lending for thele 
^wo GentUmcn nvas, “ I hat as Ins 
found the Houle thought it proper he 
lliould be watched, he himfelf thought 
t'zt'o ScfJibfynn molt proper for his I’pies.*^ 

W'iIkes’s fuiiden recovery, and tho 
which this tinnfaflion occafioned in 
the political world, gave great increafo 
to the Do^foi’s lifmg reputation; anti 
W'h.u pcrh.i|>s hill rendered his popularity 
of a iiRie permanent natuic, was lii$ 
Well known and finccg; atuclinient to 
his ernntry ; tor though lie wms j mem¬ 
ber (in C( mmon with ibme of the mofl 
didingiiilhcd charaflers in the kingdom) 
of “ The Conifitiitional Club," and a 
waiin piotcvlor of Wilkes rcfpt^ting 
General ll'^eirrants and the MuUlefex 
Eitflion^ he never once deviated from 
tile lefpeCf he owed Jus Sovereign and the 
I/iws ; and, as one proof out or many of 
this iincerity. he quitted that Club th® 
moment it branched our into other doc¬ 
trines, and iiniler otlicr leaders. 

Though the events in the life of a 
medical man, piirticulaily after he has 
ariivcd at tlie lop of his }»roftflioii, ia 
gcr.eial ex«te little curiofty ; having a 
bul’y nninteri upteei pkaflice to fill up 
almoll the whole of liij tin;e ; yet tlieie 
aie incidents in his pilvate life which 
might piotlucL Ionic- good impieffions j 
anti Jer it be lecoidcd to the memory of 
this worthy man, tliat altlioiigli he was 
fcujpiik'uny attentive to cveiy call of 
piolcfhuii, untl felt the cianje of 
Jna^licv in common with the molt at¬ 
tentive :n d iiuluMrions of his clafs, his 
ived'.eal adiice, as well ns his piirfe, was 
t'vei- open to the poor, as well as to men 
of nieilt (M- tlioje in profeHional lines who 
wcie n.;i rowed in rln^r clrciimftances ; 
and this he did not oiilf when liis for¬ 
tune was at the Hood, but piopcitionably 
in tlie ontfet of liis piolcfllon, when his 
means were Jmall, and his pra^Hce little. 
Thus a wt-ll-tiinL-il oxonomy, amoiigft: 
other comforts, enables a man to be good 
to others as ucll as to liim'Llf; a> tl adds 
a luiire to benevolence, “ \\ hich not only 
bleffes him that givc.s," but le^s -m en¬ 
couraging examy>le to him who receives.

Bcfide giving his advice to the poor of 
all dwicriptions, which he did with an 
aiJlivc and unwearied benevolence, he 
had always upon his jift two or threw 
poor widows, to whom he granted fniail 
annuities ; and who, on the quarter day 
of receiving their ilipends, always par¬ 
took ot the hol'pitalities of his table. 
To lu^h ot his relations who wanted his 
a^hitance in their bullnels or pruteflions, 
he was not only liberal, hut lo judicious 
Su las liberaliticb as to fiiperlLdc the ne- 
ccHity of a repetition of them. 'J'o his 
friend Dr. Johnfou (when it was in agi¬ 
tation among ft n is niends 1) piocuie an 
enlaigement of his pentiun, llie In ttci to 
enable him to tiavel for the henerit of his 
health), he ofTered an eilablirtinuiit of 
kiLndi fd ptuiixh /.*r year dining his 
life : and, upon Doilor John lull’s de¬ 
clining it (which he did in the moll af- 
fe^licnate terms of gratitude and friend- 
iliip), he made hiin a f.cond oftci of 
apartments in his own houJe, foi the more 
immediate beneftt of medical advice. 

To his old and intimate friend Ed¬ 
mund Biuke, he had many yeais back 
heqiieatlied by will the fum of one thou- 
j'and pounds \ but recolledling that this 
event might take place (whi^h it after¬ 
wards did) when fiich a legacy could be 
of no feivice to him, he, with that ju¬ 
dicious liberality for which he was al¬ 
ways diflinguiftied, gave it to him in 
advance, ut ptgmis amicitia : it was ac¬ 
cepted as inch by Mr. Burke, accom¬ 
panied with a letter, which none but a 
man feeling the grandeur and purity of 
i^iendihip like him, could diflate. 

Failing through a life thus honourably 
ccciipied in the liberal puri'iiirs of his 
profeilion, and in the confidence and 
Kiendihip of ibme of the firft chara^lers 
cf the age for rank or literary attain¬ 
ments, the Do^Jjor reached his 7 3d year j 
jand finding thofe infirmities, generally 
attached to that time of life, increalc 
upon him, he gave up a good deal of the 
buftle ot bufinefs, as well as his half-pay, 
on being appointed, by his old friend and 
^tron the Duke of Richmond, Phyfician 
Ueneral to the Royal Regiment of Ar¬ 
tillery and Corps ot Engineers This 
was a fit nation exa£lly iuited to his time 
r*f lifd and inclinations; hence he em¬ 
ployed his tim« in gccafional trips to 


Woolwich, with viiits to his friends anft 
patients. In this laft lift he never forgot 
either the poor or thofe few friends whom 
he early attended as a medical man con 
amore^ Scarcely any di fiance, or any 
other inconvenience, could reprefs this 
benevolent cuftom $ and when he beard 
by accident that any of this latter de- 
icription of his friends were ill, and had 
through delicacy abftained from fending 
for hiih, he uied to get peevifh and fay, 

“ Why am I treated thus? Why was 
not I lent for ?” 

'I'hougli debilitated beyond his years, 
particularly for a man of his conttaut 
excicife and abllemioiis and regular man¬ 
ner oi living, he kept up his acquaint¬ 
ance and fiiendfliips to the laft, and in 
a degiee partook of the plealantrieS and 
co]ii’ivi.flities of the tabic. The triends, 
who knew his habitsi fometinies indulged 
him with a nap in his arm chair aftvrr 
dinner, which greatly refrelhed him \ lie 
then would tui*n about to the company, 
and pay his club of the converfation, 
eitlier by anecdote or obiervation, en- 
tiieiy free from the laws or feverities ot 
old age. 

In the beginning of December 1797, 
he fet out on a vilit to Mrs. Buike, at 
Beaconsfteld, the long frequented feat of 
friendihip and hofpitality, where the 
mafter fpirit of the age he lived in, as 
well as the mafter of that manfion. hud 
fo often adorned, enlivened, and improved 
the convivial hour. On propofmg this 
journey, and under lb innrm a Itate as 
he was in, it was hinted by a friend, 
whether fuch a length of way, or the 
lying out of his own bed, with other 
little circumftances, might not fatigue 
him too much; he inftantly caught the 
force of this fuggeftion, and with his 
ufuai placidity rcpiiv'l, “ My good 
friend, I perfeClIy underftand your hint, 
and am thankful to you for it i but 
where’s the difference whether 1 die at 
a friend’s houfe, at an inn, or in a poll- 
chaife ? I hope I’m everyway prepared 
for fuch an event, and perhaps it would 
be as well to elude the cxpe£lation of 
it.” He therefore began hU journey the 
next day, and arrived there the lame 
evening, where he was cordially received 
by the amiable miftrefs oi the inaniion, 
as well as by Do£lors Lawrence and 
King, who happened to be there on a 
vifit. He remained at Beaconsheld ’till 
the nth of December, but rccollefting 
that his nephew Dr, Young was to

fcturn from Cambridge to London on 
the next day, he Inltantly iet out foi his 
houle in town to meet him. On his 
arrival he found his two nephews, Mr. 
Becby and Dr, Yeung, before him j and 
he had the i'atist'a6Uon of eating his hit 
dinner under his own roof, with his 
neareft friends and relations. He leeined 
to feel a particular fatisfaillon at this 
interview ; and, though fcmcwlia: ta- 
tigiied from the preceding day’s joinr/.y, 
he fuppoitcd himlelf with chcartuliiels, 
and repeated fevcral lines tiom Juvenal 
(his favourite Authui} in the courle of 
the evening. 

About nine o’clock he dcfirfd»to go 
to bed ; but going up ftairs fatigued hnn 
i'o much, that he was obliged to fit in his 
chair for foine time befoie he felt liimiUf 
fufticiently at eaie to be undrefied. In a 
little time, however,, he recovered him- 
fclf; and, as they were unbuttoning his 
waiilcoat, he faid to his elder nephew. 

What an idle piece of ceremony this 
buttoning and unbuttoning is to me 
now !”—When he got into bed he feemed 
crfe^lJy coinpoled, and gave oiders to 
is man relative to Ibine domcilic atfaiis, 
wlilch were to be executed the next day— 
that day to him, however, was an eter¬ 
nity; as in about five minutes after¬ 
wards he yielded to the gentle gradations 
of decay, and expired without a groan. 

On Monday the i8th of December fol¬ 
lowing he was buried in the Church-yard 
of St. Clements Danes (accciding to his 
own particular requelf), in tlie mod: 
private manner polfible ; blow'ing no 
trumpet before his fame, but leaving ihe 
filcnt virtues of a good and well fpent 
life to be his belt and only monument. 

His fortune, which amounted to iiciir 
thirty thoiiHind pounds (after a lew le¬ 
gacies to frienu^fltnd diitant rclatiuns), 
he has nearly uivided between his two 
nephews, Kobert Beeby, Efq. ami Dr. 
Xh-nius Young* He in a great niealurc 
educated them both : the fiilt he early 
fent out to India, where he arrived to a 
juridical fit nation, which he filied for 
fome years with honour and ability, and 
now lives uuon his elfate in Sulfex : the 
other he allowed three hundred pounds 
per year, to enable him to travel and 
tinifli his education. He is juft letuincd 
from Groningen, where he has taken his 
degree, and is now at Cainhridge, in 
Older to qualify hlnifelf foi a leliow of 
the College of Pliylici.ms, London. He 
is conlidered as one ol the hell Gtcek 
fcholars of his age; ard from his pir- 
Hculnr aitachincnt to Itudy, and his 


ardent ambition to excel in all parts of 
general knowledge, there is every pro¬ 
bability he will relief great ciedit on his 
uncle’s judgment and liberality. 

Though Di. Brockle/by had no 
brother, he had feven filters, tcur of 
whom died young. Oneot the luiviving 
tiuee was maiii^cl to Mr. Dai»jS, ol 
Mine head ; the other to Robei t Beeb.y, 
Lfq. a relpe 61 able merchant in Cork; 
and the elder, who never married, Jivect 
with tlic Do6\cr till her death, wlu.’h 
happened about eleven years ago. Sne 
was a very prudent lenhble woman, ami 
did the honours of the Doflor’s table lb 
latisfaclory to his guelis and creditable 
to him, as perhaps one of the realbns 
why he iitv\r inani<.d. On her death, 
many liints vieie tlirowTi out to him /<? 
change his Londition ; but the Doctor 
very prudently replied, “ lie thought 
Jixiv-/ii;€ too advanced an age to try 
fuch an exjieriment.” - 

Asa phyllcian Dr. Brocklefby iniift 
he placed in the firft for:im, if he is to be 
judged by the itgulaiity of his edu¬ 
cation, his long aflil extenlive prailice, 
the many noble families who patroniletl 
liim, and bis high medical aifcciation. 
'I'o the knowledge ot a phyfician lie ad¬ 
ded that miKliieis of behaviour and be¬ 
nevolence of heart which conciliate efteem 
in no one line more than that of the 
medical prgleiiion. 

His general liteiatv.rc was refpeclable, 
and his lafte for it Itill moic fo, as he 
not only diew about his table lome of 
ihe fiilt ch.ua6Iers forlcanitng cr gtnius^ 
but always fupported the caule ot aiC 
and liteiatuje either by his aid to public 
woiks, or by his piivate benevoltnce* to 
men of genius ftriiggliiig with dilticls. 

As a mail ar.d :i good citizen, no oiSr 
could fill thole duties with iiioie credit ; 
and in his Iritndlhips lie pollclied that 
ji>niiy wlucli c )mideied neither 
lime 01 .iliidulty any obliaties to its pur- 
luif. He hcined to liave a pleafure ia 
being ihus employetl, ^nd it may be 
tiuly i'iid ot him in a nu ral as well as a 
medical line, “ That he daily went about 
doing good.” 

As a compnnitn he was polite, ciiear- 
ful, ami entcilaining ; he oi ten quoted 
from the belt aiiihors, antient and mo- 
<lein, with grtat propiiery, and had a 
fund of agiec'^ble anecdote, which he 
told with imiplicity and without in- 
trufion. • 

In fhert, take Dr. Brockielby for all 
in all,” he was a molt honomal lc an^ 
ufeiul member ol iociety; whether we 
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fftimate him by tlie deeth he has 
done, or the good example he has left 
behind him*

D rogheda, a large populous 

Town, in the couniy ot Meath, is 
ii3 miles North of Dublin, on the banks 
of the Boyne, and five fi*»iTi the main 
lea. It was iumierly a place ot great 
flrength, being I’anounded By a wall that 
d:ood the teft of m my fieges ; but during 
the CoiTimon Wealth, Cromy ell, in the 
year 1640, made an attack on the place, 
and after a inoft obftinate refifiance, it 
vras taken by llorm. Wlietlur liede- 
figned to ftrike'terror in l!i*j oilier im- 
Conquered towns, or owing to tljc (lirhnis 
brutality of iiis iv:ldicrs, iii.nly lurinlie, 
but every pert&u found in .nns was 
(laugbterul: amongft rhe niiiubtr w^rc 
tfie Governor, Sjr Art!.or Athlon, Sir 
Edmund V''at ney, niul Colonels Wnrren, 
Ttnipift, and Finglas, with many others 
of inferior note. Ships of lai go tonnage 
can unload at the Key, wheic is a good 
Gultom-houfe, an JKxchangc, three large 
Inns, and every., accoinmodar Ion in point 
of travellipsr that could be tviflicd tor. 
There arc fvvei..,l Meeting Houfes, a 
Church lately built in tlo^ Gothic ftile; 
one alto at the cud of the town, in the 
Cbuixh-yard of which arc, ciei5l ugainft 
iti walls, two figuics in Hone, about fix 


feet high, fnid 'to reprefent a Noblman 
and his wifi, wlio were caft away‘uj>o'd 
the coalt ; but more pr*)bal)ly as a me¬ 
mento (cr the giddy and unthlntc-mg 
palTeiiger, to prepare him for tlint’ ftatc 
he (ooncr or later muft change to ; the(e 
images being in their (lirouds, and in the 
Inft Itage of decay, give rife for the con- 
je6hue. Inllancfs of the like arfe in 
m;'ny places in England j particularly, 
feifhup Chici'.cleys, at Canterbury } Fox, 
at Saldh.uv, Clone (ter, See. They had 
a broad inlci ii>tion of the old text round 
them, but that is now fcarcc legible. 
The Town is govenicil by a Mayor and 
Aldermen, returns two Members to Par¬ 
liament, and carries on an extimfive 
commerce, particularly in Corn i'nd 
Sheetings : the latter remarkable for their 
linmgth. I'he only Ufqoebaugh 
can he called genuine is made here, and 
has frequently relieved the molt dreadful 
fils of the gout, even when the patient 
has been given over. Immediately acrofs 
the river is Mr. Ogle’s dom'ain } the 
wood fiom his grounds gives a fine piece 
of back fcenciy to the Town, and is 
deferibed i)i the annexed Plate*

“rt V the favour of a Gentleman, in 
f# poflefiion of feme original papers 
formerly belonging to Edward Proger, 
El*q. we are enabled to prelent to our 
readers the following Letters from King 
Charles the Second and other diftinguilhed 
perfonages. 

The family of Proger is very ancient. 
The fii lt traces of them are to be found 
at a refpe 61 able manfion-houfe, called 
Wern : DDir, near Abergavenny, in 
IVloninouthlhire. They were numerous 
and widely dil'perfed, and we find tlmt in 
1620 a Philip Proger was one of the 
equerries to King James the Flrft. He 
hvid iflue James, who left a fon Wroth, 
who either fold or bequeathed the manor 
and efliite of Gwernvale, near Crick- 
liowell, in Brecknockfhirc, to Henry 
Pioger, Efq. (afterwards Sir Henry) Ion 
to Philip before-named, and one of the 
equerries to King Charles the Second. 
Sir Henry Proger dying, left his eftate of 
Gwernvale to Charles Proger, his only 
fon, a Colonel in the foot-guards, who 
mortgaged it to Samuel Awhrey, coach- 
maker, at Charing-crois, London j and 
upon the death of Charles (which hap¬ 
pened a few years afterwards), Alice, 
his widow, fold it to Edwaid Pioger, 
V. ho had been page of honour to King 
Chailes the Pint, groom of the bed¬ 
chamber to King Charles the Second, 
and ranger of the middle park of Hamp¬ 
ton Court, in which office he died, in 
the reign of King George the Pirft. 
Edward Proger died towards the end of 
the year 1713, leaving all his cllates, 
leal and perfonal, to his three daughters 
Philippa, Catheilr*^, and Prarecs. In 
ilie paitition of tUt^roperty Philippa, 
the eldelt daughter, poirefled the efiate of 
Gwernvale, jult as Sir Heniy left it j 
and,cn her mai 1 iage with S.amuel Croxail, 
D. D. (Author of The Fair Circadian 
and other celebrated works), on his fur- 
viving her, this eltate, under a lettlement 
made previous to their nnrriage, became 
his property. Dr. Croxail died in the 
year 1751, making a will, and giving 
ills pertonal eftate to a lady who was a 
dillant relation, and fince dead, who gave 
thefe papers in her life-time to the prefent 
pofl'eflbr. 

Edward Proger, Efq." fays the 
writer of the Notes to the laft edition of 
OnunmonCs Memoirs, *• was, in the 
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year 1669, one of the grdoms of the 
bcd-chaniber to the King. By a letter 
from Cowley to Henry Bennet, dated 
iS 06t.«i650, Mr. Proger appears to 
hare been then a6^ive in his mafter's 
iervice (Brown's Mifcellanea Anlica 
1702, p. 153). In the lampoons of the 
times, particularly in thofe of Andrew 
Marvell, Mr. Proger is deferibed as one 
devoted to aiTill his mafter's pleafures. 
In 1660 he was named, fays Lord Or- 
fbrd, one of the knights of the Royal 
Oak, an order the King then intended to 
inftitiite. By the fame authority we are 
informed that he had permilUon from the 
King to build a houie itf Bufliy Park, 
near Hampton Court, on condition that 
after his death it (hould revert to the 
Crown. This was the houfe inhabited 
by the late Earl of •Hallifax. Mr. 
Proger died, fays Le Neve, December 
3ifl, or January ill, 1713, aged 96, of 
the anguish cutting teeth ; he having cut 
four new teeth, and Ifad levcral ready to 
cut, which fo inflamed his gums that he 
died thereof," (Monumenta AUglicana 
P- 173.) 

From the p.apers now before US we 
learn that Mr. Proger was fworn grooitx 
of the bed chamber to the Prince at Paris 
in 1646, an^ in the year 1650 had a 
warrant made out to him, granting him 
2000 acres of land upon the continent of 
Virginia, next adjoining unto the colo¬ 
nics and plantations then already fettled. 
On the 2+th January 1670 he was iworn 
houfekeeper of his Majelty's palace at 
York, On the 2ifi of March 1678-9 he 
had a grant of the office of chief iCarcher 
of the poit of London, to takceffeft from* 
the death, furrer.Jci, forfeiture, or other 
determination, of the eitates and interefia 
of Peter Pcrcival and William Fowlys, 
Efq. 

At the beginning of the reign of Queen 
Anne he prefented a%gtition to her 
Majefly, in which he iiated that King 
Charles the Second, by Ixftters under his 
fign manual, dated the syth of Auguft, 
in the fifteenth year of his reijgnf, h^d 
granted to him tiic fum of five thoufafid^ 
pounds rterling, payable out of the fumj^ 
given by the adventurers and (bldiers of 
Ireland, to reward fucli as had ferved 
the Crown, of which fum he received 
only one thoufand pounds.«This lecurity 
falling, he received from the Kiiig', by

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letters patent under the Great Seal of 
Irelandi dated 19th Marchi in the 99th 
year of his reign,^ a penfion of 400I. per 
annumt pnynbie out of the revenue of 
tbat kingdom by half yearly p^inents^ 
until 4000I. Ihculd be received. Of this 
he only received aool. The petition then 
0 ates> that at June next he fhouid have 
lerved the royal family threelcore and 
nine years, and that' he was expofed to 
more dangers in the time of thlfrebellion 
than any reformed ofBcer that had half 
pay to iubfift on. He therefore prayed 
that ^ch a fund might be fettled on him 
as jnight preierve him and his family 
from^ extreme want. The effect of this 
j^tltion is unknown. 

The following epitaph leems to have 
heen defigncd to be inferibed on his 
tomb; but wh.ther executed'or not, does 
not appear. 

** Here lies, in hopes of a happy re- 
rurre6l'ion, the body of Edward Pro- 
6£R, Efq. defeended from the PR0C£RS 
of Owernvale, m Monmouthfhire. He 
was page of honour to King Charles the 
j and, though very young when the 
civil wars broke cut, behaved himfelf 
with lb much courage, and acquitted 
himfelf of many fecret and important 
employments with Ibmuch judgment and 
i^delUy, that that prince, during his iin- 
^rifonment at Hampton Court, found 
ipeans to fend an order to have him 
iworn one of the grooms of the bed- 
cTiamber to his fon the then Prince of 
tVales, afterwards King Charles the 
Second, in wliich pod he continued du¬ 
ring the life of that prince, having lerved 
Ijts country feventetn years as a Member 
of the Houfe of Commons for the county 
of Brecon: upon the death of King 
Charles the Second he retired from all 
public buHnefs, fpending the rcnialndtr 
of his days in zealous prayer for the 
good and prol'perity of his church and 
country.

fe£Honately kind to his children, affable 
and courteous to his fervants and infe¬ 
riors, and good to all people. 

He was born June the 16th 1611, 
and died December ^xil 1713.

SIR, 

In your Notes on Virginia, combating 
certain fentiTinents ofothe celebrated B(«f- 
fon, you have given us an eu^gium of 
the North American favage* and, to 
cftablilh their eminence in oratory, have 
introduced the fpeech of LOGAN (whom 
jou have dubbed a Mingo Chief) to Lord 
Dunmore, when Governor of Virginia ; 
a morfel of eloquence, in your o|union, 
not to be excelled by any paiTage in the 
orations of Demofthenes, Cicero, or of 
any more eminent orator, if Europe has 
fumilhed more eminent. And that your 
reader might be the better enabled to 
diftinguifh all its luperioiity of Juilre, 
you have given him the following pre¬ 
liminary ftatcmtnt of incidents ; “In the 
ipring of the year 177+,” you fay, “ a 
robbery and murder were committed on 
an inhabitant of the frontiers of Virginia 
by two Indians of the Shawanefe tribe. 
The neighbouring whites, according to 
their cuftom, undertook to puniHi this 
outrage in a fiimmary way. Colonel 
(Crefap, % man infamous for the many 
murders he had committed on thofe much 
injured people, collected a party and pro¬ 
ceeded down the Kanawa^f^ in queli of 
vengeance. Unfoitunately a canoe of 
women and children, with cne man only, 
was feen coming from the oppoiiie ihorc, 
unarmed, and unfufpeiling an hoftilc at¬ 
tack from the whites. Crefap aiul Ids 
party concealed themfelvcs on the bank 
of the river, and the inomcnt the canoe 
reached the fliore, finglcd out their object, 
*'aj>d at one fire killed every perlbn in it. 
This happened to be the family of Logan, 
who had long been diftingninicd as the 
' friend of the whites. This unwoithy 
return provoked his vengeance. He ac¬ 
cordingly figna^zed himfclf in the war 
which enfittd. In the autumn of the 
fame year a decilive battle vvas fought at 
the mouth of the Great Kanaway between 
the colle^led forces of the Shawanefe, 
Mingoes, and Dclawaresi and a detach¬ 
ment of the Virginia militia. The In- 
dianj^Werc defeated, and fued for peace. 
Lo^n, however, difdained to be feen 
among the fuppliants ; but left the fm. 
denty of a ffcafy fhould be diftrufted, 
from which fb diltinguiihed a Chief ab- 


fented hinvfelf, he lent, bv a meflenger, 
the following fpeech to be delivered to 
Lord Dunmore.*' 

This ftory and that fpeecb of Logan, 
having been fcle£^ed by Mr. Fennel, in 
his “ Readings and Recitations, Moral, 
Critical, and Entertaining," induced me 
to addrefs to that Gentleman a letter on 
the fubje6V, which perhaps you may not 
have /<!'#«, for I know not whether you 
are in the habit of reading the newf- 
papers ; but that you may, if you pleafe, 
have an opportunity of feeing it, permit 
me to refer you to the twentyrfixth num¬ 
ber of Poicupine's Gazette *, printed in 
the city of Philadelphia* in which paper 
a copy of my letter was publilhed. 

To the world at large, and to every 
individual interefted, as anhitlorian, 
mujl be conlidered anjwerable that the 
fpeech of Logan \% genuuieyunadidt*trated^ 
and not a fidion. And as, that the 
beauty and excellence of that fpeech 
might be more clcaily perceived, you 
tlioug'ht good to enter into a detail of 
fa^ls \ to the world, and to cveiy perfon 
interefted, mujiy as an hiftoiian, be 
confidcred anfwcrablc for the truth of thole 
fafls. 

I Jirft became acquainted with Colonel 
Crefap in the year 1772 ; I was then on 
a journey to Fort Pitt; Colonel Crefap 
was at that time living at his feat by 
Old Town. He was nfver on the Weft 
fide of the Allegany mountains from that 
day until his death. Nor was Logan's 
family killed on the Kanaway, but at the 
mouth of Yellow Creek, ®n the Eafl fide 
of the Ohio River, and about tony or 
filty miles above Fort Wheelan. And 
as you have fo much miftook the place 
where the trailfaftion happened (which, 
by the bye, is a little remarkable in an 
enlightened hiftorhtii, volunteering on 
events which happened in the ftate where 
he lived, and thole too of fo recent a 
date), it is not very improbable that you 
have been equally miftaken in the perfon^ 
or in the title of the perfon, whom you 
have fixed upon as the principal per- 
fonage in thole tranl’ailions. Although 
the Crefaps all lived within a few huu- 
ciiedyanlsof your ftate, and the North 
branch of the Potomac, one of its bound¬ 
aries, ran through their pofleflions. I 
will therefore take no.advantage of any 
error you may have made in the dejig^ 
naiio perfonee^ but will give you fu’l

A man of whom it might 
be /aid, with as much propriety as I 
believe was ever faid of man, tiiat he 
knew not fear.’* 

Courage, hofpitality, candour, and 
fmenrity, were the prominent features of 
his chara 61 ;er! Thefe all'o are the lead* 
iag traits in hxs deicendants. 

Immediately after the peace of Air- 
ll-Chapelle he e/tablifhed liimlelf at Old 
#Town, on the North Branch of the Pa- 
tomack, only fifteen miles this fide of 
Fart Cumberland, and one hundred and 
forty miles to the well ward of Baltimore 
town. What mull have been the litu- 
atlon of hitnfelf and his family on lb 
diftant a frontier, during the war which 
terminated in the year 17^%, and during 
the troubles wh'ch preceded that war, 
may be eafily conceived by thoie who 
have any knowledge whatever at that 
time of the fettlements of Pcnnfyivanxa, 
Maryland, and Virginia. 

After the defeat of General Braddock, 
ji company, railed and commanded by his 
cldeft foil, Thomas Creiap, and in a great 
meafvre iVroplied wlfh arms and other 
ftece/kiries by the Cedonei himlelf, at* 
toeked the tnvaiing faVages, and drove 
thdm over the mountatns; but this vie* 
torji^ was embittered by the iofs of their 


^tnUtini leader s he hiid one of tt^T^uTn 
Chiefs fell by wounds, mutually infisAed, 
and expired together. Soon afrtr tliis 
event (Colonel Civlap and his then cldeft 
fon railed another company at their own 
trxpenoe, croU'ed the mountalns« Snd de¬ 
feated the Indians with confidcrable 
/laughter. After the inhabitants of that 
part of the country where, he redded bad 
generally fled from their houfes, and re¬ 
tired to the neighbourhood of Cunogb- 
cheaque, he remained with his family at 
ins houle, near Old Town, which he had 
fuiTounded with a ilockade, for twelve 
months or upwards $ when at lall be was 
induced to withdi'aw fi*oin fo dangerous 
a fitiiution, removing with his books 
and palters, accompanied by a few of the 
foi’mei* inhabitants, who had been in his 
neighbourhood coile^tng their cattle, 
amt were driving them down the coantry, 
he was att: 4 ckcd by the Indians, who 
lay in ambulh for him, and four of kis 
|*arty were Lilicd on the Ipot; the In¬ 
dians were however lepulfod with con- 
fiderahlc lofs, and lie had the good for¬ 
tune to ei''ape unhurt. 

That Colonel Crc.fiip and his family 
Y/ere frequently and aftively engaged in 
the conflifls which took ulace between 
us and the Indians is well known. That 
I’ome of the Indians have fallen by their 
hands is not denied ; but tlio(b were not 
in the number of our frieiuls. 

To the Indians, who were attached to 
our caui'e, his doors were ever open. At 
his .houle was their frequenjt r.endezvous j 
there often they met mclfengers from tlie 
then Governors of Viiginia and Mary¬ 
land : thcr:^ they weie often furnilhed 
with arnns, with ammunition, and with 
nrovifions, and not imfreqv;ently out of 
his own llores, and at his ov«i expciicc. 

Jt was to thofe fay ages, who were 
employed by the French nation (before 
it became onr very good friend and ally) 
to ravage the frontleis and butcher tlie 
peaceful inhabitants, that he and his fa¬ 
mily were terrible. And to thole they 
ivers terrible, though not *•* as the fires of 
Heaven.”

The change, which I had 
lecuivcd at one turnpike gate, was very

I )ricious fyftem in many places, particu- 
arly in markets, and law that it was 
produftive of confiderablecontcnlion, and 
confequently hindranec of bufincfsj ‘if 
fraud in the original pronnilgators, and 
lofs and inconvenience to the poor : I 
therefore determined, through the inedliiin 
of The European Magazine (a ve¬ 
hicle in which they were the moft likely 
to attrafl the attention of the public), to 
flate my thoughts upon the fubje6t. 
This I Ihould much looner have done, 
had not a number of avocations precluded 
me ; but it Is not yet too late ; the evil 
ftill continues, and indeed, as I am in¬ 
formed, incrcaf^s: therefore, although 
the Legillatuie has not armed tlie hands 
of the Magillrates with veiy llrong w'ca- 
pons, I ftill thiiik that they are equal to 
the Aippreilion of this illicit kind of 
traffic, which, if fuffered to prevail, muft 
not only caufe a further depreciation of 
the autliorized copper coin of this king¬ 


dom, and that too In a moment when, 
from the exertions of the artifts con¬ 
cerned, it has acquired an elegance and 
beauty unknown to that of former ages $ 
but will totally impoverilh the lower or¬ 
der of the people, to the burthen of their 
refpeflive parillits, by inducing them to 
exchange their commodities, their la¬ 
bour, their time, and talents, for a vile 
kind of drofs, of no value in itfelf, and 
I'ubjedl to the capricious eftimation of 
ihol'e who may, for finifter purpofes, find 
it convenient to depreciate in one county 
or town thoi'e tokens, to which they arc 
feduloully endeavouring to give an arti¬ 
ficial currericy in another. ^ I therefore 
do fcVioLilly recommend to the faid Ma- 
giltratcs, in every diftrift, to pay that 
attention to the luppreflion of thefe in- 
Itiuments of liaud and opprefTion which 
their duty demands, and which the pub¬ 
lic experfs from them ; convinced at the 
lame time, that they only needed the 
fiightflt hint to ftiiniilaU their aftivity, 
elpeciTlly, as while it will have in view 
the proteftioii of the revenue, it will alfo 
be exerted in the lervicc, and for the rc* 
liel of the poor.

It has 
been well chiei ved that a pai'iloii fur the 
marvellous is the diltinguilhi.ifl: cha- 
raflerihic ot a nation emeiging irom, or 
linking into, barbarity; as man, in the 
oppoiite extremes of childhood and old 
age, requires rocking in a cra<lle. If 
this rtatement be true, and liiftoiy cer¬ 
tainly conrirnis it, the piclpeHb of the 
prcl'ent age are of a nature extremely 
alarming ; tor perhaps there never was a 
period, hnee the days ot Charlemagne, 
that teemed with inch extiavag.nit ro¬ 
mances. I have,'* duiiiig iny peiegri- 
iiatioris, watclied with lome uttentU)n the 
decline and fall of novels in the j)ic!eut 
age. I remember the time wlien ge¬ 
nuine natuie was the lalte of the town ; 
when we condefeended to be pical'cd with 
the tianla^lions of an inn, or a kitchen 
fire-fiile, dclineared by the in.dlciJy j»cu 
of a Fielding or a Sitioliett : wit was tiien 
thought a neccllary appendage to a v. i it-, r, 
^nd tlie fimple defenpeions. of real litc 
were perulcd with avidity and latis- 
ia« 5 Hon. This period, ljj)wcvci, vaniflied ; 
and Jiritain, changeful as a child at 
play,'’ grew fo luxurious and dainty, 
that common life ccaled to inttrell: hei. 
Sentimental delicacy lucceeded next, and 
a whole holt of fighing Iwains, v.'ith the 
voluminous Richardtoii ut their head, 
contiiuied to entangle the town ui delicate 
diHreHes, errors of innocence, and cx- 
cellivc fennbility. Nature, rhough thrown 
in the back ground, was yet not totally 
deferted ; but was occafionally brought 
fi)rwaid, like iiilerior objects in a pidure, 
to increale the effed.

and wheie, “ for his gay, volarile friends, 
whole defiles cenrer in a chearful amiifc- 
ment of their leilurc hours, an ailiduous 
coI!e£lion Ins been made of every novel 
and ton'ii/ue that has ever been pub^ 
Ifjbed Heavens, what a Hough of 
delpond to wade through ! how incx- 
ueii'ibly is the woild oliligcd to him fbr 
lis care and attention ! Wh.it praifes arc 
:'u*]icicnt to ctlebrale this Maecenas of 
the age i and how much more Ihould we 
be dellobred, if, inllead of the pieicnt 
emblem.tticrii c 4 evice in the frontifpiece 
al his catal ^gue, ol Mgicrva protc^ling 
Literature, he ha<l depiv'fed himfcif, like 
another Jupiter, lithng in ftate, with his 
inferior deities around him, and Minerva 
ifTiiingfrom his head. 

I was led into this train of thought by 
a converiation which I lately overheard 
in the library in Leadenhall-lheet. I 
had not been many minutes there, when 
the appearance of two very pretty women 
drew ray attention, between whom the

IN THE SAID COUNTY. 


SIR, 

HE office, to which you are this day 
appointed, is of no linall import¬ 
ance y inafiiiucli as the welfare of a con- 
iiderahlc part of our fellow-fubjefts de¬ 
pends upon the due execution of it. It 
is duty, Sir, to be the Guardi.\n 
AND Pro TEC TOR OF THE PoOR ;— 
and, as fuch, to provide employment 
for tjiole who can w«yk, and relief and 
iiipport for thofe who cannot j to place 
the young in a way of obtaining an hoiieft 
livelihood by their induftrv, and to en¬ 
able the age't/ to dole their labours and 
their life in peace and comfort. 

In the execution of this office, it is 
your duty to confidcr how you may bell 
improve the Jituation of the Poor in your 
parifh, fo as to lelfen the calls for pa¬ 
rochial relief, and thereby to diminifh 
your parifli rate. In this refpe^, much 
may he done by occafional aid and en- 
cmuagciticnt to parifhioners with large 
families j much, by means of regular 


employment for children, either at home 
or in fchools of induftry, fo as to lit 
them to be placed out in fervice at an 
early age; and much, by a judicious 
management of your poorhoufe, if you 
have one, and by making a proper dif- 
tin^ion and reparation between the 
honeft and induftrious, who w driven 
thither by age, infirmity, or misfortune^ 
and the idle and profli^te, whofe loofe 
and vicious habits ot life have made 
them a burthen and a difgraee to their 
parifh. 

You are, Sir, within the fpace of 
fourteen days, to receive the books of 
Afiefl'ments and. of AccoftatR froip your 
predecefibrs, togethtg witk lU^ money 
and materials, as (hall be in their haia^S 
and, if any balance is d\ie to tbemrychi 
are to pay it out of tW fisft OtPiMeR th^t 
come to your* hands* 

In conjunAion with thcchttfchwardens 
of your parifti, you afe, by a pa^ifti 
rate, to raife money to purchafe a ful*

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Rock of mater nis, for (btting the 
jpoor to work ; and to I'upply competent 
fums for the relief of the fame, impotent, 
old, blind, and fuch among you as are 
poor and unable to work, and for putting 
out poor children apprentices. 

In making the ]>oor*6-rate, it fs ncccf- 
fary that a majority of the churclf- 
wardens and overfeers fhoukl concurs 
and it is your duty to make an equal 
and impartial rate, without favour or 
aReftion, upon every occupier of lands, 
houfes, tithes, mines, and falcate un« 
derwoods in your pariih. When fuch 
rate is made, it is to be approved and 
figned by two juftices, dwelling in or 
near your pariih s and, on the Sunday 
after, publiAie^ in your pariih church. 

In cafe the rates, fo made, lhall not be 
regularly paid, you may obtain a fum- 
mons for the perfon making default to 
appear before two neighbouring juf- 
tices; who may,"by warrant, authorize 
fuch rates to he raifed by didrefs in 
your pariih ; or, if fulHcient goods of 
fuch perfon making^default be not found 
in your pariih, then, upon application to 
one judice, to be levied in any other 
county or dillri6t, where the defaulter 
may have property. 

With regard to the poor*s~ra/e, we 
know that there are indances in Ibme 
parts of England wheie it has been levied 
upon ibe Poor .* we mean'* by the poor, 
thole who have not the advantage of any 
profvlTion, trade, property, or income, 
nor other means of iupport, except their 
daily labour $ and who have only a cot¬ 
tage, a little garden, and a few articles 
of furniture, merely fuch as are necelTary 
for thchi and their families ^ and we 
cthink it our duty to obferve, that, to 
charge fuch poor perfons to the rate at 
all, appears to us to be dire^VIy contrary 
to the authority under which the rate is 
made $ viz. m Statute of Elizabeth, 
which was paifisd foon after ihedilTohttion 
of the menaftenei, and intitled An 
Aft fw iSfit'Reiirf of the an 

Aft, in which if tottages had' been in¬ 
tended to have been included, they would 
have been exprefsly named, as well as 
koufes { from which they wure then con- 
iid^red as. totally diifertnt, and dittin- 
guilhable in point of law. 

It is impoRible to read that (latiite, 
without perceiving that it was never 
intended to ^onijirl the Poor, who are 
frugal and indiiftrieus, to fupport tliofe 
who are not fo; but that there is 
throughout a diHinftion made between 


the dafs of men, not having income or 
property, which is to be intitled to relief 
under it, and thole who, from the income 
of their property, profeiTion, trade, or 
occupation, arc to contribute to that 
relict : that by the Poor are intended 
the labouring cottagers; who, if out of 
employment, are under that Aft to have 
work found them; if lame, impotent, 
old, or blind, and unable to work, are to 
receive pecuniary or other relief; who, 
if habitations are wanting, are to have 
them erefted at the charge of the pariih ; 
and whofe children, if unemployed, are 
to be^fet to work, and, at a fit age, to 
be placed out apprentices in fcrvice, or 
to a trade. 

But, whatever may be the opinion as 
to the law^ there can be no doubt in 
point of prudrucfi that while the day 
labourer, who has children, is exciting 
liimfelf to maintain his family without 
parochial aid, it is adangeious txperl- 
ment to attempt to make him contribute 
to the liipport of your other poor, with 
the probable, or cvcmi a pollihle, con- 
iequence of driving a Urge family on the 
pariih. 

There is, however, one clafs of la* 
bouriiig men, who have ilill a fuperior 
claim to exemption from panOi rates ;— 
the members of Friendly Societies, who 
are acquiring for themfcives, out lif the 
favings of their own induftry, an eligible 
and honourable provifion, independent of 
the poor laws. As thefe focieties, par¬ 
ticularly wbtre they enjoy tbr aii*vmn>age 
of homing their ruies framed and con^ 
firmed according /o /«w, have the effeft 
of greatly reducing the poors-rate, it 
is lequircd of you, as an aft not merely 
of jujiice but of pMidfnee y not to c«- 
deavour, in aiiyrcafe, to coin|;>el fuch 
labouring men, being members of Friend^ 
iy Societies ellabltfheil according to law, 
to contribute to the fupport ot tbs other 
poor of their own pariih. 

In applying the rate for the rcHef of 
the poor, we requeft that you will attend 
to the permanent impronfement of their 
condition, rather than to the little ex¬ 
pedient or economy of the moment. If 
a poor man's family is vifited by Tick- 
nets or calamity, it is better for yoiu^ 
pariih that he Ihould receive a timely 
i'lmply of medical and other necelTary 
aliiRance at home, and he re-eftablilhe(( 
in the power of maintaining himlelf an4 
his family by his Jabour, than that they 
Ihould be ncglcfted, unt\J it becomes 
necelistry to n(iovc thm into the poor- 

houle. 
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hmife; ^here they may probably remain 
a burthen to the parim foi many years 1 
It the poor of your pariih want employ* 
ment, there is more economy in fupply* 
ing them with inttni^tlon^ encouraze- 
mcnt, I'pinning-whecls, wool, and other 
means of earning a livelihood, than in 
leaving them to be oppreiTed by poverty, 
and by that languid and delponding in¬ 
dolence, which is often rather the mil*, 
fortune than the vice of the Poor; with 
the conlequence of being obliged to 
maintain the family afterwards, at ten 
times the expence that would have been 
incuired at hrd by a timely fupply of 
relief to themielves. Upon this ’head 
we have one earneft requeft to make: 
tiiat whatever is made by their labour, 
lliey may have the ’whole produce of it, 
withoiir any dedu^lion, on any pretence 
wiratever. The earnings of the poor 
iJiould be facred and inviolate, in order 
to encourage them to work, and to 
exempt the chara^ei* of their employers 
Irom the imputation of intcreHed niQ* 
tives. 

Upon the authority of the cafe of 
the King and North Shield^ (20. Geo. 
III.) we have, where parents have ap¬ 
plied for llipport for their infant chiU 
iiren under ieven years of age, ordered 
them relief at home, without leinoving 
the parents or children into the pariili 
workhoulc ; adopting the humane and 
judicious fentiments, which Mr. Juftice 
Buller delivered on that occafion : — 
That it would be injurious to pariihes, 
if, << wlien one of a numerous family 
wants relief, the ivhole niuft go to the 
arilh workhoule and that it would 
e very unjuit << that the parilh ihouid 
he inti tied to the labour of a tohole 
family, becaule one oi them might want 
relict.'* Any difliculties, however, that 
have reinaineu on this fuhje^, have been 
icmuved by the Art (36. Geo. Ilf. 
cap. 23.), which enables Magidrates 
to make fpecial orders for the relief of 
indultrious poor perlbns at home* 

It is your duty. Sir, to fee that there 
aie proper habitations for the poor of 
your parith j and if, by the decay of 
cottages, or by the increale of popu* 
lation, more habitations are wanted for 
them, you are, with the leave of the 
lord ot the manor, to erert cottages 
for them, at the parifli expcnce, on 
the wafte, or common, within your 
yarifh^ 

After every thing has been done for 


the encouragement and protertlon of the 
defirving poor, there remains another 
clafs, which it will be iieceirary to re* 
form by punidiment f 1 mean thofe 
drones of I'ociety, idle and diforder^ 
perlbns, whom the law has deferibed as 
^agranit^ rogues^ and vagahonds* It it 
die to the honeft exertions of the in- 
dudrious cottager, that, while he re¬ 
ceives aid and encouragement, they 
diould not efcape corre6\ion : that evciy 
diftinrtion ihould be made between him 
and thofe who wander about, endea¬ 
vouring to fubfid, without labour, on 
the inJudry of others ^ of whom many 
have deferted their families, and almou: 
all have quitted the placet or fituation. , 
where their fervices mieht have been 
ufeful, and where they ought to havo 
been employed. In bringing thefe to 
punidiment, with a view to amendment, 
it will be prudent for you to apply for 
dirertioiis to this Bench, where you 
have found regular attendance and anid- 
ance from the Magidrates for the fpace 
of nine years ; and it will be merciful 
lb to felert the objerts, as that the punidi- 
ment of few may have its cfFert in the 
reform of many. 

As in your condurt towards the poor 
out of the workhoule, fo, in refpert of 
thole within its walls, theie (hould be 
a marked dijitnation between the in- 
dujlnoui and the idle^ and between the 
o\derly, and the projiigate. There is 
nothing, in the internal regulation of 
this country, more fubvcilive of iu 
credit, 01 more inimical to its prof- 
perity, than the uniform and unvaried 
U'catment, which the bed and the word 
of our fellow-fubjerts icceivc in a paridi 
work boil Ic. In that place, it is of the 
utniod importance, not merely to the 
poor perfoDS who are driven thither by 
the ttiu|x-d of foituiic, but to the very 
well being of the country itfelf, that 
there ibould be a decilive boundary-^ 
a line of ieparation—drawn between the 
tmiujirious and bon/jl ipoor, who are 
fullering uud:^ a calamity from which 
neither you nor ^ can prefume to be 
exempt, and thofe miaous and abandoned 
chararters, which are the pells of lb-, 
ciety, and the objerts of punidiment. 

In adminidering relief, we inquire in<i 
to the indudry and chararter ol the per- 
(bn who applies. We have found no 
iViiail benefit in adhering drirtly to this 
rule i and we confidently recommend to 
you, as an cncomagement to the energy 

and 
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And ^od habits of the poor, hot to 
ipirc to the idle and the vicious the 
lame encotjragemrnt as is due to the 
honeft and indudrious Ubcunr. fuf- 
fering under ficknefs or misfortune. 
If it appears that the perfon who ap. 
plies has exerted himielf bonoui ably and 
dtligeHtlf in,his fitnation, it is yofir 
Sir, ami it is the intneji of your 
phiifh, that he be relieved kimih and 
iiberntfy. 

There ts an Afl of Parliament which 
^hles you, if you are Jo difpofedy to 
iaim your workhoufe. It is poilihle, 
that a farmed workhoufe, confided to a 
clclerving perjjpn, Itke ahfolute power in 
ibe befl and moft virtuous hands^ may 
W the inftrurpent of good \ but there 
is no inftance whatever, in which the 
duty and iniereji of the peribn nitrujled 
are fb completely in oppofition to each 
ether, as in that of the farmer of a parifh 
workhoufe. For, while his duty Ihoiild 
direft him to improve the date of the 
workhoufe. it is his intereft to keep it 
in Atch a condition, as to deter any com¬ 
petitor from oflferin| for it, at tne end 
of the year. The neceflary confequence 
of this is the increaie of parochial ex- 
pences: and we find, from the different 
returns throughout the kingdom, that 
where workhoufes have been farmed, 
though there was fome faving at firff. 
yet in a few years the es^pences have 
thereby been greatly increaied, and the 
poor's-rate accumulated to an alarming 
amount. Where, indeed, a prijicipal 
land owner, or land occupier, of a parifh 
can be induced to contras for the parifh 
workhoufe, he has an initreji in the per* 
fuanent improvement of its condition^ 
and in the diminution of the diffreffes 
hf the poor j but where a vagrant fpe* 
tulating contraBor vifits your parifh. 
with a view of making his inetdenttU 
profit by farming your workhoufe, we 
truft you will confider the Chriltian 
principle of noiKf as you would bk 
t>ON£ BY ; ancr that you will not con¬ 
fide the poor, whofe guardian and 
PROTECTOR it is'yourduty to be, to 
one. into whofe hands you would not 
truft-an acre of your land, or any portion 
of your own property. 


With regard to your workhoufe. we 
have another obfervation to make, and 
that ref*pe 61 a your parifli children. As 
you regard your own intei-eft and their 
welfare, we entreat you to educate them 
out of the workhoufe. You can do it 
with as little, and even lefs, expence to 
the parifli; with miKh lei's annoyance 
to the old people in the workhoufe, who 
are too often the fport of thefe little 
unthinking, and uneducated creatures ; 
and with much more liencfit to the 
children, who get earlier, and more ad* 
vantageous fitualions in fervice. and fuc- 
ceeJ better in life, proceeding from a 
parccnial fchool. or cottage, tlian from a 
workhoufe. 

With regard to the removal of la* 
boiirers belonging to other parifhes, con* 
fider thoroughly what you may lolb, 
and what the individual may i'lifl'er, by 
the removal, before you apply to us on 
the fubjeft. Where you have had, for 
a long time, the benefit of labour, and 
wlicrc all that is wanted is a little tem» 
poraty relief, reflcfl whether, after fo 
many ycais fpent in your fervice, this 
is the moment and the caufe for removingr 
them from the feene of their daily la* 
hour to a dillant parifh. There are 
cafes, in which reinovals from one parifh 
to another are proper and jutiihable; 
but in every inflance, before you apply 
for an order of removal, conlider whether 
it is prudent^ and if prudent, whether it 
is juft. 

Within four days after the appoint¬ 
ment of your fiicceit'ors, you arc to pro¬ 
duce your accounts before two of the 
neighbouring jiifticcs for examination; 
and, within fourteen days aftef fuch ap- 
pointnienr. you are to deliver your 
hooks, materials f(\£ work, and balance 
of cafh, to the ]>erfbns appointed to fuc- 
ceed you. |f you (hall have executed 
your office duly and confcientioiifly, you 
will then quit it with the bleflings of 
the poor, the eiteem and relpeid of tf\c 
other claffes of fociety, and the appro¬ 
bation of your own conlcience.

T his Work, which is not to be read 
as a mere book of entertainment, 
contains an iinp(S.’tant period of the Hif- 
tory of EnglSnd, accurately and im¬ 
partially written • from documents to 
which no former hillorian of the times 
lias had accel's. The Author is well 
known to the public by his former pro- 
du^ions, and the reputation he has ac¬ 
quired will not be dtminifhed by the 
prelent performance. 

From the preface we learn that Mr. 
Coxe, having pnekrtaken to write The 
Hiftorical ai^ Political State of Europe,'* 
in the profeculign of that work, obtained 
•eccis 14 various coUe^ions of original 


papers, particularly thofe of the Earls of 
Hardwicke, Harrington, and Peter¬ 
borough, and of Sir Benjamin Keene.

The Houfe 
however refolvcd, Thar Robert Wal¬ 
pole, Efqiiire, was guilty ot a high 
l)ieach of tryft and notorious coriiiption j 
that he fliould be committed piiioner to 
the Tower of London 5” and on a fub- 
icquent motion, which was carried only 
by a majority of 20 votes, « 'J'hat ho 
fhould be exj^elled.” 

** On the next morning Walpole fur- 
rendeied himfeif a prifoner, and was com¬ 
mitted to the Tower. It was cxpc6K-(l 
that he would have petirionetl, and fub- 
mittcd himfeif to the cenfure of the 
Houfe; hut he refufed making any con- 
ceflion, which would imply a conlciouf- 
neJ's of guilt, and he therefore remained 
a prifoner until the proihgation of Par¬ 
liament.

While he remained a prifoner he 
was confidered ^s a martyr to tlie caufe

.abilities,'particularly by the Duke and 
Duchefs of Marlborough. Csodolphin, 
Sunderland, Somers, and Pultney, and 
his apartnieht clchlbit^d the appearance^of 
a crouded levee. ,

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« During hit confinement he had iuf- 
fiCient leii'ure to coinpofe a clear and 
judicious vindication of hinil'elf, which 
was ^biifhed under the title of The 
Cafe of Mr. Walpole in a Letter from a 
Tory Member of Parliament to liis 
Friend in the Country.” In this mafterJy 
defence he fully juitihes himfelf, and ap. 
peals to evidence taken upon oath, from 
the two principal charges, high breach 
of trull, and notorious corruption. In 
regal'd to high breach of triilt, he fliewg 
that he had no advantage in the con¬ 
trails s that he was not the only perfon 
concerned in making them ; and that 
they weie fettled on the bell and moll 
advantageous terms to be obtairftd at 
the time : in reply to the charge of no- 
toi'ioMs coniiptions, lie proves that a 
fharc in the contrail being given to his 
friend Robeit Mann, the contractors 
preferred paying him a fum of money in 
recompence tor giving up his lhare j 
that the contraClor who had negotiated 
this bargain with Mann dying, the other, 
tiot knov/ing his name, made the note of 
hand payable to Walpole, or order, ibr 
tile ule of his friend ; that the note was 
iiiiluiied by himielf only for form, and 
the money received by Mann was for his 
own ule and benetit, and that Walpole 
had not the Jeall interell direClly or indi- 
reClIy in this affair.'* 

The Sellion was prolonged beyond the 
ufual time for the purpole of retaining 
him in piilbn, from whence he was not 
relcaled unt il the 8th of July 1713. The 
icm-ainder of this firlt period ot his life 
was employed in writing, and otherwile 
oppoling the Miniftry, in every way 
wliich offered itfelf. 

The next period commences with the 
^ccelFion of George the Second in 1714, 
and ends with the c^umencement of the 
Sotfth Sea fcheme in 1710. On the ele¬ 
vation of the new Sovereign, the Whigs 
. imined lately expelled their opponents, 
and took their places, and Mr. Walpole 
was appointed Payiiiailer of the Forces. 
The Miniiter, who at this period took 
the lead, was Charles Vil'count Town- 
fend, of whom Mr- Coxe gives thi; fol¬ 
lowing account ; 

“ Vic was the eldeff fon of Sir Horatio 
Townlend, who was fo highly inlfru- 
ineutal in forwarding the Keltoration of 
Charles the Second, that in i68a he was 
created a Peer. Charles took his feat in 
the Houle of Peers in 1696, and, being of 
a Tory family, attached himfelf fo 
ilrongty to that party, that he figned the 
proteit refpstling the impeachmen: of the 


Whig Lords. But his zeal for 
Tories foon abated, and even took a eofc 
trary dire^lion, to which the reprelenta- 
tions and conduct of his friend Walpole 
greatly contributed. He then attached 
himielf to Somers, and a6led fo cordialljr 
with the Whigs, that when Williani 
formed V new Adminiilratson, princi^ 
pally conipoled of shat party, a rumour 
was confidentially circulated that be was 
appointed Privy Seal. In 1706 he wa% 
nominated one ot the Cotninifiioners for 
fettling the union with Scotland j in 
1707, Captain of the Yeomen of tl^ 
(^een's Guard ; and, in 1709, accom¬ 
panied the Duke of - Marlborough to 
Geriruydenberg, as joint Plenipotentiary 
to open a negotiation for peace with 
France : he was depute^Ji in the laifie 
year Embaffador Extraordinary to the 
States-General, and concluded with theih 
the barrier tzeaty. Soon after th&chan|(€ 
of the Whig Adminillration he refigndd 
his Embaify, was renxfVcd. from the poft 
of Captain of the Yeomen, and cenfured 
by a i'ory Houfe oi Commons for having 
figned that treaty. During the early 
part of the reign of*Qiiceii Anne, on ac¬ 
count of his youth, he a£lcd only a 
fubordinate part, and was not confidered 
as one ot the great leaders of the Whig 
interdlj but towards the clofe of thht 
reign, his iervices and decifive conditfl 
railed his conltquence, and he gained 
gjeat acceffiiin ot cbara 5 ler with his party 
on being prulecuted at the fame time with 
the Duke v;f Marlborough. 

“ Though naturally of (low parts, he 
had acquired fiom long experience the 
talent that rendered him an able man of 
bulinels, which was the Ibic objecl of his 
ambition.: he was rough in manneis, im¬ 
patient of contradiction, of a fanguiijp 
dil[)orj(ion, impetuous, and overbearing; 
tliough inelegant in language, and often 
perplexed in argument, yet Tie fpoke fen- 
libiy, and with a thorough knowjedee 
of hi s lubleft. He was generous, highly 
difinterehed, of unyiemlfticd honour s 
initiated in diplomatic ^‘anfa6lion8 dur¬ 
ing the Congiel’s at^Geriruydenberg and 
the Hague, he cheriQied too great an at¬ 
tachment to negotiation) and, fond of 
vifionary lfch(;mes, was too apt to propofc 
bold and decifive meafures, which the 
more temperate and pacific difpofition of 
Waljiole was continually employed in 
^buntera£ling.” 

With this Miniftcr Mr. Walpole afted 
for two years, and during that buiy 
period was*vciy active againft the Mi- 
nifters of the tour lall years of Qjjeen 
T t % Anne. 
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Anne* He drew up the Report of the 
Secret Committee, was the chief manager 
of the Iropeachnients, and on the xith of 
Of^ober 1715> was appointed Firft lord 
Commdhoner of the Trcal'ury, and 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. In the 
year 17x6 the famous leptenniahbill was 
afled ; af meafure wl^ich appears to har/e 
ad the approbation of the great Lord 
Sommers. The lemainder ot the time 


of the adminiftration of Lord Townfcnd 
was filled up with the intrigues of the 
Duchels of Kendal and fome Germans 
who came over with the King, and a^ted 
with intolerable rapacity. A coolnefs 
and diflerence of opinion foon cook place 
between WaliKile and Townlcnd, whiclv 
ended in the mfinifiion of the latter*

A Tour in Switzeiland; or, A View of the Prefent State of the Governments and 
Manners of tbofe Cantons * : with Comparative Sketches of the Picfcnt State of 
Paris.

I N this revolutionary age, an Author 
hazards much who profefies to de- 
icribe the prejent flate of a Country on 
the Continent of Europe: for, in pro¬ 
bability, the vei*y Syfteinof Government, 
or of Cufioms and Manners, which the 
writer is painfully labouring to analyze 
and explain, may, by the day of publi¬ 
cation, be entirely overthrown ; and a 
ilate of things have taken place, to no 
part of which the remarks that are offered 
to the reader may be applicable. 

The Aibjusation of Switzerland by 
France, and the impofition by that over¬ 
bearing power of a new form of Confii- 
tution on the Helvetian Republic, are 
very important eircumfiances that might 
indeed have been forefeen,, but certainly 
could not be difeufled by our fair Tourift. 
The Reader of theft* Volumes, therefore, 
will bear in mind, that it is Switzerland 
on the eve of a Great Revolution, and 
not under its operation, that is the fiib- 
jcfl of her pen. 

Mifs Williams in her Preface pro- 
feffes to be aware that the paths which 
^fte trod had been trodden before, and the 
objefls on which flie gazed with aftonifh- 
snent had been already deferibed : but 
Ihe adds. 

It is true that the fketch I have 
pencilled of that I’ublime feenery, how¬ 
ever rude, wil^be found to be an original 
drawing, copied from* nature and not 
from books} yet'I fhould fcarcely have 

{ irefumed to obtrude that unfiniflied out- 
ine on the public eye, if the other parts 
of my journal offered nothing new to its 
obfervation. It is the prefent moral 
fituation of Switzerland that jultlfies the 
appearance of thefe Volumes, in which 
All attempt is made to trace the inx' 


portant effefls whicli the French Revo¬ 
lution has produced in that country, and 
which are about to unjotd a new at a in 
Its bijhry."

She linds intereji to be the prtmun mobile 
of the burghers of Balil, and that even 
their hours of recicallon are under its 
influence. 

“ The men have formed themfelves 
into different focietieSy called tabagies^ 
or fmoking-clubs, becaule all the mem¬ 
bers Imoke molt furioufly. Each club 
is com poled of nearly the fame age, a 
enffom to which tjie love of equality 
perhaps gave rife, but which is obferved 
to be extremely prejudicial to the man- 
Ters of the young men of Bafil, by ex¬ 
cluding all forms of deference aad po- 
litenefs, as well as all means of improve¬ 
ment. With relpeft to thefe things, 
there Is indeed nothing peculiar to the 
clubs of Bafil ; fince from Brooke’s, 
compofed of the honourable members of 
the Britifli Pailiament, to thefe tabagies, 
filled with the fenators of the laudable 
Helvetic Body, a man who has long fre¬ 
quented fuch meetings beconies entirely 
unfit for all other focu-ty } he foon thinks 
it an hardihip to pals an evening cllc- 
where, and terms all other company con- 
(fraint, becaiife it wants the cafe of a 
tavern, where tumult is milfaken for 
gaiety, and familial ity for friendfhip. 
But while in other places the talfc tor 
clubs is confined to a fi|;\v pcifons, Bafil 
is a town of clubbKls, containing no 
lefs than twelve fmoking focictics, each 
ermpefed of about fixty members, whp 
meet every afternoon at an early hour, 
drink tea amidll the exhilarating fumes 
of tobacco, difciifs the political fitii;^tion, 
but far more indefatigably the com¬ 
mercial affairs of the town, calculate the 
gains and lolfcs of the day, form new 
lehcnies of acquirii^ wealth, and fepa- 
rate at the hoi:r of* fupper before .they 
have faid one word on any fiibjecl of 
(afte, or lirnature. 

"I'he ladies of Bafil, abandoned by the 
ipen, have recouife to clubs alfo, and 
fometimes twenty ladies affemble together 
without one man being of the party, 
although to fuch as prefent themfelves, 
admittance, far from being refilled, is 
even gratefully accoided j and fometimes 
a ftranger, taking advantage of the 
poflure of affairs at Bafil, which leads a 
coterie of young hand feme women to 
confider his company as a favour, pays 
his homage, to the ladies, while clouifs 
of other incenfe are riling in every quar¬ 
ter of the town from the tabagies where 
their abfent hufbands are convened.^ 
Tlie female focieties of Bafil 


formed from Infancy of children of the 
I'anie age, and of the fame clafs j and 
during their childhood, the equality uf 
years is fo finally obferved in theic fo¬ 
cieties, that fiflers, whofe ages diftlr 
three or four years, have their ieparat^ 
coteries |in the fame houfe. There .is 
I'^mething foothin^ in the idea of theic 
infant aflociatlons \ it feems forming an¬ 
other ban ier for our Kelplefs lex againft

** Lavater is a venerable looking old 
man, with a (harp lung face, high fea¬ 
tures, and a%rinkled biow : lie is tall, 
thin, and interefting in his figure i when 
ferious he a look of melancholy, al- 
moft of inquietude $ but when he fmlles^ 
his countenance becomes lighted up with 
an expredton of i'weetneis and intellU 
geiice. 

** There U a fimple eloquence in his 
converl'atlun, an etfuilon of the hear* 
extremely attractive : he Ipeaks French 
with Come difliciilty, and whenever he is 
at a lols lor an expieftlon has recouife to 
German, which I in vain begged a Swiis 
gentleman, who was of our party, to 
tranilace for me: he tokl me, that tdr tiie 
mott part the •German Vdrds Lava ter 
employeil were compeund-epithets of his 
own fraiihing, which bad peculiar energy 
as he ufed them, but which would 
i^uiec vapid and Ibiritkfe in cradftatton.

** Lavater ^gave %s a mod pleafjiig 
accoimt of morals in Zuric. He had 
been a preachet of the gol'pel, he faid, in 
that town thirty years ; and fo inc-^able 
were the citizens of any fptcics or cor¬ 
ruption, that he ihould have rendered 
bimfelf ridiculous had he ever, during 
that long period, preached a fennori 
againft it, iince it was a vice unknown. 
• At what a diltance,’ thought I, ‘ am I 
arrived from London and Paris.’ 

“ When wc took our leave of Lavater, 
he begged we would vviite our names and 
place of abode in a book, which he ap¬ 
propriates to. the life of inlcribing the 
long lift of his foreign vilitors. An hour 
'after my return from his houfe he came 
to pay me a vilit, which I was taught to 
contider as an unuiual compliment, fince 
it is his geneial rule not to return the 
vifils of ftrangers. Kcligion was the 
theme of his dilcourfe, and he talked of 
its pleafurcs, its coni'olations, and its 
hopes, with a folemn fort of enthuliaftic 
ferver, which (liewed how much his heart 
was interefted in the fubje^l, and how 
warmly -his ienfibility was awake to de¬ 
votional feelings. Although his zeal 
was not without knowledge, yet it was 
lomewbat ditticiilt t« difeover what was 


his fyftem of belief < whether he was o( 
Paul or Apollos, a follower of Calvin 
according to the eftablilhed creed of th« 
Swifs church, or whether he was not ia 
fome fort the fiamer of a new do^rlne 
himliflf. 

** One of my fellow-travellers, who was 
anxious to w'icft from the venerable palter 
his confeflion of faith, brought in review 
before him the various opinions of the 
fathers, orthodox and heretic ; from 
JiilUn Martyr and Oiigin, down to the 
Biftiop of St. David's and Dr. Piieltiey. 
But Lavater did not appear to have made 
polemics his ftudy j he leemed to think 
right and wrong, in hiftorical fa^l, of 
far lefs impoi tarice than ilglit and wrong 
in religious lentiinent; and above all, in 
human action. There was more of feel¬ 
ing than of logic in his concludonii; and 
•he appealed to have taken lels pains to 
examine religion, than to apply its pre¬ 
cepts to the regulation of thole frailties 
and paftions ot the human heart, the 
traces of which, hidden from others, he 
had marked with Inch admirable ac¬ 
curacy in the character and txpiellion of 
outward forms. For rnylelf, I own tlie 
foltmn, meek, aiTeftionate exprcllion of 
La\ ater’s pious fentiments, vvcie pecu¬ 
liarly foothing to my feelings, after hav* 
irg been lb long ftunned with the cavils 
of French philolophers, or lafher the 
impertinent comments of their difciples, 
who are fo proud of their fcepticil'm, that 
they are for ever obtruding it in con- 
verlation.”

Thffe piece now under our 
confideration deviates but little from the 
original ftory; which is rather retold in 
dialogue, than meriting to be teriped a new 
performance. It is, however, forcibly and 
pathetically written, is calculated to arrelt 
attention, and to produce the effects intended 
by tragical reprefentations. Tliofe who aro 
pieafed with The Stranger will not be dif- 
fatisfied with the entertainment fet before 
them in Count Bcnyowfky.

30. The Eccentric Lover, at 
Comedy, by Mr. Cumberland, was aded 
the firft time at Covent Garden. This 
play IS another inftance of the rapidity of 
Mr. Cumberland's pen, and ot impru¬ 
dence in obtruding fucti hafty perform¬ 
ances before the Public. It is rather a 
colled ion of detached fceurs than a re¬ 
gular drama. The Eccentric Lover is 
little diftinguUlied from many other 
lovers on the Englifh Stage, who are 
ignorant how far their happinefs depends 
on their miftrcfs’s fmilcs. The reft of 
the charaders are a benevolent Milan- 
thrope, a‘ generous Admiral, a medical 
Coxcomb, a fobli^i Huiband, a carelefs 
Wife, and a young Widow, who gives 
encouragement to a lover, while fhe af- 
feds to rejed his paflion. This iaft 
charader appears the only original one 
in the piece, but Teemed to give but little 
ihtisfa^fion. ‘ Some benevolent and ibine 
loyal‘ientiments obtained applaiife, but 
the reception of the whole but little 
encouraging. It was given out for a 
ftiture reprefentation, which Teems to 
have been prevented by thu illncfs of 
Mr. Quick. A Prologue was fpoken 
by Mr. Holman, and an Epilogue, in the 
charader of a fprite, by Mrs. Mattocks.

Lord Grenville then moved the firft 
reading of an Aft, to empower his Ma¬ 
jefty to lecurd*and detain luch pcri'ons as 
his Majefty may fufpcft of confplring 
againftJtiis Majefty*s Perfon and Govern¬ 
ment. 

The Bill wa& then read a fiift and 


fecond time, committed, read a third 
time and palled, and Tent to the Commons 
for their concurrence. 

The Bills on the table then palTed 
through the Committee.

MONDAY, MARCH 26. 

HE Bill for repealing the Clock and 
Watch Duty was read a firft time. 
Ordered to be printed, and read a fecond 
time to-morrow. 

Mr. W. Dundas moved for leave to 
bring in a Bill to enable his Majefty to 
call out a part of the militia in Scotland. 
Leave given. 

Mr. Hulkifon, in the abfence of a 
Right Hon. Friend of his, gave notice, 
that to-morrow a motion would be made 
for leave to bring in a Bill to enable his 
Majefty to direft that meafures Ihould be 
, taken to remove cattle, &c. from the Tea 
coaft in cafe of invafion, or for the ul'e of 
his Majefty's forces. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 27. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas rofe to move 
for leave to bring in a Bill for making 
more effeftual Movilion for the fecurity 
and defence of the rea]iT)> and for hulcm- 
nifying perfons w.ho may I’uffer in their 
property in cafe of emergency. In dif¬ 
ferent parts of the country, he faid, regu¬ 
lations, fimilar in principle to thofe con¬ 
tained in the preftnt meafure, had been 
made by tlic Shei iffs and Lords Lieute¬ 
nants of co\|pties \ but doubts had been 
entertained whether they had fufticient 
power to cai^ty their plan into eil’cft : 
the objeft of Vht Bill he ftated to be, to 
gain information of thofe w'ho would be 
ready> in their refpeftive neighbourhoods, 


to CO operate with the regulars, and be 
placed \n convenient pofitions 5 that no 

} >erlbns might be induced to drive away 
ive ftock } to indemnify the proprietois 
for the ftock ufed by the military; to 
indemnify land-owners for pieces of land 
appropriated for the ereftion of batteries ; 
to enrol labourers to a6f, if neceffary, 
as pioneers ; to drive off cattle ; to le* 
move from village to village the aged, 
infirm, and deftitute ; and to veft in the 
Lords I.ieutenants power limilar to thofe 
they polfefs with regard to the regular 
militia. There were perfons, however, 
in the country, whom it would be unfafe 
totrurt with arms,', they mu ft be watched. 
It was not, he laid, his wifti to difturh 
unanimity j but he was forvy to remark, 
that there were perlbns (few in number 
he hoped) who were not only inimical to 
the Conftitution, but who, by a trai¬ 
torous correfpondence, had proved their 
defign to be, to eftablifti their fyftem on 
a French invafion ; he did not fay that all 
who pj-ofeffed themfelves to be advocates 
for Parliamentary Reform wiflied to fa¬ 
vour the fehemes of the enemy, but many 
of thoie with whom they were aftbeiated 
wiftied to carry their objeft by nefarious 
and treafonable means. He concluded 
by moving for leave to bring in a Bill 
for the purpofes above-mentioned. 

General Tarleton declared his readlnefs 
to give his fupport to any meafure that 

was 
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was calculated for the better lecurity of 
the Country againft foreign invafion, at 
the fame time he could not refrain fi om 
imputing all the dangers and difbculties 
to which we were expoled to the mifeon- 
du6l of Minifters. 

Mr. Nicholls gave it as his opinion, 
that Peace could not be accomplifiied 
without uniting Ireland to this country, 
by abandoning the fyllem of coercion and 
terror which had been adopted by the 
prefent Admin i drat ion. 

Mr. Pitt faid, during the prefent reign 
conciliation had been uniformly purfued, 
but the word was proltituted, if con- 
ceflion was meant initead of vigour, to 
thofe who were attempting to Icparate 
Ireland from Great Britain, and who 
weredefirous to edablifh in that countiy 
a Jacobin Republic, under the wing and 
protection ot France. Conciliation ro 
freland tould only be by fupporting Liw- 
hil authority againft the inachinalfons of 
traitors. 

Leave was then given, the Bill brought

printed, and lead a iecond time to¬ 
morrow. 

WEDNESDAY, MARCH 28. 

The Order ot the Day being read for 
the fecond reading ot the National De¬ 
fence Bill, 

Mr. Pitt faid, the object of this mca- 
Airc having been lo generally fanClioncd 
yefterday by the Houle, he fliould not 
now enlarge upon the liibjeel. If any 
Gentleman was dlfpofcd to flate any 
objc£lions, the Bill had been printed, and 
an oppor;:unity would occur in the C'uni- 
Jiiittee. Expedition was necelfary, and 
he fliould propole that the Bill fliould be 
referred to a Committee of the whole 
Houfe to-morrow.

The Solicitor General brought up the 
Bill for continuing and amending the 
Alien A 61 , which was read a firft time, 
and ordered to be read a fecond time to¬ 
morrow.

The Houfe having refolved itfcif into 
a Committee on the Bill for enabling his 
Majefty to provide for the defence ot the 
country, Mr. S. Douglas in the chair, 

Mr. Dundas brought up an amend¬ 
ment, propofmg that the perfons ferving 
under this Bill fliould not be under the 
age of 15, or above that of 6o 5 which 
was agreed to. Mr. Dundas then brought 
up a claufe, empowering his Majefty to 
nominate ofticers, in cafe the Lords Lieu¬ 
tenants fliould not have a];I^ointed a fuf- 
licient number.

MONDAY, APRILS. 

7 'he National Defence Bill was read a 
third time and pafted- 

The H(uifc having refolved itfelf into 
a Committee, to confider the Land Tax 
Bill, 

Mr. Pitt faid, though much labour 
had been heltowed upon the fubjeft which 
he was about to introduce, yet it was 
not his intention now to call upon the 
Committee for an ultimate deciiion on 
the fubjert. \yith refpeil to the object 
of the meafure, it was to invigorate pub* 
lie credit, to facilitate the means where¬ 
by we were to continue the Itruggle with 
an implacable enemy, and to animate the 
fpiiits of the people, bv fliewing the ex¬ 
tent of our refources.* 4^is propolitlon 
was to convert \hc Land Tax into a pei- 
pctual annuity, whidi fliould be equally 
deftined to the public fervice, and in 
making this converfion to produce a large 
pecuniary advantage to the public. It 
was not, however, on this point that he 
fliould lay the principal ftrcls. He 
wiflied, by diminilhing the quantity of 
flock in the market, to remove the prd'» 
fure which of all others was moft deeply 
felt.

a the depreciation of the public 
1. This was, in his opinion, a 
clear and lubdantial meafiire of policy. 
On this principle Parliament had a£ied, 
in confining a large proportion of our 
iiippliee within the year* The expe¬ 
diency of that ineaiure had b^en ad¬ 
mitted. The refolutijns he fliould pro- 
pofe were merely for the ran 61 ion of the 
Committee. He adverted to the aera of 
the Revolution, and dated, that the pro¬ 
duce of the Land Tax had continued at 
the fame rate of afTeffment for a century. 
The annual amount was about two mil¬ 
lions derling, which fum he pxopoled to 
commute for So millions at 3 per cent. 
Rpek, by felling the produce of the tax 
at ao years pucchafe, and receiving flock 
in payment for it at par, inftcad of mo¬ 
ney. The flock being transferred, the 
interefl on 8p millions, at 3 per cent, 
would produce a_,4oo,ooo!. Thus ihc 
prefent ameunt of the tax would be re¬ 
placed with an increafe of one fifth, or 
400,000!. a year, as a faving to the 
public. 

He then enumerated the various inodes 
of redemption, obferving a due pro¬ 
portion between landed and funded pro¬ 
perty, With refpeft to the landholders 
the cafe would be this: If a perlbn 
Jxouglit Heck at the prefent price of 50 1 . 
St would cofl aoool. and he would thus 
have redeemed ^his tax aOtwenty years 
purchafe. Should he pay 52^ per cent, 
for the flock, it would coll 2100I. or 
^wenty-one years purchafe, his profit 
wopld be 900I. ; at 55, twenty-two 
years purchafe 5 57}, twenty-three years 
purchafe } 60, twenty four years pur¬ 
chafe; and fo on, even to 75* which 
rsvould be thirty years piirchal'e. 
would be. Gentlemen would perceive, 
optional to the landholders to redeem 
their tax at twenty years pqrchafe, de- 
liveiin^ flock in payment for it at 50J. 

Having gone through the fcale with 
much perfpicuity^ the Right Hon. Gen¬ 
tleman flated the queflior to be, whether 
%o years purchafe was a fiifHcient tempta¬ 
tion to purchafe, and next, whether the 
proportions were fairly made out. To 
ftim twenty years purchafe appeared a 
very definable bargain. After going 
very much into m:tail upon collateral 
points, he concluded by moving a firing 
of Refoliitions founded on Tiis Hatc- 
incnt. 

Lord SheflRdd gave it as his opinion, 
that t)|t: prefent was the moll qnjull and 
oppreffive mpafure that ever was brought 


into that Houfe. His Lordfhip afked 
how it was poflible for perfons to redeem 
the Land Tax, when he could with dilK- 
cufty raile money to pay the afTvA'ed 
taxes. 

Mr. Tierney objefled to feveral parts 
of the meafure, and particularly to the 
making annual taxes perpetual, and per¬ 
manent taxes annual. He alfo objc^cd 
to the meafure as iinconllitutional. 

After a few more remarks the Houfe 
refumed, the Chairman reported pro- 
grefs, and alked leave to fit again on 
Wedn^fday ; and the Refolutious were, 
on motion, ordered to be printed. 

TVESDAY, APRlt 3. 

Mr. Wilberforce, in purfuance of no¬ 
tice, rofe to move for leave to bring in a 
Bill for the Abolition of the Slave 
Trade, at a time to be limited.” Not- 
withllanding the numerous attenmts he 
had made to accompiinr this ohjea, and 
the ill fuccefs that had attended his 
exeitions, he came once more to call moll 
folemnly upon the Houfe to be faithful 
to its own Refolutionol the 3d of May 
1792, which was, “ That frow ^nd afur 
the ill of May 1796, the Slave Trade 
fhould be abolilhed.” 'I'his was nut a 
liafly decifjon j it was the reliilt of ample 
dilcuHion and mature deliberation ; and 
though every principle of jullice, huma¬ 
nity, and policy concuired, that Refo- 
lution never had been carried into efhe^l. 
Having enlarged upon the Hate of flavery 
in the Well Indies, he proceeded to re¬ 
mark upon the'dreadful atrocities pei- 
petrated in Airica, in order to lecure a 
fuAicienr fiipply for the Well Indies, 
where, he was lorry to fay, tliefe enor¬ 
mities were regarded merely as meican- 
tile tranfaflions. He concluded by 
moving for leave to bring in a Bill for 
abolilhing the Shiv i Trade at a period to 
be limited, and alfo that the Houfe do 
now refolve itlelf into a Conunittcc to 
confider the laid quellion. 

The motion being read from thp chair, 
Mr. Pitt, in a Ihort anc| energetic 
fpeech, fiipported the motion* 

Sir W. Young and Mr. Heiiniker 
Major oppofed the motion. 

Mr. Fox made a ycry eloquent and 
argumentative fpeech in favour of the 
motion.

WEDNESDAY, APRIL 4.^ 

The Attorney General moved for leave 
to bring in a Bill for preventing the mif-

the printing in other rei'pe6ls. Ore ob- 
was the better to prevent the printing 
of newfpapcrs on unftamped paper. 

To pi event the exportation of undamped 
papers. And 3. To prohibit the ex¬ 
portation of (tamped papers to countries 
with which we are *41 war. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, in this meafure he 
could forefee the conmicnccmcnt, or ra¬ 
ther the continuance of a fydem that had 
been aiVed upon for foine time pad. He 
wifhed to be underltood that he viewed 
any invafion of the liberty of the Prefs 
of this kind with great jealoul'y, and 
Ihould referve himfelf to a future oppor¬ 
tunity to date his objeftions at large 
Mr. Pitt gave notice of his intention 
to open the Budget on the 10th of April. 

'I'he Order ot the Day being read for

THURSDAY, APRIL 5. 

The Older of the Day being read for 
tile Houfe to relblve itlclf into a Com¬ 
mittee on the Relblutions rclpefling the 
Redemption of the Land Tax, 

Mr. Pitt faid, he rule merely to pro- 
)ole the reading of the fcveral Rclb- 
niions, and to propofe that the Report 
Ihoiild be received as Iboii as polTible after 
the recels j he mentioned Xronday le'n- 
nighr as the day for the conlideration of 
the Report. • 

After a gieat deal of repetition and 
delultory arguments, the Report was 
brought up, and ordered to be taken 
into further coiifideration on Monday 
le’nnight. 

Mr. Wilberforce brought up the Bill 
for allowing Colts in caics of Miide- 
nieaiiour, wiiich was read a hrd time, 
and ordered to be read a f^cond time on 
'J’uelday fortnight. 

'The Report of the Bill for abolifliing 
certain (Rhees in the Cuitoms was 
brought up, and the Bill ordered to be 
lead a tliird time on Monday fc'nnight. 

MONDAY, APRIL 16. 

The Ship Owners’ Relief Bill was 
rtad a I'ccond time, 4n4 ordered to be 
cumpiiited. 


The Order of the Day being read for 
confidering the Report of the Committee 
refpe^ling the Redemption of the Land 
Tax, the Icvcral Kelolutions were read 
the firft, and on the cjupltion being put 
for their being read the lecond time, 

Mr. HobhoulL laid, if this meaAire 
was like^ to produce a lum of import^ 
ance for the cxigenoy of the country, ex¬ 
ceptionable as it was in principle, he 
ihould agree to it; but when he con- 
fidered that it was calculated to produce 
much mifehief, and comparatively no 
good, he was determined to give it his 
decided negative. Its effect, if he might 
judge from the Relblutions, would notj 
till the expiration of five years, produce 
more than four hundred thoufand pounds 
a year ; a lum which might be exceeded 
by the abolition of certain fmecure places 
and penlions. 

Mr. Pitt lerniirked, that the oppofitlon 
of the Hun. Gentleman proceeded from 
his ignorance of the KeTolutions. Befides 
the pecuniary aid, the meafure, he Bated 
at the opening, would be the means of 
railing the price of l^ocks, and retrieving 
uur rclburces. If it lucceeded, it would 
furnilh us \Wth frclh and progreilive rc- 
iources, as long as the conielt might be 
continued by the obdinacy of the enemy- 
He dated the impropriety of propoling 
to prevent difcullion, by oppufing the 
prelent llage of the Relblutions, and 
concluded by exprefling a willi that 
Gentlemen would not throw any ob> 
itacles in the way, at a moment when we 
ouglit to life every etibrt to relieve our 
embarradineiits, and repel the common 
enemy. 

Mr. Hubhoufe faid, his objeflions went 
fo much to the principle of the meafure, 
that it was not fui'ceptible of any alte* 
rations or modifications that could re¬ 
move them. He contended that by 
making the Land Tax permanent inftead 
of annual, was relinquilhing the conftt- 
tiitional check of Parliament agatnd the 
encioachmeius of thcjC^rown. 

Mr. Ryder defended Ae meafure with 
much warmth. , 

Sir W.Pulteney obje6led to the Refo- 
lutions being read a fecond time. The 
price of the funds, he argued, mud al¬ 
ways depend upon the whole money in 
the coiiiury, and any attempts to raile 
the funds, without Increaling that, would 
be inedeffual. In a conlUtuttoiial point 
of view he deprecated t^e inealiue, and 
contended, that it required the Commons 
to give up a real for a nominal controul 
on the Executive Goveinuitnt. 

The 
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Tlie Refolutions were then read a 
Iccond time, and a Bill or Bills ordered 
te- be brought in, in puriuance thereto. 

TiJESDAY, APRIL 17. 

The Repoit of' tl\e amended Amend- 
mits on the AiTelTed Tax Bill was 
Inrought up. Several additional amend¬ 
ments were piopoled and adoptucl $ the 
Iprincipal of which wr^s, that horfes uft'd 
in voltmtary corps fhall not he liable to 
the duty. It was propoild, that horfes 
not ufed fliould alio be exempt from the 
dnty, which was oppofed by the Chan- 
ceUor of the Exchequer, who urged the 
meceiEty of extending, at the prelcnt con- 
jun^ure, rather than diinlnidling the 
fxpeiiation of this mealure. The Report 
was received, and the Bill ordered to be 
nad a third tiipe. 

Mr. Rofe moved, That the confi- 
deration of the Report of the Committee 
cf Finance (hould be deferred to this clay 
le'nnight.'* 

Mr. Hobhouieremarked, that this fub- 
bad been repeatedly polfponecl, and 
delired to know the reafon. 

Mr. Role aifuicd the Hon. Gentleman 
that the fubje^t had been repeatedly pod- 
poned on account of the Spirits' and 
Hawkers' Bills not being ready j there 
was no reluctance on the part of the 
Miniiters to meet the difcuflion j rhe 
delay proceeded from a wiih to afeertain 
whether the regulations relpeCting Spirits 
and Hawkers ought to be p^fiiled in, or 
not. 

WEDNESDAY, APRIL 18. 

A variety" of accounts were prefented 
from the Cuftom-Houle relative to the 
Slave Trade, which were oidered to be 
printed. 

The Houle proceeded t6 take into fur- 
fher confidcration the Report of the Con- 
^lidated Tax Bill. 

The amendments were read, and fe- 
veral additional ones propofed. 

The claufe enjoining that no goods 
0iall: be feized under an execution by any 
creditor, without p previous undertaking 
to pay the dutie* to the Crown, produced 
a converlation of feme length. 

Sir W. Pulteney, Mr. Jolliifc, and Sir 
M. W. Ridley, maintained that this 
provifion precluded the right of the 
pndlord, and fo far changed the cxiding 
Jaw of the land. 

It was argued on the other fide, that 
it was necedaiy to prevent collufion, that 
the principle was recognized already, and 
that at a pericil when the nation was 
threatened with invafion, it w*as not un- 


reafonable to give the claims of the State 
a preference to thofe of individuals. 

On the queftlon that the claufe dand 
part of the Bill, a divifion took place ; 
for the claufe 40 \ againft it 33. Ma* 
joiity'7. 

Mr. JollifFe propofed as an addition. 

Provided that the landlord diall not be 
prevented from his right ot didralning,'* 
which was agreed to. 

Tile Bill was ordered to be read a 
third time on Friday next. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer gave 
notice that he diould defer the opening 
of the Budget in the Committee of Ways 
and Means, from Friday to this day 
fe’nnight. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas gave notice of 
his intentiim to bring forward to-morrow 
a motion for the augmentation of oflicei s 
in the militia, in confcquence of the 
drafts from the Supplementary corps ; 
and allb to propoie li)me regulations 
rcfpceling the yeomanry cavalry. 

THURSDAY, APRIL I9. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas, in conformity 
to notice, rofe to move for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the better dividing thedit- 
ferent militia corps into regiments, bat¬ 
talions, and companies ; for augmenting 
the number of field and other officers \ 
and for making other arrangements in 
the militia and fupplementary militia. 
In opening the provifions of this BUI, 
Mr. Dundas adverted to the A£l of the 
prefent lelTion, for enabling perfons en¬ 
rolled in the fupplementary corps to en- 
lift in the regular regiments ; whence it 
was in the power of the Lord Lieutenant 
to reclaim many of them, from their 
having enliiled before the Bill palled. 
As they were ufefully employed, how¬ 
ever, where they were, it was his in¬ 
tention to propole .that they lliould con¬ 
tinue in their present fituation. In or¬ 
der to augment the number of officers, 
who, from the late levies, bore no pro¬ 
portion to the men, he iliould give 
ofliccrs who had ferved in the Ealt India 
Company's fcrvice ay oppoitunity of 
contributing to the general defence pf the 
country. He then moved as above, and 
leave was given, and a Bill ordered. 

Mr. Pitt brought up the Land Tax 
Redemption Bill, which was lead the 
fird, and ordered to be read the fecond 
time on Monday next. 

On the queftion, that the Confolidated 
AfleiTed Taxes Bill be now read a third 
time. 

Sir W. Pulteney urged the propriety 
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of delay. The Bill, he faid, would pro¬ 
duce fo much litigation, and fubjeft 
every houfeholder in the kingdom to fo 
many penalties, that it would require a 
profeinonal education to avoid them* 

Mr. Rofe laid, it had been difeovered 
that luch grol's and palpable evafions had 
been praftil'ed in the returns of the Horfe 
Duty, that not half the horles in feme 
counties had been returned. In con- 
lequence of thofe evafions, and to faci¬ 
litate the c»olle£lion by parochial otHcers, 
penalties had been fiiperaclded, fiinilar to 
thole under the management of the Com- 
miiiioners cf ExciJ'c. 

Sir W. Pultcney moved, that inftend 
of noTv, “ Tuelday rext” fiiouJd he in- 
lei ted. 

Mr. Pitt, wllhing the incafuie to he 
thoroughly underitooci, piofcftcd Iiis 
reaciinefs to fecond the motion, and fug- 
gelled the propriety of printing the 
Bill. 

The motion was agreed to, as was the 
motion for printing the Bill. 

'Phe Solicitor General moved, ** That 
the order for the commitment of the 
Alien Bill Hiould be poftponed to Tuef- 
day next.” 

Mr. Jones deprecated the delay. The 
Houle, he laid, would reco]le6t wliat he 
laid Ibnie time ago on the iiifpicious 
conduft of the Emiginnts, and the dan¬ 
ger cf delaying the adoption of llrong 
meafures refpeiling them. 

The Solicitor General laid, the delay 
was occafioned by the importance of the 
fubjeft, and the neccllity of procuring 
proper information. It mult he obvious 
that in providing for our own leciiriiy, it 
was our duty not to injure others. 

On the repoit of a Committee of th.e 
whole HoUi’e, a Bill was ordered for the 
eiicoiirageinent of the BritiHi heiring 
lilhcry. 

FRIDAY, APRIL 20.

The preffure un the lower order of the 
eoplc, he conceived» would he very 
trie felt, as lie undcrlload the con- 
Aimptlon in a poor family did not exceed 
half a bufliel a year. When they con- 
fidcred how particularly tlicy had been 
exempted from the operation of otlier 
taxes, and how heavily they prelTed up¬ 


on the higher, who, perhaps, did not 
enjoy a greater portion of domefiic com¬ 
fort, and above all, how much they were 
interefied to keep out the French, who had 
iinifoimly duplra and plundered the 
lower orders, they would not, he wa» 
pcrfu.'ided, think they were harihly treat¬ 
ed.

7'he 
produce he ellimated at ixi,oool. The 
third was not an article of confumption ; 
it was interwoven with the habits of men, 
not a neceffary of life, and he could not 
properly call it a luxury ; ji was a tax 
on the ule of armorial hearings. He 
was afraid he (hould incur the cenfiire 
of having become a convert to the le¬ 
velling fyftcm, but he was perfuaded that 
it would rather be felt that he fet a real 
value on tbofe devices, and fo far from 
thinking them a reproach, he confidered 
them as the moff important link in thC' 
chain ot fociety. Viewing them in this 
light, he hoped no perfon would objefi: 
to pay a tax to oppofe an enemy who 
would dellroy thofe family dillindions. 

He propofed that every houfckecpcr, 
having armorial beailngs painted on a 
carriage, fliould pay an annual tax of 
two guineas ; *a perfon not keeping a 
carriage, but being a houfekeeper, hav¬ 
ing arms on a feal or plate, fiiouU pay 
one guinea; and a perfon not being a 
houlekecper, fer ufmg family arms on a 
feal, ihouUl pay half a guinea. 1 his he 
calculated would produce 1 so,oool. whicU 
added to the former fums, would amoune 
to 763,000!. the fum requirtd* 

He then took a fummnry review of the 
whole ftatement; hoped the taxes would 
be adequate, and founded on fueh a plait 
as would give reaibn to fuppofe they 
woulfl be produfiHvc. If they proved 
fatisfafilory, the Houieov^uld perform 
their duty by acceding to tSeRefMutiont 
which he read. • 

Sii M. W. Ridley, Mr. Pitt, Sir W. 
Pultency, Mr. Tierney, and Mr. Jolliffe, 
faid each a few words, after which the 
Refcilutions were agreed to, and the 
Report ordered to be received on

VIENNA. 

THE conduft of the Republican Ge- 
peral Bernadotte, as well as thofe attached 
to his fuite, had been marked by an un¬ 
common degree of infolencc e\er fince they 
arrived at Vienna. Their general lan¬ 
guage j'efpe^Ung the Emperor and the 
Aultrian Government was indecent and 
undifguiled, Soon after Bernadotte's 
arrival at Vicnjna, he imitated the con*. 
du£f of Buonaparte at Rome, by demand¬ 
ing that the quarter of the city wherein 
he refided fhould be free, and that all 
Frenchmen living in Vienna Ihoiild be 
amenable to him only for their condu6l. 
But the Aultrian Governm'ent, Icfs ac- 
quiefeing than the weak and pliant Go¬ 
vernment of the pope, repeatedly refufed 
this application. 

On the 1.3111 of April 1796, the mafs 
of the population ot Vienna had volun¬ 
tarily arrayed themfelves in arms, to de¬ 
fend their city, and the palace and perfon 
of their Monarch againll the aitack of 
the French army, then fuppoletl to be 
on its full march to\yids Vienna. The 
Emperor had received it w-ith gratitude 
and delight—it had ba n acknowledged 
and recorded'in the public a 61 s of ihe 
Ciovernment, and its annivcrl’ary was to 
be celebrated with ceremonies of civil 
pomp and religious folemnity. 

On the evening of this day, and dur¬ 
ing the terment ot thefe fentiments among 
the populace, for the firft time was the 
in coloured ¥lag dilplayed in triumph 
on the balcony of the French /imhujju- 
dor's hotel. 

The flag was hoifted a little before 
funlet; and the report of this citcum- 
flance iuddenly fpreading, produced mur¬ 
murs of difeontent among the populace, 
And ocjEafioned their ^ffembling in fmall 


groups in the different flreets. One of 
the Chief Commiffioners of the Police 
immediately waited upon the Ambaftador, 
and prefled him to order the flag to be 
removed, declaring that the people were 
fo cxalperated, that it was impoffible to 
anfwer for the confequences, if it were 
fuffeied to remain. The Ambaflador 
received him with great haugbtlnefs, and 
putting his hand* upon his fword, an¬ 
nounced his detei minatlon to defciid the 
flag, which was iiolftcd in confequence of 
orders from.the DireSIory, to the iafl:- 
extremity. 

The populace, in the mean time, were 
approaching in great ciouds to the houie 
ot the Aiubaliiidor. 'Fhey demanded, 
by loud and repeated cries, that it fhould 
be taken down, and at length proceeded 
to aifail the houfe with (hones, liy which 
all the windows were loon deftroyed. 
The loudelt acclamations of loyalty and 
attachment to the Emperor were neard 
on all fides, accompani^ed with the flrongefc 
expreflions of execration and deteflation 
of the French. A fmall picket of ca¬ 
valry, with Ibme intuntry, foon arrived, 
but they were unable tp overcome tliQ 
violence of the people, A boy, allifled 
by thole who were next to the hotel, 
mounted to the balcony, and pulled dowa 
the flag, which was inllantly tom, and 
the ftaiuiard, to which it was attached, 
was burnt. 

'I'hc refentment of the people, how¬ 
ever, put id motion, did not flop here.' 
They burft open the gate of the hotel, 
threatening in the m ilt violent langiuM 
to lacrifice the Ambaflador and all 
Suite to their vengeance. They demo- 
lifhed every thing that they found on the 
ground floor of the hotel. They laid 
hold ot two of the Ainbaffador's car¬ 
riages, and dragged them, the one to a 
neiglibouiing Iquarc, and the other to 
tht. court of the palace, and broke them 
in pieces. While they were thus em¬ 
ployed, a conlidciable detachment of 
iiiilitaiy arrived, and availing themfelve'; 
ot the ahfence of the^nob, occupied the 
entrances iiitu the flrect in which the 
Amballador's hoiifc ds lituated, and pre¬ 
vented thcii leturn. 

Early in the evening KI. Bernadotte 
wrote to Baron Thiigut, to inform him 
ot the ini'ult offered to him, and to de¬ 
mand protc^flon. M. de Degelmaim 
was immediately difpatched to him, v/ith 
orders to exprels the concern with whicli 
the Auftrian Gevernm^nt had learned 
the difthrbance that had taken place, and 
to' alfme him, that an adequate number 
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of troops was already detached toprotefi 
lism. 

In the beginning of the tumult, the 
Ambadador invited the MiniHfrs of the 
Fowers in alliance with France, to vilit 
him at his hoiife. The Spanifli Am- 
balTador and Dutch Minidtr, the former 
by his fecretary, the latter in writing, 
exprelTed their concerp that the date of 
their health did not permit them to leave 
their rooms at fo late an hour. 

In the morning they both waited upon 
him, when he declared his 'intention to 
^it Vienna. Shortly after, his hrit fe- 
cretary was difpatched with a letter to 
the Em^peror, containing the following 
requifitions as conditions of his con¬ 
tinuing at Vienna: 

ift. The difmiiral of the Minifter 
Thugut. 

sdW, The immediate and exemplary 
punifhment of the Chief of the Police, 
and of the Commanding OfHcer of the 
Elilitary. ' 

3dly, The eftabliihment of the Pri¬ 
vileged Quarter in the City of Vienna 
(already r^uired aixl refuted) for the 
FrenchMimon, and its Compatriots. 
4 »hly. That the Emperor fhoiild re- 
air, at his own expence, the flag and 
agftaff, and the pl^ure of the French 
arms. 

It is hardly ncceffary to obferve, that 
the whole of thele demands were peremp¬ 
torily refiifed. Upon which Bernadotte 
quitted Vienna, denouncing vengeance 
againlt the Auilrians, and threatening to 
return, and pundh upon the fpot, the 
outrage upon the dignity of the Grhat 
Nation!!! - ■

March 19. Tl>e Pi'elident of the 
United States laid before the Congids 
the papers received on tlie 4tl) of that 
month from the CommiHioners in France, 
accompanied by the following meil'age ;

The dil'patches from the Envoys Ek- 
traordinary of the United States to the 
French Republic, which were mentioned 
in my Meil'age to both Houfes of Congrel's 
ef the 5th inil, have been examined and 
pnatureiy coniiilered. 

** While I feel a latlsfaflion in inform¬ 
ing you, that their exertions for the 
jvftment of the differences between the 
two nations have been (incere and unre- 
mitted, it is incumbent on me to declare, 
that I perceive no ground of expedlation 


that the objefls of their miflion can be 
accompliflied on terms compatible with 
the fafety, honour, or the clTential in* 
terefts of the naticn. 

The rcfult cannot with juftlee be 
attributed to any want of moderation on 
the part of this Government, or to any 
indifpoiition to forego fecondary interefts 
for the prefervation of peace. Knowing 
it to be my duty, and believing it to bp 
your with, as well as that of the great 
bodv of the pe^le, to avoid, by ail 
realonable conceffions, any participation 
in the contentions of Europe, the powers 
veiled in our Envoys were commenfiir^te 
with a liberal and pacific policy, and that 
high confidence which might jufljy be 
repofed in the abilities, patriotilin, and 
integrity of the charaflers to whom the 
negotiation was committed. 

** After a curefui review of the whole 
fuhje^l, with theaid of all the Information 
1 have received, 1 can dilccin nothing 
which could liave infured or contributed 
to fuccefs, that has been omitted on my 
part: and nothing further which can be 
attempted, confiftcntly with maxims for 
which our country has contended, at 
every hazard, and which conllitute tli£ 
bafis of our national Sovereignty. 

** Under thefe circumftances I cannot 
forbear to reiterate the recommendations 
which have been formerly made ; and to 
exhort you to adopt with promptitude, 
decifion, and unanimity, luch meafures 
as the ample rclbiirces of the country 
afford, for ilic oiote^lion of our leafaring 
and commercial citizens j fer the defence 
of any expoled portions of our territory j 
for replenifhing our arfenals, cllablifhing 
founderies aiuJ military inanula6lures ; 
and to provide i'uch efficient revenue, as 
will be ncceffary to defray extiaordinary 
expences, and lupply the deficiencies, 
which may be occanoned by depredations 
on our commerce. 

** The prefent ftate of things is fo 
cflentially different from that in which 
inilru6lions were given to Colle6lcrs to 
rcflroln veflels of the United Slates froni 
iailing m an_arjned condition, that the 
piinciplc on which thofe orders were 
iflued has ceafed to exill. I therefore 
deem it proper to inform Congrefs, that 
I no longer conceive myfelf juilifiable in 
continuing them, unleis in particular 
pafes, where there may be rtafonable 
ground of rufpicion that fuch veffels are 
intended to be employed contrary to law. 

** In all your proceedings it will be 
important to manifeft a zeal, vigour, and 
concert, ip defence 9 i the national rlgl'ts,

Tliis Proclamation bcais date the 
a3d of March, and Hates, that “ As the 
United States of America arc at prelcht 
placed In an hazardous and amicUve 
fituation, by the unfiiendly dlfpofition, 
condu6);, and demands, of a Foreign 
Power, evinced by repeated inlults, in 
refufing to receive our mtlTengers ot re¬ 
conciliation and peace, by depiedations 
on our cummeice, and the infliction of 
injuries on very many of our icllow-

W*** of the houlc **** called bn Ge¬ 
neral Pinckney, and informed him, that 
a Mr. X. who was in Paris, and whom 
the Gcneial had leen, was a gentle¬ 
man of coniideiable cieditand reputation, 

• * * and tliat he place good re¬ 

liance on hinf. 

“ In the evening the fame day, Mr. 
X. called on Gcntral Pinckney ; and 
after having fate feme time, *** whif- 
pered him, that he had a meflage from 
M. Talleyiand, to communicate when 
he was at leifure. General Pinckney 
immediately withdrew with him into an- - 
other room ; and when they were alone, 
Mr. ^ faid, that he w«s charged w'ith a 
bulinels in which he was a novice; that 
he had been acquainted with M. 1 alley-

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rand, and that he was ftire he had a 
great regard for Anncricaand il;i citi/.nis, 
and was very defirous tliat a'reconciJialion 
ihould be brought about with France; 
that to e/Tc^uate that end, he was ready 
(if it was thought proper) to fuggeft a 
plan confidentiariy, that M. TaHr^yrand 
expef^ed would anfwe^r the purpo/ii.—^ 
General Pinckney laid, he fhould be pj:«d 
to hear it. Mr. X. replied, that the Di¬ 
rectory, and pariiculariy two of the 
Members of it, were exceedingly ini- 
taied at feme patfages of the Pixlident's 
^eech, and defired that they /liould he 
K>fcened, and that this Rep wcmld be 
necefl'ary previous to our reception ; t!i:it 
belldcs this, :i funi of money was required 
for the pocket of the Directory and 
Miniftei'S, which would be at thediTpofal 
of M. Talleyrand; and tliat a Lonn 
would allb be infittcd on. hfr. X. f:r.d, 
if we acceded to thcle incafiires, M. 
leyrand had no dfi*.ibt that all our dif. 
feienccswith France might be accommo¬ 
dated. On cMiqiiiry, Mr. X. could not 
point out the particular paifages of ihe 
ipcech that had giveli ofTcnce, nor the 
quantum of the Loan ; but meniioned 
that the douceur for the pocket was 
twelve hiindivd timiifand iivies, about 
50.00CI. ileiling. Gen. Pinckney told 
him, his colleagues and himfcif, from the 
time cf their arri\ al here, had been tjvated 
with great flight and dilie/pecl ; that 
they carneRly wifhed for peace ant! re¬ 
conciliation with France, and had been 
cntiuRcd by their country with veiy gieat 
powets to obtain thofe ends on HONOUR¬ 
ABLE terms'; that with regard to the 
propofitions made, he could not even 
coniider of them before he had ccmmii. 
iiicateel them to his colleagues ; that af- 
te’r he had de ne fo, he fnould hear from 
him. After communication and con- 
lultation had, it was agreed that Gen. 
Pinckney Ihould call oh Mr. X. and re- 
q\ieR him to make his propofitions to us 
all ; and, for fear of millakcs and mifap- 
prehenfions, thatf^he' fhould be rcqueiled 
to reduce the heads into writing. He 
faid, his Communication was not imme¬ 
diately with'M. Talleyrand, but thiough 
another gentleman in whom M. 'I'ailcy- 
rand had great confidence; this proved 
afterwards to be Mr. Y—— 

[It appears, that icvcral meetings took 
place on the fnhjeil, the iollowing is a 
brief llattment.) 

' ««‘M. X. again called on us. He laid 
M. Talleyrand w.is extremely anxious to 
be oi Icrvic? to us, niul requcRcd that one 


more effort fhould be made to enable him 
to be fo. A great deal of the fame con- 
veifafion was repeated. We were told 
that the delhu^lion of England was ine¬ 
vitable, and that the wealth 'and arts of 
that nation would naturally pafs over to 
America, If that event fhould find us in 
peace." [Hcie follows the anfwer ; af¬ 
ter which the account pr.icecds as fol¬ 
lows] :— “'I'lie luin ot his propofition 
was, that if we would pay, by way of 
fees (that was his exprellion), the fum 
of money demanded foi private iiie, the 
Dirertory would not ilccIvc us, but 
would permit us to reMiiain in Ptnis as 
we now were, until one of us could go 
to America, and conl’vilt our Government 
on the fulqeid of a l.oan. 'I'heJe weic 
the ciicumftanccs, he laid, under which 
the iMiniRc'r of Portugal had treatrei. 
We alked, if in the mean time the Di¬ 
rectory would onUr the Amciican pio- 
periy, not yet p.^Ifed into the hands cf 
I>iiv:ircers’ nun, robe uRoicd ? Ht fnd 
explicitly, that they would not. We 
alked him, whether they \v<#nld iiifpend 
fill thcr depreilations on our tonnneKc? 
1 /e laid they would not. But M. I'al- 
leyrand obitTVed, that on this lubjeft wc 
coultl not fultain much additional injury, 
as the winter lealon was approaching, 
when few additional captuies would be 
made.** [Mere follows the anfwer of the 
JCnvoys, in which they complain of the 
hollile proceeiliiigs of the French, and 
Rate,] “ J'hut they woidd not give a 
fliilling, iinlcfs American propeity, im- 
juftly c.aptured, was previoully rettored, 
and further hoftiliries iiilpcndud ; and 
that, without this, they would not even 
confult their Government concerning a 
Loan.** “ He laid, that without this 
money we fhould J>e obliged to quit 
Paris, and that we ouglit to confider the 
conlcquenccs ; the property of the Ainc- 
ricans would he confifeuted, and their 
veHcls in port embargoed.*’ Hcie fol¬ 
lows the anfwer, which thus concludes ; 
“ We told him it was a fiibje6l on which 
we had conlidered m.aturely, and on 
which we wTre immoveable. He parted 
with us, faying, if this was the cale, it 
would not be worth while for M. Y. to 
come 5 but in the evening M. Y. and 
M. X. called, and were invited by M* 
Gen y to breakfalt with us next morn¬ 
ing.**

** After breakfiiR M. Y, 1 cue wed the 
fubj'eft, faying, what he had to offer had 
not the fandtion of the Diredfory. But 
Talleyrand had acquired fuch firinnel's in

pel or, he was lb intimate w'ith Biioua- 
paite and tiie oHicers of the Army of 
IiaJy, that he would probably be Minilter 
fix months, ai.d could now undertake 
what he could not venture upon befuie. 
M. V. then called our attention to our 
inability to deleiid oui (elves a^ainlt the 
power Fiance could biinjr ao-ainlt us. 
The ta e oi Venice was one winch might 
belall the United States, iiut he pro¬ 
ceeded to oblcivc, it was probable we 
might rely on forming a league with 
England. .It we had Inch a leliance, it 
would fail us.

To 
fay nothing of the oppuiition in England 
to tile Minilter, and to the war; an op- 
po/itlon which the fears of the nation 
would increale : to fay nothing of a war 
agaiiilt KngLind, which was ]>!eparing 
inlheNoiih; an army of 150,000 men, 
under t he connnand of EuoiiaparU, I'prcad 
upon tlie coall of Fiance, and aided by all 
the va.'t ieu>iiif;cs of liis genius, would 
moll prohaidv !)e enabled to invade Eng- 
lauvl j in which event theii Government 
Wiyiilii be oveitinned, iiul Ihould this 
ill'.-ihoii not be abfolutely efferted, yet 
the aiaim it v ould Ipie.ui ihiougli the 
nation, iliv; eneiiiu.us expence it v/oiild 
produce, would intallihly luin them if 
it was to be continued, and would diive 
them to lave themlelves by peace : that, 
independent ot this, Fiance poUVUed the 
means which would ini.illibly deftjoy 
their Bank, and their whole paper lylteni. 
ile laid he knew vciy well it was g-eiie- 
laliy coniciluied that Buonaparte would 
not leave Italy and the^army which liad 
coiu]iieied under hln^ and which adoicd 
iilm j he airuied us that nothing could 
be more unfounded th in the conjc^luie. 
lie laid that Pitt himfeif was fo confident 
of the nccelfity of peace, that after the 
naval vi^lory over the Dutch, he had 
ligniBed his rcadincls to treat on the 
lame ternifi which he had offered before 
that ai^lion : we could not then rely on 
the ulTillance of England. What, he 
alked, would be our lituation, it peace 
fliould be made with England beloie our 
ditfcrenccs with France were accommo¬ 
dated } He then Hated the advantages 
of the influx of wealth that would be the 
conlcipience to America of the dcliruflion 
ot Eng land'> jimd repeated^ that all thele 


propofitions were to be confidered as 
coming fioin us. M. Y. continued, you 
imagine tlie unreafbnablenefs ot thefe de* 
mamls will unite America againfl us* 
You are millaken, laid he; you ought to 
know, that the diplomatic Ikill of France, 
and the means flie polfelTes in your coup- 
try, ai« iiilHcieiit lo enable her> with the 
J^'reiich paity in igimeiica, to throw the 
blame which will attend the rupture of 
the negotiations on the FedcTalilts» as 
you term yoiirlelvcs, but on the Britifh 
party, as Fiance terms you ; and you 
may allure youi iclvts this will be done. 
Wr then urged the injullice of this pro- 
c..'eding, lepitfeiiiiiig that America had 
been the only pow'cr that had remained 
fiiendly to France, when all Europe was 
againlt her: that Ainer^a had fent the 
Meiiengers of Peace; but inltcad of 
being aceived, a demand was made for 
money, and America thieatened to be 
eraied, like Venice, from the lilt of na¬ 
tional : it was tlireattaied to dellioy the 
only flee Kepubiic on earth which had 
fliewn real fiiendfhip to France. To 
give money woiildonly encourage further 
df'mands. We h*ad no regaid to our 
firuation \inth Britain, hut wc weiede- 
toi mined to lyppoit American Inde¬ 
pendence. France mifcalciilated on the 
paities in America: all would unite 
agamlt her. M. X. faid, 'Fallcyrand 
would not lay our propofitions before the 
Direilory, Anlcfs he previoully received 
t!ie 50,000!. or the gieatell pi»rt of it. 
V. left his pru]}oiitiuns, and we gave 
our anlwcr in writing. 

The next papeis are copies of the 
written propofitions, inteichanged by the 
pariics; lome of public letters that 
palfeti, of no conlequcnce; and frefh le- 
quelfs of money made, one on the aoth 
December, by a lady, an acquaintance 
of Talleyiand's, and otheis again made 
by Y. in which all the former arguments 
were renewed. In an interview w^h 
Talleyrand, he, in writing, propofed that 
America fliotild adva^ice 16 millions on 
Dutch icfcrij^ions. This writing he 
immediately buint.^ Y. propofed, that 
if America would allow the claims of 
Beaumarchais on Virginia, amounting 
to 150,000!. he (Beaumarchais) would 
pay 50,000!. to Talleyrand for the Di- 
redory. The laH of thefe papers is 
dated the 8th of January, when, in con- 
feijuence of the decrees of France againlt 
all neutral fliips with Engiifli goods, the 
negotlaKions appear to liave terminated. 
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April 14. J ^hn Day and Timothy 
Hickey were tried htt'ore Mr. Seijeant 
Stiinlt', at Cork, foi the iiiurd-r oi the 
late Colonel Manfeigh St. Gcoige and 
Jafptr Uniacke, Efq. and attci a 
trial, which laired Ircm morning u. ;!!

Uniacke, &nd cd h'^r Ion, a boy of 12 
years old, was llie mrff ifleriing iiar- 
lativc ih,u ever was diicl'Vcd in a Court 
or Jiiifice. '1 He pletine ii-e gave ol the 
tiagical (cent w^u.uLd the kclings of 
evciy man vho hcaid it. Her evidence 
as to liio ideptiiy of the piifoiers was 
clear, fu’ong, ;vid conhdent. 1'he learned 
Judge, after a pathetic exhci tat ion horn 
the ♦ii rcli pulit-d lenteiice of death upon 
the pniuneis verylateon Saturday night, 
and Jidticd them to be executed on 
Monday morning at KiKvorth, near 
w'lieie the barbarous murder was com¬ 
mitted.

Mr. Reeves was bor?i about the year 
’753i snd received his eiliicacion on the 
fouiiiiattun at Eton ; but failing in his 
expectation of fuccccding to King’s 
College, Cambridge, he enured himlclf 
of Melton College,* Oxford, where he 
took the degree of Batchelor of Arts. 
From thence he w'as elfwied to a Aiolar* 
fhip at Queen's, became a fellow tl^ie, 
and took, the degree of MalUr of /Tris 
May v> 1778. Determining to engage 
in the profclUon of the l^w, he became a 
member of the Middle Temple, and about 
the year 17S0 was called to *the bar. 

Hts firll publication was in the year 
1779, ^ Chart of Penal Law, exhi* 

biting by lines and colours an hifforical 
view of crimes and ptinifliineuts, accord¬ 
ing to the law of Knglaod, in which, the 
leverai offences being dtdrHtuted under 
feparate columns, the origin and progrefs 
ot the laws lefpedllng each offence are 
(hev^n ill chronological order, ami the 


degree of guilt fpecified by a peculiar 
colour affijpied to each. This was en¬ 
graved on two (heeu. 

By this publicaffon his changer as a 
lawyer wat placed in a very favouiabJe 
pqint of view* He was appointed a 
Commiffipaeriof JBankfupts, and in 17S3 
produced the ffrft volume of hts Hilfory 
of the Commoit taw, from the Saxons to 
the end pf the Reign of Edward the Firif, 
a work which Mr. Reeves informs his 
readers he was induced to undertake front 
the hint thrown out in the Chapter at 
the end of Sir William Black(tone*s 
Commentaries. ** It Ibenis," lays he, 
** that after a perul'al of that excellent 
performance, the dudent's ciiriofity is 
naiuraliy led to enquire further into the 
origin of the law, with its progrefs tg 
the Itate in which it now is. Thefc fen- 
timents operating upon a mind that had 
been much in the habits of application 
and rclearch, induced me to attempt 
loftiething of the kind as an exercile 
which 1 thought moM conducive to the 
end of ifiidy t^an geneftil reading, how¬ 
ever wcdl condu6t^, without a deter¬ 
minate obje6t/* A i'ceond volume, ||^ 
tile end of the reign of Henry VII. was 
publitlied in 17S4, and in 1787 appeared 
a ficond edition of the Work, in four 
volumes 8vo. continuing the fame to the 
end of the reign of Philip and Mary*

gilance and I'agacity, and is recommended

ration and introduflion. 

In the year 1791 a Court of Judicature 
was in^ituted at Newfoundland, and 
Mr. Reeves was appointed Chiet Jiidice* 
and went there to execute the duties of 
bis office. On his return to England* in 
the autumn of i792« he"" found the public^ 
mind much agitated by the pra^ices of 
incendiaries, and many well-meaning 
pei’lbns dei'ponding at the gloomy pro- 
fpeA then exhibited to the world. To 
counterart the dcftriirtive deligns then 
meditated, and to infule confidence into 
the well intentioned, he fummoned to 
The Crown and Anchor, on the 20th 
November 1792, a fet of refpertable per- 
fons, who fcrmfU themfelves into a So. 
ciety, announcing the principles on which 
they met, and concluding with the tol- 
Jowing declaration ot theii dcfign : 

“ We do as private men, unconnerted 
with any party or defeription of peribns 
at home, taking no concern in the 
diuggles at this nv mej|it making abroad, 
but mod i'tnruny anxious to prel'erve the 
true liberty and unexampled profperiry 
we happily enjey in this kingdom, think 
it expedient and ntcelVary to ferm our- 
felves into an association for the 
purpofe of difcouiaging, in every way 
that lies in our power, the progiefs of 
fuch nefarious defigns as are meditated 
by the wicked and fenielefs Reformers of 
the prefent time, and we do hereby re« 
fclve and declare as follows: 

Firft—That the peifons prefent at 
this meeting do become a Society for 
difeouraging and iuppreffing feditious 
publications, tending tc dilliiib the peace 
of this kingdom, and for itipporting a 
due execution ot the laws made for the 
prottrtion of peribns and property. 

Secondly—That this Society do ufc 
its bed endeavours occafionaily to ex.- 
plain thole topics of public difeuffion, 
which have been fb perverted by evil 
defigning men ; and to fhew, by irrefra- 
gme proof, that they arc not applicable 
t^he date of this country, that they can 
produce no good, and ccrtaiply mult 
produce great evil. 

** Thirdly—That this Society will re¬ 
ceive with great thanks all communi¬ 
cations that (hall be made to it fur the 
tbovc purpoie. 

Fourthly—That it be recommended 
Ip aU thofe who are friends to the cdab« 


liflied law and to peaceable fcciety, to 
form themfelves in their different neigh¬ 
bourhoods into fimiiar focieties for pro¬ 
moting the fame laudable purpofes.** 

The effert of this plan became apparent 
immediately : ailbeiations were formed 
all over the kingdom, and the fpiiit of 
loyalty appeared fo univerfal, that’the 
few promoters of anarchy and lepubli- 
canilm were compelled to conceal their 
itnrlmenrs and ihrink into oblcurity. 
The Society continued to meet for feme 
time, and many excellent defences of the 
Condi^ution were circulated at a fmall 
expence to enlighten the people, until at 
length, the objert of the Alfociation being 
efferted, and no danger appearing, the 
members ceaied to meet, and the Society 
diflblvtd itlelf. 

In 1792 Mr. Reeves publifhed “ A 
Hiftory of the Law of Shipping and 
Navigation,” 8vo. which includes in it 
the hiltory of the different branches of 
foreign and dcmcffic trade ; and of the 
fifheries cairied on either upon our coaffs 
or abroad. The Woik is divided into 
thiec parts : the firif contains the carlied 
laws enarted on tlie lubiert down to and 
including the Art of Navigation pafftd 
in 1651. The^lccond begins with the 
famous Art of Navigation pafl'td in the 
laihyear of the reign of King Charles 
the Second, and contains an account of 
all the Jaws from that period lo the 
nuking of the peace in 1783. The third 
commences aficr the peace, and (fates 
and examines the laws made, down to 
the year 1792. The difltrent cafes de¬ 
termined in the Couirsof Law arc alio 
added, and the woik may be truly called 
a valuable one.

MAJOR RENNELL’S AND MR. EDWARDS'S REPORT 

TO THK 

AFRICAN ASSOCIATION. 


U NTIL Mr. Park's Journal is pub- 
lifhi-d by hinilcif, the following 
notices frnn Major Rennell and Mr, 
Rryan Edwards, printed for the I'uris- 
faition of the Afikan Affociation, may 
becomidLied a^i matters equally curious 
and iinpoitant. 

The diicoveiifS of Park give a new 
face to the phyfical geogiapliy ot Weltern 
Ail ICR. They afcertain the louires cf 
the Gambia, the Senegal, and the Niger j 
and prove, by the counes of thele great 
rivets, that a btit of mountairs, funning 
from Weft to End, occupies the paralkls 
between 10 and ii degiees of N. L. ;n’d 
at lead httwetn the id and loth degrees 
of W. L. from Gieenwich. The higheft 
pait of this chain ot inv^untnins is fituatcd 
betNM'cn the 6tii and 10th dvgrecs of 
W. L. fince ^within this Ipace arc fi'und 
the iources.of Gambia and Uk 
S enegal, which lun to the North Weil; 
and alio the Icurcc cf the Joiiba, or 
Niger, which runs to the Nwiili F.all. 
The head of the principal branch of the 
Senegal is 80 gecgiaphical miles to the 
Welt of the Niger j and the head ot the 
Gambia is 100 Weft of the Senegal. 

Mr. Park firft difeovered the Niger at 
the town of Sego, fituate mar the 14th 
degree of Northern latitude, and 1 and a 
half degrees Weft longitude from Giecn- 
wich j and therefore above 14 degrees 
from the Weftern coaft of Africa, from 
whence he began his travels j which were 
continued from Sego to Silla, 70 milts 
in the direction of N. E. along the banks 
vf the river. 


The vaft continent which he had tra¬ 
velled, Mr. P. found to be every where 
divided into petty Hates, inhabited by 
Negroes or by .Moors: the foimerkind 
and hol'pitable *, tAie latter the moft per¬ 
fidious of the human race, coinfiiiiing in 
their rhara^fer the blind I'uperdition of 
the African Negro with the lavage 
treachery cf the Arab, and all of them 
taught to reg.ard the Chriftian name with 
inconceivable abhoirtnce, and to confider 
it Pearly a^lawtul toinuidcra European 
as it would be to kill a dog. By thele 
Moors, Mr. P. was kept in mercileft 
and infultii g durance upwnids of two 
months, at Benown, liiuaie in 15 degrees 
N.L. and 7 W. L. 

Finding that ic was in contemplation 
to deprive him of life, or put out his 
eyes, he determined, rather than remain 
longer am uig fuch monfters, whole tdb- 
derelt meicks were cruelty, to rifk perifii- 
ing in ihe woods by hunger, rr the fury 
of vi'ild beads. He fortunately procured 
nt his departure his hoile and his pocket 
coinpals i which laif lie had, during his 
confinement, conceited in the land. He 
rode forwauTs without Itoppii.g thcwnole 
of the firtt day. Wis hone grew tired t 
he experienced the torments of thirft. 
Whenever he came to a tree, he climbed 
it, in hoj^is of difcovering a watering 
place; he chewed the leaves, but found 
them all hitter. Towards the evening 
of the iecond day, he muft inevitably 
have ptrifhcd, had he not lighted iq»on a 
few Ij^attered huts of Toulah Shephcids. 
perceiving an aged negro woman among 
theoi who gazed on hinij be tendered her 
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kis bsn<lkerchief, and recftieded in ex- 
chanf^L^ a little corn. She Icindly invited 
into her but, and produced a laige 
wooden bowl of kouIcons, or boiled corn $ 
|>ix>curtng him a/: tin: i'ame time corn and 
water tor his horl'e. 

\» 

In this manner, obtiiinlng elctmoly- 
fKiry liipport from the mod wietchtd of 
human beings, he wandered for the Ipnce 
ot 15 days, directing his comic neatly 
Kaft South £ad, in the accoinphihment 
of his million. At length, in the morn¬ 
ing ot ihe ]6thday, having been joined 
by (bine Mandingo Negu cs who were 
tiavcHiiig to Sego, he had the intxpref* 
fible latii»faclion to behold the great ob¬ 
ject ot his wilh4s—the long iciiglu ina- 
jeftic Niger, glittering to ihc moining 
fun, as broad as the Thames at \Veli- 
miniler, flowing with flow inajetiy from 
Well to Eall, through the middle of a 
very txtenfive town, which his fellow- 
travellers told hifii was Sego, the capital 
of the great kingdom of Bamhara. 

His emotions were ^xqiiihie : and it 
were iinjuil not to give them in his own 
words—** I haflened to the brink of the 
liver, and having dr.mk of the waur, 
lifted up my fervent thanks in prayer to 
the gieat Ruler of all things, for having 
thus far crowned my endeavours with 
fuccels.*’

The houfes of Sego are of clay, with 
flat roots; many of them two lloiies 
high, and wliite walhcd. Moorifh 
moiques are ieen in d\cry quaiter of tiie 
city, which contains about 30^000 iiilia- 
bitants. '1 he ooats on the river are 
Bumercus, and the furrciinding cctintiy 
well cultivated. Sego is the refulcnce ot 
Manlong, King of Bamhaia, a Negro; 
who, fearful of rite malign.-int ciiielty of 
the Moorifh inhabitants towards a Chi if- 
tian ftrarger, lent to defiie Paik to quit 
his dominions, giving him 5000 cowriel 
fo detiuy the expcnces of his journey. 
An bundled of cowiies, or lirrle 

flieiU, will maintain a man and his liorle 
hours in Bainbaia* 

After leaving Sego, the firft town of 
note .at which Mi P. ai rived, in (he 
dire^ion of N. E. was Kabba, fituaied 
in the midll «)f a beautiful and highly 
cultivated country. It was the iealbn 
of the Shea haivcfl; which conlilts in 
gathering the fiuU pnducing the tree- 
butter. The tree itlelf releinhlc^s the 
American oak; and the nut, from thh 
kernel of which the butter is prepared, 


refembles a Spanifh olive. The butter, 
obtained by Amply boiling this kernel in 
water, is whiter, firmer, and has a finer 
flavour than any that can be nnade from 
cows* milk, and has allb the advantage 
of keeping without I'alt. 

Mr. P. proceeded two days journey t# 
Sllla, and intended from thence to nave 
adv.inctd to Jeiinc, Toinbufto, and 
Honfa, the principal cities on the Niger; 
but was deterred by the information that 
the two firfl places were wholly under ‘ 
the influence ol the Moors. In return* 
ing homeward, Mr. P. followed the banks 
of the Niger, and traced back that great 
river nearly to its Iburce. During the 
courl'e of this peregrination, he encoun¬ 
tered the tiopical rains in all their vio¬ 
lence ; and w.as chiefly indebted for his 
fupport to the Doody, or chief man in 
each place ; one pait of whofeduty it is, 
fo piovide for the ntceflitoiis traveller. 
To liifTer the King’s ftranger to depart 
hungry (liich is the phrafe), is an offenco 
of a very heinous nature.—The gtne- 
rofity of the Negroes often made them 
refiife cowries in payment, but their fu- 
perflition made them earneft after fapbirs 
orch.uins. Thcfe fapbics 7 k\t icraps of 
paper, wdih a lentence of the Koran, 
fold by the Moors to the poor Negroes; 
who, being furnifhed with this mer- 
chandlfe, no longer dread the lurking 
lerpent or tlic prowling tyger. They 
obierved, however, “ that if a Moor's 
fapliie is good, a wiiitc nuin's mull need 
be bet ter.*' Mr. P. indulged this fan¬ 
cy, and fomctiincs g.tve them the Lord's 
pi ayer. His pen was a reed ; charcoal 
and gum-water lupplied him w*ith ink ; 
a thin hoard ierved the pur^ofe of pa|M:r. 
At Kamalia, which is 500 .miles from 
any friendly country on the Gambia, 
Mr. P. was detained one month by a 
d:ingcrous fevir, ami five month;* mure, 
waiting tui the fird cainvau of llaves, the 
company of which wnr> neceflary to his 
jouiiK-y tliiough the deleft. The chief 
(iircc^or of the caravan refufed at Ka¬ 
malia ; to him our tiavtdler applied ; 
and for the value of one Have, to be paid 
on Ills I'ufv aiiivalutibe Gambia, this 
worthy Negro undertook to condu6l him 
fafe back to Piihnia, and alio oflered 
him the accommodation of his houie un¬ 
til the time of the caravan's departure. 
During the )i>ng and unexpe^td delay 
ot lia inonihs, not a niurnuir elcapetl the 
lips of Karla (this was the Negro's 
name), or thofe of any of hU wives, at 
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the trouble and expence which their in¬ 
mate brought upon them. To the 
tender rolicitude9 the chearful alTiduity, 
and flowing hoipUality, of thele poor 
Pagans, Mr. P. declares himidf indebted 
for his fafe return to Great Britain, and 
the prefervation of his life. 

In April 1797, the caravan being 
completed, and our traveller's health re- 
eltabliihed, he let out from Kamalla in 
connpany with feventv perl'uns, under 
the dire^ion of KaiTa. In nine days 
they came to Maana, bordering on the 
branch of the Senegal. In ten days 
more, they reached the Imali but fertile 
State of Dentilia, and eroded in their 
journey feme of ihe itreams tha{ con¬ 
tribute to the great river ol the Gambia. 
On the 4th of June they fell in with 
that river two days’ journey above the 
falls of Eaiacoiida. On the loth of 
June Mr. P, to his infinite latisfadion, 
entered the hofpitable manfion of Dr. 
Laidley, from which he had let out 18 
months before. On the X5th he em¬ 
barked in a Have <liip bound to America j 
which being driver, by ftrefs of weather 
into Antigua, Mr. P. took his padage 
frofUiv^ence to London, w^here he anived 
on the X5th of’December 1797. 

In his extenfive peregrinations, one of 
the greatest curiolities he met with is 
the Lotus, a plant of ancient renown, 
rather a thorny ftirub than .a tite, 
abounding in all the countries he ita- 
vrried, but flouiifhuig luoii in a landy 


foil. Its fruit is a ftnall farinaceout 
berry, which being pounded and dried in 
the fun, is made into excellent cakes^ 
rei'einbling in colour and Bavotir, the 
fweetett gingerbread. A liquor alio is 
prepared fiom it, delicioully Iwett; the 
lame, perhaps, which is ^a^bled to have 
pi odneed fuch extraordinary ed'e^u OQ tiie 
cuinpftnions of'Ulydes. 

* A new and important circumftanca 
brought to light by Mr. P. is, that the 
Moots, thofe nieicilefs bigots, whole 
territories extend in a narrow belt from 
the mouth of the Senegal to the confines 
of Abyfrinia,du not, as has been iiitbeito 
univerlally believed, trult lolely to the 
I’.vord for the piopngatlon of their tenets. 
They have introduced among the Pagans 
ot Africa a fyiiem of profclytifm much 
more eificacious and extuTfive. By cliab* 
lidiing Schools wherevci it is pra^icablc, 
in which the Negro children arc taught 
to read, and inltrucfed in the tenets of 
the Koran, they fixM bias on the minds 
ot their dilciples, which no accidents ia 
life can ever afterwards remove. 

Mr. P. fiiw many of thofe fchools la 
his piogrefs, ancf could n >t but lament 
that none of the European Governments 
(Sierra Leone being a private eonoerR)^ 
have introduced a limilar fylfem among 
thtl'c poor people, for inculcating the 
doibtrir.c^ ot Chriltianity ; a meafum 
which, in his opinion, many ciicuin- 
llanccs concAir to render pradicable*

This line and fcveral others don’t run 
quite fo well in fome of the young fingers’ 
pi'ayer>books ; but 1 always keep to the 
old book 1 found in the church w'hen I 
was made clerk. That’s the book our 
forctatheis ufed, and I can’t perceive the 
world grows wifer. Befides, thefe, I am 
fatisfitd, are the words of Mr. Hopkins, 
and I love to be true to my friends, and 
know no bufinefs we have to make them 
ibeak juft what we think fit, or 
faAiions alter, when they are dead and 
gone.

Don’t fpend your time in turning over 
and fiillyiiig your piayer-book, to fi*)d 
pjoper Pl’aims, but conipof; foine hymns 
of your own : hut don’t meddle with 
David’s Pfaims, 1 chaige you j let the 
whole compofition be cntiiely ycur own, 
and I am perluaded, it will be more fen- 
fibly exprelfcd, and 11101 e poetical, than 
Thomas StLiiiliold and John Hopkins* 
Tranflatiun i ami, 1 am lure, will have 
as good a right to be lung in (•ur 
cliiirclies. The moment he had laid 
this I felt 111)fell iiilpiicd, and began 
tlur. :

This, you fee, Is the fecond, or ihymlng 
Vcill*; but thfie’s not one jot ot Icnlc 
in it: the i'rnie lay all in the Hrd or 
rtrUihlc vtTic i lor can yoti make any 
fenie or a peilbn's being elad ct cloathed 
with lack? Sir, laid 1 , there is an out- 
Kvutdf and thtie is likcwil'c an 
clnathin^. In the reading Pl'alm, the 
word is fackdolb^ which expielTes l?oth j 
for as cloth keeps the outward man warm, 
fo will fack the iiiwaid man. 1 will ex¬ 
plain niy meaning as you, Sir, often do 
in the pulpit, by a lamiliar inilance. 

Once on a lime, I remember, I was 
p;oing hc^me, about ten, from yourChrilt- 
nias entertainmeni: now, 'tis well known, 
^ir, what gieat caie you take to fend 
your parifliioncrs home vi'ell fatished, 
hut very rol)er, Irom your plentiful table; 
iind, to 111/ thinking, I w-as as fober as 
ever I was in my life \ but yet, I know 
tiot how, as I was croflfing. the church¬ 
yard, my legs failed me Itrangely, and 
down I tumbled : and methought I felt 
as if I had been call headlong into a 
grave I dug liie day betore, and was 
wedged fall" in the bottom of it. So 
there I lay. in a bitter cold night, till 
funrife next morning; when I perceived 
I had o:ily been diL.uning aDout the 
grave, and lay on as pi tin a piece of 
ground as your parloui floor. But now 
to come to the inattei in hand, il I had 
not been well linul with your goed ;?r- 
Koard cloathi}i^j my dream about the 
grave would foon h.oare been out; and 
you. Sir, would have had an opportunity 
of chuiing a better clerk, who might 
perhaps have chole better Puilnis titan 
your humble lervant.

Was our 
incorr.paiabij Laurcat to cairy no better 
poetiy with him to St. James's, than the 
Pfalms we fing in our Churches, I guefs 
lie would hardly have a knife and fork 
laid him. 'I'hcfe Pidlms of yours 
weie indeed, Ibme years agoc, patched,* 
and a little mended in fcveial places ; 
but by whom were tliefe amendments 
made ? Not by an aflcmbly of divines, 

I c#n alTurc you, but (as I have been 
credibly informed) by a Angle parifli- 
clcrk, whole name wA j;iill: and inftead 
of the Royal atl'ent, they had, I fuppofe, 
the approbation ot* the Company of 
Statior.ei s, who, being long agoe afliamed 
to print fuch Huff as wo are not yet 
afliamed to fing, fet this Plalmiftical 
Coblcr oil work to mend them. 

I'hefc now are the Pfalms which you 
admire, and many of cut* people look 
upon as part of our Liturgy, becaufe 
they com; to their Imnds with their 
prayer-books : whereas there is hardly a 
man of fenfe in the kingdom that will 
i'ay any thing more in their iavour, than 
B b b a that 
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that they are better tinderftood by the 
▼uigar than other verfions t and yet thisy 
1 am confident, is far from being true j 
for what was vulgarly and meanly cx- 
prelTed aoo years agoe, is not half lb ia- 
teliigible to the common people now-a- 
days, as the natural, eafy, and pure, as 
well as fublime and poetical language* 
which we meet witlf in the vcriion of 
Biady and Tate. Befides, this has the 
Royal allowance and permifTion, and lb 
has that of Sir Richard Blackmure : and 
ftich permlilion of two verfions implies 
a command to ul'e one of thole that are 
permitted* and no other. However* 1 
wilh trom my heart a propcM* authority 
would fpeak out, and cxpreisly enjoin us 
to ufe no other. We have ofFerttl the 
lame and the blind for faciifice long 
enough : wc lia\ e too long !cen and heard 
the lublime lenfe of (he iacred writings, 
ini'pired by the holy Ipirir of God, 
mangled and dcballd ; for though thefe 
our 'rranflatojs have, for the molt part, 
retained David's icnle* yet by cloaJiing 
it in an iinJecmly drefs, and by the un¬ 
accountable power of (lu.n fSi they have 
made that i'eni'e conieniptible * lb that 
there would be much lei's obje^lion 
againftthele Pialms, it they were ori¬ 
ginal compofitions, and not a pitiful 
tianllation of the divine language of !ioly 
David. But as thev plainly are lb, and 
fjnee a mere defirable methvd of getting 
rid of ’em is not likely to be obtained, I 
freely declare* that in this particuinr I 
am for joining with the icotfers of the 
age, and laughing 'em out of cur 
churches. 

I d )ubt not but many pious Chiiftlans 
have uied thefe Pialms with devout af- 
fed ions : the fervent zeal of their hearts, 
though it mull in a guat meafure be 
damped, yet could not be quite ext in- 
uilhed by any words or exprefliurs, 
ow cold or fpiritlefs Ibever j and it will 


ive me a real concern. If any fucli fhould 
e offended at this way of proceeding s 
but the ofience, I am confident, would 
foon be removed* if the New Pfalms, ns 
they are (Hll called, were but put into 
their hands, and the old ones taken away, 
which have cccafioned the molt excellent 
part of divine lei vice to be performed 
with fo much culdnefs and indifference; 
for can it be expeded that men will fing 
thofe Pfalms with devotion, or even with 
feriourncls, in the church, which they 
hear fo frequently and fo defervedly ridi¬ 
culed in our Itrcets? But every pious 
Chriflian will rejoice when he BiuU the 
devotions of his heart aflifted and 
heightened by exprefTions fiiitable to this 
heavenly exeicife, and will pronounce it 
a joyful and pleafant thing indeed, to 
fing praifes to his God, when he can fing 
thole praifes with underllanding. 

My inalitT, I pciceived, was growing 
warm ; fo I knew, though I had never 
lb much reafon on my fiiie, I mull difpute 
with him n ) longer. But I ventured, in 
a low a;:d fubuiiinvc voice, to add, that 
alterations v\cic dangjroui. So lay the

AN ACCOUNT OF A SUBTERRANEAN CAVERN, 

LATELY DISCOVERED AT STONEUOUSE, NEAR PLYMOUill. 


To t be bt Honour able Lord Edgecumbe. 


Plymouth-Dock, Maicb j,iyy6. 
MY LORD, 

HAVE the honour of communicating 
to your Lordihip an account, which I 
took on the fpot, of a fubterranean ca¬ 
vern, lately difeovered In youi LordHtip's 
iSemeins at btonehoiifi;. Tiie place, at a 
confiderabie extent lound, ns your Lord- 
(hip well knows, belonged formerly to 
the Monks : part of the wall that iii- 
clofed their garden is flill to he fean. 
The cavern was accidentally difeovered 
by fome miners in ||;tlowing up a conti- 
uous rock of iharblc. The aperture, 
ifclofcd by the t^plufion, was about 
four feet in diameter, and looked not 
unlike a hole bored with an auger. It 
was covered with a broad flat (Tone ce¬ 
mented with lime and fand \ and twelve 
feet above it the ground feemed to have 
been made with nibbifh brought thither, 
for what purpoie I know not, unlefs it 
were for that of poncealment. Here in¬ 
deed, but here only, we faw foW ap¬ 
pearance of ait, and veftige oi niafonry. 


The hill itfelf, at tlie norlhern fulc of 
which this vault was foiuid, coiifills, for 
the moil part, of lime Itonc, or lathcr 
marble. 

Fr^m the mouth of this cave (thio’ 
which we defeended by a ladder) to tl.c 
firlt bafe, or landing place, is z6 feet. 
At this bafe is an opening, bearing N. W• 
by W. to which we have given the name 
of Tent Cave. It refembles a tent at 
its bafe, and in its circumference, and 
ftretches upwards, ibmewhat {wrainidi- 
cally, to an invifible point. It is, as 
far as we can mcafure, about ten feet 
high, feven broad, twenty-two long : 
though there is an opening, which, on 
account of its narrownefs, we could not 
well examine, and in all probability it 
has a dangerous flexure. In each fide of 
this Tent Cave is a cleft; the right runs 
horizontally inwards ten feet, the left 
ineafuret fix by four. The fidcs of the 
cave are every where deeply and un- 
couthly indented, and here and there 
ftrengthened with ribsj naturally iormeda 

which 
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which placed at a due diftance from each 
othci'f give fomc ideas of fluted pillars in 
old churches. 

In a du'c6l line from this cave to the 
oppofite point is a road 30 feet long. 
The dedent is deep and rugged, either 
from Hones thrown into it trem above, 
iince the difeovery, or from hagments 
that have fallen off at dlfleient times, 
from different pLices below. This road 
is very ftrongly but rudely arched over, 
and many holes on both Tides are to he 
fecn; hut bein^ very narrow, do not ad¬ 
mit of remote infpehionor critical fciu- 
tiny. 

Having fcrambled down this deep de- 
feent, we arrive at a natural arch of 
gotiiic-like Hruflure, which is four feet 
iicm lide to fide, and fix feet high. Here 
Ibmc pctrefa£\Iuns are feeii depending. 
On the right of this arch is an opening 
like a funnel. Into which a flendcr peifbn 
might cieep j on the left is another cor- 
lel'pondcnt funnel, the courfe of which is 
oblique, and the end unknown. 

Beyond this gothic pile is a large fpace, 
to which the arch is an entrance. This 
Ipace, or inner loom (for lb we have 
termed it), is 11 feet long, 10 broad, 
ac high. Its Tides have many large ex¬ 
cavations, and here two columns, which 
Teem to be a mils of petrefa^ions, pro- 
confideiably. On the Tuilaccs of 
thole pillars below, arc Teen Tome T.in- 
taiVic protiiheiances, and on the liangliig 
looTs above. Tome cryllal diops that have 
been petrified in their progrels. Be¬ 
tween thoTe columns ib a chalin capable 
of containing three or four men. 

Returning tVoni this room, we perceive 
cn the left hand an avenue 30 feet long, 
naturally floored with clay, and vaulted 
jwith ftone. It bcar-^'--S. W, and be¬ 
fore we have crept through it, we Tec a 
paflage of dilhcult accelik aiul dangerous 
snveltigation. It runs forward 15 feet, 
ai.d openc over the vault 30 feet high 
near the larged well. Oppofite to this 
palTage art . two caverns, both on the 
right hand. The flril hca|'s N. \V, by 
w, and running forward^ in a ftiai-^ht 
lint about »o leer, fonui a cuive tr.at 
yeif|K6 fomewhat to the N. £. Here we 
yralk and citeu in a winding courfe liom 
cell to ecilt till we are Hopped by a well 
of water, the breadth and depth of wliicli 
areas yet not fully known. This wind¬ 
ing cavern is three feet wide, in Tome 
paiU five feet high, in Tome eight. Re¬ 
turning to the avenue we find adjoining 
to this cavern, but Teparate^i by a large 
Md niafly paitition ot Hone, the iccond 


cavern running wcH ; and by defeending 
down fome Tmall piles of lime-Hone, or 
rather broken rocks, the bottom here 
being fhelvy flate, or more properly a 
combination of flate and lirae-Hone,^ wc 
diTcover another well of water. This is 
the langeH, The depth of it is in one 
^lace 23 feet, the^vidth uncertain. Op* 
pofite to this well, on the left |umd, by 
mounting over a Tmall ridge of rocks," 
covered with wet and llippery clay, wc 
enter a vault eight feet broad, 1*8 long, 
30 high. Here, towards the S. £. a roadj 
not eaTy of alcent, runs upwards 72 feet 
towaids the Turtacc of the earth, and lb 
near to it, that the found of the voice, 
or of a mallet within, might be diHInflly 
heard withent: In conlcqsicnce of which 
a very large opening has been made into 
it. At the bottom of this vault. In m 
place not readily obferved, is another 
well of water, the |iepth of which, on 
account of its Titiiation, cannot be well 
fathomed, nor the breadth of it afcci- 
tained. 


While the miners were exploring thole 
gloomy and grouTque regions, they were 
alarmed at a niurmuring foyind that 
Teemed to come fium the hollows of the 
cave ; and one of them, w^o chanced to 
be neai the largeH well with a candle in 
his hand, Taw at that IiiHant the w'ater 
rife about half a tout. This pheno¬ 
menon then Could not be explained : but 
now we think that the Tcvtral v/e!ls aie 
ncaiiy on a level, and Uiat the waters 
lliape their courfe towards the Tea, and 
mix with it in Mill Bay, at the dIHance 
of Tcur hiindied and tvielve feet. |t is 
not ccitain whether thoTe wells, theugh 
they lie below the extremity of the il.ne- 
flone, have a mutual communication 
not: but it is higldy probable, as the 
bottom of the largeli well is clay, and 
its Tides are Ihelvv llatc, that theie are 


Tpiilngs, and it is ceitah. iliat this flu-ivy 
vein of ll.itc, iicaiiv of the lame,kLnd and 
coloui witli Tome ll'^i at Mount tdge- 
cumbe on iheoppol'.tj mere, is contiwu^d 
even to rhe La, two openings at 

1j\v have hver. found, tbiough 

whivh it is pic.pabie the water of the 
gieat wcil diichaiges itfclf. When the 
tide I lies, it is pic fumed that the prefliire 
of the fea without retards the courfe of 
the water wirhin, .ml this may account 
for the rife and fall fo manifeHatdifi'ereut 
times of founding: and the Tame cir- 
cuuiHaiThe is obferved allb in a well near 
the old French priTon, in the environs of 
flymouth. 

Each cavern has iu arch, each arch is 

Along, 
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i[rong» tnd tn general curious. The 
evay to the largcil well is> in one part, 
roofed with iblid and linooth Hone, not 
miUkc the arch of an oven. No one 
Arenied to be affe^^ed by the damps till 
lie came hither, and then,the camles 
grew dim, and one of the inveftigators, 
as well as myl’clf, felt unulual and unj 
eaiy ^ lenlaiions. However, iince an 
cpuiing has been made Near t’’e arch of 
the great well, and the air lus li.id a 
much freer accefs, no fucli )niproms 
lave been peiceivcd. It is iiLily 
that the hill iticlr is hollow ^ fjine ^« tiie 
caverns have reciprocal communica ions ^ 
but the clelts are ouen too narrow tor 
accurate inl'pe 5 lioa or enquiry. 

The water here^aiid thore is liill dripping, 
asUi incruftations, uiu.il in luch gruttes, 
coat the I'urlace of tlie walls in i‘<ine 
paces. There are fonie wiiimncjl jike- 
Bcdcs* which the pen need not ddciibe 


nor the pencil drlincatc. Mr. Cook« 
worthy, of Piymouth, a very ingenious 
tnan, and an excellent clieinid, has been 
lb obliging as to analize the water ot the 
three wells, and has f und, by many 
experiments, that it is very loft, and fit 
lor every pnr’,o c. I iluicfore beg leave 
to congriitiilatc y ur Lordihip on the dif* 
Cjvery of this water, which, though 
tlicTc was no want before, cannot tail lo 
he a valuable acquilition to yourto\^n 
of Stonch Aite i a place very deiiglitlul, 
and iLiperior to molt lor the beauty of 
iifc piol’pe^ts, and the e'egi.cc of i'S 
lliviatii n, atul what is iliil better, foi ihe 
goo'ir.,‘is of the an ; a* the longevity of 
the iulubitants iulKcieitlly evinces,

A t a time when foreign anarchy and 
liccntioulhefs arc atteniiiriiig to 
produce thet*'calamity, vvhicli trieign 
arms have ever luan tc.iind urablc to 
ctfe6t, it cannet be a hlKur ioi..!Jyu:c- 
lei's to deliiiLate the chai.idler oi a man 
who ir.iglit in otV'-r ciii;ave 
Iitcn ftiviccablc to ioc.^ty ; bjt who, 
having taught the reigning coniagmi, 
has bt:coni»i the regret of his friends, the 
ridicule of ins ac^uaiiuante* and the 
pity oi the wife. 

Do^^or Veniofvs is a perfonage of 
ftrong p:c;ud:ces and weak principles : 
hady, uveibearing, and cicdultus, his 
mind Is a giand rekrvwii ol every exutic 
tolly which the piefent aee bountifihly 
aironiles. He has lead^ much ; but, 
aving dored his mind with images as 
indriiments ct cavil lather than c.m- 
vi^Hon, his converlation is an odd ju^n- 
ble of fententioiis wi:doin and atfcdled 
libertinihn. I'oo volatile lor feriuus 
itudy, and too eager for regular deduction, 
his biain catches with ardour every para- 
• dox which fophidry gives birth to, and 
may he compared to thole mirrors which 
are fo diipoicd as to icceive on their 
I'urfacc each tranfitcry objiil that palles 
the Ilj*eet. Is there a needy advents ler, 
who by help of botanic lyrup prumiies 
effecfually to cy'^s every dilordcr of the 
human frame ? Does lome modern Pro¬ 
metheus by vital air reltorc the fiinflions 
of the body, or mtthodillic leveller re¬ 
pair the fabric of the loul ? Has fomc 
fage conjuror promifed to leap into a 
quart bottle, or out of a four pair of 
itairs window ? let him repair to V'en- 
tolus, where he is fure of receiving eil- 
cotiragemeiu and reward, as lar as the 
Dolor's confined income extends. -This 
ingenious philofopher commenced his 
caieer with a relblution ro fowebody, 
Ue found the beaten track to tame iu 


worn with ufe, ami fo crmided with 
candidates, that he del’p.'nrrd ot ever fig- 
nalizing hiniieit there, and in conlupience 
c!ei:eimincd to diaw the artcnti<ui of the 
wot ill by taking fomc road w'hich no 
iiaveiler had hithcito e.Kpioreil. lie le- 
mcmheied tg have read iii Dvid, that 
Pliaefon had diiven the chariot of ihe 
Sun lor a day, and could not but remark 
that he had acquited mure lame by 
dilving !iL*h».r Ikelter over bulls and 
Icoipions, inuuntains and vallics, than if 
he hud pci llvcicd »m the dull track which 
hi.s latliei had pointvd out, TobVluir, 
lie coil III not deny that ihc poor youth 
burnt ai'd deltroyed every objvM he ap- 
proaciied, and was hinilell knocked on 
the head at hid ; but he thought it ex¬ 
it emcly tyrannical and oppiclhve, that a 
philoicplier, wliilii puriuiug a hainiiels 
cxpriiincut, and icvi iiuiunizing a few 
cuuntiies, which Lhe beams ot Apollo 
had never eni»ghiene<l, fciould be liopt 
fh^.it by an ariltociaiical thundeiholt, to 
tile mill (f genius, and utter exteiini- 
nan m of experimental phiiol^phy. 

Thus fraught with principles of con¬ 
tradiction, it caoiiot be fui pi uing that 
Venlolus Ihould have rendcitd hiniklt an 
object of notoriety. In his politics he 
is anci-minilirrial, in his perfuafion non- 
cofifonniit, and in his religious ienti- 
nients. anti chriliian. Ever on the wing 
In qiieft cf fume glittering novelty, his 
whole lii'eis Ipent in deceiving and being 
deceived} Kuming opinions to-day, 
which to-morrow lees iiicceedcd by new 
ones, like the wave whicl) builds a heap 
of land, fated to bedeltroyed by the wave 
that liicceeds it. 

The Flench Revolution has found 
Ventoliis more conliltent in his incon- 
filtency, than any other event. Its three 
grand attributes of novelty, immorality, 
and anaichy, have pioduccd a fund of 
admiration iii his mind, which no fub- 

fequent 
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-fequent event !i:is yet been able to eiface* 

I occabonalJy frequent a club of which * 
Do£lor Ventol'iis is a meinber, and was 
foine days ago greatly furpriled to lee 
him enter the room, waddling under the 
weight of two enormous quarto volumes I 
** There citizens I'* cried he, throwing 
the books clown upon the t:d)le, there 
is a complete refutation of all that your 
Grotiiis and your Puffendorff, your 
Cokes, JulHnians, andRlackftones, ever 
wrote in their lives , and all in the rii< 
fling compals of two volunjes ! You 
may remember Eultaihius thinks Uoimr 
a good liibtlitute for all other books ; 
but Euftathius was a lool: Homer is 
too fond of celebrating Kings, and men¬ 
tions nothing of ‘ iht Majifty of the 
f’ opte i’ a certain fign that he was a 
mere igncrainiis, and his admirers no 
better than drivellers. As to Hoi ace, 
Virgil, and Ovid, I this morning made 
a honfiie of them in my couit jard., as 
the cm ate deftroyed the romajices or IXn 
Quixote, ard lor the lame lealon, be- 
caute they hinder the ojieiatitm or realbn, 
by tiieii fulibnie juailesof and 

fiich li'it of fellows. Here, 0:1 the con¬ 
trary, ncKirgs ?re praifed j all cit.wned 
heads and i IhddiilmiPnts aie pulled down, 
and nctiin'i^ is elected in llieii dead,

Jt was not without icafon that T)«>^1nr 
Venloliis cxpiliaied on the .uimiiaiion 
Iiis two voliiims had tvciiulj for wc 
fouml him, to oui uitei dunuy, fo com¬ 
pletely imhin-d with the new philolophy, 
that common cliauly Iwd alniolt iodueed 
Us to rcini'Ve him fiom the liiitii'h collet- 
houfe to Rcdhiiu Dining the foliloquy 
ab^ve ivlaied, he coulinucd to ftiide 
acrofs the locm, playing with his watch 
fhain, clapping his hands, and elevating 
his creft, with all the fervour of a pur-

blind pTcjeflor. Upon fbe entrance of 
dinner, 1 civilly requefted him to take a 
feat i when, Itaiting fiom his reveiie, he 
exclaimed, “ Why fhculd we have com¬ 
mon meals ? Am I obliged to be hungry 
at the fame lime that you are ? Ought 
I to cf»ine at a certain hour from the 
Muleum where 1 am working, the recefs 
where K meditate, or the obfti vatory 
^here I remark lilie phenomena of na- 
tiiic, to a ceitain lull appropriated to the 
office ot eating ; imtead of eating, as 
rcalon bids me, a? the time and place 
moll fuited to my avocations * ?" 

This opinion howtvei did not continue 
long; he aturwanls took his fcatveiy 
ipiicily at the table, and eat with no Imall 
apjetitc for lo ligid a philoropher. 
^^''hcn rallied upon this, he irdoimed us, 
that human picuidices cofld m-t be fud- 
derly abolilhed, but in procels cf time 
he had no doubt that filly pujiidice in 
fav(.ur of eating would be tctail) abo- 
lifhtd ; avlding, that, it wa» in that icnfe 
he undciiiocd the aflertion of'FianLlin, 

“ that niir.d wouid or^e day become om¬ 
nipotent ever matter.” When the 
boupdaiies r.t ftit^nct fhall be lo greatly 
eiilnigcd, wc may expect to lee the votary 
C'f Bacchus quit the juice of the grape 
fni the produce of thechiyllal well, the 
dtbaucher difbar.d bis feraglio, and the 
laiv'.ci.Ills common council man, ablr.rbcd 
in Utopian vilicns, liiti'cr the well drclled 
haunch or tempting turtle to fmoke re- 
gaiuuls by liim. Kvery Inend to tire 
humm IpecKS mull acknowledge that 
tins is a conli»inination dcvcutly to be 
V i!lx 1 ; how Lu it is to be expelled, 
time ».ulv can determine. 

'File cfoi toiuiiuKd tc entertain us 
dnripi; diiu\r with many otlier par.n- 
d'-'.'.s, drawn fioin thr fame fa gad us 
fouice. One of the coinpai'v having 
cal'«m 1 . mei’ii *n *‘ic pyramids of F&yp^* 
tx’i'tdfcd hi-^ alt-.r.. ! incnt at the uiianlum 
ot labi'ur Mieihi.y to finilh inch Itii- 
l-^MuloUi Ir.biKs ; but Ventolus It^pped 
him iIuMt hy c'bhi ving, that though the 
pv 1 air'd , we! e w’''iiL%ot guat labour iu 
theiiaiher r^ges, e«c the new pbilotophy 
had enlightened umnkiud, ytt that m a 
Very tiw yeau he had icafon to bcU<''’e 
vve iuight finifli I'uch buildings as thole 
w ith iiitlc or no trouble ; adding, with 
ptcuiiar eraphafis, “ Hereafter it is by 
no means clear that the nioft extenfive 
operations will net be within the re;ich 
of oi,c nun ; or, 10 make ufe ol a familiar

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inftance, that a plough may be turntd 
into a Held, and pcitorm its oHice with¬ 
out the need ot luperintendanco ♦.*’ 
Innumerable were the tollies which 
Ventolub continued to commit under the 
influcr.ee ot the above-mentioned puliiical 
Sipinoza. Having never been able by the 
auiflance of his all-pov\xjliii le^lcii to 
dtlcover the cxa6\ fiiuation of Heaveu 
he has concluded, perhaps a little too 
hadily, that there is no inch phice. 'I'o 
i'ucli a man it mull be very inconvenient 
and mortifyiiig to die : to obviate this 
inconvenience, he had rccoiirfc to his 
fagacioiis Mentor, who is veiy fniltful 
ct rclburceS, and who infc/imetl him, 
that there was very litric dcubt of utiii- 
Jtind being able, by their own erei vus, 
to protract tl^j.ir lives to Hve cr lix

VVe began at lalt to be tiicd of the 
fociety ol V'eiitofus. 'l‘hc converlation 
of fools may begin with milking us 
merry, hut it al^^ays ends with making 
us lad. To break the chain ol aigu- 
ment, I propofed adjourning to Dtury 
l.ar.e Theatre, which was immediattly 
agreed to : but even heie the aflivelpii it 
of Rtfonn inlligatcd ^Ventoi'us to the 
cominidion of a thoiiiand extrayagarcies. 
He looked at the oicliedra with dikUin 
tor'employing fo many fiipeTiuiim i iry 
liawdo : “ Will it not,” cried he, ** be 
pra^icabje hereafter tor one-man to per¬ 
form the whole? SJhall we have tlua- 
trical exhibitions ? This feems to in¬ 
clude an abfurd and vicious co-operiiio;!. 
It may be doubted whrther men will 
hcrcatter come f^rwaid in any niodj 
gravely to repeat wonls and iileai not 
their own. It iv.ay be doubted whctlk.r 
^any mufical pci former will habitually 
execute the cc^mpofitions of other'*. We 
yield lupinely to the fiipcrjor meiit of 
our predecc-lLis, ber.ailc we me acciif- 
tomed to indiiige (he ina^liviiy ot (j-iji 
own faculties. All toiinal ie|>eiiiion id 
ether men’s ideas feems to be a If.hemt: 
tor iniprilonlng ibr lo long n time tlic 
operations of cur own mind. It bor¬ 
ders perhaps, in this leipe^, upon a 
breach of iincerity, which reqniics that 
we (hoiild give immediate iitierai.ce to 
every ulefid and valuable Idea that oc¬ 
curs to our thoughts f,” 

In the courfc of the evening Doflor 
VeiUoibs attached himfelf, with phiio- 


fopliic alTiirance, to a damfel of no 
bafldul or indeed moJell appearance. I 
cxprejl’ed my furprile at this, and ven¬ 
tured to point out the unpltaiant confe- 
quencfs that might enfue to his cha- 
racler ficin lb )\ublic an intimacy with 
a woman of her proicHiun. ** Her pro- 
fein^ ii!” exclaimed he : “ By the flude 
of Briijtus, I think In^r proieillun one •f 
the molt honouiablc in the world. She. 
is at open war with inarri'age, that ^ molt 
odious of ail monopolies,’ and with an 
amiable philanthropy adminiliers to the 
pleaiures ct all mankind. Belides,” con¬ 
tinued tlie Doctor, recurring to his new 
ciccd, for which he feeU a iel]>c6l as 
impll''ir as ilirK of the biother, m The 
Tale of a Tub, for his fatlier’s will, 
“ 1 deem it right jillidiunilly to cultivate 
the iiitei'C(#iuIc id tliat w'omaii wlnde ac- 
coiiif lifliir.enis iliull 111 ike me in the moil 
powcihil iii.inner; hut it ipay happen 
that other men will fi*el ter hci tlie lamp 
prtterence that 1 do ? This will cieatg 
no diliicult). We may all tnjoy her 
convei Kiti'in j and we Hiall all he wile 
enough to c ntidcr tlie fcnliiai Intel courfc 
as a very tilvi.il cbjcit. This, like 
every oiIki afrair i;i w]iicli two pcrfoiis 
are corceii’cd, mull he rtgul.oed in each 
liiccclfive inllanf j by tire iir.loictd con- 
lent ct citlui* party. It is a maik of the 
extiemc depravity of oui piei'eiit habits, 
tl»at we aie inclined to fupp<'le the len- 
lual iu'.e'eMnie any wile maierlil to tiie 
advantages aul.r.g fic^Ti tlie puielt af- 
Kiiliou.

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O N opening; this magnificent Edition 
of the Works of a pleafing Writer, 
we wL*re iurpiiied at the milnonicr by 
vliicb the Author is dittingniflicd. In 
everyone ol I-oid Orfoid’s w«iks, wheie 
he h:i:. occaiion to fign bis name, it is 
linitormly to be fuiind wiitten Horace, 
and not Horatio, ^hticlore conclude 
it to be an ovcriighi iivhc Editor. 

The lovers ot .meed re v id be highly 
gratified by this publication, w’hicli con¬ 
tains much ot the Iccict hiitoiy of the 
reigns ut Cieoige the End, Second, and 
'I'hird, and intich ot the literature ot the 
times : it contains the greater pait ot the 
works ot Lcrd Oiford, and includes not 
only the maiiufcripts bequeathed by his 
Loidfbip for publication, but iiiucli 
new matter, communicated by himielf 
doling his liic to the Kditot, ** It has 
been," tays the Editor, “ ftill further 
enriched by the contributions of his 
executors aiKl others of his ti lends ; who, 
Admiring his epiftolary talents, had pie- 
leived every lint* of his writing ; and 
who thought that by enlarging the col*

leclion of his letters, they were adding 
to a valuable and entertaining prefent 
to the public." 

In (o large and fo expenfive a piiblr* 
Cation the purchafer would probably wifh 
to have had the Catalogue of the 
Houghton Colleticn of Pictures, as well 
as the Catalogue ot Lord Orford’s own 
C«)l!eition at Strawl'ciry Hdl, omitted. 
"I'lie decrenfe in tlie pi ice would have 
mure ihfin compcnl itid for the want of 
then:% ard public.itions of this kind are 
only iitcful as they arc portable: an 
oFtavo volume of the^l^tter at lealf of 
theie, at a moderate rate, would have 
been higlily acceptable to the public s 
of the former, as the piflures are gone, ^ 
the memory of them was fulficiently re¬ 
tained by the two Editions already in 
the hands of amateurs. 

We (hall proceed to give the contents 
of the Volumes as they now He before 
us. 

Vol. I. contains the ^oems of Lord 
Orford, ^ith feme mii'cellaneous pieces 
formerly printed by him under the title 

of 
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of Fugitive vPIeceSi and given to hit 
firtends ; the Tragedy of The Myftertous 
Mother j Advertiiementt prefixed to (e-i 
veral of his Publications ^ and the Ca- 
tajogue of Roya) and Noble Authors, to 
which the Editor obferves, Confide- 
rabk additions are made under the re- 
fpe^ive divifions of the original^work \ 
notices of (everal pie^j^s omitted in ths 
tormer edition are here snferted, and a 
^ftlcript arid an appendix are fubjoined.** 
He might have added, that this work 
was ori|;inaIly very imperfeft, and that 
it ftill Trains fo. Lord Orfoid, though 
apparently fenfible of its defers, was 
averfe to take any trouble to amend 
them. In one of his letters to Mr. Gray, 
who had lent him feme correftions 
(Vol. V, 378c), he fays, “ Thank you 
for the notes on the Noble Authors. 
They fliall be inferted when I make a 
new edition, for the lake of the trouble 
the peribn has ta,|ct:n, though they are 
cf little conleqiience. Dcxlfiey has afked 
me for a new edition i but I have little 
heart to undertake iucli work, no moie 
than to mend my old linen. It is pity 
one cannot be born an ancient, and have 
commentators to do fuch jobs for one.'* 
Such a commentator iliould have been 
looked for on the prefent ccrafion. In 
palling through the Volume we have 
difeovered many omiiTions which ought 
to have been iiipplied. If a new Edition 
is printed, we hope to fee iV more correA 
and lefs imperfect. 

Vol. II. contains The Caftlc of 
Otranto; an Account of the Giants then 
lately (1766) difeovered 5 The Hifioiic 
Doubts on the Life and Reign of King 
Richard the Third; a Supplement, cun. 
taining Remarks on feme Anfwers that 
have been made to that Work ; a Reply 
to Dr. Milles, Dean of Exeter; Short 
Oblervations on the Remarks of the 
Rev. Mr. Mailers; and the following 
Poftfeript to The Hiftoric Doubts, writ¬ 
ten in February 1793. 

<< It is alHi 61 ^V|; to have livetl to find, 
in an age called not only civilized but 
enlightened, in this eighteenth century, 
that fuch horrors,iuch unparalleled crimes, 
nave been dil'played on the moll con- 
fpicuous theatre in Europe, in Paris, the 
rival of Athens and Rome, that I am 
forced to allow that a multiplicity of 
crimes, which I had weakly fuppofed 
were too manifold and too abiurd to have 
been perpetrate^l even in a very dark age, 
and in a northern illand, not* only not 
commencing to be poli/hed, but inured to 
barbarous manners, and hardened by 


long and barbarous civil wars amongft 
princes and nobility llriflly relatccf— 
Yes, I mull HOW believe that any atro¬ 
city may have been attempted or prac- 
tifed by an ambitious prince of the blood, 
aiming at the crown in the fift^ntb 
century. I can believe (I do not fay I 
do) that Richard Duke of Glouceller 
dipped his hand in the blood of the 
faint-like Henry VI. though fo revolting 
and injudicious an afl as to excite the 
indignation of mankind againft him. I 
can now believe that he contrived the 
death of his own brother Clarence ; and 
I can think it polTible, inconceivable as 
it was, that he afperfed the challity of 
his 6wn mother, in order to baltardize 
the offspring of his eldell brother : for 
all theie extravagant excelTes have been 
exhibited in the compafs of five years by 
a monfter, by a Royal Duke, who has 
a 61 ually fbrpalTed all the guilt imputed 
to Richard III. and who, devoid of 
Richard's courage, has a6fed his enor¬ 
mities openly, and will leave it impof- 
fible to any future writer, however dif- 
pofed to candour, to entertain one hijloric 
doubt on the abominable adions of Philip 
Duke of Orleans.. 

After long plotting the death of his 
Sovereign, a victim as holy as, and in¬ 
finitely fuperior in fenfe and many vir¬ 
tues to Henry VI. Orleans has dragged 
that Sovereign to the block, and pur- 
chafed his execution in public, as in 
public he voted for it. 

If to the airalTination of a hroth.er 
(like the fuppoled complicity of Glou- 
ceiter to that of Clarence) Orleans has 
not yet concurred ; lUll, when early in 
the Revolution he was plotting the mur¬ 
der of the King, being warned by au 
alTociate that he would be dete^ed, he 
faid, ‘ No ; for ^will have my (natural) 
brother, the Abbe de St. Far, llabbcd 
too, and then nobody will ful'pe£l me ol 
being concerned in the murder of my own 
brother.* So ably can the an'aflins of 
an enlightened age refine on and liirpafs 
the atrocious deeds of Goths and Bar¬ 
barians I 

Shade of Richard of Glouccfter! if 
my weak pen has been able to walh one 
bloody fpeck, one incredible charge from 
your charailei', can I but acknowledge 
that Philip of Orleans has fullied mv 
vamilh, and at Icaft has weakened all 
the arguments that I drew from the im¬ 
probability of your having waded fo 
deeply into wickeclnefs and impudence 
that recoiled on yourfelf, as to calum¬ 
niate your own mother with adultery. 
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If you did, it was fo injure the children 
of your brotheri ftiU yoic had not the 
lenleiels, fliamelels efirontery to lhake 
your own legitimacy. Philip of Orleans 
mocks your pitiful felf-partiallty. He 
in perion, and not by proxy, has declared 
his own mother a (trumpet, has baf- 
tardized himfelfg and for ever degraded 
Ilia children, as progeny defcended from 
a coachman ! For what glory, for what 
obje^s, far be from me to conjeAure I 
Who would have a mind congenial 
enough to that of fuch a monfter, as to 
be able to guefs at his motives ?” 

This Poftfcript is followed by The 
CEdes Walpoliana, and that by Na- 
tiire will prevail,” a moral entertainment, 
adted at the Haymarket in 1778, and 
now firft printed. To this I'ucceed 
riioughts on Tragedy and Comedy, and 
detcdlion of a late forgery, called 
Tcdaiuent Politique du Chevalier Ko- 
bci't Walpoole, which completely ex- 


pofes its fal/hdod; but as the briglnal 
work was never tranflated into Englifli, 
nor ever emerged from the obfcurity 
which it delerved. Lord Orford thought 
it unneceflary to publilh biS vindication 
at the time, but left it behind him a« a 
lad proof of filial anxiety for the cha- 
rafter and fame of a father. The Life 
Mr; Baker the Antiquary, and the 
Letters which palled between him ami 
various Minifters, relative to his places, 
follow. To thele fucceed the Defeription 
and Catalogue of the Curiolities of 2>ti aw- 
berry Hill, and the ElTay on Modern 
Gardening; and the Volume concludes' 
with the Counter-Addreis to the Public 
on the late Difmiinon of a General 
Officer (General Conway), originally 
printed in the year 1764, ^ 

The contents of the- three remaining 
Volumes we mult poltpone the conli- 
deration of until our next number.

E very attentive obferver 'of the 
manner* ot the prefent times will 
have remarked, that the tajh for no*veU 
pervades almolt all orders of the 
people, and is neither confined to age, 
lex, rank, or profeflion ; we have even 
been told of peiibns of diltinguilhed emi¬ 
nence, ami dignified liations'in life, who 
have confidtreil it as an innocent and 
lalutary relaxation from levcrc fiudies, 
p*aticularjy that of the law ; while, on 
the other hand, many divines and other 
devout perfons, as well as I'everal cele- 
hi an d moral writers, have condemned 
this loole branch of Jitcrafure as tending 
to vitiate the mind, to corrupt the morals, 
and to produce a pernicious influence on 
the conduft of human life, in its ordinary 
occurrences. ^ 

A novel reader, it is aflerted, forms 
extravagant ideas, and expefts to find, 
in the levelaldomcflic and focial relations 
ol mankind, perfons and charafters 
flnilhcd after the models of the heroes 
and herpines delineated in thofe favourite 
works of imagination. Hence are de- 
lived family feuds, I'eparations, breach 
ol friendlhips, and other drcailful vio¬ 
lations of the harmony and tranquillity 
which ought to fublifl in all virtuous and 
well-ordered focieties. Leaving, how¬ 
ever, the dilculfion of the controverfy ta 
l)>eculativc writers, we fhall content our- 
lelvcs with drawing one genei'il infeteoce 


from the real ftate of the cafe, viz, that 
as both the wilting and reading of ro¬ 
mances and novels is become fo general, 
we arc called upon, as Reviewers of new 
publications, not to pafs them over in 
iilence, but to endeavour to guide the 
judgment of jmung perfons of both fexes, 
who are in the habit of fending for every 
new produftion of this fpecies from cir¬ 
culating libraries, fo far as to enabla 
them to avoid thofe which have a per¬ 
nicious tendency ; and to feltft only luch 
as promote the caufe of religion, mora¬ 
lity, and uncoriupt manners, by exhibit* 
il\^ the fatal conlequenccs of vice, folly, 
and dilFipaiion, and the final jufl triumph 
and rewards of honoui, integrity, and 
female virtue, in well-drawn familiar 
cxaipples, taken from the probable events 
and viciliitudes of human life, inde¬ 
pendent of the fupernatural agency of 
magicians, fairies, iflflis, gbolts, and 
dsnions, and of all improbable and in¬ 
credible fiftions: anii when it is con- 
fidered, that even the word-written novef 
has a certainty of iuccefs, through the 
medium of circulating libraries, which 
is not afTurcii to more mei itoriuus pro- 
duftions of the prei's, the talk we nave 
undertaken, of I'crutinizing them with an 
impartial but critical eve, may in the 
end prow a public bAiefit, On this 

i iiinciple, the Volumes now befoi'e us 
lave betm attentively examined; they 
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arc the iirft attempt, and the genuine pro- 
elusion, of a rei'pe<^abJe lady, and we 
can fafely pronounce, that they are well 
calculated to leflen exiiting evils in Ib- 
ciety, for which no radical cure can be 
expected ; to hold up to fcorn and de- 
rinon fome notorious chara^lers in the 
falhionable circles of high life, .whole 
portraits, under feigr^d names, We Tq 
well drawn, that the originals may be 
readily traced by the ^equenters of 
places of public ainufement $ to inculcate 
fentiments of real honour and delicacy $ 
to depreciate female affeflation ; to chaf* 
tile female fcandal and defamation ; and 
to encourage generous ^mpathy, and 
chriltian companion and forgiventfs for 
the frailties atid errors of the tender lex, 
when returnii;^ to the paths of virtue 
and decorum. 

Ellinor is ar delerted child, whofe 
parents are not difeovered till the web 
of hcr-ftory is nearly completed, and the 
whole ready to be diiplaytd as a well- 
finiOied piece, compact in ail its pairs, 
and ornamented with many beautiful 
flowers of wit and fancy. Sound judg- 
ment, folid iLal^ning, and a knowledge 
of the world, form the balls of the fa- 
brick 5 and, to ule the Author’s ow'n 
words, her Diamatis PeyfotteV arc com- 
poiixl of mere men and women, fallible 
mortals ; fome of whom, expofed to 
temptations, felt the judgment of the 
head overpowered by the lulceptibility 
of the heart 5” whiift others, like the 
heroine of her fable, having had a jult 
fenfe of religion, honour, and virtue, 
implanted in early youth, were thereby 
enabled ultimately to conquer the ebul¬ 
litions of improper palTions ; and with 
refpeft to thofc perlbnages the reader 
will meet with in the coiirle of this work, 
who, fulliionably fceptical, feared not, 
by their condu6f, to offend a deity whole 
exiltence. they doubted, and who were 
placed too high in rank to value pujblic 
cenlitre, fo that they had nothing to 
deter them from giving unbounded Icope 
to thofe viciou^ propenfvties that could 
alone gratify their ^lepiaved hearts ; fhc 
has pourtrayed them tofcive as a Pharos, 
^o guard the unfufpc£^ing confidence of 
fruiting youth from the machinations of 
the envious, and the glozii>g artifices of 
the fpecious deceiver. Nor is fhe con- 
feious of ‘ deferibing her characters as 
afting otherwife than they would have 
done in real life, had they been txpoied 
to thofe trying iiluations in which fhe 
has placed them.” Mod cf thole fiiu- 
ations are fuch as might have been ex- 


peffed to have been the natliial reftilt of 
preceding condu6t, and we find only a' 
finale one, in all the viciflitudrs which 
Kliinor experienced, that is overftrained, 
viz. her being on the point of committing 
an afl of/uicie/f ; yet evCn this meditated 
Cl ime, as (he is providentially diverted on 
the inftant from committing it, is made 
to ferve ti^e caufe of humanity snd vir¬ 
tue, by enforcing the following awful 
admonition^utVER despair j with 
which our novel ends : and this affecting 
incident in the fabled Ifory of Kliinor 
was propably fuggelUd to the fair Au¬ 
thor by the real imminent danger of lollng 
his life, from which the late ever to be 
revei/ed philanthropill Junss Hunway, 
the uncle of her hufband, was mliacu- 
loufly preferved, as related in his Travels j 
and in commemoration of which he made 
it the motto to his family coat of arms. 
It i.s by no means our intention to an¬ 
ticipate the pli’afui'c which the detail of 
the vaiious interefling and aiTcCiing 
i'cenes in this novel will aiVbrd to its 
nuincioils readers; but we niull caution 
young ladies agair.lt that avidity with 
which they too frequently fit down to 
read works of this kind, devouiing 
volume after volume at a fitting ; ieduced 
to this hurtful practice by the artful 
contrivance of fiune novel writeis, who 
finiih one volume in the middle of an in- 
teieding ftory, or an iinp«nding c;t- 
laftrcphe ; Vheitby, to diaw thtir 
readers on to the fucceeding volume, and 
thus linking the whole together in Imh 
a inaiiuci, that the lioins ot iej»ol'e h.ivc 
been facrific.d ta the iiichantnient, and 
fom(.times the inoit fatal conlcqu. rices 
have cnlucd. 

A melancholy inifance of this youth¬ 
ful tolly uled to he given by t'le rcle- 
braled Dr. William Hunter, in Ins ana- 
tomicul Icclures at the Royal Academy. 
A young lady, in the funimer leal'oii, 
placed herlclf in a fixed atrirude, leaning 
on the fill of an open window, for Icvciai 
hours, with little or no change of pof- 
ture ; and having no peilbn in the lioiife 
to controul her, fhe refilled the iuinmons 
of a Jervant to dcicend to dmc j whilll 
flie read through ibrte volumes .of one 
of thole ent*ivintA novels ; at length, at¬ 
tempting to rile, ihc found hericit unable 
to remove, without calling lor altiltance, 
from an ex^iuciating pain in the back ; 
the (pine was dillucated, became ciiived,' 
and the fninal niaiiuw having no longer 
its natural free courfe, produced a lin¬ 
gering decline, to which fhe fell a facri- 
hce in the etsbieentb year of her age. 

Ntgicfl 
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Megle^l of domeftic duties Is another evil 
attendant upon the reading of volume 
after volume without intcrmiflioh, and 
this fault extends to thole, from whofc 
mature age, and endearing lainily con- 
peftions, better things might be ex- 
pe6)ed. Fortunately tor her tair readers, 
Fllinor's hiltory is fo judicioudy di¬ 
vided, that it holds out no fuch tempta¬ 
tion ; moderate portions of each volume 
may be read at ditfeient times, without 
breaking the chain of conue6\ion j and 
the termination of one forms a proper 
refting place, detached from the enfuing 
volumes. To thofc who have read Dr. 
Moore’s 'Ed^wartU KUincr will appear to 
bear a ftrong relemblance, with the only 
difference of lex ; from the early dawn 
of reafon to the completion of their 
eventfvil hiltorits, they are both diltin- 
gxiiflud by a dignified propriety and 
reelitilde ot conduct, which exaits them 
to the rank of exemplaiy chaiaifers, 
formed for imitation j and fr.me of the 
principal inpidenfs are fo neaily allied 
that we might be Ie<l lo fuppofe them to 
be the children of the fame parents, if 
we did nut knew that tlie Doit or and the 
J.ady are diffeicntly difpokd ot in real 
life j but this is no 1m; cdiment to the 
young couple making a good match in 
\he library. 

Ki'un: the niai.y beauties of this moral 
novel wc ihail klci't one fpecimen of the 
dviicate Icntimcnts and jult reflcilions 
of the Auilu i, which may be ot tome 
liivicc to our female leaelelS. 

Ellinor is beloved by a Gentleman of 
flriil honour, and of a molt amialile 
dilpoiition, to wl.om, in the fequel, fiie 
is married. But, dining his ablencc in 
a fcivign couniiv, fhe is uiicl'ir llie pro¬ 
tection ^f a DiKhtls, whole ton i'as dif- 
}u)iuuii'abic deligus upon he*., which he 
ai'tfuliy conceals; an^i by his iidinuatirg 
manners, handlcme peiion, and elegant 
accoiuplifiinicnts, Dllinor's lieait is cap- 
tivated, and her fituation is thus de- 
Icribed : “ After the w^eek patied by t!ie 
Marquis at Bi.uuble Hail, he acioiii. 
pauied his mother and 1 lunor 10 Knvn ; 
of the latter, as the hwioine of our lak*, 
vi'e grieve that (nuh obliges to fay, 
ilie hid made no advances tow;iids con¬ 
quering that pafTion, which was at once 
the tenuent and plcafure cf^her cxiflcncc. 
She had lately blinded her judgment, and 
lulled herlclf into a ftatc of feminity, by 
indulging that molt fallacious and ilan- 
geroub ot all ideas to a young woman in 
Jove ; that file might allow hcrfell, with 
Ijropriety and honour, tocheiith :i Fl.x‘o>:ic 
fiicndfhip for the Marquis; to admire 
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and efteem him as a brother. This 
Utopian iyfiem has helped tq aid the 
caufe of Hbertinifm, ana ruined more 
females by the infidious lures it holds 
forth, than by any other means employed 
by the votaries of fedu£lioii to deftroy 
that fex th< y were born to protect. We 
e'arneffly recommend to our fair readers 
inllabtly to fly theobjeft of their choice, 
Iw-ho tries to lap tkeir innocence, and lull 
caution afleep, by painting a fancied fe- 
curity ; lui not luch a man be trufled j 
fhiin the PAj/sv/c torpedo as a covert 
incmy, ever to oe dreaded, who, while 
he numbs the fenlntlons of nature, his 
unfi rpeclingvi^lim becomes an eafy prey 
to his machinations.”

his mind fiaught with go( d fenfe, and 
a hcait cvciflowir.g with divine philan- 
tluopy foiP all the Tons and daughters of 
afflitfion. With fuch a huih?nd a woman 
mull be happy ; of what import is it, 
while his e^es beam with afTciiion for 
nv*, wliLlhei they aic black, or celtllial 
blue ^ Oi, wliLii his beriignant foul is 
txinbited in the complacent limiles that 
illumine his face, can it he cf any real 
ccM'leip yriCe to his wife, whether the 
complexion tlicy adorn has to boall the 
lily blended w ith the loJej or the texture 
of his Ik in be like the duA.y hyacinth, 
emblematic cf his ir.ii d, iir.flu<5luating* 
as his rifi'eflion, firm as his honour, de¬ 
cided as hi6 piinciples ? To the woman 
who is capable of aj^picciating mental 
btdluties, the cafket in which they are 
Jv'dged will alone be valued for the jewels 
it coniaiiis." • •

duli», the fifia/t’ of her preface ; Ti^a 
candid, difvrimin.itmg, geiicious public,

It appears by rcf'eicnce to the books of 
the holpital, that thefe has been fince 
the end of the year 1770, the number of 
1684 cliildrcn received into the hcfpital, 
ot whom 482 children died vnder the 
age of twelve months, being rather more 
than the proportion of one in foui. 
The pieicnt management and care of the 
children is moie iuccelstul j‘the average 
of thole who have died under twelve 
months in the preceding ten years, being 
only one in fix j and, tor the lalt four or 
five years, even lets than that pioportion. 

Query V. At what age are they re¬ 
ceived ? 

Anlwer. They are generally under 
two months when received. 'IMie age 
limited fir them is twelve months, alter 
which they cannot be leceivcd, except in 
calc of any peculiar diftuls, which the 
General Committee thinks fit ipccially 


to report to the General Court; or in 
cale the xhild is lent with a donation of 
lool. when the age is not limited $ or 
except they arc the children of foldiers 
and tailors in the fervice of their country, 
of whom the General Committee is em¬ 
powered, by an order of the General 
Court (made the 29th ^txnumy 1794), to 
admit as many as the funds of the cha* 
rity, with any additional aids, may en¬ 
able them to maintain, conllftently with 
a proper attention to the other objeiU of 
the charity. But upon this it is to be 
(.hleived, that the number of other ap¬ 
plications, daily ma**c from the original 
obje«JIs of the charity, and the prefent 
fituation of its finances, have precluded 
the Committee from receiving more than 
a very fmall proportion of the children 
of loldiets and lailors. The age limited 
in their inliance is five years. 

Query VI, Is it known from whom 
the children conic ? Or are they received 
in the ciadle, as it is called, or by night, 
without afking any qutftions ? 

Anlwer, Children are only admitted 
it to the Hofpital on petition j upon the 
heai ing of which the mother is examined, 
and iin enquiry direi^Ied to be made iato 
the truth of llie particular circumrtances 
dated in the petition. By the prefent 
pia^Iice of the Hofpital, fomething more 
than the mere necefiity of the mother, 
and the dtfcition of the father, is in 
general requiute. The previous good 
clnra^ler ot the mother is cnquiied intoj 
and it is afeertained that, in coni'eqiience 
ot the reception of the child, and of the 
fecrecy obferved in the enquiries as to 
the mis fortune and fituation ot the mo¬ 
ther, file will be immediately pl.iced in a 
proper fervice, or in fome otlier way of 
obtaining an honed livelihood.

I HAVE theTatisfa^^on of incleftng, 
for the hiformatioN of my Lords Com- 
mi^Fioners of the Admiralty, a lettpr I 
received yefterday frdm Lieutenant 
Price, Commanding Officer on the 
lilands of St. Marcou, in which it will 
be found, that by his firm and fteady 
refiftanctf againft a very confiderable 
force, thofe lilands have been faved 
fiilling into the hands of the enemy. 

The calm^ weather had for fome days 
preveticed his Majefty’s Blips-under my 
^tfders from- checking the progreis 
whfch the flotilla>from La llogue niight 
attempt to make, and, judging from 
the ittfonnatioa i received from Lieu- 
tenane Price on the morning of the 
6ch,that it was on its way to the iflands, 
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I necelfarily approached th^m as near 
as the ftatc of the weather would per¬ 
mit m^to do. On the fame aftertioon, 
Ifovyever, I was obligecf to anchor; but, 
taking advantage of a light breeze in 
the evening, I again weighed and ftood 
x». At ten o'clock that night, it again 
falling quite cairn, and fearing the flood 
tide would carry us too far to the Eaft- 
ward, the (hip once more anchored, the 
iftands bearing W. by S. fixmiites. 

A little before the dawn of day the 
enemy commenced the attack, and the 
boats were foon afterwards* feen placed, 
and keeping up a conftant fire. A light 
breeze wringing up at that time from 
the N.N. W. with an ebb tide, the fig- 
nal was made to weigh, and 
Talbot, of the Euridice, and Haggett, 
of the Oreftes, were directed by me to 
ftand in as fbft as polfible, and attack 
the enemy in ^the manner they ihould 
judge the moft efted-ual towards de- 
ftroyingthem on arriving up. While 
going down, however, it was perceived 
the enemyVas making his retreat in a 
very hafty and confufed manner, iind 1 
am not altogether without hope,' that 
the near appiu>ach of his Majefty's Blips 
in fome meafure confirmed the enemy 
in his inclination of abandon\pg an cn- 
terpriie, which, from the very able 
'conduf^ and well-direfted fire of Lieu¬ 
tenant Price, he would, at all events, 
have been ultimately obliged to- do. 
It again falling calm, and the Blips not 
having fteerage way, rendered purfuic 
on our fide inipoifible, and enabled them 
to make their retreat to La Hogue. 

It woujd be great injuftice in not 
joining with him in his very well be- 
ftowecT commefidation on the conduct 
of the feveral officers and men under 
his command. * • 

It may not *be deemed improper to 
mention, that 1 this^morning faw fome 
pieces of paper taken from the veiM 
which has been towed in, and that 
amongft them there is a fort of return 
of the crew, by which it appears, that 
it confifted of 144 men ; the total force, 
therefore, m^y hayc been very con- 
fiderible, atid there is every reafon to 
believe fuffered great lofs.

CAPTAIN Winthropi of his Ma- 
jefty*s Ihip Circe, arrived here this day 
with a difpatch from Captain Home 
Riggs Popham, of his Msjedy's fliip 
Expedition, to Evan Nepean, Efq. 
cretarjr of th^ Admiralty, of which the 
following is a copy i 

His Majejlfs Ship Expedition^ 
OJlend Roads^ Afif>'20,1798. 

SIR, 

£G you will do me the honour 
to inform my Lords Commilfioners of 
the Admiralty, that in purfuance of 
their orders of the 8th ind. 1 proceeded 
to Tea the 14th, witd the fhips and vef- 
fels named in the margin *, having on 
board the troops under the command of 
Major-General Coote, for t^e purpofe 
of blowing up the Bafon Gates and 
Sluices of the Bruges Canal, and de- 
droying the internal navigation between 
Holland, Flanders, and ‘France. On 
the 18th P. M. 1 fpokc the Fairy, when 
Captain Horton told me he had taken 
a cutter from Flufhiiig to Odend, and 
he underdood from the people on board, 
that the tranfport fchuyis dtting at 
Flufhing were to go round immediately 
by the canals to Dtfnkirk and Oilend $ 
and although it was impoilible that any 
information could give additional fpirit 
to the troops forming this enterprize, 
or incrcafc the energy and enertion of 
the officers and Teamen under my aoin- 
mand, yet it cunvinced Major-General 
Coote and myftjH that it was of the 
greateft importance not to lofe any 
time, but to attcmjxs even under an in- 
creafed degree of rifk, an objeft of luch 


magnitude as the one in queftion; and 
as the weather appeared more favour¬ 
able than it had been, I made the fignat 
for Capt. Bazeiy, in the Harpy, to go 
a-head, with the veiTels appointed to 
lie as beacons N. W. of the town of 
Odend, and for Capt. Bradby, in the 
Ariadne, to keep between the Expe¬ 
dition and Harpy, that we might ap¬ 
proach as near the coad as poflible, 
without the chance of being diicovered 
from the ifaore. 

At one A. M. we anchored ; foon 
afterwards the wind fhifted to Weft, 
and threatened fo much to blow, that 
the General and myfelf were delibe¬ 
rating whether it would not be better 
to goto Tea and wait a more favourable 
opportunity, when a boat from the 
Vigilant brought a velTel alongfide,- 
which die had cut out from under the 
Light-houfe battery, and the informa¬ 
tion obtained from the perfons who 
were on board her, under feparate exa¬ 
minations, fo convinced us of the fmall 
force at OAend, Newport, and Bruges, 
that Major-General Coote begged he 
might be landed to accomplifh the great 
dbj.edk of deftroying the canals, even if 
the furf fliould .prevent his retreat 
beyig fo fuccefsful as he could wilh. 1 
ofiourfe acceded to his fpirited propo- 
and ordered the troops to be 
larded as faft as poflible, without wait- 
in^forthe regular order of debarkation. 
Mapy of the troops were on fhorc be¬ 
fore’we were difeovered, and it vvas 
not till a quarter paA four that the bat¬ 
teries opened on the ihips, which waj 
inAantly returned in a moA fpirited 
manner by Captain Mortlock of the 
Wolvercene, Lieutenant Edmonds of 
the Afp, and Lieutenant Norman of 
the Biter. The Hccla and Tartaros 
bombs very foop opened the mortars, 
and threw their (hells with great quick- 
nefs and precifion. The town was on 
fire feveral times, and much damage 
was done to the Aiips in the Bafon. 
By five o’clock all the troops ordered 
to land, except thofc from the Minerva, 
v^ere on lliore, with their artillery, 
miners, wooden petards, tools, and gun-

The bat¬ 
teries at the to.vn continued their fire 
on the Wolvcreene, Alp, and Bittr;

much damage, and the Afp had been 
laying near four hours within three 
hundred yards of the battery, I made 
their fignal to move, and foon after di¬ 
rected the Dart, Harpy, and Kite, to 
take their Nations, that the enemy 
might be prevented from turning their 
g ins againft our troops ; but it being 
low water, they could not get fo near 
as thtir Commanders wifliecl. At half 
pad nine the Minerva came in ; and as 
I thought an additional number of 
troops would only add to the anxiety of 
the Geneia], from the little probability 
of being able to embark them, I int 
Captain iVIackeHar*on (hore to n 5 porc 
bis arrival with four light comifanies 
of the guards. In his abfence, CDlonel 
Ward filled two flat boats witi his 
officers and men, and was proceeding 
with every zeal to join the battalion of 
guards, without confidenng ihe#d inger 
he was expofed to in croiiing the I’urf, 
wlien Captain Bradby fortunately law 
him, and advifcd him to return imme¬ 
diately to his fhip.'. At twenty minutes 
paft ten, I had the plcafure of feeing 
the cxph.dion take place, and foon after 
the troops afTemblcd on the Sand Hills 
near the fhorc ; but the fca ran fo high 
that it was impoflibfeto embark a fingle 
man, thercfoie 1 could only make 
every arrangement againfl the wind 
moderated ; and this morning at day¬ 
light I went ill fliore, in the Kite, for 
the purpofe of giving every ailiflance, 
but I had the mortification to fee our 
army furrounded by the enemy’s troops ^ 
and as I had no doubt the General had 
capitulated, I ordered all the fliipsto 
anchor farther out, and I fent in a flag 
of truce by Colonel Boone, of thp 
Guards, and Captain Brown, of the 
Kite, with a letter to the Commandant, 
a copy of which 1 inclofe for their Lord- 
ihips* information. Ac ten this morn¬ 
ing the General’s Aid'de-Camp, Cap¬ 
tain Williamfon, caije on board, and 
lhaugh it was vefry painful to -hear 


General Coote was wounded, after all 
his exertions, yet it was very fatisfa^lory 
to learn, that under many difadvan*, 
tagehus circumflanccs, and after per* 
forming a fervice of fuch confequcncc 
to our country, the lofs (killed and 
wounded) was only between fifty and 
fixcy^officcrs and privates j and that the 
General capitukted 4 n confequence of 
being furrounded by fevcral thoufands 
of the National Troops. 

1 inclofe, for their Lordfhips* in¬ 
formation, a copy of fuch minutes as 
were left me by Captain Williamfon, 
from which their Lordftiips will fee the 
Iluice gates and works ar^ completely 
deftroyeJ, and feveral veflels, intended 
for trailfports, burnt. 

1 this morning learntf that the canal 
was quite dry, and that the works, de- 
ftroyed yefterday had taken the States 
of Bruges five years to finifli. 

1 hope their Lofdfliips will Jjfc fa tis- 
fied that the enemy was furprifeJTanT" 
every thing they wiflied was accom- 
piillicd, although the lofs of the troops 
far exceeded any calculation, except^ 
under the particular circumllances or 
the winds coming to the northward, 
and blowing very hard. If the weather 
had coffeinued fine, the troops would 
have been embarked by twelve, at which 
time the return of killed and wounded 
did not ex^'cd four rank and file. 

1 cannot help again noticing the par¬ 
ticular good conduct of Captain More- 
lock, Lieutenant Edifionds, and Lieu¬ 
tenant Norman, and beg to recommend 
them to their Lordlhips* proteflion. 

General Coote fent to infqrm me 
that he was highly pleafed with the 
uncommon exertions of Captains Win- 
throp and Bradby, and Lieutenant 
Bradby, who had a£^ed on (liore as his 
Aid-de-Cainp: he alfo noticed the af- 
fifiancee he had derived from Captain 
iClackellarf after his Janding. 

1 take the liberty of fending this 
difpatch by Captam Winthrep, of the 
Circe, who commanded the feamen 
landed from thc*difFcrenc (hips ; and 
he had the particular charge of g£tting 
the powder and mines up for the de* 
flruAion of the works, in which he fo 
ably Cucceeded, he will be enabled to 
inform their Lordfliips qf every cir- 
cuiDiftance. Captain Mackellar, with 
the officers and meir^on fliore, wenc 
incli^ded in the capitulation ; but £ 
have not yet been able to collet an 
exadl return of the number of fenmeh 
taken..

Sir, in this 
inftance you will do the fame to the 
troops, &c. who have fallen into your 

It will not be againft any rule to ex¬ 
change the prifoners immediately ; but, 
on the contrary, add to your name by 
marking it with humanity and libe¬ 
rality 1 and 1 give you my word, the 
fame number of troops, or other prifo- 
ners, ihaJl be inftantly fent from Eng¬ 
land to Prance, with fqch oVRcers as 
you fliall name, pr as fliall be named by 
the National Convention, provided no 
public reafon attaches againlVthe releale 
of any particular perfun. 

I have fent the ofHcers what things 
they left on board the (hip, and 1 am 
confident you will order them to be 
delivered as foon as potHble# 

I beg you will allow the ofHcers and 
men to write letters to England by this 
flag, as a fattsfa^tion to their Lmilies, 
it being impoftible ibr me to know who 
have fallen or received wounds, which 
1 hope will be very inconfiderable from 
the accounts I have received from the 
ihore.

Dublin Cajlle, May 24 . 

MV LORD, 

THE intelligence contained in my 
laft difpatchetmuft have prepared your 
Grace to hear of fome attempts being 
made by the Rebels to carry their trai- 
foroua deftgna into execution before 
everv poiftbSity of fuccefs waadeftroyed 
by tite vigorous meafures which have 
lately been purfued* 


'For 
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For fome days orders had been idued 
by the JLeaders of the United Irilhmen, 
directing their partizans to be ready at 
a moment's notice, as the meafures of 
Government made it necefTary for them 
to aft immediately. Yefterday in¬ 
formation was recei\^ed, that it was pro¬ 
bable the city and the adjacent diftrifts 
would rile in the evening; rubfequent 
information confirmed this intelligence. 
In conlcqucncc of which, notice was 
fent to the General Officers in the 
neighbourhood, and Dublin was put in 
a Hate of preparation. The meafures 
taken in the metropolis prevented any 
movement whatfoever ; but 1 am con¬ 
cerned to acquaint your Grace, that 
afts of open rebellion'were committed 
in the counties of Dublin, Meath, and 
Kildare. About half pift two this 
morning, there was a regular attack, 
made by a Rebel Force upon the town 
of Naas, where Lord Gosford com¬ 
manded, with part of the Armagh Mi¬ 
litia, and detachments of the 4th Dra¬ 
goon Guards and Ancient Britons# The 
Rebels conliHed of about 1000 men, 
armed with muikets and pikes, and 
they made their attack with regularity, 
but were foon repulfed by the Armagh 
Militia, and then charged and purfued 
by the 4th Dragoon Guards and An¬ 
cient Bricilh, and I underdand their 
iofs amounted to near 200. Two offi¬ 
cers and a few privates have been loft 
of his Majefty's forces. It giTes me 
pain to relate, that a (mall detachment 
at the town of Profperous has been 
furprifed, and a detachment of the vil¬ 
lage of Clare cut their way to Naas 
with fomc Iofs. There was alfo an 
attack on a fmall party of the orh dra¬ 
goons, near Kilkullen, which (Offered ; 
but in the courfe oi the day General 
Dundas was enabled to cunie up with a 
conliderable body of the Rebels near the 
Hills of Kilkullen, where they were 
entiiely routed, with the Iofs of 200 
men. There were alfo fevcral bodies 
collefted l.ift night in difterent parts 
near Dublin, which were attacked by 
the Rachfarnham cavalry, and by a 
detachment of the 5th dragoons, and 
dirpeifed with fome Iofs, and fome pri- 
foners and horfes were taken. A rebel 
party, however, aflembled at the bor¬ 
ders of the county of Dublin, near 
Dunboync, and overpowered fome con- 
ftablcs,and afterwards took the baggage 
of two companies, guarded by a (mall 
pnrty of the Reay Fenctbles, coming to 
town, and have, during the courie of 


this day, committed many outrages ; 
feveral of them, however, have been 
killed, but the body remains iindif- 
erfed. The citv is tranquil, and 1 
ave no doubt will renfain fothis even¬ 
ing, and I truft that to-morrow we 
(hall entirely difperfe that body of the 
infurgents which has not been entirely 
routed to-day. , • 

I muft add, that the Mail Coach go¬ 
ing to the North was attacked, within a 
few miles of Dublin, by a feleft body, 
well armed ; the pafleirgers were taken, 
and the coach burned. The Galway 
Mail Coach \v?s alfo attacked in the 
town of Lucan,but the rebel party was 
driven off before its dellruftion was 
elfefted. 

In confequence of this defperate con- 
duft of the Rebellious, I iiTued the 
ioclofed ProcUmati' n, with the advice 
of the Privy Council. 

I lhall, in a future difpatch, detail to 
your Grace the particular fcrviccs\Viiid'nr' • 
have been performed ; but at prefent £ 
am not furnifhed with regular reports, 
except from Lorc]^Gosford, who appears 
to have afted with great (irmnefs an<^ 
decifion,

^Thuifday Mormn^, 8 o'clock, z^tb 
May 1798. 

THfS morning, about half pali two 
o’ftock, a ^ragoon from an out-puft 
came in and informed Major Wardie, 
of the Ancient Brui^, that a very con- 
fiderable Anned Body were approach¬ 
ing rapidly upon the town. The whole 
garrifon were inftantly under arms^and 
took up their pufuions according to a 
plan previonily formed in cafe of fucK 
an event happening. They made the 
attack upon our troops poised near th^ 
gaol with great violence, but were re<^ 
pulfed ; they then made a general au • 
tack in almoft cvcry«direftton,as they 
had got polTeffion of almoin every ave¬ 
nue into the town. They continued to 
engage the troops for near three quarters 
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of an hour* when they gave way> and 
ttd on all fidti.. The cavalry imme¬ 
diately took advantage of their coniufiori> 
charged in alm^plt every diref^icn, and 
killed a gieat number of them. A great 
ijtiantity of arms and pikes were taken, 
and within this haU hciir many hundreds 
more were bj ought in, found in pitspnear ^ 
the town, together witlf three men with 
green cockades, all of whomw'cie hanged 
in the public ftreet. We took another 
prifoner, whom we fpared, in confe- 
quence of his having gi^en us information 
that will enable us to purl'ue theie lebeU ; 
and from this man we learn that they 
were above a'tlioiiland itrong : they weie 
commanded, as this man intorms us, by 
Michael ReynoUls, who was well mount¬ 
ed, and dreued in Yccmaii Uniform, but 
\infortunately made his eicape j bis horie 
we have got. 

When we are able to coile^l further 
•IKivticukrs, you fhafi be made acquainted 
with them. About 30 rel^els were killed 
in the llreets ^ in the fields, we imagine, 
above 100; their bodies have not yet 
•been brought together.*' 

It is iiiipoHihle to fay too much of the 
cavaliyand infantry; their conduft was 
txcmplai*y throughout.

This morning .in account has been re¬ 
ceived from Majui Hardy, that yeiterday 
a body of between 3 and 4.000 had col- 
lefled near Dunlavin, when they were 
entirely defeated, with the lofs of 300 
men, by Lieutenant Gardner, at the head 
of a detachment of the Antrim Militia, 
and Captain Haidy's and Captain Hume’s 
Yeomanry. 

The Tioops and Yeomanry behaved 
with the utmoll gallantry in both actions, 
Lieutenant-General Craig left Dublin 
vefterday, in the hopes of meeting the 
body of the Rebels which had col]e 61 ed 
near Dunboyne, and parties were fent ip 
different dire6Hons to furround them. 
They, however, fled in the night, on 
hearing the approach of the troops. The 
General came up, however, with a party, 
confiding of about 500, fume of whom 
were put to the fword.

Thirty of the Antrim Mi¬ 
litia, under my command, and Cornet 
Love, with twenty of the 9th Dragoons, 
were lent to attack them. At the in- 
ftant that we w’ere advancing upon them 
in the town of Stratford upon Slaney, 
Captain Stratford appeared at the other 
end of the town, with part of his corps. 
We attacked the rebels on both fides, 
and completely routed thenj, having be¬ 
tween one and two hundred killed, be- 
fides many wounded, who made their 
efcape. « 

There are feveral of our men wounded, 
and one of the 9th Dr.igoons very fe- 
verely. I have great pleafiiie in telling 
you, that every man behaved as well as 
pollibly could be vvilhed.

I MARCHED from Limerick on 
Sunday morning with 60 dragoons, the 
Dublin Militia, their field-pieces, with 
two curricle-guns, to open the comiau- 
nicatlon with Dublin, which 1 judged of 
the utmoft importance to Government. 
By means of cars ibr the infantry I 
reached this place in 48 hours. . 1 am 
now, at feven o'^clock this morning 
(Monday), mai'ching to I'urround the 
townof Kildaie, the head-quarters of the 
rebels, with feven pieces of artillery, 
140 dragoons, and 3Jo infantry. I have 
left the whole country behind me per- 
fe£lly quiet, and well prote£led by means 
of the troops and yeomanry corps. £ 
hope to he able to forward this to you 
by the mail-coach, which I willeicort to 
Naas. I am lufficiently Hrong.—Von 
may depend on my priultnce and fuccefs. 
My guns are well manned, and the 
tioops in high fpiiWs. The cruelties 
that have been committed on fome of the 
officers and men have exai'perated them 
to a great dfgite. Of niy future ope- 
latious I will endeavour to inform you.

Dub!t?ty M'.iv 21- On certain in- 
formatit.n. Major Siir, Captain Kyin, 
and Mr. Juftice Swan, proceeded on Sa¬ 
turday evening to the houie of one Mur¬ 
phy, a dealer in feathers, fri Thomas- 
It ret t, near St. James's-gate. They 
were attended by a Serjeant's guard only. 
Major Sirr waited behind to Nation the 
guards, lb as to cut off the poflibility of 
the prifoner’s retreat. Mr. Swan firll 
went i^p, and coming to the apartment, 
entered. Lord Edward was in bed. Mr. 
S\vn.:i told him that he was friry to be 
obliged to fee him on fucli an cccalioii 5 
that, however, he mull do his duty as a 
Magidrate ; and that, on liis fubmitting, 
he would treat him with every poffdilc 
indul,:cncc. LoiM Edwaid then imme- 
diaifiy turning in th^ bed, drew a piltol, 
which he difeharged wit hour effeft. At 
this time no one ww in the room but 
Lord Edward and Mr. Swan. His Lord¬ 
lhip, on finding his nillol had not told, 
aTailed Mr. Swan with a dagger, and 
ran him through the body above the 
ihouMer-bhide. At this indant Captain 
Kyan entered the room, when Lord Ed- 
f ward difengaged hiinfelf, and made at 
him with fuch determined fury, that with 
one cut he opened his belly to •fuch a 
degree that his bowels fell cut. So 
lirrle time paffed, ihat Majoi Sirr had no 
otiicr abjm than tl;c ftir-t 5 and when he 


rulhed up Hairs, he found Lord Edward 
and Juftice Swan Hruggling for thedag-^ 
ger—both of their hands cut. Captain 
Kyan wa^ in a dying condition ) Mr. 
Swan waslexhaulled with lofs of blood i 
and the defperate young man making 
another effort, the Major, in his ovvn 
defence, fired on him, and wounded him 
in the fhoulder. He was then eafily over¬ 
powered, and conveyed to the Callle, 
where he underwent no examination, and 
from thence to Nevgate. 

It appears that tlit unfortunate young 
Nobleman, although proclaimed, had 
made a practice of going out at night 
in difgsuile, and to lleep during the day. 
He was ti aced by orders ilfued not many 
hours before to the Sccietles of United 
Irilluncii. 

Lord Edward, when brought to the 
Caltle, affe6tcJ the polltencfs of a cour¬ 
tier, and declared that he was lorry for 
what wounds he had infli^ed. When 
conveyed to Newgale, he appeared to be 
entirely difpirlted ; his voice fauhered ; 
his complexion was deadly pale, aud his 
eyes apparently fixiil. 

Murphy, the owii^-r of the houfe Lord 
Edward lodgM in, was conveyed to New¬ 
gate along with his Lordlhip. 

Daniel Frederick Kyan, elq. died on 
Wednefday the 23d. 

Lord Edward Fitzgerald died on Tuef- 
day the 5th of June. The following is 
the veixlicl of the Coronci's Jury lum- 
moned to hold an inquelf on his body ; 

“ We are of opinion that the dteeafed 
came by hi> death by ancffnlioii of water 
in the left fide of the thorax, and inflam- 
iiiation of the lungs of that fide, occ.i- 
fioned, as appeared to us upon the telli- 
mony of four tmineut furgeons, by fever 
biouglit on by gijtat anxiety of mind, 
aided by two wounds inflirfvd on the 
right aim by two piltol halls found 
lodged over tlic fcapula of that fide.**

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I N confcquence of l:ingiiagCThat pafled 
in the Houfe of Coipmons on Friday 
the 25th *, Mr. Tierney challenged Mr, 
Pitt j and this afternoon Mr. Pitt, ac-# 
companied by Mr. Rydtr, and Mr, Tier¬ 
ney, accomjpanied by Mr. Walpole, met 
at three o'clock on Putney heath. After 
feme inefFcflual attempts on the part of 
the feconds to pi event further proceed¬ 
ings, the parties took their ground at the 
diftance of 12 paces. A cafe of pidols 
vi^s fired at the fame moment N^rithoiit 
effe^f, a Iccond.cafe was alfo fired in the 
lame manner, Mr. Pitt firing his pillol 
in the air, the feconds then jointly inter¬ 
fered, and infilled that the matter Ihoiild 
go no farther, it being their decided 
opinion that i'ufficient latisfaflion had 
been given, and that the buiinefs was 
ended with perfcfl honour to both parties. 

This duel was fought near Aberlhaw’s 
gibbet rn Putney heath. The Speaker, 
Mr. Whitbread, and Mr. Grey, as well 
as two furgeons, WMe Itatiuned near the 
fpot, Mr. Pitt went to the ground, 
accompanied by Mr. Ryder, in a hack 
polt-cnaile; Mr. Tierney, with Colonel 
Walpole, in a hackney coach. Nearly 
an hour was I'pent in endeavouring to 
bring about a resonciliation before the 
duel commenced. After Hie fecond fiie, 
the feconds infilled that the affair Oiould 
terminate 5 and, after a long'confultation 
between the feconds (during wliich time 
the two combatants were left in con- 
verfation together), the preceding account 
was dr^wii up. Mr. Piit and Mr. 
Tierney Ihook hands before they left the 
ground. Mr. ' 1 '. f^nt a note to the 
Miniilcr on Friday, as focn as he left the 
Houfe of Commons. The time and place 
of meeting were appointed by Mr. Pitt. 


2S. This evening a moll beautiful 
young woman, about twenty years cf 
age, elegantly drelTcd, was feen going to 
VauxhaTl, accompanied by an officer much 
older than her£elf. #Next morning Ihe 
was found dead in a pond at the back of 
the Black Prince, in Vauxhall road. An 
inquell was held on the body on Thurf- 
day, when one of the two furviving lifters 
of the dtccafcd fwore her name w'ai 
Harriet Benfon j that they lived in jehn- 
ftrect, Tottenham-court'rq^d ; and that 
they were at Vauxhall on Monday night, 
where they were prevailed on to drink 
fu much, that they became intoxicated, 
and inilfcd each other in leaving the place. 
There were no marks of violence what¬ 
ever on the body, nor had Ihe any thing 
valuable on her perkm, excep^^er drel’s, 
to tempt a robber. Under thefe circum-

At a quarter after eleven, he was 
brought out of priibn> placed upon a 
liurdle drawn by twp horl'es, preceded by 
the flieiilTs meiii and efcbrtcd by a com- 
^ny of* about 200 of the Maiditone 
Volunteers. 

The proceflion moved (lowly to the 
place of execution on Pennenden Heath> 
about a mile from the town. When ar- 
•rived at the place of execution, he ex¬ 
changed a tew words with the Catholic 
Prieft who attended him, and read his 
prayers from a Roman Catholic prayer- 
book in Latin, w'hich he performed with 
great fluency and cafe j after wliich he 
fang a verie in the Plalms In Englilh. 
}Ie then took out an orange, and defired 
a GentlJTfun who was near him to cut 
it.—“ I will thank you, Sir,” laid he, 

to cut this orange for me j here, take 
my knife (pulling out a pen>knife) j it 
t 7 as faid they were afiaid to truft me 
with a knife, becaufe I wilhed to cut mv 
throat; but I would not deprive myfelf 
of the glory of dying in this njanner.” 
ile then turned round to the keeper of 
the prifon, and faid, God blefs vou, 
IVIr. Watlbn, you have been very kind 
and civil to me.” He then ^feended the 
IcafFold, and being tied to the gallows, 
made a very inflammatory fpecch, in 
which he protefled his innocence, and 
reflefted on the Jury by whom he was 
trieii, and the witiicfles who appeared 
againlt ^iin. The fpeech was of con- 
lldeiable length, and he delivered it in a 
Itedfalt and iinprelllvc manner. 


The board was then dropped, as at 
Newgate, stpd he remained Ail'pended for 
twelve or thirteen minutes : he was then 
taken dovm, the head taken off by a 
iurgeon, a|id the executioner held up the 
head to the populace, faying, This is 
the head of a traitor.” Both head and 
^lody were then put into a fliell, and 
buried at the foot of the gallows. 

13. The execution of Mr. Reeves, 
Mr. Wiikinibn,andMr. Adainfon, which 
took place this morning in the front of 
Newgate, was the molt awful example 
of juflice ever witnefled. Three perfons, 
all of the rank and with the education 
of GenAlemen', fuflering at one moment, 
and all for the fame pernicious crime of 
forgery, ought -to make a deep imprelTion 
on every heart. Mr. Kirby humanely 
permitted their families and a Clergyman 
to remain with them till a late hour on 
Tuefday night, and every jpodiblt in¬ 
dulgence, confident with lafety, was 
(hewn them. Mr. Adamfon, who had 
cherilhed hopes of pardon from the ap¬ 
plications which ha(l been made for mer¬ 
cy, (link into defpondency 5 and having 
contrived to procure opium into his cell, 
he had lb far eluded the vigilance of the 
turnkeys, as to take a large dole during 
the night. About five o'clock in the 
morning it was difeovered by the dele¬ 
terious effects, and Mr. Ramfden, the 
furgeon, was fent for. The opiate, 
though-perhaps intended only to coinpol'e 
his (pirits, threw him into a convulfcd 
and feverifh (late of difability ; and it 
was with great difliculty that he was 
roufed and kept up. They all defired to 
have the lad folemn prayer given to them 
in private; and with this Di'. Ford 
humanely acquiefccd.

His father, knowing the general advantages 
of a good education, though in his cafe (like, 
unfortunately, many others) it fcarcely paid 
the iiuereft of ihe money it had cofl, applied 
the greater part of his concra^fed means to 
the improvement of his children. John 
Scott, of whom-we treat, iJoflcfTcd a fp’.rit 
fuperior to his uncommon ftrength, with a 
lieart and temper equally animated. Shortly 
after he was fent to fchool, he faw a great 
boy ill treat a little one, whofe caufe he 
cfpoufSd, and hogged the aggreffor, who was 
tuppoftd to be coniidcrably above his match. 
An attachn:''nt commefleed between Scott 
and the boy whom he had protedled, whofe 
name was Hugh Carleton; and whofe fatlitr, 
a merchant, ftilcd the King of Cork from 
hif.Oj5U.^nce and iefpe£tabi'ity, fent an in, 
vitatlon to young Scott to pafa the next holi, 
days with his/riend at Mr. Carleton's houfe ; 
where he became fo gieat a favourite, that 
his prefence could not be difpenled ivrith at 
the fucceeding vacation. 

When the lads v\erc qual.hcd, Mr. Carle- 
ton, who appeared to value them ^oth alike, 
fent them, with equal eilablifhments, to the 
Ccllegc and the Temple. Both were called 
to the Irifli bar, where the uncommon bold- 
nefs of Mr. Scott’s eloquence obtained him 
an eAabl.lhment at the pcrlcd that the elder 
JVIr. Carlcon, by a combination of ills to 
which extended commeice i^ liable, became 
a bankiupt; and wlicn his fon, witii diiiin- 
guiflicd talents and the molf exalted worth, 
Was unable to afTift him. This was the 
moment for gratitude and affection ^ Mr. 
Scott, from his yet contrafled income, im^ 
mediately fettled upLr'n his fecond father 
3eol. a year for his life, which he continued 
regularly to pay, till thfc World, acquiring a 
knowledge of Counfellor Carleton's abilities, 
enabled him to infill on his friend difcon- 
tinuing'his bounty.
